ARMY,  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


THE  Medical  Department  of  the  Army  is  enumerated  amongfr  thofe  A R M y. 
Public  Offices  and  Departments  whole  Expenditure  and  Conduct  Department, 
are  luhjecled  by  the  Legiflature  to  our  examination. *  1 2 3 - 

Although  the  concerns  of  this  Department,  during  the  laid,  as  well  as 
the  prefent  War,  have  comprehended  a confiderable  Eftabliffiment,  and  a 
large  Expenditure,  yet  we  do  not  find,  except  in  the  inftance  of  the  checks 
on  the  Apothecary  General’s  bills,  (which  attracted  the  notice  of  the 
SeleR  Committee  of  Finance  in  1797,  and  will  be  obferved  on  hereafter), 
that  thefe  concerns  have  been  inveftigated  by  the  author  ity  of  either  Houle 
of  Parliament,  or  by  any  of  the  preceding  Boards  of  Commiffioners.  As 
we  had  no  previous  authoritative  information,  therefore,  to  guide  us  in  the 
courfe  of  our  Inquiries,  we  have  thought  it  expedient  to  make  them  more 
extenfive,  and  to  carry  them  farther  back  than  would  otherwife,  perhaps, 
have  been  neceffary. 

We  ffiall  divide  the  fubject  of  the  prefent  Inquiry  into, 

Firft,  The  ESTABLISHMENT,  and 

Secondly,  The  EXPENDITURE  of  the  Department : 

And  we  ffiall  fubdivide  the  firft  of  thefe  heads  into, 

1.  The  Superintending  or  Contrpuling  part ; 

2.  The  Stall'  and  General  Hofpital  branch  ; and, 

3.  The  Regimental  part. 


THE  ESTABLISHMENT. 

1.  The  fuperintendance  of  the  Department,  previous  to  1793,  appears 
to  have  been  in  a Phylician  General  (Sir  Clifton  Wintringham),  and  in 
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Mr.  John  Hunter,  who  held  the  joint  Offices  of  Surgeon  General  and 
Infpedor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries. 

On  Mr.  Hunter’s  death  in  1 793,  His  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  order  that 
the  Offices  held  bv  him  ffiould  be  divided,  and  that  Mr.  Gunning  fhould 
be  appointed  Surgeon  General  to  the  Army,  with  the  pay  of  forty  Shillings 
per  diem  ; and  Mr.  Keate,  Infpector  of  Regimental  Infirmaries,  with  the 
pay  of  ten  Shillings  per  diem.  Thefe  Gentlemen  were  direded  by  the 
Secretary  at  War’s  Letter  to  confult  together  on  the  appointment  of  Phyfi- 
cians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Hofpitals  on  lervice,  and  of  Surgeons  and  Mates  of 
Regiments,  and  to  join  in  their  recommendations  to  the  appointments ; and 
they  were  told,  that  when  a lucceffor  to  the  Phyfician  General  (who  was  at 
that  time  at  a very  advanced  age)  ffiould  be  appointed,  he  would  alfo  be 
direded  to  join  in  the  recommendations. 

The  diredions  contained  in  the  Secretary  at  War’s  Letter,  Mr.  Keate 
obferves,  firft  conftituted  the  Army  Medical  Board.  On  the  death  of  Sir 
Clifton  Wintringham,  Sir  Lucas  Pepys  was  appointed  Phyfician  General 
to  the  Army,  with  the  pay  of  ten  Shillings  per  diem  ; and  from  that  time 
(the  15th  January  1794),  he,  with  the  Surgeon  General,  and  Infpedor 
of  Regimental  Infirmaries,  conflituted  the  Medical  Board  for  conduding 
the  general  duties  of  the  Department,  and  for  recommending  proper 
perfons  for  Staff  and  Regimental  Commiffions.  But  Mr.  Keate  lays,  that 
at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  the  Board,  in  1793,  no  fpecific  inffruc- 
tions  were  given  to  them,  and  that  thofe  which  were  lublequently  received, 
related  to  thole  particular  points  only  on  which  explanation  was  required 
by  the  Board. 

On  the  death  of  Mr  Gunning,  early  in  179S,  Mr.  Keate  was  appointed 
Surgeon  General,  and  Mr.  Ruffi  Infpedor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries.  On 
the  1 2th  March  1798,  His  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  order  a new  arrange- 
ment of  the  Medical  Department.  The  eftablifhment  of  an  Army  Medical 
Board  for  conduding  the  general  bufmefs  of  the  Medical  Department  was 
then  difcontinued,  and  diftind  provinces  of  Duties  and  of  Patronage  were 
affigned  to  the  Phyfician  General,  the  Surgeon  General,  and  the  Infpedor 
of  Regimental  Hofpitals ; and  each  was  made  refponfible,  “ openly  and 
lolely,”  for  his  own  ads. 

The  diftind  duties  now  enjoined  the  three  Chiefs  of  the  Department 
are  detailed  in  His  Majeftv’s  Warrant,  a copy  of  which  is  given  in  the 
Appendix.  By  this  it  appears,  that  the  Phyfician  General  was  to  recom- 
mend the  Army  Phyfician^,  and  to  give  his  opinion  on  all  matters  referred 
to  him  by  the  Commander  in  Chief,  or  Secretary  at  War  ; that  he  was  to 
infped  the  Medicines  provided  for  the  ufe  of  the  Army  by  the  Apothecary 
General,  and  to  join  with  the  Surgeon  General  in  checking  his  Bills  : the 
Phyfician  General  was  alfo  to  certify  his  opinion  in  the  cafes  of  Officers 
applying  for  leave  of  abfence  on  account  of  ill  health,  if  the  cafes  w7ere 
not  furgical ; and  he  was  to  prefide  at  the  Medical  examination  of  Candi- 
dates for  Regimental  and  Staff  Commiffions. 

The  duties  of  the  Surgeon  General,  as  detailed  in.  the  Warrant,  are,  to 
recommend  Staff  and  Regimental  Surgeons  and  Affiftants  ; to  feled  from 
the  Staff  Surgeons  on  full  pay  at  home  fuch  as  may  be  wanted  for  the  Ge- 
neral Hofpitals,  Camps,  and  diftrids  In  this  Kingdom  ; to  make  requisitions 
to  the  Infpedor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals  for  Apothecaries  and  Hofpital 
Mates ; and  to  appoint  the  inferior  Officers  and  Attendants  in  the  General 
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Hofpitals.  He  was  tocorrefpond  with  the  Heads  of  Hol'pitals  abroad,  and 
to  be  the  channel  of  application  for  extending  the  leave  of  Officers  abfent 
from  fnch  Hofpitals.  He  was  to  infpedf:  the  quality,  and  to  regulate  the 
prices  of  all  furgical  articles  in  the  bills  of  the  Apothecary  General,  and, 
with  the  Infpector  of  Regimental  Hofpitals,  to  afeertain  the  claims  for 
bounty  or  indemnification  for  the  lofs  of  limbs,  and  cure  of  wounds.  He 
was  further  to  certify  in  furgical  cafes,  as  the  Phyfician  General  was  di- 
rected to  do  in  medical  cafes ; and  he  was  to  affiR  at  the  Medical  examin- 
ation of  Hofpital  Mates. 

The  third  principal  Officer  of  the  Medical  Department,  ffcyled  in  His 
Majefty’s  Warrant  Inlpeclor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals,  was  directed  to  re- 
commend Apothecaries,  Purveyors,  and  Deputy  Purveyors,  Hofpital 
Mates,  and  the  inferior  Officers,  on  the  formation  of  any  new  eRablifih- 
ment.  He  was  to  infpeCt  the  Regimental  Hofpitals  at  home,  to  corre- 
fpond with  the  Regimental  Surgeons  at  home,  and  to  be  relponfible  for  all 
matters  relating  to  the  fupply  of  their  medicines,  and  the  management  of 
their  Hofpitals.  He  was  to  aft  with  the  Surgeon  General  relative  to  the 
claims  of  wounded  Officers,  to  certify  in  lurgical  cales,  and  to  affifl  at  the 
examination  of  Hofpital  Mates. 

Some  general  rules  are  alfo  preferibed  in  the  Warrant  relative  to  the  ex- 
aminations and  qualifications  of  pedons  for  Medical  and  Chirurgical  ap- 
pointments, and  on  the  courfe  to  be  obferved  in  Promotions  ; and  it  was 
declared  not  to  be  indilpenfable,  that  Phyficians  to  the  Army  fihould  have 
taken  a Degree  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  that  they  fihould  have  a Li- 
cence from  the  College  of  Phyficians.  The  former  Members  of  the  Board 
were  alfo  dire&ed  to  continue  their  joint  monthly  Reports  on  the  Sick  of 
the  Army  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  Secretary  at  War,  and  to  con- 
fiider,  together,  all  matters  which  ffiould  lie  fpecially  referred  to  them. 

Sir  Lucas  Pepys  conceives  that  the  Board  was  conftituted  in  order  to 
prevent  partiality  or  favour  in  appointments,  as  the  majority  was  to  re- 
commend ; and  in  his  Examination  he  fays,  that  the  recommendations  of 
the  Board  were  in  faff  founded  on  a joint  opinion  of  the  merits  of  the 
perfons  recommended.  And  Mr.  Keates  Rates  in  his  Examination,  that  App*  N°  5.  Q.  5. 
there  was  much  convenience  in  three  names  being  put  to  the  recommen- 
dations ; although  he  admits,  that  the  ufage  at  the  Board  was,  to  leave  to 
the  Phvfician  General  the  recommendation  of  Phvficians,  and  for  the 
Surgeon  General  and  lnfpehfor  of  Hofpitals  to  recommend,  by  turns,  the 
Staff  and  Regimental  Surgeons.  We  cannot  learn,  either  from  Sh  Lucas 
Pepys  or  Mr.  Keate,  the  furviving  Members  of  the  Board,  what  were  the 
real  reafons  which  led  to  the  difcontinuance  of  it ; but  Mr.  Keate  con- 
jeclures,  that  it  was  luppofed  this  alteration  in  the  fyflem  might  lead  to 
difpatch  in  other  matters.  They  both  agree,  hovrever,  that  no  advantage 
has  followed  from  the  change.  Sir  Lucas  Pepys,  indeed,  Rates  that  this 
divifion  of  the  patronage  has  been  attended  with  this  diladvantage,  that 
perfons  cf  inferior  medical  education  (the  Deputy  InfpecRors),  have  been 
appointed  to  fituations  fuperfeding  the  authority  of  the  Phyficians.  And 
Mr.  Keate,  in  his  Paper  fuggeRing  alterations  in  the  prefent  Army  Medical  App+N°6.Qi86. 
SyRem,  Rates,  as  one  inconvenience  arifing  from  the  arrangement  of  1798, 
that  the  recommendation  is  in  fome  cafes  with  one  Member  of  the  Board, 
and  the  refponfibility  for  the  condufit  of  the  perfon  recommended  is  with 
another  Member ; inffiancing  in  his  own  cafe,  that,  with  the  exception  of 
6.  B the 
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the  Staff  Surgeons,  all  the  Medical  Staff'  proceeding  on  foreign  expeditions, 
as  Phyficians,  Infpedtors,  Purveyors,  Apothecaries,  Hofpital  Mates,  &c. 
are  recommended  by  the  other  Members  of  the  Board,  although  he  (Mr. 
Keate)  is  refponfible  for  the  feledlion  of  them  for  the  particular  fervices  on 
which  they  may  be  employed,  and  for  their  conduft  afterwards.  And  we 
obferve  the  fame  incongruity  in  the  cafe  of  the  Infpedlor  General,  who  has 
the  controul  over,  and  is  refponfible  for  the  conduct  of  the  Regimental 
Surgeons  and  Affiffants,  although  thefe  are  appointed  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Surgeon  General. 

But  the  chief  inconvenience  which  has  followed  from  this  divifion  of 
patronage,  and  of  the  refponli bility,  has  been  probably  an  unneceffary  in- 
creafe  of  many  of  the 'branches  of  me  Effabhlhment,  and  a much  greater 
Expenditure  than  would  otherwife  have  been  incurred.  The  information 
which  we  have  colledled  juffifies,  we  think,  this  conclusion  ; and  it  is 
fcarcely  to  be  doubted  but  that  the  check  on  each  other’s  condudf,  had  the 
heads  of  the  Army  Medical  Department  continued  to  act  as  a Board,  would 
have  been  much  more  effectual  than  any  apprehended  ceniure  from  their 
Superiors  can  have  been,  considering  how  incompetent  any  but  profeflional 
men  muff  in  general  be  to  judge  of  thole  peculiar  matters  individually 
tranfadted  by  the  Members  of  the  fotmer  Board. 

The  Principals  of  the  Department  Rill  regulate  themfelves  by  the  direc- 
tions contained  in  His  Maje fly’s  Warrant.  The  Phylician  General  does 
not  appear  to  have  any  other  duties  than  thofe  which  are  prefcribed  in  it ; 
and  he  holds  no  other  public  employment  : his  pay  is  now  forty  Shillings 
per  diem. 

The  Surgeon  General  Rates,  that  his  adlual  duties,  in  addition  to  thofe 
detailed  in  His  Majefty’s  Warrant,  are,  the  formation  of  Medical  Staff  for 
every  Foreign  Expedition;  the  due  fupply  and  appropriation  of  medicines, 
Hofpital  ftores,  and  inffrumentsfor  the  ufe  of  the  Troops  employed  thereon; 
the  iffue  of  directions  to  the  Inlpedlors  and  Deputy  Ini pedtors  for  the  con- 
duct and  controul  of  the  Medical  Department  attending  Expeditions,  and 
of  fpecifc  inftruCtions  to  the  Purveyors  and  Apothecaries  attached  thereto, 
relative  to  the  Charge  and  Expenditure,  and  to  the  tranfmiffion  of  regular 
Accounts  by  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Returns,  which  are  afterwards  veri- 
fied, and  regiffered  in  his  office.  The  future  fupply,  alio,  to  luch  Expeditions 
depends  on  him. 

It  does  not  appear  to  us  by  wffiat  authority  Mr.  Keate  executes  thefe  du« 
ties  in  addition  to  thofe  enumerated  in  the  Warrant.  Moll  of  them,  it 
feems,  had  been  executed  by  him  whilft  he  held  the  office  of  InfpeClor  of 
Regimental  Infirmaries.  But  from  Lord  Amherft’s  Letter  to  him  and  to  Mr. 
Gunning,  given  in  the  Appendix,  we  infer  that  fuch  duties  were  to  have 
been  jointly  executed  by  them  and  by  the  Phylician  General,  when  fuch 
officer  fhould  be  appointed.  Whether,  however,  he  voluntarily,  or  by 
agreement  with  the  other  Members  of  the  Board,  undertook  thefe  addi- 
tional duties,  we  cannot  but  remark  that  a very  extenfive  patronage  has 
accompanied  the  execution  of  them. 

We  find  further,  that  the  Surgeon  General  has  alfo  the  diredion  of  the 
Depots  of  Medicines  and  Stores  for  home  and  foreign  confumption ; and 
that  he  examines  the  claims  of  the  Medical  Officers  under  his  controul  for 
the  contingencies  of  travelling,  lodging-monev,  forage,  &c.  and  recom- 
mends 
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mends  the  payment  of  them;  and,  laRly,  that  he  attends  at  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  at  the  examination  of  the  Hofpital  Mates. 

The  pay  of  the  Surgeon  General  has  always  been  forty  Shillings  per 
diem.  Mr.  Keate  holds  the  office  alfo  of  Surgeon  to  Chellea  Hofpital, 
the  eftablifhed  falary  of  which  is  one  hundred  Pounds  per  annum,  with 
apartments,  coals,  and  candles  ; and  an  allowance  of  nine  hundred  Pounds 
per  annum  during  war,  and  of  feven  hundred  Pounds  during  peace,  inftead 
of  making  bills  for  his  lervices  at  that  Hofpital. 

The  third  principal  Officer  of  the  Army  Medical  Department  is  now 
Ryled  Infpedlor  General  of  Army  Holpitals;  a title  which  was  fir  ft  ufed 
on  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Knight,  who  fucceeded  Mr,  Ruth  in  1801.  He 
executes  the  Duties  prefcribed  to  the  Infpedlor  of  Regimental  Hospitals  in 
His  Majefty’s  Warrant.  lie  regifters,  as  appears  from  the  detailed  State- 
ment of  his  Duties  given  in  the  Appendix,  the  Weekly  Hofpital  Fund  arifing 
from  the  ftoppages  from  the  pay  of  the  men  in  the  Regimental  Hofpitals  ; 
and  he  gives  an  half-yearly  ftatement  of  the  fame  to  the  War  Office.  It 
is  a part  of  his  duty  alfo  to  arrange  and  regulate  the  Eflabliffiment  of  the 
Office  in  London,  and  to  controul  the  difburfemcnts  of  it.  And  Mr.  Knight 
alfo  Rates,  that  he  fuperintends  the  profeffional  education  of  fome  Medical 
Cadets,  who,  it  appears  from  Mr.  Knight’s  examination,  are  Hofpital 
Mates,  receiving  pay,  but  unattached  for  a year,  during  which  they  walk 
the  London  Hofpitals,  and  pradlife  the  operative  part  of  Surgery  under  the 
diredlion  of  a Staff  Surgeon  efpecially  appointed  for  that  duty.  The  pay  of 
the  Infpedlor  General  is  now  forty  Shillings  per  diem. 

IrfAuguR  1802,  Mr.  Knigh  was  appointed  Comptroller  of  Army  Hofpi- 
tal Accounts,  an  office  which  the  Secretary  at  War  (in  a letter  to  Mr.  Knight, 
informing  him  of  the  appointment)  Rated,  was  to  be  confidered  as  diRindt 
from  that  of  Infpedlor  General,  and  that  the  union  of  the  two  offices  in  one 
perfon  was  accidental.  The  duties  of  this  office  will  appear  hereafter, 
when  we  Riall  notice  the  mode  in  which  the  Army  Medical  Expenditure 
is  controuled.  The  pay  of  this  office  is  alfo  forty  Shillings  per  diem. 

Mr.  Knight  holds  the  fituation  alfo  of  Surgeon  to  the  Staff  of  the  Com-  . 
mander  in  Chief,  the  pay  of  which  is  fifteen  Shillings  per  diem,  with  a 
forage  allowance  in  refpedl  of  this  appointment,  for  four  horfes,  if  effective. 

The  three  principal  Officers  of  the  Army  Medical  Department,  whole 
duties  wre  have  enumerated,  are  on  the  StaR  ot  the  Army,  and  receive 
their  pay  through  the  channel  of  the  Pay  Office. 

Neither  the  Phyfician  General  nor  Surgeon  General  have  any  contin- 
gent allowance,  except  travelling  expences.  But  the  Infpedlor  General, 
in  addition  to  his  travelling  expences,  has  the  adlua-1  expences  of  his  Table 
when  abfent  from  London  011  infpedlorial  duty ; which  have  not  exceeded, 
he  Rates,  on  an  average,  fixty  Pounds  per  annum.  This  laR  allowance  is 
taken  by  him  on  the  authority  of  a Letter  from  the  Treafury,  the  language 
of  which  feems  hardly  iufficiently  precife  to  juRify  Rich  a charge;  we  be- 
lieve it  to  be  very  unufual ; and  we  learn,  that  while  Mr.  Keate  was 
Infpedlor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals,  he  was  allowed  his  travelling  expences 
only. 

The  Principals  of  the  Department  follow  private  pradlice;  but  the 
Surgeon  General  and  Infpedlor  General  Rate,  that  their  public  duties 
have  very  much  interfered  with  the  pradlice  which  they  heretofore  en- 
joyed. 
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Medical 
Depart  ment. 
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Whilft  the  Principals  of  the  Army  Medical  Department  adled  as  a 
Board,  there  was  no  regular  eftablifhment  of  an  office ; but  an  allowance 
of  one  hundred  Pounds  per  annum,  and  ten  Shillings  per  diem,  was  given 
to  the  Infpedtor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals  to  cover  all  contingent  ex- 
pellees, fuch  as  the  rent  of  the  office,  falaries  of  clerks,  Rationary,  poR- 
age,  &c. 

In  1799,  the  year  after  the  Board  was  difeontinued,  and  at  a period 
when  the  effeftive  Rrength  of  the  Army  was  probably  little  inferior  to  its 
prefen t Rate,  the  Office  ERablilhment  was,  one  firR  Clerk,  who  was  alio 
the  adting  Secretary,  and  two  junior  Clerks ; and  the  total  expence  of  the 
Office  for  Clerks,  and  contingencies  of  all  kinds  (exclufive  of  the  Trea- 
furer’s  falary  and  allowances),  was  five  hundred  and  fifty-fix  Pounds  five 
Shilling's.

The  Office  ERablilhment,  in  the  year  1S06,  is  Rated  to  have  confified 
of  one  Affiflant  to  the  Surgeon  General,  and  another  to  the  Infpecfor 
General,  who  were  alfo  Deputy  Infpedtors  on  full  pay ; one  extra  AffiR- 
ant  to  the  Surgeon  General,  with  the  full  pay  of  a Purveyor,  but  with 
no  Office  pay ; one  Secretary  and  principal  Clerk,  having  the  general 
fuperintendance  of  the  Office,  the  correfpondence,  &c.;  one  Clerk  at- 
tached to  the  Surgeon  General;  one  ditto  employed  as  Accountant,  both 
for  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals,  with  extra  pay  for  bringing  up  old 
accounts;  five  junior  Clerks,  employed  as  their  fervices  are  required,  in 
copying,  & c.  And  the  whole  Office  expence  is  Rated  to  have  been  two 
thoufand  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  Pounds  three  Shillings  and  three 
Pence  three  Farthings. 


But  neither  of  thefe  Ratements  exhibits  a complete  account  of  the  ex- 
pence of  the  Army  Medical  Superintendance  at  the  refpedtive  periods. 
We  have  therefore  given  another  Statement  below,  in  which  we  have  in- 
cluded, at  thofe  periods,  the  pay  of  the  principal  Officers,  of  the  AffiRants, 
and  Treafurer,  and  their  emoluments,  as  well  as  the  Clerks  falaries,  and 
the  contingencies  of  the  Office.  From  this  Statement  it  appears,  that  the 
expence  of  the  fuperintendance  of  the  Medical  Department  in  1799,  was 
£.3,415.  iu.  3 d.  three  thoufand  four  hundred  and  fifteen  Pounds  eleven  Shillings  and  three 
f. 7,448.  3*.  3 y.  Pence;  and  in  1806,  feven  thoufand  four  hundred  and  forty-eight  Pounds 
three  Shillings  and  three  Pence  three  Farthings.

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This  increafe  of  expence  cf  the  Office  Edablilhment,  between  the 
years  1799  and  1806,  is  accounted  for  by  the  Infpedlor  /General,  with 
whom  more  elpecially  reticles  the  controul  of  this  branch  of  the  Service, 
by  the  general  extent  of  the  bufinets,  which  abfolutely  required  it,  and 
the  more  detailed  mode  of  tranfa6iin°;  it,  together  with  the  addition  to 
former  duties.”' 

The  propriety  of  the  prefent  Edablifhment  of  the  Office  can  be  deter- 
mined only  on  a contideration  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  duty  which 
it  has  to  difcharge.  But  fome  obfervations  have  occurred  to  us  refpecting 
two  or  three  of  the  appointments  in  the  Office,  which  may  be  dated  in 
this  place.  / 

Although,  in  the  prefent  divilion'of  the  duties  of  the  Principals  of  the 
Department,  we  may  admit  the  expediency  of  didindt  affiftance  in  the 
Office  to  the  Surgeon  General  and  Inlpedtor  General,  yet  we  cannot  ap- 
prove of  their  employing  thofe  who,  receiving  the  full  pay  and  allowances 
of  another  Office,  do  not  execute  thofe  duties  for  which  that  pay  and  thole 
allowances  were  given.  It  might  be  neceflarv,  perhaps,  as  the  Surgeon  Appx  N'6.  bp  36 
General  dates,  that  one  acquainted  with  profeffional  duties  ffiould  aft  as 
his  Affidant  ; but  the  remuneration  ffiould,  in  our  opinion,  be  in  the 
charadler  in  which  he  adts,  and  the  Affidants  ought  not  to  receive  the 
falaries  of  two  didindt  Offices  for  executing  the  duties  only  of  one.  It  is 
one  inconvenience  of  this  pradfice,  that,  except  on  an  Enquiry  like  the 
prefent,  the  real  expence  of  an  Edablilhment  would  not  appear  ; for  the 
falaries  derived  from  other  Offices  would  not  be  dated  in  the  account,  and 
-the  attention,  therefore,  of  thofe  who  had  the  examination  of  it  would 
not  be  called  to  the  confideration  of  the  propriety  of  Inch  appointments, 
and  to  the  amount  of  the  Salaries  covered  by  them.  This  lad  obtfeVvation 
is  more  particularly  applicable  to  the  cafe  of  the  Extra  Affidant  to  tire 
Surgeon  General  in  the  branch  of  Stores  and  Supplies,  who,  havino*  the 
rank  and  pay  of  a Purveyor,  but  no  Office  lalary,  does  not  even  appear 
to  be  a part  of  the  Edablilhment. 

The  only  alteration  in  this  Edablilhment  fince  the  lad  year,  of  which 
we  are  apprized,  is  the  promotion  of  the  Affidants  to  the  Surgeon  General 
and  Infpedtor  General  to  the  rank  of  Inlpedtors,  by  which  their  medical 
dad’  pay  is  railed  from  Deputy  Inlpectors  pay  of  one  Pound  five  Shillings  £■  u 5- 
per  diem  to  two  Pounds,  and  the  forage  allowance  from  three  to  four  £•  2- 
horfes.  Their  prefent  pay  and  emoluments,  therefore,  fubject  to  the

..exclufive  of  their  forage  allowance.  They  now,  therefore,  receive  a con- 
liderably  larger  remuneration  than  the  principal  Officers  of  the  Department. 

— We  have  enquired  into  the  grounds  of  this  promotion,  which  has  taken 
place  pending  our  invedigation  into  the  conduct  of  the  Army  Medical 
Department,  and  which  is  fo  incotffi dent  with  the  opinion  we  had  formed 
on  the  fubjedt.  It  appears,  that  on  the  22c!  June  1806,  Mr.  Knight  pro-  App*N°  12.  (C.) 
pofed  this  promotion  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  on  the  ground  that  fince  his 
own  admiffion  into  office,  only  one  promotion  in  the  higher  clafs  of  his

Department  had  taken  place  ; and  that  more  efpecially  in  the  inftance  of 
his  Affiftant,  this  increafed  rank,  and  consequent  authority,  were  called 
for,  becaufe  he  was  frequently  employed  to  officiate  for  Mr.  Knight  on 
fpecial  millions  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom.  Mr.  Knight,  who  had 
recommended  the  promotion  of  both  the  Affiftants,  having  fucceeded, 
early  in  the  prefent  year,  in  obtaining  this  rank  for  his  Affiftant,  Mr.  Keate 
was  induced  to  fend  in  a recommendation  of  his  Affiftant  alfo,  on  the 
ground  of  “ the  utility  that  would  be  derived  from  his  holding  a rank  fu- 
perior  to  thofe  whom  he  was  to  controul,  and  becaufe  he  thought  it  but 
juffice  that  his  Affiftant,  who  was  fenior  to  the  Infpeftor  General’s  Affift- 
ant,  fhould  not  be  fuperfeded.” 

The  weight  of  the  obfervations  which  we  have  before  made  on  the  im- 
propriety of  remunerating  fer vic,es  of  one  kind  by  the  pay  and  emoluments 
of  a very  different  Office,  is  not  at  all  diminifhed,  we  think,  by  the  reafons 
which  are  given  for  recommending  thefe  Promotions,  and  particularly 
fince  we  find  that  the  Affiftants,  thus  promoted,  were  the  fenior  Deputy  In- 
fpeftors  on  the  Tift,  and  therefore  have  not  derived  any  additional  autho- 
rity by  their  elevation  to  be  juniors  of  the  Infpedfor’s  rank. 

The  fituation,  too,  of  the  Treafurer  or  Agent,  calls  for  fome  particular 
remarks.  On  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Window,  the  prefent  Agent,  in 
1792,  he  had  two  thou  land  Pounds  imprefted  to  him,  by  the  authority  of 
the  Secretary  at  War,  for  the  general  purpofes  of  his  Agency,  and  his  falary 
was  one  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  per  annum,  being  the  fame  which  his 
predeceffor  had  received.  He  now  receives  a falary  and  allowances, 
amounting  to  five  hundred  and  thirty  Pounds  per  annum ; and  makes  a 
contingent  charge  for  Stationary  and  Poftage,  which,  on  an  average  of 
three  years,  appears  to  be  about  one  hundred  and  forty  Pounds  per  annum. 
The  whole  expence  of  this  Agency,  therefore,  amounts  to  fix  hundred  and 
feventy  Pounds  per  annum. 

Prior  to  1798,  the  Agent  obtained  money  by  giving  Abftra&s  of  his 
Expenditure  to  the  War  Office,  on  which  Warrants  were  granted  to  him 
for  fuch  further  fums  as  were  thought  to  be  neceffary.  But,  from  the  be- 
ginning of  1798,  Mr.  Window  ftates,  that  official  Letters  from  the  Sur- 
geon General  and  Infpedlor  General  have  been  add  re  fled  to  the  War  Office, 
requiring  certain  fums  to  be  advanced  to  him.  Mr.  Reed,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Army  Medical  Board,  ftates  more  particularly  the  prefent  practice. 
From  him  we  learn,  that  when  the  “ Agent  has  nearly  expended  the  fum 
imprefted  to  him,  he  makes  a written  application  for  a further  iffue, 
giving;  an  Abftradt  of  the  Payments  he  has  made,  and  ftating  the  ba- 
lance  in  hand.”  Thofe  ftateme.nts,  however,  do  not  diftinguifh  the 
payments  actually  made  from  thofe  which  the  Agent  has  authority  to 
make ; for  all  are  ftated  as  fums  paid.  The  authorities  are,  the  particu- 
lar requefts  lid  drafted  to  the  Secretary  at  War  by  the  Surgeon  General  and 
Infpedlor  General,  which,  when  fanctioned  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  are 
returned  to  the  Army  Medical  Office,  and  are  then  tranfmitted  to  the 
Agent;  and  notice  is  at  the  fame  time  given  to  the  parties  wbofe  claims 
have  been  thus  fandiioiied,  that  they  may  draw  on  the  Agent  for  their 
money. 

From  the  circumftance,  chiefly,  we  fuppofed,  of  the  parties  delaying 
to  call  for  their  money,  and  from  that  of  their  drawing,  for  the  meft  part, 
at  thirty  days  or  longer  fight,  muft  have  arifen  the  balances  which  we  find 
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to  have  exiPed  in  the  hands  of  the  Agent.  For  it  appears  from  the  remit  a r m y, 

of  his  Accounts  delivered  to  the  Auditors,  (vide  their  Report  to  the  Houle  Department, 

of  Commons,  printed  in  Finance  Accounts,  March  1807,  page  204),  " ^ 

that  the  iffues  for  the  fervice  of  each  year  have  not  been  more  than  luffi-  AppxI\°  15. 
cient,  ultimately,  to  difcharge  the  fervices  of  that  year.  The  exigence, 
however,  of  balances  in  his  hands  was  not,  it  appears,  known  at  the  Me- 
dical Board  Office,  becaufe  it  was  there  concluded,  that  all  the  iums  which 
Mr.  Window  had  authority  to  pay  had  been  adtually  paid  by  him  ; and 
Mr.  Window’s  flatements  did  not  make  any  diPindiion.  Indeed,  in  two  ot 
his  requilitions  in  the  year  1 804,  Mr.  Window  Fates,  that  the  Account  was 
overdrawn  in  one  cafe  one  hundred  and  forty-one  Founds,  and  in  another  two 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  Pounds  ; and  intimates,  that  at  the  periods  ot  ap- 
plication,  two  thoufand  Pounds  ufually  remained  in  his  hands.  I he  Return 
to  our  Precept  of  1 9th  AuguP  1 805,  Fates,  however,  that  on  the  1 F ot  July 
preceding,  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Agent  was  nine  thouland  nine 
hundred  and  four  Pounds;  on  the  24th  December  1806,  it  was  eight  thou-  ,/v pp*  ^ ^ 

fand  four  hundred  and  thirty-four  Pounds  nineteen  Shillings,  as  appears  from  £.  8,434.  19  * 
a Fatcment  fent  from  the  Audit  Office  ; and,  from  the  examination  we  have 
made  of  Mr.  Window’s  books,  we  find,  that  although  his  payments  Fnce 
June  1801  have  not,  on  an  average,  much  exceeded  fifty-five  thouland 
Pounds  per  annum,  yet  the  balance  in  his  hands  has  feldom  been  icfs,  and 
has  often  been  more,  than  ten  thoufand  Pounds.  This  fum  much  exceeds 
the  amount  of  the  ImpreF  which  was  originally  granted  to  him,  and  which, 
it  is  to  he  fijppofed,  was  intended  to  be  a balance  generally  in  his  hands. 

If,  however,  the  balance  arifes  in  the  way  we  have  iuppofed,  it  may  not 
be  proper  to  diminifh  the  iffues  for  future  fervice  ; but  we  think  the  ba- 
lance may  be  rendered  available  to  the  Public  in  another  way.  The  pay- 
ments are  made  by  the  Treafurer  or  Agent  chiefly  on  accepted  bills  : the 
Account,  therefore,  although  fmall,  'might  be  kept  at  the  Bank,  or  even 
at  a private  Banker’s,  who  would  confider  the  depofit  as  a fufficient  remu- 
neration, and  require  no  fa! ary  for  tranfadting  the  bufinefs  ; and  the  bills 
might  be  accepted  at  the  Office,  on  the  authority  of  figned  LiFs  of  the 
Claims,  and  be  made  payable  wherever  the  Account  is  kept.  Were  this  mode 
adopted,  the  balance  111  hand,  arifing,  as  appears,  from  the  nature  of  the 
bufinefs  itfelf,  would  form  the  balls  of  remuneration,  and  the  falarv  and 
contingencies  of  the  Agent,  amounting,  as  before  Fated,  to  fix  hundred 
and  fieventy  Pounds  per  annum,  might  be  laved  to  the  Public.  And  here 
it  may  be  proper  to  observe,  that  the  Agent  is  not  at  prefent  coufidered  as 
in  any  degree  refponfihle  for  the  payments  he  makes,  it  having  been  de- 
termined by  the  late  Board  of  Auditors,  as  appears  by  Mr.  Charles  Moore’s 
Evidence,  that  the  Account  of  the  Agent  for  Army  Hofpitals  is  a mere 
caffi  account,  to  be  difcharged  by  the  receipts  of  the  parties  to  whom 
money  is  directed  to  be  paid. 

After  thefe  remarks  on  the  flotation  of  thefe  particular  Officers  of  the 
EFabliffiment,  we  proceed  to  obferve,  that  the  Surgeon  General’s  de- 
partment in  the  Office  is  under  his  own  controul,  and  confiFs,  exclufively  App*  N°i5, 
of  his  AffiPant  and  Extra  AffiPant,  of  three  Clerks  ; and  that  the  .Ac- 
countant alfo  occasionally  affifts  in  this  branch,  for  the  purpofeof  regulat- 
ing the  Accounts  of  General  Hofpitals  ; but  the  other  general  duties  of 
the  Office  are  under  the  fuperintendance  of  the  Secretary,  who  Fates,  that 
the  Clerks  are  continually  occupied,  and  that  their  attendance  is  from  ten 
to  four  o’clock  : he  informs  us  alfo,  that  the  AffiPants  ufually  attend  from 
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army,  twelve  to  four.  It  is  vmderftood,  Mr.  Reed  adds,  that  the  Heads  of  the

t Department.  . Department  are  to  be  at  the  Omce  every  day,  and  that  a notice,  as  refer- 
ring to  them,  is  placed  on  the  outer  door,  intimating,  that  the  time  of 
their  attendance  is  from  twelve  to  three  o’clock.  The  Secretary  believes 
it  does  not  often  now  happen,  that  perfons  having  bufmefs  with  the  Chiefs 
of  the  Department  are  difappointed  from  the  non-attendance  of  thefe  Gen- 
tlemen at  the  Office,  although  lie  has  formerly  heard  repeated  complaints 
App*  N°  8.  Q.34.  on  this  head.  The  Infpedlor  General,  too,  Rates,  “ That  he  has  heard 
ffich  complaints  have  been  made ; but  as  far  as  refpects  himfelf,  he  is 
not  confcious  of  their  being  juR.”

In  anlvyer  to  our  Precept  requiring  an  Account  of  Medical  Staff  Officers 
on  Full  Pay,  we  received  a Document  under  the  feparate  fignatures  of  the 
th  ree  Principals  of  the  Department ; the  Phyfician  General  atteRing  that 
part  of  the  Ratement  which  relates  to  the  Phyficians  ; the  Surgeon  General 
that  relating  to  the  Surgeons  of  the  Forces  ; and  the  Inlpedlor  General  that 
to  the  Infpedtors,  Purveyors,  and  Apothecaries.  From  this  Document  it 
appears,  that  on  the  24th  June  1807,  there  were  on  Full  Pay  :

This  calculation,  except  in  the  cafe  of  the  Hofpital  Mates,  is  made  on 
the  fuppofition  that  thefe  Officers  are  all  employed  at  home,  which  is, 
however,  not  the  fadl : when  abroad  the  allowance  of  lodging-money 
generally  ceafes,  but  they  then  frequently  receive  bat  and  forage  allow- 
ances to  a greater  amount  ; fo  that  the  calculation  reprefents  the  minimum 
of  expence. 

The  pay  of  the  Hofpital  Staff,  excepting  that  of  the  Mates,  is  iffued  with 
the  Staff  Pay  of  the  Army  ; but  the  lodging-money  and  other  allowances 
are  paid  by  the  Agent.  The  pay  of  the  Holpital  Mates  at  home,  and  in  Appx  N®  14.  (A.) 
Canada  and  Jamaica,  is  paid  by  the  Agent,  he  receiving  the  money  from  the 
Pay  Office  for  the  purpole,  purluant  to  Letters  from  the  Secretary  at  War ; Appx  N°  15.

Of  the  eight  Infpeftors,  two  a6t  as  Affiffants  in  the  Office  in  Town  ; App*  N®  19 
one  has  charge  of  the  Depot  Hofpital  in  the  Ifie  of  Wight ; the  reft  a6l  as 
Chiefs  of  the  Medical  Staff,  either  on  Expeditions,  or  at  different  ftations 
abroad. 

Of  the  1 8 Deputy  Infpeflors,  five  are  ftated  to  be  fuperintending  Medical

From  thefe  LiRs  it  appears,  therefore,  that  the  annual  expence  of  the 
Staff  and  General  Hofpital  branch  of  the  Army  Medical  ERablifhment, 
exclulive  of  the  Medical  ERablifhment  attached  to  regiments,  and  alfo  of 
the  pay  of  the  Principal  Officers  of  the  Department,  and  of  the  expences 
86,107.  16.  o.  °f  the  Office  before  alluded  to,  is,  for  the  full  pay,  eighty-fix  thouland  one 
16,909.  12.6.  hundred  and  fe veil  Pounds  fixteen  Shillings,  and  for  the  half-pay,,  lixteen 
£.103,317.  8.  6.  thoufand  nine  hundred  and  nine  Pounds  twelve  Shillings  and  Sixpence.  But 
it  muR  be  noted,  that  this  Statement  does  not  include  the  expence  of  the 
Appx  N°  19.  (A.)  Staff  in  India  and  Ceylon,  over  which  the  Surgeon  General  poffeffes  no 
controul. 
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We  have  been  anxious  to  afcertain  whether  fo  numerous  and  expenfive 
an  Eftablifhment  was  proper,  as  well  as  in  what  light  the  fvftem  of  General 
Hofpitals  was  to  be  viewed.  For  this  purpofe,  we  have  enquired  into  the 
duties  of  feveral  branches  of  this  Eftablifhment,  and  the  mode  in  which 
thofe  duties  have  been  executed  ; and  we  have  invefrigated  the  different 
fyftems  exifting  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army  itfelf,  and  thofe 
which  prevail  in  the  Medical  Services  of  the  other  parts  of  the  National 
.force. 

And  fir  ft,,  with  refpeft  to  the  Infpeclors  and  Deputy  InfpeBors — Previous 
to  1798,  whilft  Mr.  Keate  was  Infpeflor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals,  there 
were  none  of  thefe  employed  in  Great  Britain  ; and  thele  daffies  are  not 
enumerated  in  the  diftribution  of  the  patronage  given  by  His  Majefty’s 
Warrant  of  12th  March  1798.  In  a Letter,  however,  which  we  have 
received  from  the  Phyfician  General  and  Surgeon  General,  it  is  ftated,  that 
Medical  Officers  of  the  Infpedtorial  rank  were  firft  employed  on  the  Infpec- 
tion  Duties  of  Regimental  Hoipitals  at  home  about  the  year  1798  ; 
previous  to  that  period,  the  duty  was  performed,  it  is  laid,  chiefly  by  Phy- 
ficians  and  Staff  Surgeons,  and  was  not  confined  exclufively  to  the  Infpec- 
torial  clafs  until  the  year  1802.  But  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  General 
are  unable  to  fay  when,  or  on  what  authority,  rank  and  pay  liiperior  to  the 
Army  Phyficians,  were  given  to  the  Inlpeftors  ; “ for  it  appeared,  that 
during  the  American  War,  Medical  Officers  of  luperior  rank  and  pay  to 
Phyficians  were  employed  as  the  controuling  authority  of  the  Hofpital 
Staff.” 

. The  Infpeflors  and  Deputy  Infpeftors  are  now  appointed  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Infpedtor  General,  and  are  taken,  he  fays,  from  Regi- 
mental and  Staff  Surgeons.  Two  Infpefitors  (excluiive  of  the  two  Affift- 
ants  at  the  Office),  and  ten  Deputy  Infpeclors,  with  three  who  have  local 
rank  in  the  Weft  Indies,  have  been  recommended  by  him.  Till  the  late 
promotion  of  the  Affiftants  in  the  Office  to  the  rank  of  Infpeclors,  the 
chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Depot  Hofpital  in  the  Me  of  Wight  was  the 
only  perfon  of  this  clafs  employed  at  home ; the  other  Infpetlors  aft  as 
the  Chiefs  of  the  Medical  Staff  on  Expeditions,,  or  at  ftations  abroad, 
and  are  under  the  directions  of  the  Surgeon  General. 

ft  he  Deputy  Infpedtors  at  home  have  certain  diftricts  allotted  to  them 
by  Mr.  Knight,  in  which,  he  fays,  they  ought  to  be  refident.  Their 
duties  are  delcribed  to  be  the  fame  as  thofe  of  the  Inlpeclor  General ; viz. 
to  vifit  occafionally  the  Regimental  Plolpitals,  and  to  obferve  their  interior 
arrangement  and  CEconomy,  and  the  condudl  of  the  Regimental  Surgeons. 
When  they  are  abfent  above  fifteen  miles  from  home  on  this  duty,  they 
have  an  addition  of  five  Shillings  per  diem  to  their  pay  of  one  Pound  five 
Shillings.  Confidering,  however,  that  thefe  Officers  hav  e no  other  duties 
to  execute. than  thofe  which  have  been  fpecified,  it  fhould  leem  that  their 
general  and  daily  pay  and  forage  allowance  were  given  to  them  as  a 
compenfation  for  thofe  duties ; and,  in  this  view  of  the  fubjedl,  this  addi- 
tion is  fcarcelv  juftifiable. 

It  was  to  be  expefled  that  an  occafional  examination  into  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Regimental  Hofpitals,  by  perfons  of  luperior  experience  in 
general  Army  Medical  Pradlice,  would  be  beneficial  ; and  the  information 
communicated  by  the  Aftiftant  to  the  Infpeclor  General,  joined  to  that 
which  we  have  received  from  two  of  our  Members  who  have  feen  fome 
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App*  Nn24.

of  thefe  Hpfpitals,  has,  in  our  opinion,  fufficiently  eftablifhed  its  utility* 
We  rriuR  remark,  however,  that  if  the  Surgeons  and  AffiRant  Surgeons  of 
Regiments  are  properly  felecded,  a fmaller  number  of  Deputy  Infpeftors, 
aided  by  the  fuj)erintendance  of  the  Commanding  Officers  of  the  Corps, 
will  probably  be  fufficieiit.  Colonel  Burnet,  who  has  been  for  tome  years 
the  chief  Military  Superintendant  of  General  Hofpitals,  conceives,  allud- 
ing to  the  appointment  of  hifpedlors  and  Deputy  infpedtors,  that,  with  re- 
fpecR  to  General  Hofpitals,  they  are  unneceffary  ; and  that,  with  regard  to 
Regimental  Hofpitals,  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment  is  the 
raoft  competent  to  fuperintend  the  general  fyftem  and  ceconomy;  and  that, 
as  to  Medical  practice,  Phyficians  might  be  fent  when  neceffary,  who,  after 
the  duty  was  performed,  might  return  to  their  Ration.  We  doubt  the  pru- 
dence of  lb  frequent  an  interference  with  perfons  immediately  under  the 
■Command  of  a Military  Officer,  as  might  induce  him  to  relax  his  attention 
to  their  condudl;  and  the  Returns  which  are  at  prefent  made  by  the 
Surgeons  to -the  Office  in  Town,  with  the  required  addition  occalionally  of 
Ratements  of  particular  cates,  and  of  the  mode  of  treatment,  would  be 
fufficient,  we  ffiould  luppofe,  to  enable  competent  perfons  to  judge  of  their 
conduct,  without  a frequent  perfonal  examination. 

The  Deputy  Infpedtors  employed  abroad  have  a Rmilar  fuperintendance, 
but  in  an  inferior  degree,  with  the  Infpeftors,  and,  like  them,  are  under 
the  direction  of  the  Surgeon  General.  The  confideration  with  relpeft  to 
both  clalTes,  therefore,  will  be  included  hereafter  in  that  which  will  be 
ohferved  refpeding  the  General  Hofpital  lyitem  on  foreign  fervice. 

The  Phyficians  of  the  Army,  purfuant  to  the  divifion  of  the  patronage 
directed  by  Tlis  MajeRy’s  Warrant  of  12th  March  1798,  are  appointed  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  PhyRcian  General.  It  appears  that  fince  that 
period  he  has  recommended  twelve  or  thirteen,  but  that  he  has  confined 
his  recommendation  to  thole  who  are  legally  authorized  to  pradlife  phylic 
in  England  by  the  Statute  of  Henry  VIII.  For  he  thinks  “ that  the 
Army  Surgeons  are  not  fo  fit  for  the  appointment,  becaufe  their  educa- 
tion does  not  lead  them  to  the  knowledge  of  principles.”  On  this  prac- 
tice of  the  Phyiician  General,  we  muR  obferve,  that  by  the  Regulations 
under  which  he  acts,  it  was  declared,  that  “ a Medical  Degree  in  an  Eng- 
liffi  (Jniverfity,  or  a Licence  from  the  College  of  Phyficians,  although 
always  ddirable,  ffiould  not  be  confidered  as  indifpenfable  requifites 
and  that  in  the  Medical  Service  of  the  Ordnance  there  are  no  Phyficians  ; 
and  in  the  Royal  Navy,  the  Phyficians  hold  the  higheR  rank,  and  are 
appointed  from  the  Surgeons  in  thofe  fervices : and  this  was  the  pradlice 
alio,  as  we  underhand,  in  the  Army  Medical  Department,  previous  to  the 
formation  of  the  Board  in  1 793.  When  it  is  confidered  how  peculiar  are 
the  manners,  the  habits,  and  often  even  the  difeafes  of  the  Military,  it 
feems,  if  the  denomination  and  rank  of  Phyficians  were  neceffary  in  the 
Army,  that  there  would  have  been  a convenience  in  felecRing  them  from 
amongR  thofe  Regimental  and  Staff  Surgeons  who  poffcffed  actual  experience 
in  Army  Medical  practice,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  Had  this  courfe  been 
purfued  bv  the  Phyiician  General  in  the  appointment  of  Phyficians,  the  In- 
lpedtorial  duties  might  with  much  propriety,  we  think,  have  been  committed 
to  them.  The  rank  of  PhyRcian,  had  it  been  founded  on  the  experience  of 
Regimental  or  Staff  Surgeon,  would  not  probably  have  rendered  thofe  pro- 
moted to  it  wholly  unaffiRing  in  operative  duties,  as  occurs  in  the  cafe  of 
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-Phyficians  regularly  bred  to  civil  practice  ; and  they  might  have  afforded 
affiftance  to  the  extent,  at  lead,  in  which  it  is  now  afforded  by  Infpedtors 
and  Deputy  Infpcffcrs.  The  former  clafs  of  Officers  would  then  have  differed 
from  the  latter  but  in  name  ; and  the  appointment  of  the  claffes  of  Infpeftors 
and  Deputy  Xnfpecfors  might  not  have  been  created.  For  the  intention 
of  introducing  thefe  claffes  into  the  Eftabiifhment  was  founded,  probably, 
on  the  neceffitv  that  thev  who  had  the  Medical  ftiDerintendance  ffiould  be

acquainted  with  the  Medical  praflice  and  (Economy  of  the  Army  in  all 
their  details  ; and  on  the  propriety  of  holding  out  to  the  Army  Surgeons 
the  hope  of  obtaining  that  faperior  rank  and  pay  to  which  their  labours, 
hazards,  and  experience  entitled  them.  It  is  a confequence,  however,  of 
the  prefent  arrangement,  that  the  appointments,  made  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  junior  Member  of  the  Board,  fuperfede  in  rank  thole  made  by 
thefenior;  and  that  they  who,  in  civil  Medical  pradlice,  are  conlidered  as  of 
inferior  rank  to  the  Phyficians,  are  fuperior  to  them  in  the  Army. 

All  the  Phyficians  on  full  pay,  except  two  who  are  employed  in  General 
Holpitals  at  home,  are  either  ferving  at  foreign  fiations,  or  are  under  or- 
ders for  foreign  fervice.  The  confideration  refpecting  thefe  Officers,  there- 
fore, more  particularly  belongs  to  what  we  (hall  have  to  fay  on  the  General 
Hofpital  Syftem,  which  is  founded  on  the  fame  divifion  of  Medical  practice 
as  prevails  in  civil  life. 

The  Staff  Surgeons  are  appointed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Surgeon 
Genera!.— Of  the  fixty  on  full  pay,  feven  only  are  employed  at  home.  In 
Garrifons  and  on  Expeditions,  medical  afliftance,  beyond  that  which  the 
Regimental  Surgeons  can  give,  muff  be  occafionally  wanted.  The  pro- 
priety therefore,  of  the  appointments,  muff  depend  on  circumftances  which 
could  fcarcely  be  afcertained  by  us. 

The  Recruiting  'DiJiriSi  Surgeons  are  alfo  appointed  by  the  Surgeon 
General.  Their  duties  are  to  examine  the  Recruits  when  brought  for 
infpedlion,  and  to  give  fuch  Medical  affiftance  as  may  be  in  their  power  to 
the  feveral  Recruiting  Parties  in  the  diftridt  they  belong  to  : but  in  cafe  the 
parties  are  fo  fituated  as  to  render  the  attendance  of  a Diftridt  Surgeon  im- 
pradlicable,  a refident  Pradiitiohef  is  employed,  whofe  charges,  if  approved 
by  the  Infpediing  Field  Officer,  are  admitted  in  the  accounts  of  the  Recruit- 
ing; Officer. 

i he  Apothecaries  are  appointed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Infpedlor 
Genera],  who  has  appointed  eight  lince  December  1801.  It  is  their  duty 
to  take  care  of  the  medicines  and  medical  ffores.  Where  there  is  a Depot, 
or  large  quantity  of  thefe,  therefore,  the  fuperintendance  of  an  experienced 
Apothecary  may  be  very  ufeful. 

The  Purveyors  and  Deputy  Purveyors  are  alfo  recommended  by  the  I11- 
fpedlor  General.  He  .has  recommended  four  of  the  fir  ft,  and  feven  of 
the  fecond  clafs. — By  the  rules  laid  down  in  His  Majeffy’s  Warrant  of 
1798,  the  Purveyors  were  diredfed  to  be  taken  from  among  the  fenior 
Staff  or  Regimental  Officers  whofe  pay  was  only  ten  or  twelve  Shillings 
per  diem  : and  we  learn  fl  ora  Mr-.  Keate,  that  on  his  firft  coming  into 
office  in  1793?  Purveyors  were  taken  from  Medical  men  as  a ftep  of  pro- 
motion ; but,  that  feeing  the  inconvenience  of  it,  he  had  recommended 
that  they  fhould  he  feledted  from-  persons  verfed  in  accounts ; which 
Mr.  Knight  ftates  is  now  done,  without  any  reference  to  Medical  know- 
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It  appears  from  the  inquiries  which  we  have  made  refpe&ing  the  Full 
Pay  part  of  the  ERablifhment,  that,  with  the  exception  of  a Purveyor  em- 
ployed in  the  office  as  an  AffiRant  to  the  Surgeon  General,  and  of  two 
Deputies  Rationed  at  the  York  and  Depot  Flofpitais,  the  whole  of  both 
defer ipt ions  of  Purveyors  are  employed  on  foreign  fervice.  The  particular 
duties,  therefore,  of  both  c’lalTes,  and  the  mode  in  which  they  are  executed, 
fall  more  properly  under  the  confideration  of  the  General  Hofpital  SyRem, 
and  to  that  divifion  of  the  fubjecl  which  relates  to  the  Expenditure  in  the 
-Medical  Department.  The  only  obfer.vation  which  we  fiiall  make  in  this 
place  is,  that  when  the  rank- of. Purveyor  was  no  longer  confidered  as  a Rep 
in  promotion  in  the  Medical  line,  it  is  very  queRionable  whether  the  fame- 
rank  and  pay  fhould  have  been  continued  to  thole  who,  it  is  admitted  by 
the  Infpe&or  General,  are  now  mere  Storekeepers  or  Stewards. 

Tt  will  be  proper  to  notice  in  this  place  what  is  not  particularly  diRin- 
guifhed  in  this  Full- Pay  LiR,  that  a new  rani  . and  increafed  pay  of  Rve 
, Shillings  per  diem,  may  be  given  at  the  diferetion  of  the  Surgeon  Genera], 
to  anv  one  belonging  to  the  claRes  before  enumerated,  and  even  to  an  Hof- 
pital  Mate,  by  invefting  him  with  the  name  of  Principal  Medical  Officer. 
A Medical  Officer,  lb  entitled,  whatever  his  previous  rank  may  have  been, 
becomes  immediately  the  Chief  of  the  Staff  of  the  Hofpital  to  which  he 
N°  28.  is  attached,  and  fuperfed.es  in  controul  all  his  former  Superiors.  This  title 
and.  pay  were  firR  eRablilhed,  as  we  learn  from  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon 
General,  at  the  commencement  of  1 798,  by  the  authority  of  the  Secre- 
tary at  War  and  Commander  in  Chief;  and  they  Rate,  that,  from  the  ex- 
treme inconvenience  which  arofe  from  the  frequent  ludden  removals  of  the 
Superintending  Medical  Officers  of  Hofpitals  to  foreign  duties,  and  of 
leaving  the  charge  of  the  Sick  and  Rores  to  the  next  in  rank,  who  had 
every  thing  to  learn,  it  was  thought  expedient  for  this,  and  for  other  rea- 
ions,  to  give  fuperior  title  and  authority  to  a proper  perfon  from  any  rank, 
N°  28.  (A.)  appointed  to  manage  and  diredl  the  concerns  of  thefe  Hofpitals.  The  no- 
mination of  the  perfons  who  were  to  have  this  additional  pay  and  rank,  is 
Rated  to  have  been  in  the  Board  colledlively,  until  the  regulation  of  the 
8ih  of  March  1798,  when  it  devolved  .on  the  Surgeon  General.  As  this 
, nomination  is  confined  to  the  General  Hofpitals,  of  which  only  two  now 
•remain,  we  (hall  make  no  obfervation  on  the  alledged  reafon  for  recom- 
mending this  rank,  nor  on  the  diffatisfadfion  which,  it  is  obvious,  muR 
have  been  created  by  Rich  an  incongruous  appointment. 

App*  N°  21.  The  Half-pay  LiR,  it  will  be.feen,  is  alfo  confiderable;  the  number  on 
;£•  }7tc00‘  it  being  ninety-four,  and  their  pay  amounting  to  nearly  feVenteen  thou- 
fanrl  Pounds  per  annum.  Fifty-feven  of  that  number  have  been  allowed 
to  retire  on  account  of  length  of  fervice,  ill-health,  or  infirmity  ; four  of 
them  have  been  dilmiffed,  but  are  allowed  half- oav  : Seven.  are  confidered 
as  inefficient;  three  receive  half-pay  hecaufe  their  rank  has  .been  aboliffied; 
ieven  have  been  placed  on  the  halt-pay  by  order  of  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
or  Secretary  at  War;  and  there  are  eleven  whofe  Services  are  not  at  prefent 
required  : we  conclude,  therefore,  that  the  three  laR  of  thefe  claRes, 
making  twenty-one,  are  liable  to  be  again  called  into  fervice. 

It  is  one  of  the  general  rules  laid  down  in  His  Majefiy’s  Warrant  of  rath 
March  1.7.98,  that  the  Half-pay  LiR  fhould  be  firR  retorted  to  for  the  Sup- 
ply of  all  Officers  of  the  “ Hofpital  Staff.”  And  .the  .Surgeon  General 
Appx  N°  3.  and  Inipe&or  General  Rate,  that  they  ohferve  this  in  the  promotion  re- 
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commended  by  them,  whenever  efficient  Officers  can  be  obtained  'from  the 
Lift.  We  doubt,  however,  whether  the  rule  has  been  obferved  fo  ftriftly  ^ Department, 
as  it  ought  to  have  been,  or  whether  new  appointments  have  not  been  re- 
commended at  times  when  the  Half-pay  Lift  could  have  furniffied  the  requi-  App*  N 21.  (A.) 
fite  Officers.  The  fubjeft  appears  to  have  attrafted  the  attention  of  His 
Royal  Highnefs’the  Commander  in  Chief  in  1801,  in  consequence  of  the 
recommendatiofl  of  the  Surgeon  General  that  three  Ail*  ft  ant  infpeftors, 

<ane  Surgeon,  one  Apothecary,  and  one  Deputy  Purveyor  Should  be  placed 
on  half-pay.  On  this  occafion  the  Secretary  at  War  was  informed,  “ His  APp*N°29. 

Royal  Highnels  could  not  help  obferving  that  frequent  promotions  are 
“ recommended  by  Mr.  Keate  in  the  Surgeon  General’s  department,  for 
•“  which  his  Royal  Highnels  does  not  fee  the  neceftity  when  others  of  the 
fame  rank  are  to  be  placed  on  half-pay.”  This  intimation  of  his  Royal 
Highnefs  being  communicated  to  Mr.  Keate  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  pro- 
duced an  anfwer,  in  which  he  affigns  the  difference  of  time  between  the  re-  App*  N62g.  (A.) 
commendations  for  promotion  and  thofe  for  half-pay,  together  with  the  mo- 
tives for  each  recommendation,  as  a juftification  of  his  conduct.  We  iufert ' 
the  Letter  at  length  in  the  Appendix,  in  juftice  to  Mr.  Keate,  that  no  part 
of  the  explanation  mav1  be  omitted.  Whatever  opinion,  founded  on  the 
particular  circumftances  at  the  time  in  which  it  was  given,  may  be  formed 
of  this  anfwer,  we  ft  ill  think  ourfelves  juftifiecl  in  the  doubt  we  have  enter-  N°  2 u 
tained,  and  in  recommending,  therefore,  a ft  rift:  attention  to  the  general 


rule  to  which  ‘we  have  adverted. 

Having  now  made  thefe  obfervations  on  the  Full  and  Half-pay  Lifts  of 
the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Army,  we  fhould  proceed,  according  to  the  ar- 
rangement we  have  laid  down,  to  a confideration  of  the  General  Hofpital 
Syftem,  on  which  this  Staff  Eftablifhment  is  almoft  entirely  founded.  But, 
previous  to  this,  it  is  neceffary  to  ftate,  that  befides  the  large  eftabliffiment 
of  Medical  Staff  appointments  attached  to  the  fyftem,  there  is  alfo  a Mili- 
tary Staff  Eftabliffiment  belonging  to  it  at  home,  the  propriety  of  which 
muft  be  conlidered. 

This  Eftabliffiment,  it  appears,  commenced  in  179 7.  On  the  20th  Oc-  App*N*H-  (A.) 
tober  in  that  year,  a letter  was  addrefted  to  Colonel  Sontag  by  Colonel 
Brownrigg,  the  Secretary  to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  ftating,  that  by 
His  Royal  Highnefs’s  command,  reftdent  Military  Officers  -were  to  be  ap- 
pointed to  the  General  Hofpitals  at  Deal,  Gofport,  and  Plymouth,  who 
were  to  aft  under  the  immediate  orders  of  Colonel  Sontag,  according:  to 
the  Inftruftions  which  were  inclofed  ; that  he  was  himfelf  to  be  generally 
reftdent  at  the  York  Hofpital,  and  in  refpeft  of  it  to  conlider  himfelf  as 
the  Reftdent  Superintendant,  and  afting  under  the  accompanying  Inftruc- 
tions  : he  was  to  vifit  the  feveral  General  Holpitals  occaftonally,  to  lee  that 
the  Reftdent  Officers  conformed  to  their  orders,  and  that  the  duties  of  the 
Hofpital  were  condufted  with  due  regularity:  he  was  to  require  Monthly 
Returns  from  the  Reftdent  Superintendants,  and  to  frame  from  them  a gene- 
ral Monthly  Return  for  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  Secretary  'at  War  : 
and  when  foldiers  were  repo;  ted  to  him  as  recovered,  he  was  to  procure 
from  the  Secretary  at  War  the  routes  neceffary  for  their  joining  their  re- 
fpeftive  corps.  Colonel  Sontag  was  alfo  direfted  by  this  letter  to  recom- 
mend proper  perfons,  of  the  rank  of  Captain,  to  be  Superintendants  at  the 
‘.three  firft-named  Hofpitals,  who,  it  was  Rated,  would  be  allowed  their 
-Full  Pay  as  Captain,  and  five  Shillings  per  diem  in  addition. 
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IntenJants  direct,  amongR  other 
als  frequently,  and  at  uncertain 
pt  clean,  and  that  the  Sick  were 
^ y properly  attended  to,  and  that  they  conducted  them  Pelves  with  propriety. 
The  Superintendants  were  further  directed  to  require  from  the  fenior  Me- 
dical Officer  a written  Report,  every  morning,  of  the  Rate  of  the  Sick;  and 
they  were  to  take  care  that  theHofpitals  were  fupplied  with  proper  non-com- 
mifficned  Officers  and  Orderly-men  ; and  to  proportion  the  Hofpital  Guard. 
They  were  diligently  to  obferve  whether  all  perfons  attached  to  the  Hof- 
pitals  were  affiduous  in  their  duties;  to  detect  malingerers  (i.  e.  loiterers); 
and  to  fee  that  all  things  were  conducted  oeconomically,  and  according  to 
rule.  The  convalefcents  were  to  be  paraded  by  the  Superintendant ; and 
if  any  were  fit  to  be  removed,  they  were  to  be  reported  to  the  Superintend- 
ing Field  Officer  (Colonel  Sontag),  under  whole  immediate  orders  thefe 
Officers  were  to  confider  themfeives  to  be:  and  the  Superintendants  were 
to  make  monthly  Returns  to  him,  and  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
DiRricr,  of  the  Rate  of  the  Hofpitals. 

In  a general  view,  therefore,  of  the  foregoing  Inffirubtions,  their  only 
object  appears  to  be,  to  inveR  the  Military  Superintendant  with  the  care 
of  the  difcipline  of  the  General  Hofpitals. — But,  by  an  order  of  31ft 
March  1 8co,  it  was  directed,  that  the  Purveyor’s  weekly  account  of  pro- 
visions and  expenditure,  of  every  denomination,  Should  be  minutely  ex- 
amined, and  figned  by  the  Military  Superintendant,  who  was  alfo  to 
examine  and  fign  the  Purveyor’s  quarterly  accounts.  And  by  other  Regu- 
App*  Nj  24.  (1.)  lations  of  20th  January  1801,  it  was  directed,  that  no  new  contract  for 
Supplies  for  General  Hofpitals  fhould  be  entered  into  by  the  Purveyors, 
but  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Military  Superintendant,  who,  with  the 
Purveyor,  would  be  held  refponfible  for  the  propriety  of  the  contract. 
And,  as  a check  on  the  quality  of  the  articles  delivered  by  the  Contrabtor, 
the  Military  Superintendant  was  further  direbled  to  vifit  and  examine  the 
Purveyor’s  Rores  whenever  he  fhould  fee  occafion.  His  examination  and 
concurrence  were,  alfo,  required  in  the  condemnation  of  Purveyor’s  Rores  ; 
and  his  approving  Signature  was  to  be  put  to  all  bills  drawn  by  the  Pur- 
veyor for  fums  in  advance  on  account  of  contingencies,  as  well  as  to  the 
Ap-v*  N°24-  (2.)  acceptances  of  bills  by  the  Purveyor  in  payment  of  the  Contractors.  And 
by  fubfequent  Regulations  of  8th  July  1801,  it  was  Rated,  to  be  expebled 
that  the  Military  Superintendant  fhould  attend  at  the  monthly  infpebtion 
of  the  Medicines  and  Stores,  and  examination  of  the  Apothecary’s  and. 
Purveyor’s  returns  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures,  and  Remains,  directed  to 
be  made  by  a Board  of  Medical  Officers  at  each  Hofpital,  in  order  that  he 
might  report  his  obfervations,  particularly  in  refipebl  of  the  Purveyor’s 
department,  to  the  Military  Superintendant  General  at  York  Hofpital. 
An,d  it-  was  exprefsly  declared,  that  the  monthly  infpebtion  fhould  not  be 
confidered  as  interfering  with  that  controul  over  the  expenditures  and 
accounts  of  Hofpitals,  which  had  been  before  affigned  to  the  Military  Super- 
intendant by  the  preceding  Regulations,  and  particularly  by  that  of  the 
App*  N#24.  (3.)  acth  January  1801.  And,  laRly,  by  an  InRrubtion  of  the  12th  September 
1801,  relative  to  the  diipofal  of  condemned  Hofpital  Stores,  it  was  dire  bled, 
that  the  whole  of  the  infpedion  fhould  be  under  the  controul  of  the 
Military  Superintendant  of  each  Hoipital ; and  he  was  to  be  refponfible 
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that  none  of  the  Lores  ordered  to  be  fold  or  defrayed  fhould  be  brought 
forward  again,  in  any  fhape,  to  the  prejudice  of  Government. 

. By  thefe  laft  different  Regulations  and  InLru&ions,  therefore,  it  appears 
that,  in  addition  to  their  former  care  of  the  difcipline  of  the  General  Holpi- 
tals,  the  Military  Super intendants  have  now  a controui  over  the  expendi- 
ture and  the  accounts  of  thole  Hoipitals ; a controui  which,  as  they  are 
‘required  to  be  refident,  may  undoubtedly  prove  a very  ufeful  check  on 
both. — The  mode  in  which  this  controui  is  executed  will  be  noticed  here- 
after, in  that  divifion  of  our  fubjedt  which  relates  to  the  Expenditure  of  the 
Department. 

There  was  no  alteration  in  this  ELablifhment  prior  to  i 803.  But  at 
•this  time,  as  we  learn  from  Colonel  Burnet,  the  prefect  Supenntendant 
General,  it  was  thought  proper,  under  the  apprehenlion  of  InvaLon  which 
then  prevailed,  to  appoint  Field  Officers  to  the  fituations  of  Refident  Super- 
intendants,  with  the  pay  of  fifteen  Shillings  per  diem,  in  addition  to  their 
half-pay;  and  to  allow  them  lodging- money,  and  forage  for  two  horfes: 
and -a  Deputy  was  appointed  to  Colonel  Burnet,  at  that  time  adiing  (pur- 
suant to  the  infhudtions  given  to  Colonel  Sontag)  as  the  Refident  Super- 
intendant  at  the  York  Hofpital,  011  his  (Colonel  Burnet’s)  recommenda- 
tion, founded  on  an  expectation  that  he  fhould  be  much  employed  at  that 
feafon.  Since  that  time,  four  of  the  General  Hoipitals,  viz.  Deal,  Chatham, 
Gofport,  and  Plymouth,  have  been  difeontinued  ; and  the  York  Hofpital  at 
Chelfea,  and  the  Depot  Hofpital  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  only  remain.  The 
expence  of  this  part  of  the  Army  Medical  Department,  including  the  pay 
and  contingencies,  was,  for  the  year  ending  24th  December  1806,  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-one  Pounds  four  Shillings  and  Sixpence; 
for  the  half-year  ending  24th  June  1S07,  it  was  eight  hundred  and  fixty- 
four  Pounds  five  Shillings  and  two  Pence  ; making,  therefore,  little  diminu- 
tion in  the  expence,  notwithftanding  that  the  eftablilhment  at  one  of  the 
General  Hoipitals  was  difeontinued  in  that  half-year. 

During  the  continuance  of  General  Hofpitals,  it  may,  we  think,  be  ad- 
mitted to  be  fit  that  the  difcipline  of  each  fhould  be  Superintended  by  an 
experienced  Military  man.  An  immediate  and  local  controui,  too,  over 
the  expenditure  and  the  accounts  of  thefe  Hofpitals,  may  be  very  beneficial ; 
hut.  we  lee  no  exifting  reafon,  in  the  prefent  reduced  Late  of  General 
Hofpitals,  for  the  continuance  of  a Deputy  Superintendant  at  that  of  Chelfea, 
or  of  Field  Officers,  with  increafed  pay,  being-  employed  in  this  fervice  ; or 
of  an  allowance  of  forage  for  horfes  to  thole  whofe  duty  is  entirely  confined 
to  one  Spot. 
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The  Army  General  Hofpital  SyLem,  to  which  we  fhal'l  now  advert,  either  General  Hofpitals. 
as  it  has  been  adopted  in  our  Military  Service  abroad,  or  in  that  at  home,  v 
is  to  be  eLimated  in  relpebl  of  its  utility  in  the  care  of  the  Sick,  and  of 
its  oeconomy. — In  both  thefe  points  of  view,  and  in  both  fervices,  it  will  be 
found,  we  believe,  that  the  lybem  has  been  carried  to  too  great  an  ex- 
tent, and  has  been  very  difadvantageous. 

In  purfuing  this  part  of  our  Enquiry,  we  have  collefled  information  from 
Gentlemen  of  great  experience  in  every  branch  of  Army  Medical  Prabfice, 
and  have  endeavoured,  by  an  examination  and  companion  of  the  Accounts 
of  General  and  Regimental  Hoipitals,  and  of  the  Medical  SyLem  oblerved 
in  the  Navy,  Ordnance,  and  EaL  India  Company’s  Services,  to  judge  ot  the 
merits  of  the  Army  Medical  SyLem. 
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When  Troops  are  engaged  on  active  ter  vice  abroad,  it  .mull,  we  prefame, ' 
fometimes  happen  that  the  Tick  and  wounded  cannot  be  accommodated 
with  the  regiments  to  which  they  belong  : in  fuch  cafes,  Hofpitals  to 
which  the  lick  might  be  generally  feat,  and  Medical  aid  beyond  that  which 
A op*  N°  23.  (A.)  the  Regimental  Surgeons  could  fupply,  muft  become  neceffary.  Accord- 
ingly, we  find  that  there  were  General  Hofpitals  with  our  Army  in 
Flanders  in  1793.  The  lick  were  neverthelefs  moftly  kept  with  their 
regiments,  and  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Army  was  compofed  of  perfons 
who  had  had  experience  in  Regimental  practice.  But  in  1794,  after  the 
formation  of  the  Army  Medical  Board,  a new  fyftem  feems  to  have  been 
adopted.  Medical  men,  Rated  to  be  inexperienced  in  Military  habits, 
and  the  conduct  of  Army  Medical  practice,  were  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
Staff ; and  the  Tick  were  taken  from  the  Regimental  Surgeons,  and  were 
almoft  foiely  accommodated  in  the  newly-eftabliftied  General  Hofpitals. 
The  confequences,  as  we  learn  from  Dodlor  Borland,  then  Surgeon  to  a 
No  30.  regiment  on  that  iervice,  and  the  concurring  teftimony  of  other  medical

perfons  ferv.ing  in  the  fame.  Army,  were  very  unfortunate  : the  mortality 
which,  whilft  the  fick  remained  with  their  regiments  in  the  former  year, 
had  been  trifling,  and  even  in  thofe  regiments  which  Rill  kept  their  lick 
under  fhe  eye  of  their  Surgeons  in  1794,  was  comparatively  fmall,  became 
App*  N°  23.  (A.)  verv  great  in  the  General  Hofpitals:  and  the  Expenditure  alfo,  owing  to 
bad  Ripe rin tendance  and  the  want  of  a due  fyRem,  was  very  confiderable. 
It  was  another  confequence  of  the  change,  that  the  Regimental  Surgeons, 
whom  Dodlor  Borland  coniidered  as  at  that  time  equal  to  their  filiation, 
not  being  permitted  to  take  care  of  their  own  lick,  became  lefs  adlive  in 
the  fervice.  Dodlor  McGrigor,  who  alfo  ferved  as  a Regimental  Surgeon 
App-  N°30.  on  the  Continent  in  1794  and  1795,  fpeaks  of  the  greater  mortality  in  the 
General  than  in  the  Regimental  Hofpitals,  and  of  the  great  expenditure 
of  wine  and  Ipirits  in  tiie  firR,  whilR  the  expences  of  the  fecond  were 
vhry  moderate  ; and  of  the  difguft  which  was  created  in  the  Regimental 
Surgeons,  becaufe  their  lick  were  taken  from  them  and  lent  to  the 
General  Hofpitals,  where  they  were  placed  under  the  care  of  others  not 
acquainted  with  Army  pradlice,  but  feledled  from  civil  life.

Dodlor  McGrigor  has  noticed  in  the  Weft  Indies,  as  well  as  in  Flanders, 
the  fuperiority  of  the  Regimental  over  the  General  Hofpitals,  in  refpedl  of 
the  treatment  of  the  fick  ; for,  whilft  he  ferved  as  a Regimental  Surgeon  in 
Grenada  in  1796,  the  mortality  under  the  Regimental  treatment  was 
trifling  ; but  when,  on  the  return  of  the  Army  to  Martinique,  the  fick 
were  lent  to  the  General  Hofpitals,  the  mortality  became  very  confider- 
able.  The  lame  obfervation  of  the  fuperior  advantages  of  the  Regimental 
management  of  the  fick  was  made  by  Dodlor  Borland  whilft  be  ferved  in 
App*  N°23.  (A.)  the  Weft  Indies,  and  whilft  he  adled  as  Deputy  Infpedlor  of  Hofpitals  with 
the  Ruffian  Auxiliary  Army  in  Guernley  and  Jerfiey,  in  1800. 

Ur.  jackfon.  The  explanation  which  is  given,  to  account  for  the  fuperiority  of  the 

Regimental  treatment  of  the  fick  is,  that  the  Regimental  Surgeons,  anil 


• The  diftance  of  Dr.  Jackfon’s  refidence  from  London  did  not  conveniently  admit  of  a perfonal  commu- 
nication with  him. 
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Erie  Officers  whole  duty  it  is  conRantly  to  infpeT  the  -Hofpitals,  are  pre- 
vioufly  acquainted  with  the  habits  and  characters  of  the,  patients,  and  have  a 
Superior  intereR  in  keeping  u.p  the  effe&ive  Rrength  of  their  corps  ; and  that 
the  patients  have  a greater  attention  (hewn  them  by  thole  belonging  to  the 
fame  Regiment  than  they  probably  receive  in  a General  Hofpital,  and  that 
their  cure  is  promoted  by  it : and  it  is  alfo  faid,  that  difeafes  are  often  ac- 
quired in  the  General  Hofpitals,  in  addition  to  thofe  which  the  lick  carry 
in  with  them. 

It  appears  to  be  DoClor  Jackfon’s  opinion,  as  Rated  in  his  publications, 
(to  which  we  the  more  willingly  allude,  becaule  we  have  had  frequent 
opportunities  of  afcertaining  the  correclnefs  of  the  fads  Rated  in  them,  and 
alfo  becaufe  many  of  the  improvements  which  have  lately  been  made  in 
the  Army  Medical  SyRem  appear  to  us  to  have  been  fuggeReci  by  him),  that 
two- thirds  of  the  Medical  Staff  abroad  during  the  laR  war  were  uielefs  : 
“ Wherever  the  Hofpital  Staff  a6ted,”  he  fays,  “ the  Regimental  had 

little  to  do ; and  where  the  laR  did  its  dutv,  the  Hofpital  Staff  had 

nothing  to  do.”  In  other  parts  too,  of  the  Service  abroad,  it  fcems  that 
•there  was  an  unneceffarv  appointment  of  Medical  Staft  Officers,  even  on 
the  General  Hofpital  SyRem  of  practice.  For  Mr.  Young,  a Gentleman  of 
almoR  univerfal  experience  in  the  Medical  fervice  of  the  Army,  Rates, 
that  whilR  he  a£ied  as  Infpefior  of  Hofpitals  to  the  Army  under  General 
Sir  Ralph  Abercromby,  in  the  Mediterranean,  he  has  applied  to  the  Surgeon 
General  for  fome  additions  of  Hofpital  Mates  ; but  inRead  of  Mates, 
■commiffloned  Medical  Officers  were  lometimes  lent  out,  who  being  iiiper- 
ubundant,  were,  on  his  report  to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  ordered  back 
•to  England.  Nor  does  it  feem  a fufficient  anfwer  to  this  objection  of 
fending  Officers  of  a defcription  not  wanted,  that  Officers  of  the  defcrip- 
tion  required  could  with  difficulty  be  obtained. 

In  refpect  of  the  controul  and  rank  efiablifhed  in  the  General  Hofpitals 
abroad,  Mr.  Young  thinks  that  the  fyffiem  was  founded  on  good  principles, 
but  that  it  would  be  more  convenient  to  employ  InfpeCtors  and  Surgeons 
than  Phyficians,  becaule  the  former  could  occafionally  aft  either  medically 
or  furgically.  And  in  refpeft  of  the  check  on  the  expenditure  of  medi- 
cines, and  Hofpital  Rores  on  Expeditions  abroad,  it  is  Mr.  Young’s  opinion 
that  the  mode  adopted  would  be  fufficient,  under  an  attentive  luperintend- 
•ance,  to  prevent  wafie  and  peculation.  Mr.  Y'oung,  however,  admits  that 
if  there  were  one  well-qualified  Surgeon  and  two  Afiifiants  attached  to 
each  regiment  on  foreign  fervice,  it  woidd  confiderably  eale  the  General 
Hofpital  department;  from  which  we  infer,  that  a much  fmaller  Hofpital 
Staff  ERablifhment  than  has  been  recommended  for  our  Expeditions  abroad, 
would  be  fufficient,  in  his  opinion,  if  proper  care  was  ufed  in  appointing 
■well-qualified  perfons  to  Regimental  fituations. 

The  circumfiances  which  we  are  about  to  Rate,  and  which  happened 
during  the  campaign  in  Egypt  in  the  laR  war,  will  clearly  fhow,  we  think, 
that  under  an  experienced  and  judicious  management  of  the  Medical  de- 
partment of  an  Army,  the  General  Hofpital  ERablifhment  (including  the 
large  quantities  of  wine,  medicines,  and  Purveyor’s  Rores  belonging  to  it, 
which  ufually.  accompany  our  foreign  Expeditions)  is  fuperabundant,  if  not 
altogether  an  unneceffary  incumbrance.  The  Army  which  was  fent  from 
Bombay  to  Egypt  in  1801,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  General  Sir 
David  Baird,  although  confining,  with  followers,  of  eight  thoufand  men,  hack 
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with  the  exception  of  Do£tor  M'Grigor,  who  adled  as  the  head  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  and  of  a Storekeeper  who  was  appointed  after  the  landing 
in  Egypt,  only  the  iffual  Regimental  Medical  Officers ; and  thefe  carried 
their  medicines  with  them.  According  to  the  practice,  however,  obferved 
with  foreign  Expeditions  going  immediately  from  England,  a provision  of 
a complete  Medical  Eftablifhment,  confifting  of  between  twenty  and  thirty 
per  ions,  with  a very  large  Ripply  of  medicines  and  Purveyor’s  ffores,  in- 
cluding much  wine,  had  been  made  for  this  Army,  and  was  fent  to  Egypt 
by  the  way  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  This  eftablifhment  joined  the 
Indian  Army  about  a month  after  its  landing  on  the  coaft  of  the  Red  Sea, 
and,  as  of  courle,  took  the  charge  of  the  fick  from  Dodlor  McGrigor  qnd 
the  Regimental  Medical  Officers.  But  Sir  David  Baird  having  refufed,  on 
the  part  of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  to  defray  fo  large  an  expence,  the  whole 
of  this  Eftablifhment,  with  the  exception  oi  a few  Hofpital  Mates,  were 
ordered  to  the  Englifh  Army,  at  that  time  in  Egypt;  and  Dodfor  McGrigor 
and  the  Regimental  Surgeons  refumed  the  charge  of  the  Department,  and 
of  their  own  lick.  To  this  it  appears  they  were  fully  competent  ; for  the 
only  addition  which  was  fubfequently  made  to  this  eftablifhment  was  an- 
other Storekeeper,  and  the  employing  one  of  the  Affiftant  Surgeons  as  the 
rei'ponfible  perfon  to  whom  money  was  to  be  iffued  for  the  contingencies 
of  the  department.  The  fame  fimplicity,  and  the  fame  laudable  ceconomy 
are  obfervable  in  what  refpedls  the  Medical  difburfiements  of  this  Army. 
The  accounts,  after  being  examined  by  Dodtor  McGrigor,  received  his 
fignature  of  approbation ; and,  when  counterfigned  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Commander  in  Chief,  were  fubmitted  to  the  audit  of  two  perl'ons 
attached  to  that  Army,  for  the  fpecial  purpofe  of  examining  all  the  accounts 
belonging  to  it,  and  their  decifion  was  final.  The  luccefs  of  this  lyffem  of 
management  certainly  juftifies  Dodtor  MCG rigor  in  his  opinion,  that,  with 
the  addition  of  a few  Staff'  Surgeons  and  Hofpital  Mates  as  a provifion  for 
an  extraordinary  number  of  wounded  men,  the  fame  lyffem  might  be 
beneficially  adopted  on  all  our  foreign  Expeditions.  And  this  opinion  is 
confirmed  by  what  we  learn  from  Dodlor  Yates,  of  the  pradfice  adopted 
in  the  India  Company’s  Army  : for  even  when  in  the  field,  the  only  addi- 
tion to  the  Regimental  Effablifhment  is,  one  Staff  Surgeon  to  luperintend  the 
whole  Medical  Department,  and  a Medical  Gentleman  to  take  care  of  the 
Hofpital  flores ; with,  occafionally,  three  or  four  Affiffant  Surgeons,  who 
are  at  the  dii'pofal  of  the  Chief  of  the  Staff 

If,  from  what  has  been  ftated,  the  propriety  of  the  General  Hofpital 
Syffem,as  it  has  been  adopted  011  our  foreign  Expeditionsffince  the  eftablifh- 
rne.nt  of  the  Army  Medical  Board,  ffiall  he  deemed  queflionable,  the  ex- 
tenfive  adoption  of  the  fame  fyffem  at  home  will  be  found  probably  to 
be  open  to  much  ffronger  objedlions.  On  adlive  fervice,  a diffindl  Medical 
Eftablifhment,  which  might  relieve,  in  a great  degree,  the  Regimental 
Surgeons  from  all  duties  except  in  the  field,  and  whole  expenditure  was 
under  a feparate  controul,  appears  to  carry  a great  convenience  with  it  ; 
hut  the  reafons  which  might  be  urged  in  favour  of  fuch  a meafiure  on  fer- 
vice, do  not  apply  to  cur  forces  at  home.  Hofpitals,  to  which  the  fick  of 
regiments  abl'ent  on  fervice  may  be  generally  lent,  muft  he  undoubtedly 
iffeful ; hut  our  objection  is  to  the  number  which  have  been  eftablifhed, 
and  to  the  magnitude  of  the  eftablifhments  attached  to  them  ; and  to  the 
principle  on  which  they  have  been  conduced.

The  Return  in  the  Appendix  fhews,  that  live  General  I Iolpitals  were 
eftablifhed  in  1793  ; and  that  three  were  added  in  1799,  during  the  Ex- 
pedition to  Holland  ; but  that  thefe  laid  were  difeontinued  in  the  next  year. 

Four  others  are  Rated  to  have  been  eftablifhed  in  1803,  by  a War  Office 
Order.  The  Eftablifhments  of  thefe  laft,  it  appears,  were  continued, 
with  the  exception  of  forae  of  the  fervants,  for  two  or  three  years,  al  - 
though  the  Hofpitals  were  never  in  ule.  At  prefect,  all  the  General  Elof- 
pitals  are  difeontinued,  with  the  exception  of  the  York  Hofp'ital  at  Chel* 
lea,  and  the  Depot  Hofpital  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight.  In  the  fame  Return  it 
will  be  feen,  that  the  Eftablifhments  in  all  of  them  were  nearly  the  fame 
in  defeription,  although  varying  in  the  expence,  on  account  of  the  differ- 
ence in  the  rank  of  the  Medical  perfons  employed,  and  the  confequent 
different  rates  of  their  pay. 

It  is  Dodfor  Borland’s  opinion,  that  the  General  Hofpitals  in  England  App’tN°  2j.  (A.) 
appeared  to  have  more  Medical  Officers  and  Servants  attached  to  them 
than  were  neceftary.  This  alfo  feems  to  be  Colonel  Burnet’s  opinion,  if 
we  may  judge  from  an  Eftimate  of  the  annual  Expence  of  an  Eftablifh- 
ment  requifite  for  a General  Military  Hofpital,  which  he  has  communi- 
cated to  us. 

It  will  be  proper  to  obferve  in  this  place,  that,  with  refpedl  to.  three  of 
thofe  Hofpitals  eftablifhed  in  1803,  which  are  Rated  in  the  Return  not  to 
have  been  in  ufe,  it  appears  that  his  Royal  Highnels  the  Commander  in 
Chief  had  directed,  on  the  30th  of  September  in  that  year,  that  his  Order 
for  providing  them  fhould  be  revoked  ; hut,  Mr.  Rente  having  Rated  that 
in  confequence  of  former  Orders,  he  had  appointed  a regular  Staff  for  each 
of  the  places,  and  ordered  them,  together  with  the  requifite  complement 
of  Tuperior  fervants,  to  their  refpeclive  deftinations,  his  Royal  Highnefs 
was  pleafed  to  order,  that  although  thofe  General  Hofpitals  were  not  a6lu- 
ally  occupied,  yet  that  the  Staff  that  had  been  appointed  for  them  fhould,  App*  N ’ 34.  (A.) 
under  the  exifting  circumftances,  be  kept  in  readinefs  at  thofe  places. 

We  have  not  enquired  what  were  the  exifting  circumftances  which  could 
juftify  the  fixing  of  complete  Eftablifhments  for  General  Hofpitals  at  places 
where  there  were  no  Patients,  or  into  the  motives  which  induced  Mr.  ICeate 
to  recommend  a fufpenfion  of  his  Royal  Highnefs’s  Order  to  abolifh  thefe 
Eftablifhments,  as  Mr.  Keate’s  Letter  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  contains,  of 
courle,  the  Reafons  which  operated  on  his  mind.  But  we  cannot  omit  to 
obferve,  that  the  continuance  of  thefe  expenfive  Eftablifhments  feems  to 
have  been  unknown  at  the  War  Office  ; for  we  find,  that  on  the  12th 
November  1804,  Mr.  Keate  was  queftioned  relative  to  the  appointment  of 
principal  Medical  Officers  to  two  of  the  places,  44  when  it  appears  that 
“ there  were  no  General  Hofpitals  at  the  pofts  at  which;  they  were  refpec- 
44  tively  Rationed.”  Mr.  Keate’s  a.  Ever,  on  the  15th  January  1805,  be- 
ing made  known  to  his  Royal  Highnefs,  he  was  pleafed,  on  the  21ft  of  the  AppxN°34.  (C.) 
fame  month,  to  recommend  the  difcontihuance  of  thofe  Hofpitals.

What  we  have  hitherto  Rated  is  applicable  to  the  Medical  Eftablifh-  Foreign  Hofpital  at 

men t of  the  Rritifn  Troops  only  ; for  the  Foreign  Troops  in  our  Service  v Elin^ 

have  a diftincf  Medical  Eftablifhment,  which  muff,  therefore,  be  leparatcly 
conftdered. 

This,  it  appears,  was  firft  formed  in  November  1 795,  on  the  recom-  App*N°  35. 
mendation  of  Colonel  Nefbitt,  at  that  time  Infpcffor  General  of  the  Fo- 
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reign  Corps.  The  recommendation  is  Rated  to  have  been  founded  on  the 
propriety,  that  they  who  had  the  care  and  management  of  the  Sick  be- 
longing to  thele  Corps  fhould  be  acquainted  with  their  language,  cu Corns, 
conftitutional  habits,  and  peculiar  difeafes. 

By  the  Regulations  and  Inftrudions  of  the  above  date,  it  was  direded, 
that  the  Eftablifhment  Ihould  be  under  the  immediate  Military  Superin- 
tendance of  the  Infpedor  General  of  the  Foreign  Corps;  and  that  it 
fhould  confift  of  a Phyfician  General,  defcribed  as  Infpedor  and  Diredor 
of  all  Foreign  Hofpitals,  two  Surgeons,  three  Affiftant  Surgeons,  eight 
Hofpital  Mates,  an  Apothecary  and  an  Affiftant  Apothecary  ; with  an 
Admin iftration  conftfting  of  a Comptroller,  a Secretary,  a Cafhier,  a 
Chaplain,  two  Clerks,  a Storekeeper,  a Steward,  and  a Matron ; and  it 
was  to  be  augmented  or  diminiffied  according  to  circumftances  and  ne- 
ceffity  : Colonel  Nefbitt,  the  Infpedor  General,  was  to  recommend  the 
Chief  of  the  Staff,  who  was  then  to  recommend  to  the  Infpedor  General 
proper  qualified  perfons  for  the  other  fituations. 

Appx  N°36.  The  duties  of  the  Chief  of  the  Staff,  as  ftated  fhortly  by  himfelf,  are, 
to  ad  as  principal  Medical  Officer  to  the  General  Hofpital,  where  he  at- 
tends every  week,  or  more  often  if  required  ; to  infped  all  Regimental 
Hofpitals  (of  Foreign  Corps)  in  England;  to  provide  qualified  Medical 
Officers  for  all  the  Foreign  Corps;  to  examine  all  Foreign  Recruits  and 
Invalids,  with  the  particular  injundion  from  Government  to  afcertain 
whether  they  are  really  Germans  : and  he  Rates,  that  the  number  of  Re- 
cruits examined  by  him,  from  25th  December  1803  to  24th  December 
]8o6,  is  fourteen  thoufand  three  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  the  number  of 
Invalids  four  hundred  and  ninety-eight. 

In  1 800,  a controul  over  the  Chief  of  the  Foreign  Medical  Staff  was 
given  to  the  Army  Medical  Board,  with  whom  he  was  diredted  to  cor- 
refpond  on  all  Surgical  and  Medical  matters  refpeding  the  Foreign  Hofpital 
Service,  without  going  through  the  Office  of  the  Military  Infpedor  General 
of  the  Foreign  Corps.  He  was  afterwards  direded  to  propofe  to  that 
Board  the  candidates  whom  he  recommended  for  medical  appointments. 
Both  he  and  the  Purveyor  were  ordered  to  follow,  in  every  particular,  the 
Regulations  eftablifhed  for  the  Britiffi  General  Hofpitals  ; and  they  were 
to  tranfmit  to  the  Board,  through  the  Agent  for  the  Foreign  Corps,  their 
fnonthly  accounts  and  vouchers,  for  examination  ; and  to  draw  on  the 
Agent  for  Foreign  Corps  for  fuch  turns  as  might  be  requifite. 

The  appointment  of  Military  Infpedor  General  of  Foreign  Corps  was 
difcontinued  in  December  1802,  and  a Deputy  Infpedor  of  the  Foreign 
Depot  at  Lymington  was  appointed  in  his  place.  But  Dodor  Verfturme, 
the  Chief  of  this  Foreign  Medical  Staff,  Rates,  that  he  has  now  the  me- 
dical fuperintendance  and  infpedion  of  all  the  Foreign  Corps  in  the  Britiffi 
Service,  although  they  may  not  be  under  the  immediate  Military  diredion 
of  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Depot.  In  January  1803,  the  Army 
App*Ne35.  (F.)  Medical  Board  undertook,  on  the  propofition  of  Dodor  Verfturme,  the 
examination  of  the  candidates  for  Medical  fituations  in  the  Foreign  Corps. 
The  fame  rank,  denomination,  and  pay,  were  then  given  to  the  Foreign 
Hofpital  Staff  as  to  the  Medical  Staff  in  fimilar  fituations  in  the  Britiffi 
Army  ; and  the  Chief  of  the  Medical  Staff  was,  from  that  time,  Ryled  the 
Chief  Phyfician  Infpedor  of  the  Foreign  Hofpitals.” 

From  Dodor  Verfturme’s  ftatement  of  the  eftablifhment  of  Officers, 
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Clerks,  and  Servants  employed  at  the  General  Foreign  Hofpital,  from 
December  1803  to  December  1806,  given  in  the  Appendix,  it  appears 
that  there  is  at  p refen t a General  Hofpital  at  Eling,  for  the  Invalids  of  all 
the  Foreign  Corps  ; and  a fmail  eftablifhment  at.  Lymington,  of  a Surgeon 
and  two  Hofpital  Mates,  conduced  on  the  footing  of  a Regimental  Hofpi- 
tal,  for  the  fervice  of  the  Recruits  belono-msr  to  the  Foreign  Corps,  the 
number  of  which  is  faid  to  be  regularly  from  500  to  800  men,  together 
with  from  40  to  60  Officers.  The  General  Hofpital  Eftablifhment  at  Eling 
has  varied,  as  we  learn  from  Do6ior  Verfturme,  according  to  the  Rate  of 
the  Foreign  Corps  in  our  Service.  In  1798  it  was  reduced  ; in  1799,  on 
the  arrival  of  the  Dutch  Brigade,  it  was  increafed  ; and  during  the  I aft 
Peace,  it  was  again  reduced.  But  in  Ohtober  1805,  when  the  Hanoverian 
Legion  was  ordered  on  duty  in  Germany,  the  Pvledical  Staff  under  Do£lor 
Verfturme’s  luperintendance  was  again  confiderablv  augmented  ; more  with 
the  view,  however,  as  it  appears,  of  being  attached  to  the  Legion,  than  for 
the  purpofe  of  the  Hofpital  Eftablifhment  at  Eling. 

The  Statement  to  which  we  have  before  referred,  fhews,  that  the  efta- 
blifhment  of  Medical  Officers  at  Eling,  from  December  1803  to  December 

1806,  has  been  low  compared  with  that  of  the  Britifh  General  Hofpitals ; 
yet,  from  the  fame  Statement,  it  appears  that  the  number  of  patients  ad- 
mitted during  this  period  of  three  years  was  1,301,  whilffi  we  find  that 
only  1,122  were  admitted  into  the  York  Hofpital  during  the  fame  period. 
— It  is  a Angularity  in  the  eflabliffiment  of  Servants  at  Eling,  as  given  in 
the  Statement,  that  no  Matron,  head  Nurfe,  Nurfes,  or  Sempftreffes,  are 
employed  in  this  General  Hofpital.  This  has  been  a having  to  the  Public, 
as  Dodlor  Verfturme  calculates,  from  December  1796  to  December  1806, 
of  above  two  thoufand  four  hundred  Pounds. 

The  pay  of  the  Officers  on  the  Hofpital  Efiablifhments  at  Eling  and 
Lymington,  including  that  of  Doflor  Verfturme,  as  appears  from  the  dif- 
ferent quarterly  accounts  furnifhed  to  us  for  the  years  1804  and  1805,  was 
fomewffiat  under  two  thoufand  five  hundred  Pounds.  For  the  prefent  year, 

1807,  it  will  be  lefs;  for,  on  the  24th  of  April  laft,  the  Eftablifhment  at 
Eling  confifted  of  only  a Deputy  Purveyor,  an  Apothecary  doing  the  duty 
of  a Staff  Surgeon,  an  Hofpital  Mate,  and  a Clerk  or  Storekeeper. 

The  view  which  we  have  given  of  this  Hofpital  Eftablifhment  certainly 
entitles  the  management  of  it  to  much  commendation,  in  companion  with 
the  cotemporary  management  of  the  Britifh  General  Hofpitals ; as  does 
alfo  the  controul  over  the  expences  of  the  Hofpital ; notwithftanding,  we 
confider  Doblor  V erfturme’s  Statement  as  an  incomplete  reprefentation  of 
thofe  expences,  Doflor  Verfturme  infers  from  the  Returns  and  Accounts 
for  the  years  1 805  and  1 806,  tranfmitted  10  us,  that  the  patients, during  this 
period  of  two  years,  were  fubfifted  at  about  nine  Pence  three  Farthings  per 
diem  each  ; but  it  does  not' appear  in  what  mode  he  has  formed  his  cal- 
culation. Our  Statement,  prepared  from  the  fame  documents,  fhews,  that 
if  the  whole  coft  of  the  fubfiftence  during  this  period  be  divided  by  the  total 
number  of  fervants  and  patients  fubfifted,  the  expence  of  each  fervant  and 
patient  per  diem  would  be  about  eight  Pence  Farthing;  and  that,  if  the 
lame  fum  was  divided  by  the  number  of  patients  only,  the  expence  of  each 
would  be  eleven  Pence  three  Farthings  per  diem  ; but  if  the  charge  for  the 
fervants  wages,  their  fubfiftence,  and  the  contingencies,  were  added,  as 
they  ought  to  be,  to  the  coft  of  the  patients  fubfiftence,  the  expence  then 
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'of  each  patient  in  the  Eling  Hofpital  would  be  about  feventeen  Pence  pei 
diem,  during  the  years  I 805  and  1 806.  It  ought  not  to  be  overlooked, 
alio,  that  in  thefe  two  years,  a conliderable  fupply  of  porter,  wine,  fugar, 

\ inegar,  1'oap,  barley,  rice,  &c.  were  received  at  the  Eling  Hofpital  from 
the  PorcheRer  Caftle  Depot,  the  coil;  of  which  is  not  included  in  the  tranf- 
mitted  accounts.  From  our  Statement,  a conclulion  alfo  may  be  drawii- 
refpediing  the  number  of  fervants  and  orderlies  employed  at  the  Eling 
Ilolpitai  during  the  above  two  years,  which  is  d'eferving  of  confideration. 
The  number  actually  employed  during  this  period  may  be  afeertained  by 
dividing  the  column  of  days  fubfiflence  by  730  ; the  number  of  days  in 
thole  years,  and  the  number  of  patients  being  afeertained  in  the  fame 
wav,  the  refult  gives  the  average  number  ot  attendants  and  orderlies  to 
have  been  16 1,  and  of  patients  37  f,  or  nearly  one  fervant  to  two  pa- 
tients. 

We  have  before  Rated,  that  the  pay  of  the  Foreign  Hofpital  ERablilh- 
rnent,  including  that  of  Debtor  VerRurme,  was  nearly  two  thoufand  five 
hundred  Pounds  during  the  years  1804  and  1805,  Thefe  views,  therefore, 
of  the  abtual  expence  of  the  maintenance  of  the  patients  in  the  Eling 
Hofpital,  and  of  the  great  difproportion  of  the  eflablifhment  of  fervants  to 
the  number  of  patients,  notwithRanding  that  no  women  were  employed, 
will  fufficientlv  fupport  our  recommendation  that  the  Eling  General 
Hofpital,  as  well  as  the  remaining  BritiRi  General  Hoipitals,  fliould  be 
managed  on  the  Regimental  plan.  For  we  Riall  Riew  hereafter,  that  the 
patients  lb  managed  may  be  maintained,  including  the  expences  of  fervants 
and  the  contingencies,  under  ten  Pence  per  diem  each  ; and  that  although 
it  is  frequently  found  the  number  of  patients  in  a Regimental  Hofpital 
equals  the  average  of  thofe  for  the  laR  two  years  in  the  Eling  Hofpital, 
yet  the  ufual  attendants  are  only  a Serjeant,  a Nurfe,  and  an  orderly  man. 
But  at  all  events,  the  recommendation  contained  in  Doblor  VerRurme’s 
Letter  is  certainly  deferving  of  much  attention.  At  prefent,  there  are  two 
Medical  ERabliRiments  belonging  to  the  Foreign  Corps ; that  at  Eling, 
which  we  have  been  noticing,  and  another  at  Lymington,  which  is  con- 
duced on  the  Regimental  plan.  Dobtor  VerRurme  propofes  that  the 
ERablilhment  at  Eling  lhould  be  removed  to  Lvmington  : this,  he  lavs, 
would  be  a laving  of  above  one  thoufand  Pounds  per  annum,  in  the  pay  of 
the  perfons  attached  to  that  Hofpital.  It  would  be  neceRary,  he  admits, 
to  erebt  lome  new  buildings  for  the  purpole  at  Lymington  : but  he  thinks,, 
that  if  a temporary  building  were  erebted,  the  expence  of  it  would  be 
covered  by  the  faving  in  the  ERablilhment,  added  to  that  in  the  rent  of 
the  prelent  Hofpital  buildings  at  Eling  and  Lymington.  If  what  Dobtor 
VerRurme  has  propofed  in  the  Letter  alluded  to  were  adopted,  there 
would  be  a farther  faving  in  the  ERablilhments  (as  we  have  lince 
learnt  from  Doblor  VerRurme)  of  the  falaries  of  one  Barrack  MaRer  and 
a Barrack  Serjeant.  The  propriety,  however,  of  this  recommendation, 
muR  depend  on  the  intentions  of  Government,  in  retpebl  of  the  continu- 
ance of  the  Foreign  Corps  in  our  Service. 


Regimental  a.  T ii e Regimental  part  of  the  Medical  ERabliRiment  of  the  Army,

is  the  laR  fubdivifion  of  this  branch  of  our  lubjebl. 

Previous  to  December  1796,  the  Regimental  Medical  Staff*  confiRed  of 
one  Surgeon  and  one  Mate  to  each  regiment  or  battalion  ; and  the  Surgeon, 
had  an  allowance,  proportioned  to  the  Rrength  of  the  corps,  for  Medicines-, 
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■the  hire  of  Hofpitals,  and  the  Medical  expences  attending  detachments 
-and  Recruiting  Parties.  Rut  by  a Regulation  ot  the  above  date,  it  was 
directed,  that  Medicines  fhould  be  fupplied  to  the  refpedtive  corps  by 
the  Apothecary  General  ; and  the  hire  of  Hofpitals,  and  the  Medical 
■expences  alluded  to,  were  to  be  charged  to  the  Public.  i he  Surgeons  pay 
was  at  the  fame  time  increafed  ; and  the  Mates  received  a King’s  Com- 
. million,  with  increafed  pay,  and  were  ftyled  Affiftant  Surgeons.  It  was 
•further  diredted  by  the  lame  Regulation,  that  the  Medical  and  Holpital 
.expences  of  regiments  fhould  be  infbrted  in  the  annual  public  accounts  of 
the  refpedtive  corps.  By  a Regulation  of  June  1798,  the  Regimental 
Hofpitals  were  declared  to  be  under  the  immediate  diredion  of  their 
refpedtive  Surgeons,  lubjeet,  neverthelefs,  to  the  general  directions  and 
luperintendance  of  the  Infpedtor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals.  By  the  fame 
^Regulation,  nine  Pence  , per  diem  was  directed  to  he  flopped  from  the 
fubfiftence  of  the  Sick  in  Hofpitals,  which  was  to  be  retained  by  the  Pay- 
.matter,  and  to  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the  Surgeon,  in  Jiipport 
of  the  Sick,  and  in  providing  them  “ realonable  comforts  and  indulgences.” 
The  Surgeon  was  to  keep  an  exact  account  of  the  weekly  confumption, 
which  was  to  be  examined  and  figned  every  week  bv  the  Commanding; 
•Officer  and  Pavmafter;  it  being.  Rated  to  be  of  the  utmoft  importance  that 
■ thole  Officers  fhould  lli peri n tend  the  expenditure.  And  the  Surgeon  was 
.further  directed  to  make  a half-yearly  Return  to  the  Infpeclor  of  Regi- 
mental .Hofpitals,  of  the  Medicines  ufed  by  him  during  the  preceding  fix 
months,  and  of  what  remained.  Previous  to  this,  we  underhand  that  the 
Sick  of  regiments  were  maintained  by  ftoppages,  the  rate  of  which  was 
regulated  by  the  Commanding  Officer  : thefe  were  ufually  paid  to  the 
Holpital  Serjeant,  and  the  expenditure  was  accounted  for  to -the  Command- 
ing Officer.  By  a Regulation  of  September  1799,  the  .hop page  was 
reduced  to  four  Shillings  per  week,  for  each  man  ; and  now,  for  the  fir  ft 
time,  the  Surgeon  was  required  to  tranimit  half-yearly  to  the  Infpecror  of 
Regimental  Hofpitals,  an  Account  (approved  by  the  Commanding  Officer) 
of  the  Regimental  Holpital  contingent  Expences,  together  with  the  vouchers 
for  the  fame,  figned  ana  certified  by  the  Paymafter.  The  next  Regulation 
.is  dated  the  31ft  Auguft  1802,  when  the  ftoppage  was  diredted  to  be 
railed  to  ten  Pence  per  diem  for  each  man,  which  was  to  be  paid  over  to 
■the  Regimental  Surgeon,  to  be  applied  by  him,  under  the  fuperintendance 
.of  the  Commanding  Officer,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Sick,  and  the 
general  expences  of  the  Hofpital  ; and  accounts  of  the  expenditure  for 
.both  fervices  (being  previoufly  certified  by  the  Commanding  Officer)  were 
to  be  furmfhed  to  the  Infpedtor  General  of  Army  Iioipitais  in  fuck 
forms,  and  at  luch  times,  as  he  fhould  prefcribe,  in  order  that  if  there  was 
.a  deficiency,  it  might  be  made  good  ; and  if  a furplus,  that  the  fame  might 
be  applied  to  the  General  Medical  Expences  of  the  corps.  In  September 
1 803,  an  additional  Affiftant  Surgeon  was  appointed  to  regiments  confiftine 
of  500  men  and  upwards;  and  other  Regulations  were  at  the  fame  time  iffued, 
bringing  the  Regimental  Hofpital  expenditure  more  directly  under  the 
-controul  of  the  Infpeclor  General.  The  forms  in  which  the  accounts  were 
'to  be  made  up,  and  the  periods  of  delivering  them,  were  prelcribed  : the 
Weekly  Returns  of  the  Expenditure  were  to  be  certified,  and  tranfmitted  by 
the  Surgeon  to  the  Infpedtor  General : Pie  was  alfo  to  tranimit  a half-yearly 
account  of  all  the  Expences  charged  in  the  Weekly  Returns ; and  he  was  to 
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-^f.m  y;  fend  monthly  a Return  of  the  Sick  belonging  to  his  corps.  It  was  a part  of 

Department.  thefe  Regulations  alio,  that  the  Surgeon  was  to  depofit  in  the  hands  of  the 

Pay  mailer,  monthly,  any  growing  furplus  of  the  Holpital  fund  : and  it  is 
Rated  in  this  Regulation,  that  by  a late  Order  of  the  War  Office,  the  Pav- 
maRer  was  allowed,  when  deficiencies  called  for  an  advance  of  money  for 
Holpital  purpofes,  to  iffue  it  on  account,  under  the  authority  of  the  Com- 
manding Officer.  The  laR  Regulation  for  the  management  of  Regimental 
Hofpitals,  is  of  the  ill  January  1806.  This  makes  little  alteration 
material  to  be  noticed  in  this  place,  except  that  the  lick  were  to  be 
furnilhed  with  provifions  according  to  the  a final  market  price,  which  was 
to  be  alcertained  and  verified  bv  the  Commanding  Officer,  whole  approving 
fignature  was  required  to  be  attached  to  the  Weekly  Returns  tranfmitted  by 
the  Surgeon  to  the  Infpedlor  General. 

The  refult  to  be  collefted  from  the  Ratement  of  thefe  Regulations 
• (which,  becaufe  they  are  officially  publilhed,  we  have  not  inferted  in  the 
Appendix)  is,  that  the  Roppage  from  the  pay  of  the  Sick  was  firffi  ap- 
plied to  their  Maintenance  only,  and  that  it  was  not  till  AuguR  1802, 
.when  it  was  railed  from  four  Shillings  per  week  to  ten  Pence  per  diem  ; that 
it  was  alfo  applied  to  the  General  Medical  Expences  of  the  Regimental 
Hofpitals  : That  thefe  Roppages  were  firR  retained  by  the  PaymaRer,  and 
applied,  under  the  direction  of  the  Surgeon,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Sick  ; 
and  that  it  was  by  the  fame  Regulation  of  AuguR  1 802,  they  were  diredled 
to  be  paid  to  the  Surgeon  for  the  fame  purpofe,  and  for  that  of  the  gene- 
ral Expences : And,  lafily,  it  appears  from  the  above  Ratement,  that,  al- 
though the  Surgeons  were  required,  by  the  Regulations  of  1799,  to  trammit 
half-yearly  Accounts  of  Regimental  Flofpital  contingent  Expences  to  the 
Infpeflor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals,  it  was,  bv  the  Regulations  of  rSoe,  they 
were  further  required  to  lend  the  Accounts  of  the  Maintenance  of  the 
Sick  to  the  Infpector  General. 

Subfequent,  therefore,  to  AuguR  1802,  the  Regimental  Surgeons  muR 
be  confidered  as  a kind  of  Purveyors  of  the  Hofpitals  under  their  care,  and 
.as  Accountants,  alfo,  for  the  Roppages  ilTued  to  them  by  the  PavmaRers  of 
Regiments.  In  thefe  charatSlers  they  are  to  make  weekly  Returns  of  Ex- 
penditure to  the  Inlpedlor  General  of  Army  Hofpitals  in  London,  and  to 
account  to  him,  half-yearly,  for  their  Receipts  or  Dilburfements.  It  is  ob- 
vious that  thele  duties  are  very  d Miner  from  thole  which  are  profeffionally 
required  of  the  Surgeons  ; and  that  the  firR  are  of  a nature  which  may  feem 
to  interfere  with  the  laR. 

The  experience,  or  anticipation  of  feme  inconvenience  from  this  cir- 
cumftance,  produced,  probably,  the  Regulation  of  September  1803,  by  which 
an  addition  was  made  of  another  AffiRant  Surgeon  to  Regiments  confining 
of  five  hundred  men  and  upwards.  For  we  have  fatisfahtory  grounds  of  be- 
lief, that  on  Home  Service  at  leaR,  the  former  ERablilhment  of  a Surgeon 
and  an  AffiRant  to  each  Regiment  of  Infantry,  would  be  fully  equal  to  the 
care  of  its  Sick,  if  thefe  Officers  were  folely  occupied  in  fuch  duties ; and 
even  on  Expeditions,  whilffi  they  are  accompanied  with  Rich  large  ERa- 
ments  for  General  Hofpitals,  it  would  probably  be  found,  that  the  former 
Regimental  Medical  Staff  was  generally  Efficient  for  the  Service.  But  if 
the  addition  of  a fiecond  AffiRant  was  made  with  the  objecl  alluded  to,  we 
are  of  opinion,  that  the  caule  was  temporary.  Two  Members  of  our 
."Board  have  had  opportunities  of  vifiting  feveral  Regimental  Hofpitals  of 
- Cavalry, 
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Cavalry,  Infantry,  and  Militia,  and  of  obtaining  minute  information  from 
the  Surgeons  in  each.  It  appeared,  that  the  duty  which  they  performed 
as  Purveyors,  though  doubtlefs  out  of  the  Uriel  line  of  their  profeffion, 
was  not  troublelome,  and  did  not  interfere  with  their  prereffional  duties ; 
in  aid  of  which  it  in  fome  mealure  operated,  by  placing  the  quality  o t the 
Patients  provifions  immediately  under  their  controul.  From  the  informa- 
tion thus  acquired  from  feveral  Regimental  Surgeons,  and  from  a Deputy 
Inlpeftor  of  much  experience,  we  feel  juftified  in  giving  it  as  our  opinion, 
that  one  Susceon  is  comnetent  to  the  management  of  the  Sick  of  his  Re- 
giment  in  ordinary  cafes,  if  together  ; and,  that  the  neceffity  of  affiftance  is 
©ccalioned  only  by  detachments. 

In  this  view  of  the  lubjecl,  one  Surgeon  would  probably  be  found  {Un- 
dent for  a Militia  Regiment ; but  to  Infantry  Regiments  of  the  Line,  there 
fihould  always  be  one  Surgeon  and  one  Affiftant;  and  to  Regiments  of  Ca- 
valry, on  their  preient  large  Eftablilhment,  one  Surgeon  and  two  Affift- 
ants,  becaufe  much  more  liable  to  be  detached. 

But,  though  we  admit  the  neceffity  of  increafed  Affiftants  to  Regiments 
liable  to  be  detached,  it  muff  not  be  inferred,  that  the  Regimental  iyllem 
of  managing  Holpitals  precludes  the  idea  of  affiftance  to  Detachments  of 
ether  Regiments  in  the  iame  quarters:  on  the  contrary,  this  reciprocity 
of  affiftance  is  common  ; and,  from  what  we  are  about  to  ftate,  it  appears* 
may  be  conveniently  continued,  even  if  the  appointment  of  the  fecond

Barracks,  befides  his  own  Sick,  thofe  of  the  iff  battalion,  lent  on  Service* 
and  thofe  of  Detachments  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  53d  and  95th  Regi- 
ments, amounting  together  to  about  fifty  Patients ; in  the  management  of 
which  he  felt  no  difficulty,  though  the  fit  nation  of  Affiftant,  which  became 
vacant  in  Odober  preceding,  bad  not  then  been  filled,  ft  he  Surgeon  of  the 
16th  Light  Dragoons,  at  Shornclitf,  had  more  Patients  under  his  imme- 
diate care,  to  the  management  of  which  he  was  fully  competent,  although 
he  was  under  the  neceffitv  of  vifiting  Out-quarters,  and  his  Affiftant  was 
detached  at  Romney.  An  increafe  of  numbers  allotted  to  a particular 
duty  does  not  always  produce  a correfpondent  benefit.  This  was  witneffed 
with  regard  to  the  Medical  Staff,  as  we  have  before  obfierved,  by  Dr. 
jackfon  in  Flanders,  during  the  laft  War.  And  it  appears  from  a printed 
Order  of  his  Roval  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief,  of  3d  February 
1803,  that  the  confequence  cf  this  addition  of  an  Affiftant  Surgeon  to  the 
Regimental  Staff  was  not,  as  had  been  expehled  from  the  former  Regula- 
tions, a diminution  of  the  Expence  of  the  extra  attendance  of  country 
Practitioners,  but  a greater  indulgence  in  the  Commanding  Officers  in 
granting  leaves  of  abfence  to  the  Medical  Staff  of  Regiments  : and  it  was 
diftinctly  ftated  to  thole  of  our  Members  who  had  opportunities  of  vifiting 
thofe  Regimental  Holpitals,  that  the  appointment  of  Affiftants  in  the  Mi- 
litia Regiments,  and  of  Second  Affiftants  in  the  Regiments  of  the  Line, 
had  been  productive  of  very  injurious  effects  to  the  Service,  and  even  to  the 
young  men  themfeives  who  had  been  fo  appointed, 

SubjeCt  to  the  obfervations  we  have  made  upon  the  appointment  of 
Second  Affiftant  Surgeons,  we  are  difpofed  to  give  much  credit  to  that 
uniform  fyftem  of  account  and  controul  which  has  been  introduced  into  the 
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Regimental  Hofpitals  at  home  by  the  prefent  Irrfpecior  General ; and  to 
admit  that  it  has  been  productive  of  much  benefit  and  economy, 

J But  aga  in  ft  the  furplus  of  the  Regimental  Holpital  Fund,  arifing  from 
the  ftoppages  which,  from  the  Statement  in  the  Appendix,  appears  to  have 
amounted  from  the  25th  September  1802  to  the  24th  June  1806,  to  the 
fum  of  eight  .thou land  five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  Pounds  nine  Shillings 
and  Sixpence  three  Farthings,  there  fhould  be  fet  off,  perhaps,  the  additional 
expence  of  the  appointment  of  Second  Affiftant  Surgeons,  together  with 
the  increafed  expence  of  that  part  of  the  Army  Medical  Office  which  has 
the  fuperintendance  of  the  Regimental  Medical  concerns. 

Thefe  ftoppages,  it  appears  from  the  Statement  in  the  Appendix,  al- 
though applied  not  only  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Sick,  but  in  the  difcharge 
of  the  contingencies  of  rent  and  fervants  wages,  the  payment  of  country 
Pradlitioners  bills,  the  transport  of  medical  ftipplies  and  ftores  to  regiments 
from  particular  Depots,  the  purchafe  of  many  occasional  articles  of  medicine 
and  utenfils,  and,  fince  24th  February  1806,  to  the  payment  of  the  full 
price  of  bread  and  meat  lupplied  to  the  fick  alfo,  yet  gives  a balance  in 
favour  of  the  Public,  as  we  have  before  ftated,  of  eight  thoufand  five 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  Pounds  nine  Shillings  and  Sixpence  three  Far- 
things. It  may  be  thought,  conlequently,  that  the  deduction  of  ten  Pence 
per  diem  from  the  pay  of  the  fick,  which  was  directed  by  the  Regulation  of 
1802,  is  higher  than  is  wanted  for  the  purpofes  to  which  it  has  been  ap- 
plied. But  in  the  firft  place,  it  may  be  remarked,  that  the  increafe  of 
the  ftoppage,  leaving  lo  much  lels  of  reierved  pay  for  the  fioldiers  on 
quitting  the  Holpitals,  has  probably  checked  that  fraudulent  difpofition, 
which  we  underftand  is  fometimes  found  in  the  foldiers,  of  procuring  them- 
‘felves  to  be  placed  on  the  Sick  Lift,  and  of  continuing  on  it  longer  than  is 
neceffarv,  and  has  conlequently  had  a tendency  to  keep  up  the  effective 
ftrength  of  the  Army.  And  next,  it  may  be  obferved,  that  by  the  Regula- 
tion of  1 802,  the  ftoppages  were  to  be  applied  not  only  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  fick  foldiers,  and  to  the  incidental  expences  of  the  Holpital,  but 
alfo  to  the  general  medical  expences  of  each  corps  ; which  feem  to  include, 
and,  in  our  opinion  would  properly  include,  the  coft  of  medicines  as  well 
as  the  expences  to  which  the  ftoppages  have  been  hitherto  confidered  as 
applicable.  The  coft  of  medicines  to  the  -Regiments  at  home  during  1806, 
even  under  the  prefent  attentive  management  of  the  ftupply,  amounted,  on 
an  average,  to  about  forty-fix  Pounds  per  battalion  of  600  men  ; and  confe- 
quentlv,from  1 802, from  which  time  thelavings  from  the  ftoppages  have  been 
accumulating,  would  have  greatly  exceeded  luch  furplus.  We  think,  therefore, 
that  it  is  not  confident  with  the  directions  of  the  Regulation  of  1802,  to 
• ccnfidcr  the  fum  which  has  exceeded  the  maintenance  and  incidental  ex- 
pellees of  the  foldiers  in  Regimental  Hofpitals  as  a furplus  unappropriated, 
but  that  it  ought  to  have  been  paid  to  the  Agent  of  the  Army  Medical 
Department,  and  have  been  applicable  to  the  general  purpofes  of  the 
monies  which  are  from  time  to  time  iffued  to  him.  For  it  would  have 
been  inconvenient,  perhaps,  according  to  the  mode  in  which  the  bills  for 
medicines  and  Holpital  ftores  have  been  difeharged,  .to  have  applied  this 
furplus  direftly  in  payment  of  thefe  articles. 

In  our  view,  therefore,  of  the  lubjeft,  the  furplus  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Pay  mailers  or  others,  and  that  which  lliall  hereafter  accrue,  fhould  be 
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■paid  or  remitted  every  fix  months  to  the  Agent  or  Caftiier  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  be  applicable  to  general  purpofes.  There  will  no  inconvenience 
arife  from  this  proceeding  if  the  recommendation  be  adopted,  which  we 
/hall  hereafter  fuggeft,  of  placing  the  whole  of  the  Army  Medical  Depart- 
ment under  one  connected  management,  and  of  paying  all  the  expences 
of  it  out  of  one  fund. 

The  appropriation  of  the  furplus  of  the  ftoppages  had  been  under  the 
confideration  of  the  Secretary  at  War  in  1806,  and  the  Infpedor  General’s 
opinion  was  alked  on  the  fubjed.  It  appears  that  his  view  of  it  does  not  APP*  N*ia.  (A.) 
much  differ  from  that  which  we  have  given  ; but  he  recommends 
that  a fum.not  exceeding  thirty  or  forty  Pounds, ftiou Id  be  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  Paymafter  of  each  regiment,  out  of  the  balance  of  his  Hofpital 
Stoppage  Account  for  each  half-year.  We  think  there  may  be  a conve- 
nience in  this,  as  a provifion  againft  the  circumftance  of  the  ftoppages  not 
equalling  the  expences  in  a ftibfequent  half-year,  which  may  occafionally 
happen,  it  is  faid,  without  any  default  in  the  Surgeon. 

The  remaining  confideration  refpeds  the  controul  over  the  Expenditure 
of  thefe  ftoppages.  Whatever  expediency  might  have  exifted  at  the  time 
for  withdrawing  this  part  of  the  Regimental  expenditure  from  the  exami- 
nation and  refponfibility,  in  a great  meafure,of  the  Commanding  Officer,  we 
believe  that  when  the  prefect  good  fyftem  {hall  have  been  fully  eftablfthed, 
there  would  be  a convenience,  and  eventually  a laving,  in  placing  this  matter 
on  its  former  footing.  The  Commanding  Officer  could  as  effe dually  check 
the  expenditure  on  the  fpot,  as  is  done  at  prefent  in  London  ; the  Surgeon 
would  be  relieved  from  feme  of  the  Returns, and  part  of  the  correfpondencc, 
which  may  at  times  interfere  with  his  profeffional  duties  ; and  the  efta- 
bliftiment  of  the  Office  in  Town  might  probably  be  reduced,  or  its  occupa- 
tion applied  to  other  fervices. 

We  do  not,  however,  recommend  the  immediate  adoption  of  a change;, 
left  it  ftiould  more  materially  affed  the  efficiency  of  a fyftem  which  we 
fee  great  reafon  to  approve,  than  at  prefent  occurs  to  us.  But  ftiould  our 
ftiggeftion  at  any  future  time  be  adopted,  our  idea  is,  that  the  Regimental 
Paymafter,  who  retains  the  ftoppages,  might  iffue  money  for  the  weekly 
expenditure  to  the  Hofpital  Serjeant  ading  under  the  general  diredions 
of  the  Surgeon  : The  accounts  of  the  expenditure  in  fuch  cafe,  vouched 
by  the  Diet  Table  and  the  nfual  Receipts,  having  been  examined  and 
approved  by  the  Commanding  Officer,  Paymafter,  and  Surgeon,  need 
not,  any  more  than  under  the  prefent  fyftem,  form  an  item  in  the  Regi- 
mental Pay-lifts.  But,  that  the  ftate  of  the  Hofpital  Fund  in  the  Paymafter’s 
hands  may.  be  known  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  he  fhould  be  required  to 
tranfmit  half-yearly  to  the  War  Office, ail  Abftrad  of  the  Weekly  Stoppages 
and  Expenditure,  certified  by  the  Commanding  Officer  and  Surgeon,  when 
the  Secretary  at  War  would  be  enabled  to  dired  the  appropriation  of  the 
balance,  if  any,  in  the  way  we  have  before  recommended  ; and  deficien- 
cies, if  any  occurred,  might  be  charged  againft  the  Public  in  the  Pay- 
mafter’s  Monthly  Accounts. 

We  do  not  mean  by  what  we  have  propofed  to  withdraw  the  Regimental 
Surgeons  from  fome  general  Medical  controul  ; but  to  recommend,  that 
they  ftiould  ftill  make  the  Monthly  Returns  of  the  ftate  of  the  Sick,  becaule 
from  thefe  their  (kill  and  affiduity  may  be  judged  of,  and  the  expenditure 
of  medicines  furnifbed  to  them  may  be  checked. 
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We  have  broken  in  a little  on  the  next  divifion  of  our  fubjecl,  relating  to- 
the  Medical  Expenditure  of  the  Army,  by  fome  of  our  iaft  obfervations  ; 
but  it  was  difficult  to  feparate  the  confideration  of  this  from  that  of  the 
ERablifhment,  which  we  are  difpofed  to  think  is  the  greater,  both  in  the 
Regiments  and  in  the  Office  in  Town,  in  confequence  of  the  mode  in  which 
the  Regimental  Hofpital  Expenditure  is  managed. 

It  is  proper,  before  we  clofe  the  confideration  of  the  ERablifhment  of 
the  Army  Medical  Department,  to  notice,  that  there  is  a clafs  of  Medical 
Officers  belonging  to  a branch  of  the  Military  Service  who  are,  in  no  refpedi, 
under  the  controul  of  the  Army  Medical  Board.  Thefe  are  called  Gar- 
rifon  Surgeons.  The  pertons  who  were  heretofore  appointed  by  this  name 
to  our  Elands  and  Rations  abroad,  are  now  commiffioned  as  Surgeons  to  the 
Forces  ; for  it  was  thought,  that  under  the  former  title,  they  were  not  lo 
difpofable  for  every  lervice  as  they  would  be  under  the  general  defcription 
of  Surgeons  to  the  Forces.  Their  duties,  however,  are  preciiely  the  fame, 
and  have  therefore  been  already  noticed  by  us.  But  the  perfons  of  whom 
we  are  now  fpeaking  are  the  Medical  Officers,  who,  under  the' title  of 
Garrifon  Surgeons,  are  on  the  ERablifhment  of  the  different  forts  and  crar- 
rifons  at  home.  Some  of  thefe  laft  Officers  are  appointed,  as  appears  in 
the  Appendix  to  the  36th  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  in  1797, 
by  Commiffion  from  His  Majefty,  and  others  by  the  refpective  Governors; 
and  they  all  receive  their  pay  through  the  Governors  : none  of  thefe  Sur- 
geons hold  their  appointments  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Army  Me- 
dical Board,  or  perform  any  duty  connected  with  the  Department.  Under 
thefe  circumftances,  we  fhould  have  thought  it  perhaps  unneceffary  to  have 
noticed  this  .clafs  of  Officers  on  the  prefent  occalion,  if,  in  the  courfe  of  our 
Inquiry,  we  had  not  learned  that  two,  at  lead,  of  theie  appointments  were 
mere  fmecures  : for,  having  iffued  our  Precept  requiring  the  attendance  of 
the  Gentlemen  who,  in  the  War  Office  Return,  are  Rated  to  hold  the  fitua- 
tions,  in  the  garriion  of  the  Tower  of  London,  oi  Phvlician,  with  the  pay 
of  one  hundred  and  feventy-.two  Pounds  feventeen  Shillings  and  Sixpence 
per  annum  ; and  Surgeon,  with  that  of  forty-three  Pounds  four  Shillings 
and  four  Pence  per  annum,  the  Precepts  were  brought  back,  with  the 
report,  that  the  firft  of  thefe  Officers  redded  in  Lincolnfhire,  and  the  other 
in  Suffolk  Such  information  fuggeRs  the  propriety,  we  think,  of  an  in- 
veftigation  into  the  adlual  execution  ol  any  duties  by  this  clafs  of  Officers, 
and  of  difcontinuing  theie  appointments  altogether,  if  it  Ihould  appear  that 
they  have  110  duties  to  perform  ; for  we  conceive  that,  even  if  thefe  ap- 
pointments be  given  as  rewards  for  former  iervices,  it  is  a very  improper 
mode  of  remuneration. 

That  we  might  have  a more  enlarged  view  of  the  conRitution  of  the 
Army  Medical  ERabiifiiment,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Army 
Medical  bufinefs  is  conducted,  and  be  thereby  better  enabled  to  propofe 
any  new  arrangement,  if  any  fhould  appear  to  be  expedient,  we  have 
made  fome  inquiries  into  the  conRitution  of  the  Medical  ERablifliments  of 
the  Ordnance  and  Navy  Departments,  and  into  the  mode  of  conducing 
their  Medical  bufinefs. 

For  this  purpofe,  we  Rent  certain  queRions  to  the  Ordnance  andTranfport 
Boards,  dellring  that  written  anfwers  might  be  given  to  them  ; and  when 
theie  were  received,  we  procured  further  information  on  the  fubjedl  by  a 
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perfonai  examination  of  Sir  John  Macnamara  Hayes  and  Dodlor  Hamefs,  a r m y;

who  are  at  the  head  of  the  Medical  branches  of  their  refpeclive  Depart-  Department. 

ments.  v ' 

The  Medical  Ejlablifkment  cfthc  Ordnance  confifts  of  an  Infpedior  Gene-  Ordnance  Medial 
ral,  appointed  in  May  1806;  a Surgeon  General ; an  Affiftant  Surgeon  <>  _ 

General;  ^Surgeons;  one  Apothecary,  appointed  in  Oftober  1806;  24  App~N’46. 

Affiftant  Surgeons;  many  Supernumerary  Affiftant  Surgeons;  and  fix  D°,  N«2&. 
or  feven  Civil  Surgeons,  refident  at  certain  ftations,  whofe  pay  is  only 
three  Shillings  and  Sixpence  per  diem. 

It  feeins  that  there  are  no  perfons  under  the  title  of  Phyficians  now  be- 
longing to  this  Department ; and  all  thole  who  are  at  the  head  of  it,  except 
the  Infpedlor  General,  have  gone  through  all  the  gradations  of  the  Me- 
dical fervice  of  the  Ordnance.  The  Inlpeftor  General  has  rifen,  however, 
from  the  rank  of  Surgeon  to  the  Forces  in  America  under  Major  General 
Burgovne,  in  1776,  to  that  oflnfpe&or  in  the  Army,  before  his  appoint- 
ment to  his  prefent  fituation. 

Previous  to  the  appointment  of  the  prefent  Infpedlor  General,  the  fuper- 
intendance  of  the  Ordnance  Medical  Service  had  been  conducted  by  Dr. 

Brocklelby,  under  the  title  of  Pbyfician  General  to  the  Ordnance  ; and  on 
his  death,  by  the  Surgeon  General  and  Affiftant  Surgeon  General  of  this 
Department.  Thefe  Officers  are  folel.y  occupied  in  the  bufmefs  of  their 
Ordnance  employments,  and  are  refident  at  Woolwich,  which  is  confidered 
as  the  head-quarters  of  the  Department. 

The  prefent  Infpeflor  General,  who  is  generally  refident  in  London, 
and  is  not  reft  rained  from  following  private  pradlice,  has  no  general  In- 
ftrudtions  for  his  duty  ; but  “ he  goes  to  Woolwich  conftantly  once  a 
“ week  ;” — “ he  infpedts  all  Ordnance  Hofpitals  throughout  the  United 
“ Kingdom;” — and  “ the  Returns  of  Woolwich  Hofpital,  and  of  all  other 
“ Hospitals,  are  made  to  him  weekly.”  , 

No  perfon  from  the  Ordnance  Department  attends  at  the  Surgeons  Col- 
lege at  the  examination  of  Candidates  for  employment  in  this  fervice  ; 
but  few,  if  any,  are  employed  who  have  not  diplomas  from  the  College 
of  Surgeons  in  London,  Dublin,  or  Edinburgh.  No  difficulty  is  found  in 
procuring  Gentlemen,  fo  qualified,  to  fill  vacancies  when  any  occur  ; and 
there  are  generally  Candidates  on  the  Lift  waiting  for  vacancies.  No  Me- 
dical perfons  are  employed  on  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Ordnance  who 
have  not  been  previoufly  acquainted  with  the  pra£Hce  of  the  Hofpital  at 
Woolwich.  The  Mafter  General  appoints  the  Medical  Officers  originally, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Infpeclor  General,  and-  promotion,  if  there 
be  no  objedlion,  always  goes  according  to  feniority.  The  Monthly,  Fort- 
night, and  Weekly  Returns,  which  are  made  to  the  Ordnance  Board,  are 
the  means  by  which  the  conduct:  of  the  perfons  employed  in  their  Medical 
fervice  is  judged  of ; and  it  is  obferved  “ with  fatisfadtion,”  that  it  feldom 
or  ever  happens  any  report  of  the  improper  conduct  of  thefe  Gentlemen 
is  made. 

The  great  diftindlion,  therefore,  which  appears  in  this  view  of  the  con- 
.ftitutionof  the  Medical  Eftabliftmnent  of  the  Ordnance,  and  in  that  which 
we  have  given  of  the  Army  Medical  Eftabliftiment,  is,  that  in  the  firft,  the 
.perfons  at  the  head  of  the  Department  have  a general  experience  in  Mili- 
tary Medical  practice — that,  with  the  exception  of  the  I nfpedtor  General, 

they 
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they  are  folely  occupied  in  their  Ordnance  employment  at  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Ordnance — that,  although  on  the  fir  ft  appointment  of  Me- 
"*  dical  Officers,  the  diplomas  alluded  to  are  thought  fufficicnt  teftimonials 
of  their  ability,  yet  that  no  one  is  employed  on  Foreign  Service  who  has 
not  been  previbufty  acquainted  with  Hofpita!  practice  at  Woolwich — and, 
that  promotion,  unlefs  in  ipecial  cafes,  goes  by  feniotity. 


The  Medical  concerns  of  the  Navy,  fince  the  abolition  of  the  Sick 

. j and  Hurt  Office,  are  conducted  by  the  Tran  (port  Board,  and  chiefly  by  the 

Medical  Member  of  it,  who  has  had  great  experience  as  a Naval  Surgeon, 
and  as  Phvfic ian  to  the  Fleet. 

Appx  N®  47.  The  Eftabliffiment,  independent  of  that  of  the  Naval  Hofpitals,  confifts 
■of  two  Lrfpedlors  of  Hofpitals,  being  Phyficians  who  have  ferved  at  fea  ; 

Af^xN°27.  and  of  Surgeons  and  Afiiftant  Surgeons  to  ffiips,  whole  number  is  regu- 
lated by  the  rate  of  tire  fhip,  or,  in  fmaller  veffels,  by  the  complement  of 
men;  and  one  Phyfician  is  occafionally  allowed  to  a Fleet. 

The  Eftabliffiments  at  the  Naval  Hofpitals  are  according  to  their  ex- 
tent. At  Radar,  calculated  to  receive  1,800  patients,  there  are  three 
Phyficians,  three  Surgeons,  one  Difpenfer,  and  twelve  Hofpital  Mates.  At 
Plymouth,  calculated  to  receive  1,200  patients,  there  are  two  Phyficians, 
two  Surgeons,  one  Difpenfer,  and  ten  Mates  : but  the  number  of  Mates 
varies  with  the  number  of  patients.  According  to  this  proportion,  there- 
fore, it  teems  to  be  .contidered  that  one  Phyfician,  one  Surgeon,  and  four 
or  five  Mates,  are  Efficient  for  600  patients. 

it  is  required  that  candidates  for  employment,  previous  to  their  ap- 
pointment in  the  Medical  Service  of  the  Navy,  ffiould  produce  certificates 
of  their  furgical  abilities  from  the  College  of  Surgeons  at  London,  Dublin, 
or  Edinburgh  ; and  that  they  ffiould  be  examined  as  to  their  tkill  in  Phyfic 
by  the  Medical  Member  of  the  Tranfport  Board,  who  has  two  fixed  days 
in  each  week  for  fuch  examination ; but  when  candidates  have  presented 
themfelves,  he  is  in  the  pra&ice,  he  ftates,  of  examining  them  at  other 
times. 

All  pe’rfons  entering  into  the  Naval  Medical  Service  muft  find  Serve  as 
Affiftant  Surgeons:  thefe  are  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Surgeon  according 
to  the  time  that  they  have  ferved,  and  the  cha  alters  which  they  have 
‘obtained  for  general  good  condudt  and  profeffional  i - ill ; and  they  muft 
again  undergo  an  examination  before  the  College  ot  Surgeons  and  the 
Medical  Member  of  the  Board,  unlefs  they  ffiall  lave  been  certified,  in  the 
lirft  infta'nce,  to  be  duly  qualified  for  the  rank  of  Surgeon. 

Hofpital  Mates,  Affiftant  Surgeons,  and  Surgeons,  are  appointed  by  the 
Tranfport  Board.  We  underhand  that  there  is  great  difficulty  in  procur- 
ing Hofpital  Mates  and  Affiftant  Surgeons,  properly  qualified,  and  that  the 
number  deficient  at  prelent  cannot  be  lefs  than  600.  Phyficians  to  the 
Fleet,  arid  to  Hofpitals,  and  Surgeons  to  Hofpitals,  are  appointed  by  the 
• Lords  Commiffi  ners  of  the  Admiralty  ; they  muft,  however,  all  be  feledf- 
Ary>x  N°47-  (A.)  ed  from  the  lift  of  Naval  Surgeons;  and  the  Phyficians  muft  have  ferved 
five  years  as  Surgeons. 

/.  1,000.  The  pay  of  the  Medical  Member  of  the  Tranfport  Board  is  one  thou- 

fand  Pounds  per  annum,  with  no  other  emolument.  The  Infpedfors  have 
£. 50°.  each  five  hundred  Pounds  per  annum  falary,  and  an  allowance  for  fubfift- 
ence  when  on  l'ervice,  (i.  e.  when  ablent  from  town)  of  one  Guinea  per 
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diem,  and  one  Shilling  and  Sixpence  per  mile  for  travelling  expences  : one-  army, 
half  is,  however,  deduded  from  the  fubfffience  when  they  are  embarked  Department, 
on  board  King’s  fhips.  v 

The  duties  of  the  two  Infpedors,  who  are  generally  refident  in  London, 
and  who,  it  is  undeiffiood,  are  not  to  pradife  for  their  private  emolument, 
are  to  vifit  the  Naval  Hofpitals  on  fhore  and  afloat,  and  King’s  fhips  of 
every  defeription  ; to  report  on  the  condud  of  the  Medical  Officers  em- 
ployed, and  the  hate  of  the  Sick;  on  the  general  management  and  oeconomy 
of  the  Hofpitals,  and  on  the  condition  of  the  medicines  and  other  articles 
in  Pore;  but  they  cannot  give  diredions  relative  to  the  treatment  of  the 
Sick. 

The  Tranfport  Board  judges  of  the  condud  of  the  Affffiant  Surgeons 
from  the  reports  of  the  Surgeons  and  Officers  under  whom  they  are  ferv- 
ing,  and  certificates  from  them  muff  be  produced  annually,  before  the 
Affffiants  are  allowed  to  receive  their  pay.  The  profeffional  condud  of 
the  Surgeons  is  judged  of  from  the  reports  of  the  Infpedors  of  Hofpitals, 
and  by  the  opinion  formed  by  the  Medical  Member  of  the  Board  on  his 
perufal  of  the  journals,  which  the  Surgeons  are  required  to  keep,  of  their 
pradice  on  board  of  fhip,,  and  to  produce,  before  their  pay  can  be  received. 

The  general  condud  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Hofpitals  is  under  the 
controul  of  their  Governors  reipedively  ; and  the  profeffional  pradice  of 
..thofe  Officers  is  open  to  the  animadverfion  of  the  Infpedors  in  their  visit- 
ations. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  in  the  Medical  Service  of  the  Navy,  as  in  that 
of  the  Ordnance,  the  Medical  Superintendance  is  in  thofe  who  muft  necef- 
farily  have  had  great  Medical  experience  in  the  Service  ; and  that  their 
attention  is  folely  dedicated  to  their  employments — that  the  bufmefs  of  the 
Inlpedion  of  the  Hofpitals,  and  of  the  King’s  fhips,  is  conduded  by  two 
Navy  Phyficians,  whofe  general  refidence  is  in  London  ; yet  that  very 
effedual  checks  feem  to  be  provided  on  the  condud  of  the  Navy  Medical 
Officers  ; and,  that  the  Medical  Eftabliffiments  of  the  great  Naval  Hofpi- 
tals at  Haflar  and  Plymouth  are  very  inferior,  in  proportion  to  the  fick 
calculated  to  be  received  at  them,  to  thofe  which  have  been  eftablifhed  in 
the  Army  General  Hofpitals. 


We  have  alfo  inquired  into  the  nature  of  the  Medical  Edablifhment  of  Eaftir.dh Medical 
the  Eaft  India  Company’s  Army,  and  into  the  mode  in  which  their  Medi-  v j'  ' « 
cal  Department  is  conduded. 

There  is  a feparate  Efiablifhment  (as  we  learn  from  Dr.  Yates,  who  was  App*N°32. 
a confderable  time  in  the  Service  of  the  Company)  at  each  Prefidency. 

That  at  Madras,  with  which  Dr.  Yates  was  bed  acquainted,  confffis  of  a 
:Board,  formed  .of  the  three  fenior  Surgeons  in  the  Service,  who  lliper- 
intend  the  condud  of  the  whole  Department,  and  have  the  immediate 
fuperintendance  of  the  Madras  General  Hofpitai.  The  remainder  of  the 
Eitabiifhment  (there  being  no  fuch  rank  as  that  of  Phyfician  in  the  Com- 
pany’s Service)  confiffis  of  Staff  Surgeons  (called  Superintending  Surgeons 
of  Divifions),  of  Surgeons,  and  Affffiant  Surgeons.  When  the  numbers  of 
this  Eftablifhment  are  complete,  Dr.  Yates  thinks  that  it  is  efficient  for 
the  Service  of  the  Company’s  Army.  The  Medical  Board  at  the  Pre- 
fidency ufed  formerly  to  nominate  to  fituations  in  this  Service,  but  for 
6.  K fome 
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fome  years  pad  the  patronage  has  been  entirely  in  the  Governor  and 
Council.  Promotion,  however,  goes  according  to  feniority. 

The  duties  of  the  Staff  or  Superintending  Surgeons  are,  to  refide  in 
their  divisions ; to  infpedt  the  Hofpitals  within  them  once  in  three  months; 
to  regulate  the  Pradtice  of  the  Surgeons  and  AIR  Rant  Surgeons  of  Reo-i- 
menls ; and  to  receive  monthly  Returns  from  them  of  the  copies  of 
their  daily  journals,  containing  an  account  of  the  number  of  the  Sick,  their 
diforders,  treatment,  and  the  event;  and  of  the  quantity  of  Medicines 
expended,  remaining,  and  wanted.  Thefe  Reports  the  Superintending  Sur- 
geons communicate  to  the  Board,  with  Inch  comments  as  they  mav  deem 
neceffary  ; and  the  Board  makes  a Report  on  the  whole  to  the  Commander 
in  Chief. 

Even  when  the  Company’s  Army  is  employed  on  adlive  fervice,  the 
f Rem  is  the  lame ; and  the  only  addition  is,  of  one  Staff  Surgeon  to  iuper- 
intend  the  whole  Medical  Department  of  fuch  Army,  and  of  a Medical 
Gentleman  to  take  charge  of  the  Hol'pital  Stores  ; with,  occasionally, 
three  or  four  additional  A til  Rant  Surgeons,  who*  are  at  the  diipofal  of  the 
Staff  Surgeon.  It  will  be  recolledted,  that  the  fame  fimple  and  oeeonomical 
mode  of  management  was  exemplified  in  General  Baird’s  Army  in  Egypt. 
whilR  the  Medical  Department  of  that  Army  was  under  the  fuperintend- 
ance  of  Dr.  MCG  rigor. 

We  learn  further  from  Dr.  Yates,  that  the  Surgeons  and  AfRRatit 
Surgeons  have  an  allowance  from  the  Company  for  providing  what  are 
called  Country  Medicines  and  neceffaries  for  the  Sick  ; but  the  Company 
fupplies  them  with  Inch  medicines  as  are  imported  from  Europe,  on  an 
indent,  approved  and  counterfigned  by  the  Staff  Surgeon  of  the  divifion. 

Our  general  Oblervations  on  this  Ratement  of  the  India  Company’s 
Army  Medical  Syftem,  as  contrafted  with  that  on  which  we  are  comment- 
ing, are,  that  the  Gentlemen  who  have  the  fuperin tendance  of  it  muff 
neceffarily,  as  in  the  two  former  Medical  Departments,  have  had  great 
experience  in  all  the  branches  of  Medical  Service — that  this  fuperintend- 
ance  appears  to  be  uniform  and  undivided — that  the  regularity  of  the  pro- 
motion mull  lead  to  a Ready  continuance  in  the  fervice,  and  is  likely  to 
prevent  difcontent — and,  that  even  on  adlive  fervice,  little  additional 
Medical  aid  is  really  wanting  beyond  that  which  the  regiments  canfurnifh. 

THE  EXPENDITURE. 

The  fecon  d divifion  of  the  fubjedl,  according  to  the  arrangement  we 
have  propofed  to  ourfelves,  relates  to 

The  Expenditure  of  the  Army  Medical  Department. 

Under  this  divifion  will  be  confidered  the  mode  in  which  articles,  of  all 
kinds,  ufed  in  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals,  have  been  provided  and 
iflued,  and  the  Expenditure  of  them  controuled.  The  manner  too,  in  which 
the  various  Accounts  of  the  Department  are  examined,  falls  naturally  under 
this  divifion  of  the  fubjedt.  It  will  appear  hereafter,  that  although  all  the 
feveral  articles  to  which  we  allude  have  generally  been  provided  and  ifiued 
under  the  fame  authorities,  yet,  that  in  checking  the  charges,  and  in  making 
the  payments  for  them,  the  courfe  obferved  has  been  materially  different. 
It  will  be  moR  convenient,  therefore,  we  think,  to  arrange  the  confideration 
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of  the  Expenditure  under  feparate  heads,  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
articles  provided,  and  the  mode  of  fupplving  them. 

On  this  principle  we  fhail  confider  the  Expenditure  in  Hofpitals  under  the 
heads  of.  Medicines',  Stores ; Wine,  Spirits,  and  Porter ; and  Subjijience,  as 
-provided  by  Purveyors  for  the  General  and  by  the  Surgeons  for  the  Regi- 
mental Hofpitals. 

The  head  of  Medicines , as  being  the  moR  confidcrable  in  this  expendi* 
•lure,  will  be  firR  noticed. 

The  Medicines,  Medical  Stores,  and  almoR  all  the  Surgical  InRruments, 
ufed  by  His  Majeify’s  Army,  both  at  Home  and  Abroad,  are  fupplied  by 
Mr.  Gamier,  by  virtue  of  a Patent  from  His  MajeRy’s  Royal  predecelTor, 
bearing  date  the  19th  January  1747*  1 his  grants  to  George  Gamier  the 

younger,  for  life,  to  commence  from  the  determination  ot  a former  grant  to 
.his  father,  dated  7th  March  1735,  the  office  or  place  of  Apothecary 
General  to  the  Forces  railed,  or  to  be  railed. 
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“ other  perlon  hath  heretofore  held  and  enjoyed,  or 

*i  held  and  enjoyed,”  provided  that  h.*  fol'ows  the  orders  which  (hall  he 
given  to  him,  and  that  he  furnifhes  good  and  wholelome  Medicaments. 

No  conlideration  is  Rated  in  the  Patent  as  the  foundation  for  granting 
this  valuable  monopoly;  neither  by  it  is  any  Hilary  annexed  to  the  Office. 

Mr.  Gamier,  however,  who  is  a Gentleman  living  in  the  country,  executing 
no  part  of  the  bufmefs  himfelf,  is  confidered  as  belonging  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Army,  and  receives  at  prelent  ten  Shillings  per  diem,  in  addition  to  the 
profits  which  are  made  on  the  immenfe  quantity  of  articles  fupplied  by  him. 

Hischarges  for  thefe  articles,  from  ilf  January  1795^0  3iR  December 
1806,  including  feventy-two  thoufand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen  Pounds  £-72j9x9-  4-  8. 
four  Shillings  and  eight  Pence,  for  Surgical  InRruments,  have  amounted  to 
eight  hundred  and  nine  thoufand  and  eighty-eight  Ppunds  feventeen 
Shillings,  or  fixtv-feven  thoufand  three  hundred  and  forty  Pounds  per 
annum,  on  an  average. 

It  was  to  be  expe&ed  that  the  magnitude  of  fuch  an  annual  account 
would  attract  the  notice  of  thole  whole  duty  it  was  to  controul  the  Public 
Expenditure:  and  accordingly  we  find,  that  in  1797,  fome  queRion  was 
made  refpedring  the  authority  under  which  the  Apothecary  General  bip- 
od Surgical  materials  and  Surgical  InRruments  to  the  Army.  Mr.  Gar-  App*  N°  51 
mer,  in  his  Anfwer  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Trealury,  relies,  it  appears, 
on  the  words  in  his  Patent,  which  give  him  “ all  the  rights,  privileges, 
and  profits  belonging  to  the  office,  or  which  have  been  enjoyed  by  any 
other  perfon  holding  it  and  he  Rates,  that  his  father  before  him  had 
ilways  fupplied  fuch  articles.  On  a conlideration  of  this  Anfwer,  Mr.  APP*  N°52* 
arnier  was  informed,  that  the  Lords  Commilfioners  of  His  MajeRv’s 
Trealury  approved  of  his  continuing  to  fupply  Surgical  InRruments,  and  to 
rharge  them  in  his  bill  as  had  been  pradtiied.  We  lhall  have  occafion  to  no- 
ice Mr.  Garnier’s  Letter  again  in  a fubfequent  part  of  this  Report.  As  it  is 
>ur  opinion  (for  which  the  reafons  will  be  Rated  hereafter)  that  Surgical 
nRruments  fhould  not  be  furnilhed  by  the  Public  in  future,  except  to  a 
ery  fmall  extent,  it  is  not  very  material  to  confider  whether  the  claim  fet 
ip  by  the  Apothecary  General  be  rightly  founded  : but,  if  we  are  to  judge 
rom  the  words  ufed  in  the  Patent,  it  Riould  feem  that  the  Patent  intended 
j grant  the  fupplying  of  Medicines  only ; for  the  words  of  the  condition 
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are,  “ provided  he  furniffies  good  and  wholefome  Medicaments words 
which  cannot  be  properly  applied  to  XnRruments  and  Surgical  materials. 

It  is  to  be  oblerved  that,  it  is  in  confequence  of  the  extenfion  of  the  Gene- 
ral Hofpital  Syftem  only,  and  during  that  inattention  to  oeconomy  which 
has  accompanied  it,  that  the  quantity  of  this  fupply  could  have  been  confi- 
derable  ; for  the  Regimental  Surgeons  have  always  provided  their  own  In- 
flruments,  as,  until  1796,  they  alio  did  their  own  Medicines. 

We  have  alfo  received  from  His  MajeRy’s  Treafury  a paper,  entitled  “a 
“ Statement  made  by  the  Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts  of  the  nature  of 
“ the  Account  which  the  Apothecary  General  has  been  required  to  render 
“ of  his  Receipts  and  Expenditures.”  In  this  it  is  Rated,  that  the  Apothe- 
cary General  fupplies  all  Medicines  which  are  required  by  the  Secretary  at 
War,  and  delivers  them  to  be  forwarded  as  he  diredls.  For  thefe,  it  is  laid, 
the  Apothecary  General  makes  up  a yearly  bill,  Rating  the  Corps,  Hofpi- 
tals,  &c.  for  which  the  articles  ordered  were  intended  ; that  the  Bill  is  cer- 
tified by  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  General  to  the  Army  to  be  for  articles  of 
■good  quality,  and  that  the  prices  charged  for  them  are  fair  and  realonable, 
and  is  then  prefented  to  the  Treafury  for  payment:  that  the  account  is 
afterwards  referred  to  the  Comptrollers,  by  whom  the  charges  are  recom- 
puted ; and  the  authorities  for  providing  the  articles,  and  that  they  have 
been  forwarded  to  their  refpedfive  deRinations,  being  afcertained,  the 
Comptrollers  report  the  refult  to  the  Treafury,  when  the  balance  due 
is  ifiued  to  the  Apothecary  General  by  warrant  on  the  PaymaRer  General 
of  the  Forces. 

The  refponf  bilitv  of  the  Apothecary  General  is  Rated  to  be  allowed  to 
ceafe  on  the  delivery  of  the  articles  to  be  forwarded  as  diredied  by  the 
Secretary  at  War.  But  the  Comptrollers  have  conRantly  urged,  that 
proof  ought  to  be  produced  that  the  leveral  articles  w'ere  received  as  con- 
figned,  bv  receipts  from  the  Regimental  Surgeons  or  principal  Medical 
Officers  : and  they  Rate,  that  .Regulations  had  been  made  from  time  to  time 
by  the  War  Office,  which,  although  not  entirely  fuccefsful,  had  yet  in  a 
great  meafure  produced  the  denied  effedh  And  in  a Statement  made  by 
the  Comptrollers  to  the  Committee  of  Finance  in  1797,  they  fay,  that  the 
Apothecary  General’s  bills  are  fully  inveRigated  by  them,  and  the  compu- 
tations checked  ; and  that  information  is  obtained  from  the  Company  ' 
of  Apothecaries,  and  from  eminent  DruggiRs,  of  the  prices  of  different  1 
.articles  during  the  period  of  the  account:  and  they  Rate,  that  the  regula-  • 
tions  and  checks  in  refpedt  of  the  Army  Medical  Expenditure  feem  to  be  1 
.effiedfual,  confidering  that  the  only  circumRance  which  nhighi  be  thought 
.to  require  a farther  voucher.,  was  an.a<Rual  receipt  of  the  leveral  articles 
by  the  perfons,  and  for  the  ule  of  the  Regiments  or  Hofpitals  for  which 
they  were  ordered  ; for  that  the  certificates  annexed  to  the  Apothecary  Ge- 
neral’s bill  only  alcertains  that  the  Secretary  at  War  is  latisfied  that  the 
•articles  had  been  forwarded  to  their  refpedfive  deRinations,  according  to 
the  diredlions  given  to  the  Apothecary  General. 

In  confequence  of  the  1'u.ggeRions  of  the  Committee  of  Finance,  that 
feme  further  meafures  might  be  neceffai  y for  checking  the  Expenditure  in 
the  Department  of  the  Apothecary  General,  the  Secretary  at  War  required 
him  to  deliver  vouchers  with  his  future  Bills,  of  the  adlual  receipt  of  the 
articles  by  the  perfons  for  whom  they  were  ordered.  The  Apothecary 
General,  in  anfwer  to  this  requifition,  Rated  “ the  impracticability  of  his  ' 
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carrving  into  effect  the  plan  alluded  to.  from  the  various  circumffances 
which  attend  Regiments  on,  and  thofe  fuddenly  ordered  for  Foreign  Ser- 
44  vice,  of  Armies  on  diffant  and  fee  ret  fervice,  and  of  captures  by  the 
44  enemy  and  Ioffes  at  fea  : and  he  fubmitted,  that  Government,  being  their 
own  carriers,  he  virtually  and  legally  fulfils  his  duty  when  he  delivers 
“ the  Lores  at  fuch  places  as  are  pointed  out  by  the  War  Office.” 

The  Comptrollers,  to  whom  it  had  been  referred  in  the  fame  year  to 
report  to  the  Treafurv  what  vouchers  they  thought  it  would  be  moft  pro- 
per to  require,  in  order  to  afeertain  the  adtual  delivery  of  the  medicines, 
<&c.  for  the  ufe  of  Regiments  and  Hofpitals,  appear  to  have  admitted  that 
the  duty  of  the  Apothecary  General  is  performed  when  the  medicines  are 
delivered  to  the  veffels  or  carriers  who  are  to  convey  them  to  their  places  of 
deLination : but  they  think  that  fome  proof  fhould  be  exhibited  of  their 
adtual  receipt;  and  they  recommend  that  a certificate,  figned  by  the  Com- 
manding Officer  and  Surgeon  of  every  Regiment  and  Corps,  and  by  the 
two  principal  Medical  Officers  in  every  Hofpital,  fhould  be  returned  to  the 
Comptrollers  office  by  the  perfon  to  whom  every  medicine  cbeft,  &c. 
fhould  be  addreffed  : they  add,  that  fuch  certificates  would  in  general  arrive 
at  the  office  prior  to  the  final  Report  on  the  annual  bills  of  the  Apothecary 
General. 

'When  fuch  certificates  had  arrived,  they  would  have  afforded,  no  doubt, 
fatisfadlory  means  of  checking  the  quantities  charged  in  the  Apothecary 
General’s  bills.  Rut  the  Comptrollers  Late,  that  payments  to  the  Apothecary 
General  ought  not  to  be  retarded  for  the  want  of  them  ; and,  under  fome  of 
the  circumffances  mentioned  by  him,  it  is  impoffible  that  they  could  have 
been  furnifhed. 

We  have  therefore  enquired  what  means  the  Public  had  of  knowing  the 
quantity,  as  well  as  the  quality,  of  the  articles  charged  in  the  Apothecary 
General’s  bills,  previous  to  the  iffue  of  them  from  his  warehoufe.  For 
until  thefe  were  afeertained,  there  could  be  no  fatisfadforv  audit  of  his 
accounts ; and  if  thefe  matters  were  known,  there  ought  to  be  no  delay  in 
the  examination  and  fettlement  of  them. 

We  have  alfo  enquired  into  the  propriety  of  the  package  of  the  articles 
furnifhed  by  the  Apothecary  General ; and  more  particularly  into  the  juft- 
nefs  of  the  charges  made  by  him.  The  refu! t of  our  enquiries  will  be 
now  ftated. 

The  preparing,  arranging,  and  packing  of  the  articles,  are  carried  on  at  a 
place  in  Bury  Street,  St.  James’s,  which,  although  called  the  Army  Ela- 
boratory,  belongs  to  the  Apothecary  General,  and  the  bufinefs  is  con- 
duced in  it  lolely  at  his  expence.  Mr.  Calvert  Clarke  has  the  fuper- 
incendance  and  direCion  of  the  whole  concern,  and  provides  all  the  Medical 
and  Surgical  Lores  ; and  Mr.  Jones  has  the  fpecial  fuperin tendance  of  the 
Chemical  proceLes,  and  the  direCion  of  the  packing.  The  Apothecary 
General  gives  thefe  Gentlemen  a fhare  of  his  profits,  as  a remuneration  for 
their  trouble  ; but  interferes  himfelf  in  no  part  of  the  bufinefs. 

The  Phyfician  General  occafionally  vifits  the  Elaboratory,  which  is  al- 
ways open  to  him  for  the  purpole,  and  infpeCs  the  medicines  and  prepa- 
rations ; but  he  does  not  fuperinteud  the  proceffes  of  the  preparations,  and 
Intakes  no  account  of  the  quantity  or  the  quality  of  the  articles  infpedled 
by  him  ; nor  is  any  fuch  account  kept  at  the  Elaboratory  : and  no  Public 
Officer  obferves  and  takes  an  account  of  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the 
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articles  put  into  the  packages,  or  fuperin tends  the  packing ; and  it  is  latterly, 
and  in  one  or  two  inRances  only,  Mr.  Clarke  lays,  that  any  directions  have 
been  given  from  the  Army  Medical  Office  relative  to  the  mode  of  packing. 
Admitting,  therefore,  that  the  Phyfician  General  is  fully  competent  to 
judge  of  the  quality  of  all  the  articles  provided  at  the  Elaboratorv,  it  appears 
there  is  no  check  that  the  articles  inlpeCted  by  him  are  thofe  really  placed 
in  the  packages ; and  that,  until  the  Returns  of  examination  are  received 
from  the  places  to  which  the  articles  are  fent  for  ufe,  there  can  be  no 
vouchers  for  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  articles  charged  in  the  Apothe- 
cary General’s  bills.  When  medicines  and  medical  Rores  are  fent  to  Re- 
gimental Hofpitals  at  home,  or  to  General  Idofpitals  for  the  immediate 
ufe  of  fuch  Hofpitals,  thofe  Returns  may  be  foon  obtained  ; though  it 
appears  not  to  be  the  pradice  of  Regimental  Surgeons  to  make  any  acknow- 
ledgement of  the  receipt  of  medicines  until  they  fend  up  the  half-yearly 
requisition  for  further  fupply  : but  when  what  are  called  Complete  Pack- 
ages have  been  lent  to  the  Depot  at  the  York  Hofpital,  we  learn  from  Mr. 
I Ioffe,  the  Apothecary  at  that  Hofpital,  that  there  is  no  examination  of 
them,  if  recently  received,  before  they  are  fent  off  for  the  different  Ser- 
vices at  Home  and  Abroad  : the  Returns,  therefore,  of  thefe,  muff  often 
be  long  delayed.  It  has  been  in  thefe  packages,  as  will  appear  hereafter, 
that  deficiencies  have  been  oblerved. 

The  quantities  of  the  iffues,  and  the  affortment  of  them,  are  not  left 
to  the  dilcretion  of  thofe  who  a6t  for  the  Apothecary  General,  but  are 
regulated  by  the  orders  which  come  from  the  Secretary  at  War,  the  Sur- 
geon and  Infpehtor  General,  and,  for  the  Hland  of  Ceylon,  from  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonial  Department.  The  Infpedlor  General 
regulates  the  iffues  to  the  Regimental  Hofpitals  only ; thofe  for  Ex- 
peditions, for  the  fixed  Stations  and  Depots  abroad,  and  for  the  General 
Hofpitals  and  Depots  at  home  (which  conftitute  by  far  the  greateft  part 
of  the  whole  iffue),  are  under  the  direhfion  of  the  Surgeon  General.  The 
Phyfician  General,  therefore,  to  whom  this  branch  of  the  Army  Medical 
Management  feems  more  peculiarly  to  belong,  takes  no  part  in  it. 

Whilft  Mr.  keate  was  Infpe&or  of  Regimental  Infirmaries,  and  con- 
trouled  the  fupply  of  Medicines  and  Hofpital  Stores  to  General  and  Regi- 
mental Holpitals,  he  proportioned  the  fupply,  he  fays,  according  to  the 
probable  adual  wants  of  the  Sick  which  the  Eftabliffiment  was  capable 
of  containing  ; and  generally,  on  the  reprefentation  of  the  principal  Medi- 
cal Officer  : but,  if  that  Hofpital  had  a Depot  of  medicines  and  Hofpital 
ftores  for  Foreign  Service,  “ it  was  a different  confideration.”  In  appor- 
tioning the  quantity  originally  diredled  for  Expeditions,  the  Surgeon  Ge- 
neral Rates,  “ that  they  proceed  on  a calculation  of  a “certain  number  of 
“ fick  to  a given  number  of  men  ; and  as  it  is  frequently  unknown  where 
“ Expeditions  are  intended  for,  they  are  obliged  to  fend  general  divifjons 
“ of  medicines  and  Rores ; but  future  lupplies  depending  on  the  requifi- 
“ tions  of  the  principal  Medical  Officer  abroad,  it  is  his  duty  to  take  care 
“ that  no  medicines  are  required  which  are  improper  for  the  climate  or  the 
“ prevalent  diforders.” 

But  we  have  reafons  for  thinking  that  there  has  been  great  inattention 
in  the  affortment  of  the  Medicines  fent  abroad,  even  when  the  deRina- 
ti.on  of  them  could  not  but  have  been  known  ; although  it  is  obvious,  as 
is  obferved  by  Mr.  Young,  in  his  anfwer  to  our  13th  QueRion,  that  for 
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eiit  defcriptions,  a difference  in  the  kind  of  Stores  to  be  provided  may  be 
neceffary. 

Dr.  Borland  44  thinks  that  the  Medicines  have  been  frequently  ill  afforted 
44  on  the  Services  on  which  he  has  been  employed.  In  the  Weft  Indies, 
44  during  the  laft  War,  he  has  known  that  great  quantities  of  ufelefs  articles 
44  have  been  accumulated  in  {lore,  whilff  the  u'feful  articles  in  different 
44  cheffs  have  been  exhauffed.” — And  Mr.  Young  thinks  alio,  44  that  the 
44  general  arrangement  of  Medicines  lent  out  with  foreign  Expeditions  is 
44  imperfedl,  many  of  the  articles  net  being  wanted,  according  to  the 
44  modern  practice  of  the  Army  ; nor  are  they,  in  his  opinion,  properly 
44  proportioned  and  he  Rates,  that  whilff  he  acted  as  Infpector  Ge- 
neral of  Hofpitals  in  the  Weft  Indies,  under  General  Sir  Ralph  Aber- 
cromby,  44  there  were  a great  number  of  articles  of  Medical  Stores  lent 
44  out  that  appeared  to  him  to  be  totally  unnecefiary  for  Army  Medical 
44  practice  in  thole  colonies.”  Under  this  impreffton,  he  had,  in  1798, 
fummoned  a Medical  Board  in  the  Weft;  Indies,  to  report  to  him  what 
Medicines  were  neceffary  for  Weft  India  practice  ; which  Report  he  tranf- 
mitted  to  the  Surgeon  General  : but  in  his  anfvver  to  our  13th  Queffion, 
before  alluded  to,  he  fays,  that  he  had  frequently  occalion  to  regret  that 
his  communications  were  not  44  pointedly  ” attended  to.  On  application 
to  the  Surgeon  General  for  a copy  of  Mr.  Young’s  Report,  he  Rated  to 
us,  that  he  had  fearched  the  Office  for  it  in  vain,  and  that  he  was  not  able 
to  procure  a duplicate  of  it  from  Mr.  Young. 

From  Dodlor  Yates,  who  palled  through  the  regular  Reps  in  the  Medical 
fervice  of  the  Eaft  India  Company  in  India,  and  was  Carrifon  Surgeon  at 
Point  de  Galle,  in  the  ifland  of  Ceylon,  for  feven  years,  we  learn,  that 
whilft  at  that  garrifon  he  had  an  opportunity  of  obferving  a large  inveft- 
ment  of  medicines  configned  to  Ceylon,  when  he  noted  feveral  articles  in 
large  quantities,  which  he  deemed  of  little  or  no  ufe  in  that  country  ; and 
he  afterwards  heard  from  the  Medical  Superintendant  of  Hofpitals  in  the 
Ifland,  that  fome  of  the  ufefui  and  efficient  articles  were  infmall  quantities, 
and  that  others  were  Pent  out  of  which  an  abundance  could  have  been  pro- 
cured in  the  Ifland,  fuch  as  fago,  ftigar,  &c.  O11  an  infpedfion  of  the  Apothe- 
cary General’s  bills  for  1804  and  1805,  we  find  large  quantities  of  opium 
charged  as  Pent  to  Ceylon,  an  article  which  could  have  been  obtained  in 
that  Ifland,  we  prePume,  at  a Pmall  expence  compared  with  the  price 
charged  by  the  Apothecary  General. 

After  thefe  Ratements,  colledled  from  the  examinations  to  which  we 
have  alluded,  and  from  the  Apothecary  General’s  bills,  it  cannot  be  im- 
proper to  refer  to  Note  (A.)  of  the  third  chapter  in  Dodlor  Jackfon’s  fecond 
publication.  In  this  he  Ppeaks  of  different  inftances  on  the  Continent,  and 
in  the  Weft  Indies,  during  the  laft  war,  in  which  there  appeared  a great 
want  of  judgment  in  the  feleftion  of  the  medicines  Pent  out,  of  great  im- 
providence in  the  quantities  ol  the  Pupplv,  and  of  a very  inexcufable  inat- 
tention to  the  reprefentations  which  had  been  tranfmitted  to  the  Surgeon 
General,  relative  both  to  the  aflortment  and  quantity  of  the  medicines,  &c. 
The  confequence  of  the  whole,  as  Doftor  Jackfon  Rates,  was  a very  great 
wafre,  and  a great  un neceffary  expenditure  of  money. 

It  cannot  be  neceffary,  we  fuppofe,  to  recommend  a ftridl  attention  to 
this  Pubjedt  in  future  ; for,  as  Mr.  Young  remarks,  44  It  is  certain  that  a 
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“ proper  arrangement  and  abridgment  of  medicines  would  greatly  dim  in  iffi 
“ the  expence  of  them  to  Government.”  As  a means  of  proceeding 
rightly,  Mr.Young  recommends,  that  in  the  event  of  an  Expedition  taking 
place,  it  would  be  proper,  if  it  can  poffibly  be  done,  to  give  a confidential 
communication  to  the  principal  Medical  Officer  of  the  fervice  to  be 
undertaken,  that  he  may  be  enabled  to  judge  of  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  the  ftores,  &c.  fit  for  fuch  fervice. 

With  refpedl  to  the  quality  of  the  medicines  and  furgical  articles 
furnifhed  from  the  Elaboratory,  and  for  which  the  Apothecary  General 
muft  be  confdered,  from  what  we  have  before  {fated,  as  folely  refpon- 
fible,  the  relult  of  our  information  would  lead  us  to  conclude  that,  in 
general,  the  Public  has  not  been  ill  ferved.  Dr.  Yates  thinks,  as  far  as  he 
could  recoiled!,  that  the  quality  of  the  articles  obferved  by  him  at  Point  de 
Galle  was  pretty  good  : — Mr.  Young  never  heard  “ that  the  quality  of 
thofe  fent  to  Egypt  was  complained  of and  Dr.  Franck,  who  was  allb 
on  that  fervice,  fays,  that  the  medicines  were  of  very  good  quality  : — and 
Dr.  Borland  {fates,  “ that  the  original  quality  of  the  medicines  which  he 
obferved  in  the  Weft  Indies  might  have  been  generally  good.” 

But  Mr.  Griffith,  an  experienced  Staff  Surgeon  of  the  Army,  who 
ferved  at  the  York  Hofpital  for  about  three  years,  and  during  that 
period  confidered  it  as  his  duty  to  notice  the  medicines  and  materials 
which  were  fent  from  the  Army  Elaboratory  for  the  ufe  of  the  Hofpital, 
ftates,  that  “ the  quality  of  thefe  was  very  various,  and  that  at  times  the 
u medicines  were  very  bad  ;”  and  he  fpeaks  particularly  of  a Report  which 
he  made  to  the  Surgeon  General  on  the  7th  Auguft  1801,  of  the  unfitnefs 
for  ufe  of  many  of  the  medicines,  and  at  the  fame  time  produced  {'ample  s 
of  them  to  him.  This,  he  lays,  caufed  a diredlion  from  the  Surgeon 
General  for  the  aftemblitig  of  a Board  of  Medical  Officers,  of  which 
Dr.  Rogerfon  was  Preiident,  for  the  purpofe  of  infpecling  the  medicines; 
who  reported  on  the  articles  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Griffith,  that  they  were 
bad  and  unfit  for  ufe  : and  that  many  others  which  had  efcaped  his 
(Mr.  Griffiths’s)  notice,  were  in  a limilar  ftate.  We  have  applied  to  the 
Army  Medical  Office  for  this  Report ; but  it  is  ftated  to  us,  that  “ no 
“ trace  of  fuch  Report  can  be  found.” 

Mr.  Griffith  fays  too,  that  whilft  he  was  attending  at  the  York  Hofpital, 
the  Surgeon  General  gave  him  two  famples  of  opium,  which  had  been  fent 
from  the  Army  Elaboratory  to  two  Militia  regiments,  which,  on  examina- 
tion by  Mr.  Griffith,  appeared  to  be  of  bad  quality. 

But  Mr.  Calvert  Clarke  ftates,  that  there  never  was  any  complaint  of 
the  quality  of  the  medicines  from  the  Phylician  General,  although  there 
have  been  fome  at  times  from  Regimental  Surgeons.  The  only  inftance, 
however,  of  any  moment  in  his  recolledlion,  was  in  January  1804,  when, 
on  a complaint  being  made  by  the  Surgeon  of  the  Weft  Suffolk  Militia, 
of  the  quality  of  fome  Bark,  an  Army  Medical  Board,  he  fays,  was  lum- 
App*N®54.  (A.)  moned  ; and  he,  in  anfwer  to  the  complaint  produced,  as  it  appears,  cer- 
tificates from  two  perlonsof  eminence  in  the  profeffion,  that  the  fpecimens 
of  Bark  which  Mr.  Clarke  had  fent  them  were  of  excellent  quality. 

The  Apothecarv  General  muft  be  confidered  as  generally  refponfibie, 
alfb,  for  the  packing  of  the  articles  iffued  from  the  Elaboratory.  On  this 
head  there  are  ftronger  reafons  for  believing  that  the  Public  has  fuftained 
a confiderable  lofs,  than  in  refpec!  of  the  bad  quality  of  the  articles. 
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Dr.  Borland  fays,  that  “ whilR  ferving  in  the  Well  Indies,  he  has  ob- 
feryed  the  packing,  in  many  inftances,  by  no  means  good  ; and  he  has  feen 
InRruments  there  fo  loaded  with  ruR  as  not  to  be  fit  for  ule.” 

Mr.  Young  obferves,  that  the  packing  of  the  articles  lent  to  the  Weft 
Indies  was  in  general  not  proper  ; for  the  liquids  and  powders  Ihould  have 
been  packed  in  feparate  cales.  He  fpeaks  alfo  of  Surgical  Inflruments 
arriving  in  a bad  Rate  ; but  he  does  not  know  the  caule  of  it  ; and  adds, 
that  whilR  he  was  ferving  in  Egypt,  “ lets  of  InRruments  which  were 
fent  out  were  fpoiled  by  improper  package,  from  fome  oil  of  vitriol,  as 
he  underRood,  having  been  packed  in  the  lame  cafes  with  them.” 

Mr.  Clarke  recolledls  only  one  inRance  (which  is  probably  that  laR 
mentioned  bv  Mr.  Young)  of  complaint  having  been  made  of  the  impro- 
per package  of  articles  fent  from  the  Elaboratory,  and  that  was  by  the 
Surgeon  General,  of  fome  InRruments  fent  to  Egypt  in  1800  or  1801, 
having  been  {lacked  with  volatile  fpiiits,  by  which  means  they  were  da- 
maged. Upon  this  occalion,  he  lays,  the  Surgeon  General  gave  notice  to 
the  Apothecary  General,  that  in  future  he  Ihould  be  relponfible  for  fuch 
loRes.  We  muR  notice,  that  Mr.  Clarke  afterwards  fubllituted  the  word 
“dulcified”  for  “volatile;”  which  fpirit,  he  adds,  would  not  corrode 
iron  : he  rather  imagines,  therefore,  that  the  injury  done  arole  from  the 
long  Rowage  in  the  hold  of  the  fhip  ; and  he  further  adds,  that  occalional 
complaints  of  breakage  had  been  made,  which  had  been  referred  to  the 
Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts. 

We  have  feen  many  Reports  to  the  Surgeon  General  from  a Board  confiR- 
ing  of  Dodtor  McGrigor,  as  PreRdent,  and  of  a Staff  Surgeon  and  an  x\po- 
thecary,  who  have  been  employed  fince  December  1806  in  inspecting  the 
Medical  Rores  at  PorcheRer  CaRle,  near  Portlmouth  ; in  which  it  appears, 
that  in  fome  packages  the  contents  did  not  coijefpond  with  the  invoice  put 
up  with  them  at  the  Elaboratory  ; and  that,  in  a variety  of  inRances,  great 
lots  had  arifen  from  bad  corking-  and  breakage.  The  breakag-e,  Doctor 
M'Grigor  thinks,  had  chiefly  proceeded  from  improper  package  ; and,  he 
fays,  that  111  one  inRance,  the  breakage  from  this  caule  was  “ 1 o enormous,’’ 
that,  in  a Special  Report  to  the  Surgeon  General,  he  Rated  “ that  it  was 
“ luch  as  no  Surgeon,  would  in  any  cafe,  fubmit  to  from  his  DruggiR.” 

Mr.  Hoffe,  who  has  been  employed  for  about  eighteen  months  as  the 
Apothecary  at  a large  Depot  of  Medicines  at  York  Hofpital,  Chelfea,  thinks 
that  the  articles  coming  directly  from  the  Army  Elaboratory  were,  in 
general,  well  packed ; but  that  the  bottles  were  fometimes  badly  corked. 
On  a vifit  which  two  of  our  Board  made  to  that  Depot,  they  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  noticing  this  defect.  The  lois  from  this  caufe,  confidering  the 
quantity  of  the  Rores  from  which  the  bottles  were  laid  to  be  feledted,  was 
comparatively  of  little  amount ; but  it  is  obvious,  that  on  foreign  fervice,  a 
leakage  may  at  times  produce  much  mil'chief,  as  well  as  a great  dilappoint- 
merit  ; and,  we  muR  remark,  that  as  the  waRe  from  the  bad  corking, 
fn  ewn  to  the  Members  T our  Board,  was  in  the  packages  which  had  come 
immediately  from  the  Elaboratory  to  the  York  Depot,  it  is  probable  that 
the  lofs  has  been  much  greater  from  this  caufe  in  thole  packages  which 
have  been  lubjecled  to  diRant  carriage. 

When  loRes  of  this  kind  have  appeared,  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that 
the  Apothecary  General  Ihould  be  made  refponfible  for  them.  The  Sur- 
geon General,  who  was  prefent  at  this  vilit  to  the  Depot,  informed  our 
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Members,  that  in  this  cafe  the  lofs  would  be  charged  againfl  the  Apothe- 
cary General.  Rut  we  cannot  find  that  any  charge  has  hitherto  been  made 
for  fimiiar  Ioffes,  although  that  which  appeared  at  the  York  Hofpital  fuffi- 
ciently  confirms  the  ffatement  before  given,  that  they  have  exiRed. 

We  fhall  conclude  our  obfervations  on  the  packing  of  the  medicines 
iffued  from  the  Elaboratory,  with  referring  to  the  luggeiTions  of  Mr.  Youno- 

* ' o 00  O* 

in  hisAniwer  to  our  13th  Queftion,  recommending  fome  alteration  in  the 
mode  of  packing  medicines  intended  for  foreign  fervice. 

Subfequent  to  the  period  of  our  having  collected  the  information  on 
which  the  preceding  Ratement  of  this  branch  of  our  Report  has  been 
made,  we  have  learned  that  directions  were  given  by  the  Secretary  at  War, 
on  the  8th  of  July  laR,  that  upon  the  arrival  of  any  Hofpital  fupplies  at 
any  Ration  abroad,  at  the  General  Hofpitals  at  home,  or  at  the  Depots  of 
Deal,  Gofport,  and  Plymouth,  a Medical  Board,  of  not  lefs  than  three 
Commiffioned  Officers,  was  to  be  appointed  to  examine  into  the  condition 
of  the  articles  received  ; to  afcertain  whether  they  correfpond  with  the 
invoice  forwarded  by  the  Surgeon  General ; to  notice  any  omiffion  or  de- 
ficiencies in  their  quantities,  or  defects  in  quality ; and,  if  any  damage 
had  been  fu Rained,  to  difcover,  if  poffible,  to  what  caufe  it  was  owing. 

The  Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts,  from  whom  we  received  this 
communication,  Rate,  that  fince  the  iffuing  of  thefe  directions,  the  Surgeon 
General  had  tranfmitted  to  their  Office  feveral  receipts  of  medical  Rores 
fent  out  in  the  year  1804,  which,  except  fome  fmall  deficiencies  which 
had  been  notified  to  the  Apothecary  General,  were  found  to  correfpond 
with  the  articles  in  his  bills  for  that  year.  We  learn  further  from  the 
Comptrollers,  that  the  Surgeon  General  having  Rated  to  them  that  Cer- 
tificates of  the  receipt  of  medical  Rores  in  the  Hofpitals  at  home,  were 
now  regularly  included  in  the  Monthly  Returns,  they  have  obtained  an 
infpeclion  of  thefe  Returns  at  their  Office ; and  that,  Rri6t  injundlions 
having  been  fent  by  the  Surgeon  General  to  every  department,  to  ac- 
knowledge the  receipt,  and  to  certify  the  quality  and  condition  of  all  Rores 
immediately  on  their  arrival,  the  confequence  had  been  that  the  bill  for 
1 805,  which'  was  the  laR  reported  on,  had  been  fupported  by  fundry 
documents  proving  the  receipt  of  many  of  the  articles.  The  Comptrollers, 
therefore,  flatter  themfelves  that  the  fubfequent  accounts  of  the  Apothecary 
General  will  be  iupported  in  a more  complete  and  perfedl  manner. 

1 he  enquiry  refpedting  the  prices  charged  for  the  articles  in  the  Apo- 
thecary General’s  bills  has  certainly  occupied  more  of  our  attention  than 
either  of  thofe  refpedling  the  quality  of  the  articles,  or  the  packing  of 
them  ; becaufe  in  thefe  it  was  to  be  expedled  that  the  lofs  to  the  Public 
could  have  been  partial  only,  whilR  the  prices  charged  affedl  the  whole 
Ripply. 


ApR  N°  54-  1 he  Prices  for  the  articles  furnifhed  from  the  Army  Elaboratory,  “are 

fixed,”  Mr.  Clarke  fays,  “ entirely  by  himfelf,  as  a trading  account and 
to  the  queftion,  Whether  he  confidered  the  Apothecary  General  as  entitled, 
under  his  Patent,  to  a greater  profit  than  any  other  perfons  would  derive, 
in  the  ufual  courfe  of  trade,  from  tranfadling  the  fame  bufinefs  ?”  he  an- 
fwered,  that  “ he  confidered  him  entitled  to  fair  profits  in  comparifon 
with  a fimiiar  account ; that  he  knew  of  no  other  (Service)  than  that  of 
the  Navy  fupplied  by  the  Apothecaries  Company  ; and  that,  with  a proper 
compenfation  for  the  difference  of  credit  taken  by  the  two  Services,  he 


did 
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did  not  eonfic'er  th'e  Patent  as  conveying  more  than  the  exclufive  privilege 
of  fupplying  Medicines,  &c.  to  the  Army.  Department. 

This  anfwer  means  to  admit,  we  prefume,  that  the  Apothecary  General’s  ' " 

prices  are  to  be  regulated  by  the  fair  market  price  at  the  period  of  the 
account,  which  price  is,  of  courfe,  affected  by  the  rilk  and  delay  of  pay- 
ment : and  with  this  impreffion,  we  have  confidered  the  fubjedl. 

The  Phyfician  General,  who  flutes  it  to  be  his  duty  to  examine  the 
prices  for  Medicines  (the  Surgeon  General  examines  thofe  for  Surgical  Appx  N*  5. 
articles)  charged  in  the  account,  “ afcertains,”  he  fays,  “ that  they  are 
fair  and  reafonable,  by  informing  himfelf  beforehand  of  the  market  prices, 
and  of  the  charges  made  by  the  Apothecaries  Company  ; and  in  checking 
the  charges,  he  takes  into  confideration  the  great  variations  which  occur 
in  the  prices  of  medicines.”  But  he  has  never  afcertained  the  market  price 
by  advertiling  for  tenders  to  fupply  certain  medicines. 

In  effimating  the  profit  which  he  intends  to  allow  the  Apothecary  Ge- 
neral, Sir  Lucas  Pepys  confiders  ten  per-cent,  on  an  average,  as  a reafon- 
able profit.  But  he  afterwards  faid,  “ We  (meaning  himfelf  and  the 
Surgeon  General)  have  no  rule  to  guide  us  in  allowing  for  the  delay  of 
payment:  we  allow  generally  more  than  ten  per-cent,  in  order  to  cover 
that  delay.” 

The  Surgeon  General  confiders  himfelf  as  refponfble  for  the  Surgical  AppxN°6. 
articles  in  the  Apothecary  General’s  bills ; “ the  prices  of  which  he  afcer- 
tains,”  he  fays,  “ by  comparing  them  with  thofe  of  other  people,  and  he 
allows  a reafonable  profit,  with  the  confideration  of  the  length  of  time 
the  Apothecary  General  lies  out  of  his  money.” 

That  we  might  learn  with  what  attention  and  effedt  this  examination 
of  the  Apothecary  General’s  bills  was  executed,  we  afked  Mr.  Clarke, 
whether  an  explanation  had  ever  been  required  of  him  relative  to  any 
charge  in  his  accounts  ; and  we  procured  from  the  Treafury  the  certified  App*  N°  52. 
accounts  for  the  years  1804  and  1805. 

Mr.  Clarke  admitted  that  forne  prices  were  objedled  to  in  the  account 
for  1796,  by  the  then  Surgeon  General  (Mr.  Gunning)  and  the  prefent 
Phyfician  General,  which  were  referred  to  the  Comptrollers,  who  applied 
to  the  Apothecaries  Company  for  the  prices  charged  to  the  Navy  at  the 
fame  period,  when  the  prices  of  the  Apothecary  General  were  allowed  to 
be  fair,  and  were  admitted.  Mr.  Clarke  afterwards  added  to  his  anfwer, 
that  at  times,  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  General  have  objedled  to  prices, 
which  have  been  explained  : “ in  lome  few  inftances  fome  abatement  has 
been  made,  in  others  they  have  been  perfedtly  fatisfied  with  the  explana- 
tions.” And  in  the  Letter  of  Mr.  Clarke,  addreffed  to  Sir  Lucas  Pepys 
in  1 797,  and  communicated  to  us  from  the  Army  Medical  Office,  he  fays,  App*  N°  61.  (A.) 
“ that  it  was  upon  a fair  companion  with  fimilar  accounts  (by  exprefs 
order  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treafury)  the  charges  being  found  to  be  not 
only  equitable,  but  moderate,  that  the  Bill  of  1796,  alluded  to  in  his 
Evidence)  was  ordered  to  be  paid  without  dedudtion. 

It  appears,  however,  that  Sir  Lucas  Pepys  the  Phyfician  General,  and 
Mr.  Gunning  the  Surgeon  General,  were  not  fatisfied  with  this  determina- 
tion; for,  in  a Letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treafury,  they  fay,  “ The  AppxNc6r.  (B.) 
“ Lords  of  the  Treafury  have  ordered  payment  of  the  Half-yearly  Bill 
“ from  the  Army  Elaboratory,  amounting  to  Fifty-four  thoufand  Pounds,  £.54,000. 

“ without  any  deduction,  though  we  not  only  expreffed  our  difapprobation  of 

“ the

army,  “ the  charges  of  the  Bill  in  queftion  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treafury,  blit  noli- 
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Department.  “ tivelv  declared  to  the  Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts,  that  the  Bill  was 
exorbitant;”  and  they  add,  “ on  this  occafion  we  feel  ourfelves  called  upon 
to  appeal  to  the  Fir  ft  Lord  of  the  Treafury,  as  this  part  of  the  Army  Accounts 
has  always  been  examined  and  palled  by  the  Phvlician  General  and  Surgeon 
General,  who,  if  they  do  their  duty,  mull  check  exorbitant  charges.”  And 
in  a Note,  dated  17th  April  1797,  to  Mr.  Clarke,  from  the  fame  Gentle- 
men, they  ftate,  that  they  had  returned  him  the  next  Half-year’s  Bill  of 
App*  N°  61 . (D.)  the  Apothecary  General,  without  any  examination  or  approbation  of  its 
contents,  as  they  had  received  no  diredlion  from  the  Firft  Lord  of  the 
Treafury,  to  whom  they  had  applied  a confiderable  time  ago  to  know 
whether  the  controul  over  the  Bill  fhould,  or  ftiould  not,  be  vefted  in  them  : 
Thev  add,  that  they  had  hitherto  conficiered  this  as  a part  of  their  duty 
and  had  endeavoured  to  do  juftice  to  the  Apothecary  General,  and  at  the 
fame  time  to  the  Public. 

This  inattention  to  the  reprefentations  of  thofe  whofe  dutv  it  was  to 
examine  the  Apothecary  General’s  charges,  mull  have  produced,  it  is  to 
be  imagined,  fome  laxity  in  their  future  examination  of  his  Bills.  A fub- 
fequent  direction  of  the  Treafury  cannot  but  have  caufed  a ftill  more  vague 
and  unfatisfaclory  mode  of  fixing  the  prices  of  the  articles.  Bv  this,  the 
Phyfician  and  Surgeon  General  were  inftrufted,  in  checking  the  charges, 
to  pay  attention  to  the  delay  in  the  payment  to  the  Apothecary  General. 

We  wifhed  to  have  feen  the  Letter,  or  Order,  authorizing  this  mode  of 
proceeding.  But  on  application  to  the  Army  xMedical  Office  for  it,  it 
App/  N 3 6 1 . is  ftated  to  us,  that,  after  the  moft  diligent  fearch,  it  could  not  be  found, 

it  being  luppoled  to  have  been  loft,  together  with  many  other  papers, 
AppTN°62.  during  the  confufion  of  a fire  which  happened  in  the  Office  in  1803.  We 
were  equally  difappointed  in  our  application  to  the  Comptroller’s  Office 
for  it,  where,  as  the  Apothecary  General’s  bills  are  examined  by  the 
Comptrollers,  we  conceived  that  fuch  a Document  would  have  been  re- 
corded. Had  it  been  produced,  it  would  probably  have  appeared  whether 
the  direflion  was  applicable  to  one  particular  Account  of  the  Apothecary 
General,  or , was  to  be  applied  to  all  the  fublequent  Accounts ; and  if  it 
was,  whether  any  rule  was  laid  down  for  what  was  to  be  confidered  as 
the  ulual  credit  which  Government  would  take  ; and  if  that  was  exceeded, 
at  what  rate,  after  the  fpecified  periods,  the  increafe  on  the  market  prices 
was  to  be  allowed.  It.  w as  impoftible  for  us,  without  knowing  thefe  parti- 
culars, to  judge  corredlly  of  the  condudl  of  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  Ge- 
neral in  controlling  the  prices  in  thele  Accounts. 

As,  however,  the  prefent  form  of  Certificate  annexed  to  the  Apothe- 
cary General’s  bill,  appears  to  have  been  in  ufe  for  feme  vears,  we  may 
infer,  that  the  Diredfions  alluded  to  w'ere  to  be  applied  to  all  the  Bills,  but 
that  no  rule  for  eftimating  for  the  delay  of  Payment  was  laid  down  in  the 
AppxN°5.  Diredlions  ; becaufe  the  Phyfician  General  lays,  that  “ they  are  guided  by 
“ no  rule  in  their  allowance  for  covering  the  delay  of  Payment.” 

Before  we  proceed  to  ftate  the  courle  we  have  followed  in  endeavouring 
to  get  at  a corredl  judgment  of  the  Prices  allowed  in  thele  Bills,  it  maybe 
proper  to  notice,  that  the  Form  of  the  Certificate,  at  prefent  ligned  by  the 
Phvlician  and  Surgeon  General,  differs  from  that  which  was  in  ufe  when 
Sir  Clifton  Wintringham  was  Phyfician  General  to  the  Army.  Ilis  Cer- 
App*N°6i.  (C.)  tificate  ftates,  “ that  the  Medicines  and  Materials,  as  recited  in  the 

Invoices, 
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44  Invokes,  had,  agreeable  to  their  refpe&ive  dates,  been  carefully  viewed 
44  and  examined  by  him,  and  that  they  were  found  to  be  very  good  ; and 
44  further,  that  he  believes  the  Prices,  as  far  as  his  inquiries  could  afcer- 
44  tain,  were  reafonable,  as  being  rated  at  the  current  Price  which  they 
44  bore  at  the  time  they  were  Supplied  bv  the  Apothecary  General.”  From 
this  Form  of  Certificate  we  infer,  that  the  very  articles  named  in  the  In- 
voices had  been  examined  by  the  Phyikian  General  on  the  dates  of  their 
being  placed  in  the  packages ; and  that  the  current  rate  of  Price  on  the 
days  of  the  fupply  was  that  which  was  certified  by  him.. 

The  prefent  form  of  the  Certificate  Rates,  that  the  Phyikian  General 
and  Surgeon  General  44  have  from  time  to  time  carefully  examined  the 
44  different  articles  contained  in  the  Account,  and  that  they  have  uniformly 
44  found  them  of  the  belt  quality.”  Whatever  inference  may  be  drawn 
from  the  words  ufed  in  this  Certificate,  we  learn  from  Mr.  Clarke,  that  there 
is  no  fecurity  but  the  44  integrity  of  the  parties  employed,”  that  the  articles 
which  have  been  infpedted  are  the  articles  which  had  been  iffued  from  the 
Elaboratory. 

The  prelent  Certificate  further  Rates,  that  44  having  examined  the  Prices 
44  charged,  and  having  taken  into  confideration  the  directions  received  from 
44  the  Treafury,  that  they  were  to  pay  attention  to  the  delay  in  the  Payment, 
44  they  are  of  opinion,  that  the  Apothecary  General’s  charges  to  the  Public 
44  are  fair  and  reafonable.”  This  part  of  the  prefent  Certificate  does  not, 
like  the  former  Certificate,  afford  a ground  for  inferring  that  the  Prices 
which  are  certified  are  at  the  current  rate  of  the  days  of  Ripply ; but  the 
Phyikian  General  fays,  44  that  in  checking  the  Apothecary  General’s 
44  charges,  he  always  takes  into  confideration  the  variation  in  the  Prices  of 
44  the  Medicines.”  On  an  infpedtion,  however,  of  the  two  Accounts 
which  we  have  procured  from  the  Treafury,  one  of  which  amounts  to  about 
.forty-four  thoufand  five  hundred  Pounds,  and  the  other  to  upwards  of 
feventy-five  thoufand  Pounds,  we  cannot  find,  except  in  one  or  two  in- 
fiances,  that  there  is  any  variation  in  the  Prices  charged  in  each  year,  not- 
withftanding  the  fupply  is  extended  through  the  whole  of  the  year  ; and 
we  have  underftood  that,  in  one  material  article  at  Ieaft,  that  of  Bark, 
there  was  a very  great  variation  in  its  price  during  one  of  the  years. 

We  have  remarked  too,  on  an  inveftigation  of  thofe  Bills,  that  the 
Prices  charged  by  the  Apothecary  General  have  been  uniformly  admitted  ; 
for  we  can  find  no  alteration  or  deduflion  in  any  one  of  the  charges.  Yet 
this  allowance  for  the  delay  in  Payment  is  not  added  by  the  Phyfician  and 
Surgeon  General  at  the  end  of  the  Account  as  a per-centage  for  a cer- 
tain l'pecified  period  on  the  fum  total  of  it,  but  forms  part  of  the  charges 
oil  fome  or  all  of  the  items ; and  muff  be  conlidered,  therefore,  as  being 
left  to  the  difcretion  of  the  Apothecary  General. 

It  is  obvious  how. difficult  it  muff  be  to  check  Rich  charges,  by  compar- 
ing them  with  the  charges  made  by  others  in  the  trade.  But,  conceiving 
that  the  moft  fatisfadlory  mode  of  doing  it  would  be  to  compare  the  total 
amount  charged  by  the  Apothecary  General  for  certain  invoices  of  Medi- 
cines furhiffied  to  the  Army,  with  the  total  amount  which  others  would 
have  charged  for  the  fame  under  Rmilar  circumftances,  we  fubmitted  par- 
ticular Invoices  of  Medicines,  furnifhed  by  the  Apothecary  General  in  the 
years  1804  and  1805,  but  without  his  prices  affixed,  to  the  confideration 
of  two  or  three  eminent  Druggiffs  and  Ohemiffs,  and  we  defired  them  r.o 
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a ft  my,  . affix  the  Prices  which  the  -heft  articles  -of -the  kind  bore  in.  thofe  years. 
Department.  And,  for  a further  companion,  we  procured  from  the  Ordnance  and  T rani- 

» ^ ■>  p0rt  Boards  the. Bills. for  Medicines  lupplied  for  their  ufe  during  the  years 

1804  and  1805.;  .the  firft  of  thefe  Boards  being  lupplied  by  a Druggift, 
and  the  other  by  the  Apothecaries  Company. 

The  blank  Invoice  -which  we  fubmitted  to  Meffrs,  Kempfon  and  Co, 
Druggifts  in  London,  was,  for  a Regimental  chef!;  of  Medicines  furnilhed 
App*N  63.  (A,)  by  the  Apothecary  General  in  1805,  the  Bill  for  which  was  communi- 
cated to  us  by  Mr.  Calvert  Clarke.  It  will  be  leen,  on  an  inlpedftion  of 
the  two  columns  in  which  the  different  rates  of  charge  of  the  Apothecary 
General  and  of  Meffrs.  Kempfon  and  Co.  are  given,  that  the  rates  of  the 
ffirft  are  almoft  in  .every  inftance  higher  than  thole  of  Meffrs.  Kempfon, 
and,  on  the  .amount  of  the  whole,  are  40  per-cenL  higher  than  theirs  : 
vet  Mr.  Kempfon  lays,  that  “ his  Prices  would  have  afforded  him  fome- 
thing  handfome  in  the  way  of  profit ; and  that  the  Price  of  Bark,  par- 
ticularlv,  is  taken  at  a high  valuation.” 

The  blank  Bills  fubmitted  to  Meffrs,  Godfrey  and  Cooke,  and  to  Meffrs. 
-Corbyn  and  Co.,  alfo  Chemifts  and  Drug-gifts  in  London,  were  copied 
from  Invoices  of  much  larger  quantities  than  that  fubmitted  to  Mr.  Kemp- 
fon,  and  were  feleffed  from  the  Apothecary  General’s  bills  for  1804  and 
1805.  AOn  an  infpedtion  of  the  comparative  Statement  in  the  Appendix, 
of  the  rates  of  the  Charge  of  the  Apothecary  General,  and  of  the  Gen- 
tlemen before  named,  it  appears  that  there  is  often  a difference  in  the 
Prices  of  thefe  Gentlemen  as  between  themfelves,  and  that,  in  fome  in- 
fiances,  their  Prices  exceed  thole  of  the  Apothecary  General ; but  that, 
on  the  whole,  his  Prices  exceed  thofe  of  Meffrs.  Godfrey  and  Cooke  by 
41  per-cent,  and  of  Meffrs.  Corbyn  and  Co.  by  18  per  cent,  in  the  year 
1804;  and  in  1805  they  exceed  the  firft  by  37,  and  the  feconcl  by  19  per- 
cent. Some  explanation,  however,  is  neceffary  in  this  place  : it  is  well 
known  that  the  Prices  which  Merchants  and  Tradefmen  charge  for  the 
-articles  they  furnifh  are,  in  a great  meafure,  regulated  by  the  quantity 
furnilhed,  by  the  Credit  which  is  given,  and  by  the  rifle  of  Payment? 
and,  without  a consideration  of  thele  circumftances,  no  companion  can 
be  juftly  made.  In  the  prefent  cafe,  we  learn  from  Mr.  Cooke,  the  part- 
ner of  Mr.  Godfrey,  that  his  Prices  are  fixed  on  the  principle  of  his  cuff 
tomer  being  a Merchant  buying  largely,  and  at  fix  months  credit  : 
“ Was  the  credit,”  he  fays,  “ to  be  extended  to  twelve  months  in  ad- 
dition (or  eighteen  months  altogether)  he  would  have  added  about 
10  per-cent,  to  his  Prices.”  In  comparing,  therefore,  Meffrs.  Godfrey 
and  .Cooke’s  Prices  with  the  Apothecary  General’s,  £.  10.  per-cent,  ought 
to  be  added  to  the  former.;  for  the  Apothecary  General’s  Bills  were  feldom 
-paid  looner  than  eighteen  -months,  and  fometimes  not  until,  two  years 
after  the  Supply  was  made.  With  relpecft  to  Meffrs.  Corbyn  and  Co.’s 
■Afp' No64»  (A.)  Prices,  it'is  to  be  underftood  that,  in  fixing  them,  they  have  proceeded  on 
the  principle  of  the  Articles  being  furnilhed  to  Apothecaries,  to  whom 
they  give  twelve  months  credit  *.  but  they  look  on  the  rifle,  it  feems,  in 
this  cale,  to  he  confideaable,  and  they  have  taken  it  accordingly  into  their 
valuation.  They  have  alfo  calculated  their  Prices  on  the  fmall  quantities 
of  Medicines  ulually  furnilhed  to  Apothecaries ; but  if  fuch  large  quan- 
tities were  furnilhed,  as  were  deferibed  to  be  furnifhed  in  a year  by  the 
Apothecary  General,  Mr.  Meffer  (of  Meffrs.  Corbyn’s  houle)  thought 
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- that  Meffrs.  Corby n’s  Prices  fhould  be  reduced  10  per-cent,  on  Drugs,  and 
20  per-cent,  on  Chemical,  preparations  ; and,  were  the  Payment  delayed 

^ for  eighteen'^  months,  or  two  years,  Mr.  Meffer  lays,  taking  into  confi- 
deration the  quantity  of  the  fupply,  with  certainty  of  Payment,  that  he 
fhill  thinks  the  Prices  which  his  Houfe  had  affixed  to  the  Bills  ought  to 

- fatisfy  any  perlbn.”  On  the  whole,  therefore,  we  may  conlkler  that  the 
Prices  of  Meffrs.  Godfrey  and  Cooke,  and  of  Meffrs.  Corby n and  Co.  under 

v the  circumffances  of  a Wholefale  Supply,  and  eighteen  months  credit, 
without  rilk,  would  not  have  materially  differed  from  each  other.  But 
thefe  are  the  circumffances  under  which  the  Apothecary  General  has  fur- 
nifhed  Medicines,  &c.  to  the  Army,  and  thefe  Prices  are  about  one-fifth 
higher-  than  thofe  which  we  have  laff  confidered. 

We  obferve,  on  an  inlpeffion  of  the  Medicine  Bills  of  the  Ordnance  and 
Tranfport  Boards,  for  the  years  1804  and  1805,  that  the  prices  of  Come  of 
the  more  valuable  articles,  unlike  what  we  had  obferved  in  the  Apothecary 
General’s  bills,  vary  frequently  in  the  courfe  of  the  fame  year.  This  circum- 
ftance,  at  the  fame  time  that  it  proved  the  inefficiency  of  the  check  on  his 
prices,  made  it  difficult  for  us  to  compare  them  with  thofe  charges  to  the  two 
Boards.  We  have  extracted  the  Prices,  however,  of  Come  of  the  articles 
mod  commonly  in  ufe,  from  his  bill  for  the  month  of  July  in  -the  year 
1805,  and  the  prices  for  the  fame  kind  of  articles  charged  to  the  Ord- 
nance Board  by  Meffrs.  Bulb  and  Howard,  and  to  the  Tranfport  Board  by 
the  Apothecaries  Company  in  the  fame  year  and  month,  and  we  have  ar- 
ranged them  in  feparate  columns.  This  arrangement  Chews,  that  the 
prices  of  the  Apothecary  General  do  not  much  exceed  thofe  of  the  Apo- 
thecaries Company.;  but  that  they  exceed  thofe  of  Meffrs.  Bulb  and  How- 
ard nearly  fixty  per-cent.  It  muff  not  be  overlooked,  however,  that  the 
bills  of  the  Apothecaries  Company  are  delivered  in  Quarterly  to  the  Tranf- 
port Board,  and,  after  having  been  examined,  are  paid  by  90  days  bills, 
but  without  Intereft.  Such  a difference  in  the  time  of  payment  may  fuf- 
ficiently  account,  perhaps,  for  the  Apothecary  General’s  excels  of  charge 
beyond  the  Apothecaries  Company.  The  Ordnance  Medicine  Bills  are 
alfo  made  out  Quarterly,  and,  after  being  certified  by  the  Surgeon  General 
belonging  to  that  Department,  are  fent  to  the  Survey  or  General’s  Office, 
and  are  difcharged  in  courfe.  In  this  cafe  -too,  therefore, ;an<addition  ought 
to  be  made  to  the  prices,  in  order  to  make  a correct  companion  between 
them  and  thofe  of  the  Apothecary  General ; but  this  addition  muff  be 
much  lefs  than  fixty  per-cent. 

The  refult  of  this  courfe  of  Enquiry  would  fhew,  if  the  prices  of  the 
Apothecaries  Company  are  to  be  the  criterion  by  which  to  examine  the 
Apothecary  General’s  Bills,  that  the  Prices  which  have  been  allowed  him 
are  not  very  improper.  But  ought  thefe  prices  alone  to  have  guided  thofe 
whofe  duty  it  has  been  to  examine  his  Accounts  ? — I lad  the  prices  of  the  moil 
eminent  of  the  Trade  been  alio  reiorte-d  to,  for  the  purpofe  of  checking 
the  account,  it  would  have  appeared  that,  even  taking  into  confideration 
the  delay  of  payment,  the  prices  of  the  Apothecary  General  have  exceeded, 
by  one-fifth  at  leaft,  what  fhould  have  been  allowed  him. 

We  have  already  noticed  that-  the  ffubjeft  of  the  fupply  of  Surgical 
.lnftruments  for  the  ufe  of  the  Army,  by  the  Apothecary  General,  had 
heretofore  been  under  the  confideration  of  the  Lords  of  the  Trealurv,  and 
that  their  Lordlhips  were  pleafied  to  approve  of  his  continuing  to  fupply 
•thefe  articles. 
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la  Mr.  Gamier’ s reprefentation  to  their  Lordfhips,  after  Rating  the 
grounds  on  which  he  claimed  the  right,  under  his  Patent,  to  Ripply  Sur- 
gical Inftruments  (which  we  have  before  alluded  to),  he  infills  further, 
“ that  he  has  an  equal  right  to  be  paid  for  them  in  the  fame  manner  as  his 
“ predecefTors  have  been  paid,  that  is,  by  charging  the  Inftruments  to 
“ Government  at  a fair  profit,  as  between  tradefman  and  confumer,  and 
44  not  by  a net  commiftion  on  the  brft  coft  of  the  commodity,”  which  it 
appears,  it  had  been  propofed  to  allow  him,  to  the  extent  of  10  per-cent. 
Mr.  Gamier  added,  44  that  fucli  a plan,  if  adopted,  would  have  been 
44  attended  with  coniiderable  lofs  to  Government ; for  that  then  the  In- 
44  ftruments  muft  have  been  bought  on  the  fame  credit  as  Government 
44  took  of  him,  and  that  Savigny  and  Evans  were  the  only  two  peifons  in 
44  the  trade  competent  to  give  credit and  he  alledges  that  thefe  perl'ons 
44  charge  to  him  on  an  annual  credit,  would  have  exceeded,  by  10  per-cent. 
i£  what  Mr.  Gamier  charged,  which,  added  to  the  propofed  commiftion, 
44  would  have  made  a real  lofs  to  Government  of  20  per-cent.”  Mr. 


Gamier  fubjoined  a ftatement  of  what  he  then  (1797)  charged  for  each 
let  of  Inftruments  called  Capitals,  and  what  would  have  been  the  charge  if 
the  plan  had  been  adopted.  In  this  he  ftates,  that  his  charge  was  feven- 
teen  Pounds  leventeen  Shillings  per  fet ; but  that  if  bought  on  an  annual 
credit,  the  charge  to  him  would  be  nineteen  Pounds  nine  Shillings,  to  which 
adding  10  per-cent,  commiftion,  the  whole  price  would  be  twenty-one 
Pounds  eight  Shillings,  or  a lofs  to  Government  of  three  Pounds  eleven 
Shillings,  (i.  e.)  20  per-cent. 

It  is  manifeft,  on  a view  of  this  ftatement,  that  it  cannot  be  corredl ; 
for  it  affumes  the  point  in  queftion,  and  proceeds  on  the  fuppofition  that 
the  Inftruments  could  not  have  been  procured  by  Mr.  Gamier  at  lefs  than 
10  per-cent,  above  the  price  which,  even  under  the  circumftance  of  the 
long  delay  in  payment,  was  charged  by  him  to  Government.  That  which 
we  are  about  to  ftate  will  fhew  that  he  was  altogether  miftaken  in  his 
reprefentation  on  this  point.  For  we  have  examined  Mr.  Evans,  one  of 
the  tradefmen  to  whom  Mr.  Gamier  alludes,  on  the  fubjedl.  We  feledled 
Mr.  Evans,  becaufe  it  appeared  that  his  houfe  has  furnifhed  Surgical  In- 
ftruments  to  the  Navy  Holpitals,  under  the  orders  of  the  Tranfport  Board, 
for  a coniiderable  number  of  years.  We  have  confined  our  enquiries  relative 
to  Mr.  Evans’s  prices  to  the  period  fubfequent  to  ;8o2,  becaufe  by  a prior 
regulation,  the  Inftruments  which  are  to  conftitute  what  are  called  Full 
Sets  of  Capitals,  and  Portable  Sets  of  Capitals,  are  particularly  enumerated; 
and  therefore,  when  Mr.  Evans  fpeaks  of  thefe  different  collections,  it  is 
evident  that  he  fpeaks  of  the  fame  as  are  charged  in  the' Apothecary  Gene- 
ral’s bills  by  thole  names.  I11  thefe  bills  for  the  years  1804  anu  1805,  we 
find  that  the  charge  for  full  fets  is  always  nineteen  Pounds  nineteen  Shillings 
each,  and  thirteen  Pounds  five  Shillings  for  each  fet  of  portables.  During 
this  period,  Mr.  Evans  has  charged  fixteen  Pounds  fixteen  Shillings  for  the 
ftrft,  and  nine  Pounds  nine  Shillings  for  the  fecond,  including  in  both  the 
price  of  the  cafes.  Thefe  are  Mr.  Evans’s  prices,  however,  when  thefe 
articles  were  fold  on  the  ufual  credit ; and  therefore  it  may  be  remarked, 
that  they  can  be  no  fit  criterion  by  which  to  judge  of  the  Apothecary  Ge- 
neral’s prices,  for  that  he  was  feldom  paid  under  eighteen  months,  and 
fometimes  not  until  two  years  after  the  lupply.  To  meet  this  objedlion, 
Mr.  Evans  was  alked,  what  would  have  been  his  prices  under  fuch  a 


circumftance  ? 
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circum'ftance  •?  but  adding  to  the  queftion  at  the  lame  time  (what  was  the 
fa£l  in  refpeft  of  the  Apothecary  General),  that  the  fupply  of  Surgical 
Inftruments  in  each  year  had  amounted,  on  an  average,  to  ieven  thoufand 
Pounds,  with  no  ultimate  rilk  of  payment.  Mis  anfwer  thews,  that  under  all 
thefe  circumftances,  he  would  not  only  not  have  added  to  the  prices  before 
named  by  him,  but  that  he  would  have  deduced  from  the  total  amount 
44  certainly  not  lefs  than  5 per-cent.”  'Phis,  therefore,  ought  to  have  been 
the  principle  on  which  the  Apothecary  General  fhould  have  made  his 
charges  ; for  it  is  the  rule  of  charging  between  the  Tradetman  and  the 
Confumer  for  which  he  contends.  His  charge,  however,  for  a full  fet  of 
Capitals,  is  about  19  per-cent,  above  Mr.  Evans’s,  and  40  per-cent,  above 
Mr.  Evans’s  charge  for  a let  of  Portables : and  thefe  prices  have  been 
allowed  (as  it  fhould  feem,  without  enquiry)  by  thole  whole  duty  it  was  to 
•check  the  charge. 

We  have  learned  another  faft  from  Mr.  Evans  deferving  of  attention, 
alfo,  on  a view  of  the  prices  which  have  beeh  charged,  and  allowed,  in  the 
Apothecary  General’s  bills.  The  fcrew  Tourniquets,  for  which  the  Apothe- 
cary General  always  charges  twelve  Shillings  and  Sixpence  each,  are  fold 
fingly  by  Mr.  Evans  at  ten  Shillings  and  Sixpence,  and  under  a fort  of 
•contraff  with  the  Transport  Board,  are  fupplied  by  him  to  the  Navy  at 
eight  Shillings  each ; being  an  addition  to  Mr.  Evans’s  prices  of  above  50 
per-cent,  by  the  Apothecary  General,  as  a compenfation  for  an  extension  of 
credit  of  fifteen  or  eighteen  months. 

The  Evidence  which  we  have  thus  produced  fhews,  we  think,  a very 
blameable  inattention  in  checking  the  Apothecary  General’s  charges  in 
relpefl  of  Surgical  Inftruments;  for  the  flighted:  enquiries  would  have  en- 
abled thofe  to  whofe  confideration  the  prices  were  referred,  to  have  afcer* 
tained  that  the  Charges  were  extravagant. 

The  total  Charge  for  Inftruments  from  the  beginning  of  1 796  to  the  end 
of  1806,  or  for  eleven  years,  amounts  to  feventy-two  thoufand  nine 
hundred  and  nineteen  Pounds  four  Shillings  and  eight  Pence,  or  nearly 
feven  thoufand  Pounds  per  annum  on  an  average.  When  it  is  known  that 
the  Regimental  Surgeons  have  always  found  their  own  Inftruments,  the 
propriety  of  direfling  lb  large  an  additional  fupply  for  the  ufe  of  the  Army 
may  well  be  queftioned.  The  Statement,  which  we  fhall  give  hereafter 
of  the  quantity  now  in  ftore,  will  evince,  we  think,  that  there  has  been 
a very  great  difregard  to  the  public  intereft  in  making  fuch  a provifion. 

The  Apothecary  General’s  Bills  for  1804  and  1805  include  large 
Charges  for  Sugar,  Pearl  Barley,  Oatmeal,  Paper,  Sheets,  Bottles,  Pack- 
ing-cafes, &c.  Many  of  thefe  articles  are  not  ulually  provided  by  Apo- 
thecaries, and  therefore  it  may  be  imagined,  that  neither  the  Phyfician 
General  nor  Surgeon  General  can  be  very  competent  to  judge  of  the 
propriety  of  the  Prices  charged  for  them.  Had  they  enquired,  however, 
into  the  matter,  they  would  have  found,  perhaps,  as  we  have  found,  that 
even  admitting  an  Extra- charge  on  account  of  the  delay  of  payment,  the 
Prices  charged  are  improperly  great. 

We  have  come  to  this  conclufion  from  an  examination  of  Mefirs. 
Trotters’  Charges  for  fimilar  articles  fupplied  to  General  Hofpitals,  alfo, 
in  thofe  years,  and  from  the  Returns  made  by  Medics.  Curtis  and  Clarke, 
Corn-faflors,  and  Meflfs.  Harrifons,  Bottle-merchants,  of  the  Prices 
which  fimilar  articles  in  their  different  trades  bore  during  the  fame  period, 
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It  muft  be  obferved,  that  in  Meffrs.  Trotters’  courfe  of  dealings  with 
Government  they  have  been  ufed,  at  leaf!  during  1 804,  calculating  on  a 
year’s  credit  to  Government,  to  charge  about  20  per-cent,  on  the  Money 
Price  of  the  articles  furnifhed  by  them  ; yet  their  Charge  for  Iiofpital 
Sheets  is  feven  Shillings  and  four  Pence,  at  the  time  that  the  Apothecary 
General’s  Charge  is  ten  Shillings  : and,  when  the  Apothecary  General 
charges  eleven  Pence  per  pound  for  Mulcovado  Sugar,  Meffrs.  Trotters 
charge  only  eight  Pence  per  pound  : their  Charge  for  Corks  is  two  Shil- 
lings and  four  Pence  per  grofs  ; the  Apothecary  General’s  fix  Shillings ; 
he  charges  for  Bottles  at  the  rate  of  fixty  Shillings  per  grofs  for  quarts, 
and  fifty-fix  Shillings  per  grofs  for  pints,  at  the  time  when,  we  learn  from 
AppxN’6g.  Meffrs.  Harrifons,  the  fir  ft  were  fold  by  them  at  forty  Shillings  per  grofs, 
and  the  fecond  for  thirty-fix  Shillings  per  grols  on  a credit  of  fix  months, 
and  with  a dilcount,  for  money,  of  one  Shilling  and  Sixpence  per  grofs ; 
and  thefe  Prices  we  under  ft  and  to  have  been  the  current  Prices  of  the  Trade 
for  the  laft  four  years.  The  Market  Price  for  Oatmeal  in  1804,  as  is  to 
Appx  No  70.  be  feen  in  the  Returns,  fluctuated  between  leventeen  and  twenty-three 
Shillings,  and  averaged  during  the  twelve  months  nineteen  Shillings;  and 
for  Scotch  Barley,  between  fourteen  and  twenty-two  Shillings,  and  averaged 
during  the  fame  period  eighteen  Shillings  ; yet  the  firft  article  is  charged 
by  the  Apothecary  General,  throughout  the  year,  at  twenty-fix  Shillings  per 
cwt.  and  the  fecond  at  twenty-feven  Shillings  per  cwt.  The  total  of  the 
Charges  for  this  defeription  of  articles  makes  comparatively,  but  a fmall 
part,  certainly,  of  the  certified  amount  of  the  Apothecary  General’s  Bills  ; 
vet  it  confirms  our  opinion  of  the  inefficiency  of  the  check  on.  his  Charges, 
and  of  the  great  lofs  which  the  Public  has  fuftained  from  a loofe  obfervance 
of  the  Order  of  the  Treatury  directing  the  Phyfician  General  and  Surgeon 
General,  in  confidering  the  juftnefs  of  his  Prices,  to  pay  attention  to  the 
delay  of  payment  to  him. 

In  addition  to  the  quantities  of  Medicines,  Surgical  Inftriiments  and  Ma- 
terials, and  Stores,  which  have  been  furnifhed  by  the  Apothecary  General 
for  the  immediate  ufe  of  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals,  large  quan- 
tities have  alfo  been  furnifhed  by  him,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Surgeon  General,  to  certain  eftabhfhed  Depots,  as  a referve  for  the  calls 
of  the  Service.  Some  of  thefe  Depots  of  Medicines  and  Purveyor’s  Stores, 
with  diftindl  Eftablifhments,  have  been  formed  Abroad,  where  the  propriety 
of  fuch  a provifion  may  be  admitted  ; but  many  more  have  been  formed 
at  Home,  with  a forefight  of  which  the  propriety  is  very  doubtful. 

In  a Return,  communicated  to  us  by  the  Surgeon  General,  it  appears 
that  there  are  at  this  time  ten  of  thefe  Depots  on  Foreign  Service,  befides 
two  with  Expeditions,  all  of  which  are  under  the  charge  of  an  Apothecary, 
or  fome  other  fuperior  Officer  ; and  there  are  at  this  time  alfo  nine  Depots, 
including  two  at  Guernfev  and  Jerfev,  on  the  Florae  Service.  It  is  ftated 
in -this  Return,  that  the  Depot  at  Barbadoes  is  confiderable,  in  confequence 
of  the  number  of  Dependencies  within  its  fiupply  ; as  are  thole  of  Porchefter 
Caftle  near  Portfmouth,  and  York  Iiofpital  at  Chelfea,  “ as  well  111  con- 
“ fideration  of  an  Order  that  there  ffiould  be  Supplies  for  10,000  Men 
“ conftantly  in  readinefs  at  each  of  thefe  latter  Depots,  as  of  the  receipts 
“ on  the  breaking  up  of  the  Regimental  Depots  for  Invafion  in  1805, 
“ and  the  addition  of  thofe  returned  from  the  Continent  in  1806.” 
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In'  a fubfequent  Return  from  the  Surgeon  General,  we  find,  that  there 
were  four  of  the  .Home  Depots  formed  by  order  of  his  Royal  Highnefs 

the  Commander  in  Chief  in  1798,  to  each  of  which  the  ERabliRiment  v~ — —J 

coniiRed  of  one  Phyfician,  one  Surgeon,  one  Apothecary,  and  one  De-  Appx  N°  71.  (A.) 
puty  Purveyor ; thefe  were  diicontinued,  however,  in  1799.  But  in  iSot, 
fourteen  new  Depots  were  formed  in  different  parts  of  England,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Surgeon  General.  At  three  of  them,  where  there 
were  alfo  General  Hofpital  Eflablifhments,  feme  one  or  more  of  the  Of- 
ficers belonging:  thereto  took  charge  of  them  ; to  the  others,  one  Medical 
Officer  was  attached.  All  thele  Depots  weredifeontinued  on  the  conclu- 
fion  of  Peace,  by  order  of  the  Commander  in  Chief.  In  1803  and  1804, 
the  Surgeon  General  recommended  the  formation  of  forty  Depots  in 
England,  which  recommendation,  he  Rates,  was  approved  by  the  Com-  Appx  N°  71.  (A.) 
mander  in  Chief.  Where  there  were  General  Hofpital  Eflablifhments 
(which,  as  we  have  before  noticed,  was-  fometimes  the  cafe  at  places  where 
there  were  no  Holpitals)  the  Depots  were  in  the  charge  of  the  Officers  and 
fervants  belonging  to  thofe  Eflablifhments.  Other  Medical  Depots  were 
under  the  charge  of  Meflrs.  Trotters.  The  remainder  had,  as  is  Rated  in 
the  Return,  “ a lufficient  number  of  Medical  Officers  and  fervants  for  the 
duty;”  but  “ the  various  alterations  which  have  been  made  in  refpecl  of 
the  Depots,  did  not  permit  the  Surgeon  General  to  give  a fpecific  Return 
of  them.”  The  fame  caufe  would  probably  prevent  an  accurate  Return  of 
the  Expence  of  the  tranfport  of  the  Stores  to  thofe  Depots,  and  of  the 
Rents,  &c.  ; but  it  may  be  imagined  that  thefe  Expences,  and  the  Salaries 
of  the  Perfons  employed  at  them,  could  not  but  have  been  of  very  great 
amount. 

Thefe  Depots  have  been  from  time  to  time  reduced,  and  there  are  now 
Depots  only  at  Porchefier  Cafile,  at  the  York  Hofpital,  and  at  Falmouth  ; 
all  of  which  furnifh  Supplies  for  Foreign  Service. 

In  refpetl  to  the  propriety  of  forming  thefe  Depots  abroad,  Mr.  Young  Anpx  N°3r. 
thinks  that  they  are  indifpenfiably  neceffary  in  the  Weft  Indies.  But  Dr.  Di-.j^kfon's  puw;. 
J ackfon  (to  whom  w-e  again  refer,  becaufe  he  appears  to  have  had  very  catl0n’  p-  293-. 
great  experience  in  Army  Medical  practice,  and  to  fupport  his  opinion  by 
very  juR  reafoning)  rather  recommends  the  mode  of  purchafe  on  the  fpot, 
when  the  Ration  of  the  Troops,  or  the  feene  of  the  War,  is  laid  in  a civilized 
country.  This,  he  fays,  would  be  fimple  and  economical,  becaufe,  although 
the  money  price  be  high,  110  more  would  be  purchafed  than  is  actually 
wanted  ; and  it  would  be  fufficiently  certain  too,  becaufe  m inch  fituations, 
thofe  articles  which  are  ufually  wanted  are  rarely  found  to  tail  in  the 
market. 

Put  we  have  the  decifive  opinion  of  Dr.  Borland  on  the  impropriety  of  Ao-v  N°  23.  (A.) 
the  formation  of  the  large  Depots  of  Medicines  which  took  place  on  the 
expectation  of  Invafion  in  1803  :-~he  fays,  “ that  the  meafure  was  unwife 
and  unneceflary,  becaufe  every  Town  in  the  Kingdom  could  have  furnithed 
the  required  lupply  of  thofe  articles.”  Whether  he  be  correft  in  this 
opinion  or  not,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  as  he  alio  Rates,  “ that  when  the 
actual  exigencies  of  the  Service  required  it,  the  -quantity  wanted  might 
have  been  eafily  procured  from  London,  and  thereby  the  great  expence  of 
the  Depots,  and  the  great  lofs  from  the  wafte  and  periling  of  the  Medi- 
cines, might  have  been  avoided.” 

It  ought,  not  to-be  ailed  ged,:  in  ail  Ever  to  the  -obvious  truth  of  this-  • 
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opinion,  that  it  might  have  been  difficult  for  the  Apothecary  General  to 
have  furnifhed  the  requiflte  lupply  on  a fudden  demand.  The  certainty 
of  the  very  great  expence  of  fuch  a mealure,  and  the  uncertainty  of  the 
aflual  want  of  any  part  of  the  large  quantities  of  articles  which  were 
thus  laid  up  in  flore,  ought  to  have  outweighed  any  coniideration  of  accom- 
modation to  the  Apothecary  General. 

The  confequence  of  this  meafure  has  been,  that  there  is  now  in  {lore 
at  the  two  Depots  at  Chelfea  and  Porchefler  Caflle  fuch  a quantity  of 
Medicines,  Inlhruments,  and  materials  of  all  kinds,  as  it  will  be  difficult 
to  difpofe  of  advantageoufly.  The  lofs  which  has  already  occurred  from 
injury  to  the  articles  appears,  from  Dr.  McGrigor’s  Evidence,  to  be  very 
confiderable  at  Porchefler  Caflle. 

We  wifhed  to  have  given,  generally,  intelligible  accounts  of  the  quantities 
now  in  (lore  at  the  Depots  we  have  named,  and  at  that  in  the  Ifle  of 
Wight ; but  as  the  greater  part  of  the  articles  are  what  are  called  “ loofe,” 
(i.  e.  not  arranged  according  to  certain  proportions  or  numbers  of  men) 
this  could  fcarcely  be  done.  We  have  given,  however,  in  the  Appendix, 
an  Abftradt  of  the  Medical  Stores  at  the  York  Hofpital ; and  it  appears 
from  the  evidence  of  the  Apothecary  of  that  Hofpital,  that  there  are  in 
it  two  divifions  complete  for  2,500  men  each,  and  that,  with  fome  little 
affiftance  from  the  Army  Elaboratory,  they  could  complete  feveral  other 
divifions. 

Dr.  McGrigor  flates,  that  at  Porchefler  Caflle  Depot  there  are  Medicines 
fufficient  for  about  30,000  men,  and  Purveyors  Stores  for  a much  greater 
number. 

The  Return  from  the  Ifle  of  Wight  fhewed  very  large  quantities  alfo ; 
but  we  cannot  pretend  to  flate  for  how  many  Men  they  may  be  calcu- 
lated. 

But  the  quantity  of  lnflruments  in  flore  is  much  more  difproportionate 
to  the  probable  wants  of  the  Army  than  the  quantity  of  Medicines  or 
Purveyors  Stores.  At  the  York  Hofpital  Depot  there  were,  on  the  23d 
March  1807,  upwards  of  800  full  and  portable  fets  of  what  are  called 
“ Capital  lnflruments,”  with  upwards  of  1,300  “ full  and  fmall  fets  of 
Pocket  lnflruments.”  At  the  Depot  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight  there  are  alio 
fome  lnflruments ; and  at  the  Porchefler  Caflle  Depot,  Dr.  McGrigor 
believes  there  were,  in  July  1807,  above  300  fets  of  Capital  lnflruments, 
together  with  many  loofe  articles  of  lnflruments.  I11  October  1807,  Mr- 
Keate  tranlmitted  an  Account  of  lnflruments  belonging  to  the  Public,  in 
which  it  appeared  that  794  lets  of  Capitals  and  Portables  were  then  in 
flore,  and  that  604  fets  were  then  on  fervice.  We  {hall  make  no  oblerva- 
tion  on  the  mode  in  which  Mr.  Reate  propofes  to  difpofe  of  the  Inftru- 
ments  in  ftere,  but  refer  to  the  document  in  the  Appendix. 

It  is  remarkable  that,  notwithftanding  lnflruments  to  the  value  of 
eighteen  thoufand  Pounds  were  provided  in  1801  and  1802,  at  the  clofe 
of  the  laft  war,  and  for  which  it  may  therefore  be  prefumed  there  could 
have  been  little  immediate  ule,  lnflruments  for  which  nearly  eighteen 
thoufand  Pounds  more  was  charged,  were  provided  in  1803,  at  the 
breaking  out  of  the  prefent  war.  We  obferve  too,  that  the  charge  for  the 
repair  of  lnflruments  in  the  fame  year,  amounts  to  one  thoufand  four 
hundred  and  fifty  Pounds.  We  conclude,  therefore,  on  both  accounts, 
that  the  quantity  of  lnflruments  in  flore  in  that  year  muft  have  been 
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very  conPderable.  Yet  appears  that  fin ce  this  period  above  100  full  lets 
of  capital,  and  above  500  portable  lets  of  capital  Inftruments,  have  been 
provided  for  the  Public  Service. 

In  anfwer  to  our  enquiries  on  this  fubjecf,  the  Surgeon  General  Pates, 
that  “ in  1804,  400  lets  were  fpecially  ordered  by  the  Infpedlor  General 
for  the  Volunteers,  which  were  of  a different  defcription  from  thole  ap- 
propriated for  Foreign  Service  ; and  as  the  removal  of  the  number  of 
Inftruments  in  Pore  would  have  rendered  the  DiviPons  and  ChePs  incom- 
plete for  fervice,  it  was  judged  more  proper  to  leave  the  DiviPons  com- 
plete, as  the  orders  exprefs.”  Fie  further  adds,  that  “ a double  proportion 
of  InPruments  Piould  always  be  in  ftore  ; for  it  50  lets  on  foreign  Stations 
require  repair,  50  more  muP  be  Pent  and  received  before  the  others  can  be 
returned  ; and  he  obferves,  that  InPruments  require  much  time  in  then' 
completion,  and  that  they  cannot  be  properly  repaired  but  in  London. 

Before  we  proceed  to  offer  any  fuggeftions  for  the  future  management 
of  the  fupply  ufually  provided  by  the  Apothecary  General,  it  will  be 
proper  that  we  Piould  notice  the  courie  oblerved  by  the  Ordnance  and 
Tranfport  Boards,  in  providing  Medicines,' &cn  for  the  Departments  under 
their  management. 

The  Medicines  for  the  Ordnance  Service,  Puce  1797,  have  been  procured 
of  a DruggiP  (MePfrs.  Howards)  whole  prices  (for  they  do  not  fupply 
them  on  contradl  at  Pxed  prices)  are  checked  by  Dr.  Rollo,  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  Ordnance,  refident  at  Woolwich  : he  is  guided  in  his  judg- 
ment by  what  are  called  “ Price  Books,”  obtained  from  the  Trade.  He 
certiPes  at  the  foot  of  the  different  Bills  which  we  have  feen,  “ that  the 
orders  for  the  Medicines  charged  in  them  appear  to  be  corredl,  the  qualities 
of  the  Medicines  good,  and  that  the  prices,  lo  far  as  he  know's,  are  agree- 
able to  the  Wholefale  rates.”  The  accounts  for  the  Medicines  are  delivered 
in  quarterly,  and  are  difcharged  according  to  the  ufual  courie  of  the 
Ordnance.  The  Medicines  are  fent  either  to  Woolwich,  or  to  the  Tower, 
whence  thev  are  forwarded  to  the  different  ftations  of  the  Artillery,  on 
demands  made  by  the  feveral  Ordnance  Surgeons,  approved  by  the  Surgeon 
General  and  Ordnance  Chemift.  Previous,  however,  to  their  going  from- 
the  Druggifts,  they  are  inl'pected  by  the  Apothecary  or  Chemift  belonging 
to  the  Ordnance  ; and  thole  which  so  to  Woolwich  are  as;am  examined 
by  the  Apothecary,  who  has  been  recently  appointed  on  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  prelent  Infpedror  General.  Such  of  the  Chemicals  as  are 
prepared  by  the  Druggifts  are,  as  a check  011  them,  analized  there  ; but 
feme  of  the  preparations  are  made  at  Woolwich. 

The  expenditure  of  the  Medicines  is  examined  and  checked  by  the 
Surgeon  General,  the  AfPftant  Surgeon  General,  and  the  Apothecary  of 
the  Department  ; who,  in  the  Prft  inftance,  alio  controul-  all  the  Medical 
accounts  of  the  Department.  Thcfe  are  finally  examined  by  the  Surveyor 
General  of  the  Ordnance. 

The  amount  of  the  Bills  for  Medicines  fupplied  by  Meftrs.  Howards 
to  the  Ordnance,  during  the  year  1804,  is  two  thoufand  nine  hundred  and 
fifty-Px  Pounds  nine  Shillings  and  three  Pence  ; and  three  thoufand  eight 
hundred  and  Pxty-nine  Pounds  Pve  Shillings  and  ten  Pence  for  rSoj. 
Dur  ing  this  period  there  were  about  20,000  Men  belonging  to  this  De- 
partment, and  8,500  Horfes,  for  whofe  ufe  Medicines  were  provided. 

Medicines  for  the  lift  of  the  Navy  are  procured  by  the  Tranfport  Board 
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from  the  Apothecaries  Company.  No  one  on  the  part  of  the  Transport 
Board  infpecls  them  before  they  are  fent  off  to  the  Hofpitals,  or  fiiperin- 
tends  the  packing  of  them.  But  the  Mafrer  and  Wardens  of  the  Com- 
pany certify  that  the  Drugs  and  Medicines  mentioned  in  the  Invoices  are 
the  beft  that  could  be  had ; and  the  perfon  belonging  to  the  Company  who 
fuperintends  the  packing,  makes  an  affidavit  before  the  Lord  Mayor  that 
the  articles  mentioned  in  the  Invoice  were  really  put  up,  and  delivered 
for  the  ufe  of  the  feveral  Hofpitals  and  Ships  therein  mentioned,  and  that 
they  were  of  the  beft  quality  that  could  be  had. 

Dr.  Harnefs,  the  Medical  Member  of  the  Tranfport  Board,  fays,  that 
they  are  not  aware  of  any  means  by  which  they  could  afcertain  the  fair- 
nefs  of  the  prices  charged  by  the  Company  ; but  that  the  Mafter  and 
Wardens  are  now  required  to  certify,  further,  that  the  prices  charged  by 
them  are  the  loweft  at  which  the  different  articles  could  be  fupplied. 

It  may  be  recollected  in  this  place,  that  in  the  companion  which  we 
have  before  made  of  the  prices  charged  for  the  lame  kind  of  Medicines tby 
the  Company,  by  the  Apothecary  General,  and  by  two  or  three  of  the 
moft  eminent  Druggifts  in  London,  it  appeared  that,  although  the  Apothe- 
cary General’s  prices  were  higher  than  thole  of  the  Company,  yet  that 
the  laft  exceeded  conffderably  thofe  of  others  in  the  trade. 

The  Bills  for  the  Medicines  are  delivered  in  quarterly,  and,  after  being 
examined,  are  paid  by  90  days  bills,  without  intereft. 

The  Medicines  thus  procured,  are  fent  to  the  Hofpitals,  Hofpital  Ships, 
or  Depots  belonging  to  the  Navy,  at  the  principal  rendezvous  of  Ihips  of 
war,  and  are  placed  under  the  care  of  profeffional  men  called  Difpenlers. 
They  are  iffued  to  fhips  according  to  an  eftablilhed  proportion  regulated  by 
the  rate  of  the  fhip. 

The  Surgeons  of  the  Ihips  make  out  an  annual  account  of  their  receipt 
and  expenditure,  and  fwear  to  the  truth  of  the  account.  The  Medicines 
ufed  in  the  Hofpitals  are  iffued  according  to  the  preferiptions  of  the  dif- 
ferent Phyficians  and  Surgeons  ; and  the  Difpenfer  makes  an  affidavit  to 
the  truth  of  his  quarterly  account  of  the  iffues. 

The  Medicines  in  the  feveral  Naval  Depots  are  fubject  to  the  infpeftion 
of  the  Medical  Infpedtors  belonging  to  the  Navy;  and  a regular  Survey  of 
the  Medicines,  by  three  Naval  Surgeons,  takes  place  once  in  a year,  who 
report  the  quantities  and  condition  of  each  article  remaining  in  ftore. 

The  quantities  furnifhed  to  a Depot,  on  its  firft  eftablilhment,  are  cal- 
culated according  to  the  demands  which  may  be  expended  to  take  place 
there:  but  the  Officers  having  charge  of  the  Depot  are  diredfted,  when 
frefh  Supplies  are  neceffary,  to  demand  at  one  time,  of  thofe  moft  in  ufe, 
lufficient  for  one  Month’s  Expenditure  only,  and  of  thofe  leaft  in  requeft 
a quantity  equal  to  the  ifllie  of  three  months.  I lence  it  appears,  that 
there  is  a proper  attention  Ihewn  by  the  Tranfport  Board,  that  the  Me- 
dicines in  the  Department  of  the  Navy  fhould  be  fupplied  in  as  frefh  a ftate 
as  poftible. 

The  quantity  of  the  Supply,  compared  with  that  which  has  been  fur- 
nifhed  by  the  Apothecary  General  for  the  ufe  of  the  Army,  is  alio  de- 
lerving  of  notice.  For  ftnee  the  23d  January  1805,  from  which  time 
the  Surgeons  of  Ships  have  been  fupplied  with  Medicines  by  the  Board, 
and  the  31ft  March  1807,  or  for  two  Years  and  a Quarter  nearly,  the 
whole  Charge  for  Medicines  for  the  ufe  of  the  Navy  is  fhort  of  forty 
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thoufand  Pounds ; whilft  the  average  annual  Supply  charged  in  the  Apo- 
thecary General’s  Bills,  exceeds  fixty-feyen  thoufand  Pounds  per  annum. 

Thefe  laft,  however,  include  Charges  which  are  not  found  in  tne  Bills  01 
the  Company,  fuch  as  Surgical  Inftruments  and  Materials,  Sugar,  Sago, 

Oatmeal,  Barley,  &c. 

The  Surgeons  and  Affiftant  Surgeons  of  Ships  provide  their  own  In- 
ftruments ;&but  the  Tranfport  Board  furnilhes  them  to  the  Hofpitals  and 
Hofpital  Ships.  They  are  procured  from  Mr.  Evans,  an  Inftrument-maker. 

It  appears  that  his  Charge  for  thefe  Inftruments,  both  for  Home  and  fo- 
reign Service,  during  years  of  Peace,  did  not  amount  probably  to  twenty 
Pounds  per  annum ; and  even  during  War,  they  never  exceeded  five 
hundred  Pounds  ; and,  for  the  prefent  year,  will  not  amount  to  two  hun- 
dred Pounds. 

Having  now  given  the  whole  of  the  information  relative  to  the  Supply 
of  Medicines  for  the  ufe  of  the  Army,  which  we  think  to  be  material  to- 
wards forming  a right  judgment  of  the  Mode  in  which  it  has  hitherto 
been  conduced,  and  of  the  propriety  of  fuch  Alterations  in  it  as  we  have 
to  propofe,  we  now  proceed  to  ftate  them. 

All  thofe  whofe  opinions  we  have  alked  on  the  fubjefit,  agree  in  repre-  App*  N°»  5,  6}  8, 
fenting  the  expediency  of  procuring  the  Medicines,  &c.  in  lome  other 
way  than  through  the  Apothecary  General.  It  is  not  for  us  to  judge  of 
the  original  propriety  of  giving  the  exclufive  right  of  fupplying  the  Army 
Medicines  to  an  individual,  or  to  examine  into  the  validity  of  fuch  a grant. 

After  fo  long  a poffeffion  of  the  monopoly,  it  is  not  to  be  expedited,  whilft 
the  conditions  of  the  Patent  are  juftly  executed,  that  the  Apothecary  Ge- 
neral fhould  be  deprived  of  it  without  giving  him  a Compenfation  for  his

advantages. 


If  thefe  advantages,  however,  are  to  be  efti- 


mated  on  the  very  large  annual  quantities  of  Medicines,  &c.  which  it  has 
been  thought  fit  to  order  from  him  for  fome  years  paft  (though  it  fhould 
be  recolledled  that,  prior  to  1797,  Regimental  Surgeons  fupplied  their  own 
Medicines),  or,  according  to  the  very  large  Profit  which  has  been  allowed 
him  on  them,  we 'fhould  judge  very  unwifely  for  the  Public  Intereft  if  we 
recommended  the  redemption  of  his  Patent  on  fuch  terms.  But,  if  that 
which  we  are  about  to  propofe  be  adopted,  it  will  be  a matter  of  indiffer- 
ence whether  the  Apothecary  General  continues  to  fapply  the  Medicines, 
or  whether  they  are  procured  from  others  ; for  our  object  is  to  introduce 
a ftrifit  ceconomv  in  the  Orders  for  Medicines,  as  well  as  in  their  Expendi- 
ture, and  a reafonable  caution  that  no  more  than  the  Market  Price  be  paid 
for  them. 

We  propofe,  therefore,  that  no  Order  for  the  fupply  of  Medicines,  or 
other  Medical  Articles  uled  in  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals,  fhould 
be  iffued  before  it  has  been  approved  by  perfons  competent,  from  their  ge- 
neral knowledge  of  Medicines  and  of  Army  Medical  Practice  in  different 
climates,  to  determine  on  the  propriety  of  the  Order.  Such  an  atten- 
tion, it  is  to  be  hoped,  would  very  much  reduce  the  quantities  and  num- 
ber of  the  articles  ufually  furnifhed  for  Service,  both  at  Plome  and  Abroad, 
without  laying  anv  reftraint  on  that  variety  of  treatment  of  the  fame  Dif- 
eafes  which  is  feen  in  the  practice  of  the  mod  eminent  of  the  Profeffion. 
Dr.  Jackfon  thinks,  that  an  allowance  of  one  hundred  Pounds  per  annum 
for  the  purchafe  of  Medicines  for  a Corps  of  one  thoufand  Men  would 
be  ample,  efpecially  if  jfifty  Pounds  was  allowed  for  the  Contingencies  of 
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War  when  on  adlual  Service  abroad  : and  it  has  been  exemplified  in  the 
Regimental  Service  at  Home,  under  the  prefent  Superintendance,  that 
the  whole  Expence  of  Medicines  for  the  year  1806,  did  not  amount  to  more 
than  forty-fix  Pounds  for  each  Corps,  taken  on  an  average  of  fix  hun- 
dred Men. 

In  addition  to  the  above  recommendation,  we  wifh  it  to  be.  confidered, 
whether  any  Depots  are  neceiTary  in  England  ; or  at  lead,  whether  the 
quantity  of  Medicines,  Szc.  to  be  kept  in  Pore  for  the  exigencies  of  the 
Service,  might  not  be  very  much  reduced.  The  injury  and  wafte  which 
many  Medical  articles,  as  well  as  Oatmeal,  Barley,  Sago,  Sugar,  &c. 
fuffer  from  time,  is  well  known  ; and  the  Expence  attendant  on  Dep6ts, 
in  Buildings,  and  the  Perfons  in  charge  of  them,  exclulive  of  the  large 
Intereft  which  has  been  allowed  on  the  Prices  of  the  Articles  depolited  in 
them,  is  very  confiderable.  The  accommodation  of -the  Apothecary  Ge- 
neral ought  not  to  be  confulted  in  this  refpedt.  If  it  be  his  privilege  to 
Ripply  the  Army  with  Medicines,  it  is  his  duty  to  be  prepared,  like  other 
Tradesmen,  to  furnifh  the  Articles  when  actually  wanted.  If  he  has  them 
not  in  his  ftore,  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  that  they  could  be  eafily  pro- 
cured in  the  Metropolis,  and  as  eafily  tranfported  to  every  Station.  The 
Tranfport  Board,  as  has  been  fhewn,  provide  in  their  Depots  only  for  one 
month’s  fupply  of  the  Articles  mob;  in  ufe,  and  a quantity  for  three  months 
only  of  other  Articles:  yet  fudden  calls,  and  the  neceftityof  lecrecv,  muff 
certainly  occur  much  more  frequently  in  the  Navy  Service  than  in  that  of 
the  Army.  It  is  owing,  we  conceive,  to  the  well-regulated  Syflem  in  the 
fir  ft  Service,  that  the  annual  expence  of  Medicines  in  it,  for  two  years  paft, 
has  not  amounted  to  above  one-third  of  that  of  the  Armv,  although  the 
Naval  Hofpitals  are  larger,  and  more  numerous,  than  thole  belonging  to  the 
Army,  and  the  Naval  Deptks  are  as  widely  extended. 

With  refpedt  to  the  Medicines  and  other  Articles  now  in  ftore,  or  which 
may  be  hereafter  returned  to  it  from  Expeditions,  the  objeft  fhoulcl  be  that 
they  be  difpoied  of,  or  applied,  before  others  are  ordered  from  the  Elabo- 
ratory.  With  this  view,  the  requifitions  of  Regimental  Surgeons,  when 
approved,  fhould  be  executed  at  the  Porchefter  and  York  Depots,  as  well 
as  the  requifitions  from  Abroad,  and  for  Expeditions.  This  recommen- 
dation applies  to  Medicines,  and  to  what  are  called  Materials,  only. 

The  difpofal  of  the  immenfe  quantity  of  Inftruments  in  {lore  is  ftill  to 
be  confidered.  It  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Young,  as  well  as  of  Doctors  Bor* 
App*  N"  23,  30,  land  and  McGrigor,  all  of  whom  have  added  in  the  fituations  both  of  Re- 
gimental  and  Staff  Surgeons,  that  the  Staff  as  well  as  the  Regimental 
Surgeons  fhould  provide  their  own  Inftruments.  The  objedfion  which  the 
Surgeon  General  makes  to  fuch  a propofition  is,  that  the  Pay  of  the  Staff 
Surgeon  is  not  adequate  to  the  expence  of  it.  But  this  objection  would 
apply  more  ftrongly  in  the  cafe  of  the  Regimental  Surgeon  ; for,  until  he 
has  fer  ed  twenty  years  in  the  Army,  his  Pay  is  iefs  than  that  of  the  Staff 
Surgeon.  It  is  our  recommendation,  therefore,  that  the  Staff  Surgeons 
fhould,  in  future,  provide  their  own  Inftruments,  which  they  fhould  be 
permitted  to  purchafe  from  the  Public  Stores,  as  long  as  any  remain,  at 
a reduced  Price,  perhaps  two-thirds  of  the  Price  charged  by  a Cutler  for 
inch  Articles.  A provifion  for  the  inlpedtion  and  taking  car c of  the  Staff, 
Surgeons  Inftruments  might  be  made,  fimilar  to  that  for  thole  of  Regi- 
P 3°.  (A.)  mental  Surgeons,  which,  as  we  learn  from  Dr.  M'Grigor,  has  been  com- 
pletely effectual. 
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Another  part  of  the  Inftruments  might  be  difpofed  of  on  the  fame  terms 
to  Hofpital  Mates,  on  their  promotion  to  be  Affiftant  Surgeons.  But  Department, 
fome  muft  be  retained  for  a fupply  occafionally  of  a few  fets  to  Expedi-  ' ' 

tions,  as  a provifion  againft  accidents  that  may  happen  to  thofe  in  the 
pofTeffion  of  the  Surgeons.  A very  long  period  will  however  elapfe,  if 
Dr.  McGrigor’s  idea  be  correct,  before  the  quantity  of  Inftruments  now  in 
ftore  can  be  exhaufted  in  the  methods  which  we  have  propofed  for  the 
difpofal  of  them ; but  if  no  more  are  to  be  provided  by  the  Apothecary 
General,  the  faving  to  the  Public  fo  far  will  not  be  inconfiderable. 

The  future  orders  for  the  fupply  of  Medicines,  and  fuch  Surgical  Mate- 
rials as  the  Apothecary  General  has  been  ufed  to  furnifh,  fhould,  in  our 
opinion,  be  executed  under  the  infpedion  of  a perfon  fpecially  appointed 
for  the  purpofe,  who  may  be  required  to  give  a much  more  minute 
attention  to  every  part  of  the  bufinefs  than  has  hitherto  been  done,  or  can 
be  expelled  from  the  chief  Medical  Officers.  This  perfon,  to  be  ftyled 
Infpeltor  of  Medicines,  fhould  be  Ikilled  in  Drugs  and  Chemical  Prepara- 
tions, and  be  experienced  in  Army  Medical  Practice  abroad  and  at  home. 

As  much  truft  will  be  repofed  in  this  Infpedfor,  v/e  recommend  that  he  be 
fworn  to  the  faithful  execution  of  his  office.  His  duty  fhould  be  to  attend 
at  the  Elaboratory,  and  to  obferve  the  precedes  of  the  Preparations  ; to 
fuperintend  the  packing,  and  to  take  a particular  account  of  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  every  article  placed  in  each  package  ; and  he  fhould  affix 
his  feal  to  each  package,  fo  as  that  it  could  not  be  opened  without  difco- 
very.  He  fhould  alfo  afcertain  the  Market-price  of  every  article  at  the  time 
it  is  packed,  having  refpedl  to  its  quality,  and  to  the  large  quantities  which 
are  furnifhed  by  the  Apothecary  General  in  the  courfe  of  a year  : and  no 
diftindhon  fhould  be  made  in  fixing  the  Prices  allowed  on  fuch  articles  as 
are  ufually  fold  by  Apothecaries,  and  on  fuch  as,  although  furnifhed  by  the 
Apothecary  General,  belong  properly  to  other  trades  ; for  in  this  refpedt " 
he  muff  be  confidered  as  a trader  alfo  in  the  laft  articles.  The  copy  of 
each  invoice,  with  the  Prices  thus  afcertained  affixed,  fhould  be  figned  by 
the  Infpedfor,  and  depcfited  at  the  Army  Medical  Office.  Thefe  copies, 
on  the  delivery  of  the  Apothecary  General’s  Bills  (which,  like  thofe  for 
the  Medicines  furnifhed  to  the  Ordnance  and  Tranfport  Boards,  fhould  be 
delivered  every  three  months),  would  be  the  vouchers  for  the  quantities, 
and  the  means  of  checking  the  quality  and  prices  of  the.  articles  charged 
in  the  Bills.  The  Returns  of  the  Medicines  received  at  the  different 
Rations,  although  not  neceffary  to  the  fettlement  of  thofe  Bills,  would  be  a 
check  on  the  Infpedlor’s  Reports,  both  as  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  articles.* 

We  recommend  further,  that  the  examination  and  final  fettlement  of 
the  Bills,  as  well  as  the  ordering  of  the  articles,  be  made  at  the  Army 
Medical  Office  : and  more  particularly,  we  recommend  that  the  Bills  be 
punctually  difcharged  within  the  quarter  fucceeding  that  of  the  delivery  of 
the  Bill : for  an  increafed  charge  on  an  extended  credit  muft  alwavs  exceed 
the  intereft  at  which  money  can  be  procured  by  Government.  Were  the 
Eftimate  for  the  Army  Medical  Department  to  include  a charge  for 
Medicines,  provifion  might  be  made  for  this  regular  payment  of  the 
Apothecary  General’s  Bills, 

If  this  fyftem  of  providing  and  paying  for  the  Army  Medicines,  &c. 
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A R m y,  was  rigidly  obferved,  we  doubt  not  but  that  the  annual  amount  of  the- 

department.  Apothecary  General's  Bills  would  be  greatly  reduced.  * 

' Should  it  be  at  any  time  advifable  to  procure  the  furrender  of  the 
Apothecary  General’s  Patent,  the  eftimate  of  its  value  ought  to  be  made,, 
not  on  the  quantity  of  bufinefs  which  has  hitherto  been,  but  on  that 
which  may  be  hereafter  executed  under  it ; taking  into  confideration  a 
feafon  of  Peace  as  well  as  of  War.  In  whatever  way  this  exclufive  privi- 
lege of  furnifhing  the  Army  Medicines  may  terminate,  it  is  obvious,  we 
prelume,  that  it  ought  not  to  be  re-granted  ; and  that  the  office  of  Apo- 
thecary General  fhould  entirely  ceafe.  When  this  event  fhall  occur,  it  will 
defer ve  confideration  whether  a Public  Elaboratorv  might  not  be  conftituted; 
from  which  the  Navy  and  Army  Service,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Ordnance* 
could  be  fupplied  with  Drugs  and  Chemical  Preparations.  Such  an  Elabo- 
ratory  might  probably  be  placed  with  advantage  under  the  diredlion  of  the 
Ordnance,  becaufe  it  appears  that  that  Department  has  already  on  its 
Eftablifhment  perfons  who  are  in  the  habits  of  analyfing  and  preparing 
Medicines,  and  therefore  the  bufinefs  might  perhaps  be  more  economically 
conduced  by  that  Board  than  by  eredling  a new  Eftablifhment.  Under 
fiich  an  Eftablifhment,  if  conduced  by  experienced  and  fcientific  perfons, 
and  regularly  provided  with  money,  there  "would  be  an  afturance  that  the 
articles  were  of  the  beft  quality,  and  that  they  could  be  furnifhed  as  they 
were  wranted.  The  expence  and  wafts  of  Depots  might  then  be  avoided, 
and  a conftderable  faving  as  well  in  that  refpedt,  as  in  refpeft  probably  of 
the  price  of  the  articles,  might  be  made  in  all  the  .Services. 

That  which  refpedts  the  Iftues  and  Expenditure  of  Medicines  will  be 
noticed  after  our  Statement  of  the  next  head  of  Army  Hofpital 
Expenditure. 


Hofpital  Stores.

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Hofpital  or  Purveyors  Stores , confifting  of  Bedding,  Utenftls,  and  con- 
J fumable  Articles,  fnch  as  Groceries,  &c.  of  very  extenftve  variety,  have 
been  furnifhed  by  Meftrs.  Trotters,  of  Soho-fquare.  Some  of  thefe  articles 
they  themfelves  manufadfture.  From  the  commencement  of  the  laft  War 
to  the  Spring  of  the  p refen t year  1 807,  their  total  Charge  for  thefe  Supplies 
has  amounted  to  five  hundred  and  eighty-five  thoufand  Pounds,  or,  011  an 
average  of  .the  thirteen  years,  to  forty-five  thoufand  Pounds  per  annum, 
exclufive  of  Packers  charges,  freight,  carriage,  &c. 

The  orders  for  this  large  fupply  have  been  given  by  the  Surgeon  Gene- 
ral and  Infpedtor  General ; but  thofe  of  the  laft  are  of  very  fmall  amount 
compared  with  thofe  given  by  the  former.  Mr.  Keate,  however,  under - 
ftands  that  the  Secretary  at  War  has  ordered  fome  Hofpital  and  Purveyors 
Stores  without  any  communication  with  him. 

In  the  examination  of  Mr.  John  Trotter,  we  learned,  that  he  has  fup- 
plied the  Hofpital  Stores  on  the  fame  terms  as  he  has  fupplied  Camp  Equi- 
page, &c.  for  the  fervice  of  the  Army,  by  diredlion  of  the  War  Office.  As 
his  Accounts  for  Hofpital  Stores  do  not  pafs  through  the  Army  Medical 
Office,  but  are  delivered,  like  thofe  for  Camp  Equipage,  immediately  to 
the  War  Office,  where  they  are  finally  examined,  it  will  be  more  conve- 
nient, we  think,  to  ftate  our  obfervations  on.  his  courle  of  dealing  with  the 
Public,  and  on  the  Prices  charged  by  him,  in  our  Report  on  the  War  Office, 
than  in  the  prefent  Report;  it  will  be  fufficient,  therefore,  to  ftate  in  this 
place,  that  our  enquiries  have  not  afforded  us  any  reafon  for  doubting,  that 
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the  articles  furnifhed  by  Meftrs.  Trotters  have  been  of  good  quality.  It 
appears,  however,  that  they  were  not  provided  with  any  patterns  of  the 
articles  to  be  fupplied,  nor  that  any  perfons,  on  the  part  of  the  Public,  in- 
fpedled  the  articles  before  they  were  iftued  from  the  Packers  ; nor  that  it 
was  the  duty  of  any  one  to  infpedt  and  report  on  them  after  they  were  re- 
ceived  at  the  Depots  in  which  they  have  been  lodged. 

There  feems  to  have  been  the  fame  inattention  to  aeconomy  in  conducing 
the  fupply  of  thefe  Hofpital  Stores,  from  time  to  time,  as  of  the  Medicines 
ancl.  Inftruments,  to  which  we  have  before  alluded.  For,  in  a vifit  to  the 
York  Hofpital,  we  obferved  a very  great  accumulation  of  thefe  Stores  : 
and  from  Dr.  MCG rigor,  who  has  been  lately  appointed  to  lurvey  the 
Stores  at  Porchefter  Caftle,  we  learn,  that  there  are  fufficient  depofited  in 
that  place  for  upwards  of  30,000  men.  An  ignorance  of  the  quantities  of 
Medicines,  Hofpital  Stores,  and  Inftruments,  adhiaDy  in  ftore,  can  alone 
excufe  fo  great  a difregard  to  the  public  intereft  : for  it  has  been  of  late 
only  that  any  Store  Account  has  been  kept  in  the  Office;  and  it  was  not 
until  the  laft  year,  as  appears  from  Mr.  HofFe’s  Examination,  that  regular 
Purveys  were  direfled  to  be  taken  of  the  Stores  at  the  York  Hofpital  Dep6t ; 
nor  until  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  year,  or  latter  end  of  the  laft, 
that  any  Survey  was  made  of  the  vaft  quantity  of  Stores  of  all  kinds  at 
Porchefter  Caftle  Depot,  in  which  Dr.  McGrigor  found  the  articles  depo- 
fited which  had  been  provided  in  1803,  on  the  expectation  of  Invafion. 

The  Surgeon  General,  in  his  laft  Examination,  feems  to  account  for  the 
great  accumulation  of  the  Stores  which  Meftrs.  Trotters  fupply,  from  the 
breaking  up  of  the  Depots  in  1805  ; fince  which,  he  fays,  that  to  the  heft 
of  his  memory,  Supplies  have  been  furnifhed  for  near  50,000  men  for  Expe- 
ditions only,  without  any  freffi  fupply  from  Meftrs.  Trotters ; leaving  barely  at 
the  prefent  moment  a fupply  for  the  fick  and  wounded,  of  30,000  men,  as  or- 
dered by  the  Secretary  at  War,  for  eventual  fervice.  If  Mr.Keate  be  correCl  in 
his  account  of  the  number  of  men  for  whom  Supplies  have  been  furnifhed 
fince  1805,  and  that  no  frefti  Supplies  have  come  from  Meftrs.  Trotters, 
there  muft  have  been  a provifion  in  ftore  in  1805,  for  80,000,  inftead  of 
for  30,000  men  : yet  the  Surgeon  General  fays,  “ that  he  was  guided  in 
.ordering  further  Supplies  for  the  Depots  by  the  Reports  of  the  want  of  fuch 
articles,  and  the  Returns  of  Expenditure ; and,  in  many  cafes,  by  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  Service.” 

The  recommendation  which  we  have  given  relative  to  the  difpofal  of  the 
large  quantities  of  Medical  Articles  in  ftore,  is  alfo  applicable  to  the 
articles  we  are  now  fpeaking  of.  Thefe  fhould  be  ufed,  or  dilpofed  of, 
before  others  are  provided  : and,  as  many  of  the  Hofpital  Stores,  including 
Bedding,  Utenftls,  &c,  are  cf  the  fame  defeription  as  thofe  ufed  in 
Barracks,  a part  of  them  might  alfo,  perhaps,  be  fupplied  to  the  Barrack 
Department.  When  more  are  adually  wanted,  there  can  be  no  difficulty 
in  procuring  them  under  the  prefent  refources  of  the  trade  and  manu- 
fadlures  of  the  country.  Meftrs.  Trotters,  who  ufually  fupplied  the 
articles,  have  always  been  found,  as  Mr.  Trotter  informs  us,  “ in  readinefs 
to  iftue  the  largeft  and  moft  urgent  orders.”  The  tranfport  therefore  ; 
the  Infbraiice;  the  Care  of  the  articles  ; the  Wafte  of  them,  not  only  from 
natural  caufes,  but  from  the  very  circumftances  of  there  being  a large  ftock 
to  refort  to,  which  made  oeconomy  in  the  ufe  and  confumption  of  them 
apparently. of  little  importance  ; together  with  the  Intereft  ci;  the  fums

' AM*dV  paid  for  them,  may  all  be  fefc  down  as  an?  unneceffary  lofs  to  the  Publics 

■Department.  Moreover,  it  ought  to  have  been  confidered,  that  very'  many  of  the  articles 

“■  — 1 which  have  'thus  been  transported  from  London  to  different  Depots,  and 

from  thefe  fubfequently  to  other  Depots,  at  a great  expence,  could  have 
‘been  procured  on  the  fpot  where  they  would  be  wanted  ; often,  probably, 
at  a much  lefs  prime  coir,  and  always,  of  courfe,  without  the  other  ex- 
.pences  which  we  have  before  enumerated.  For,  in  refpedl  of  this  kind  of 
Stores,  there  was  no  Patent  to  reRrain  the  purchafe  of  them,  wherever  it 
was  mod;  advantageous  for  the  Public.  One  of  the  principal  caufes  of  the 
Email  expence  incurred  in  managing  Hofpitals  Regimentally,  in  companion 
of  the  expences  of  General  Hofpitals,  is  Rated  to-  be  the  purchafing  many 
of  the  articles  of  confumption  on  the  fpot,  and  then  only  when  actually 
ivatitech  The  very  form  of  the  requisitions  in  ufe  at  the  Tranfport  Board, 
makes  it  neceffary  for  the  Steward  or  Agent,  who  applies  to  the  Board  for 
any  Hofpital  articles,  to  Rate  the  price  at  which  they  could  be  procured  in 
the  neighbourhood  ; ihould  it  appear  to  the  Board  that  thofe  prices  are 
lefs  than  they  could  be  furniihed  at  to  the  Ration  from  London,  orders  are 
Appx  N°  27.  given  for  the  purpofe : and  we  learn  from  Dr.  Harnefs,  the  Medical 
Member  of  the  Board,  that  this  cafe  frequently  happens.  We  recommend-, 
therefore,  that  a ffmilar  courfe  Riould  be  obferved  in  the  Army  Medical 
Department  in  future,  wherever  applicable. 

But,  whatever  may  have  been  the  mode  adopted  for  obtaining  Medicines 
and  Purveyors  Stores  for  the  ufe  of  the  Army,  it  was  of  effential  confe- 
quence  that  a proper  check  ffiould  have  been  eRablifhed  on  the  IRues  and 
Expenditure  of  them.  We  fliall  not  again  advert  to  the  principles  on 
which  the  Surgeon  General  profeffes  to  have  proceeded  in  apportioning 
thefe  articles  for  the  purpofes  to  which  they  were  originally  deRined. 

• The  fubfequent  fupplies,  although  founded  on  the  requifftions  of  the  Chief 
Medical  Officers,  who  were  refponlible  for  the  Expenditure,  ffiould  not 
have  been  approved  by  the  Surgeon  General,  without  corredt  information 
of  the  quantities  iffiued,  and  remaining  in  Rore.  On  adtual  Service,  Returns 
of  this  kind  could  not,  probably,  always  have  been  procured  ; and  even  at 
Home,  the  wants  at  the  Depots  might  fometimes  have  been  lb  preffing,  as 
App*  N°  6,  to  make  it  difficult  to  have  given  them  : but  it  was  to.  have  been  expedfed, 

Q;  H-  44*  that,  in  general,  Rich  a neceffary  check  on  the  Expenditure  would  have  been 

■obtained,  before  freffi  Supplies  were  landlioned.  We  learn,  however,  that 
it  has  been  within  thefe  few  years  only  the  Surgeon  General  has  been  able 
to  obtain  complete  and  accurate  Returns  of  all  Medical  and  Purveyors 
Stores  at  Llome  ; and  from  Foreign  fixed  Stations,  “ only  fince  the  late 
appointment  of  a Purveyor  in  his  Office,  whole  duty  it  is  to  check  fuch, 
Returns.” 

Whatever  lofs  and  inconvenience  may  have  arifen  to  the  Public  from 
the  want  of  luch  checks  on  the  Expenditure,  they  cannot  now  be  remedied  ; 
and  therefore  our  prefent  Enquiry  muR  be,  Whether  the  checks  which  are 
now  eRablifhed  are  Rifficient  for  the  purpofe.  In  this  refpedt  we  think  the 
courfe  now  obferved  is  very  fatisfadlory  : Returns,  approved  by  a Board  of 
Medical  Officers  at  the  Stations  to  which  Medicines,  &c.  have  been  lent, 
.are  made  monthly;  from  which,  AbRradts  of  the  Receipts,  Iffiies,  and 
Remains,  are  extracted  and  rcgiRered  at  the  Office  in  books,  which  we 
have  feen  : thefe,  therefore,  conRitute  a Store  Account,  from  which  all 
neceffary  information  may  be  readily  obtained.  There  are  no  detailed 
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Accounts,  however,  of  the  expenditure  of  Medicines  received  at  the  A p 
Office  : it  would  be  very  troubkfome,  probably,  to  keep  fuch  an  Account;  Department, 
but,  as  regular  Returns  are  now  received  of  the  number  of  the  Sick  in  the  v" 

General  Hofpitals,  and  of  the  nature  and  duration. of  their  complaints, 
fufficient  documents  fcem  to  be  furaifhed  to  enable  experienced  profeffionaf 
men  to  judge  of  the  propriety  of  the  amount  of  the  Expenditure  to  be 
collected  from  the  former  Returns, 

What  we  have  juft  Rated  applies  to  the  Iffues  and  Expenditure  under 
the  controul  of  the  Surgeon  General.  The  InfpeCtor  General  regulates  and 
controuls  thefe  matters  in  the  Regimental  Holpitals  at  Home.  In  thefe  we 
find  that  each  Surgeon,  having  been  originally  Applied  with  a cheR  of 
Medicines  proportioned  according  to  an  exprefs  regulation,  is  Applied 
afterwards,  at  the  difcretion  of  the  InipeCtor  General,  according  to  the 
requiutions  which  he  fends  every  half-year  with  the  Return,  Rating  the 
quantities  received  and  expended  during  that  period.  Neither  from  thefe 
Hofpitals  are  any  detailed  accounts  of  the  expenditure  of  Medicines 
tranimitted  ; but  the  Returns  of  the  Sick,  which  the  InfpeCtor  General 
regularly  .receives  from  the  Surgeons,  may  enable  him  alfo  to  judge  of  the 
propriety  of  the  expenditure  of  Medicines  in  his  Department. 


The  Expenditure  in  the  articles  of  Wine,  Spirits , and  Porter , has  alfo 
been  confiderable  Rnce  the  eRabliRiment  of  the  Army  Medical  Board,  and 
the  extend ve  adoption  of  the  General  Hoipital  SyRem.  This  Apply  for 
Foreign  Service  has  been  made  on  the  requilitions  of  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer,  approved  by  the  Officer  commanding  at  the  Station,  and  by  him 
tranfmitted  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  by  whom  the  Apply  was  direCted  ; 
but  a duplicate  of  the  requffition,  figned  by  the  Medical  Officer,  has  been 
Rent  to  the  Surgeon  General’s  Office.  In  the  fupply  of  thefe  articles  for 
the  Home  Service,  Mr.  Keate  was  guided,  he  fays,  by  his  own  judgment ; 
and  that  he  has  frequently  fanCtioned  the  purchafe  of  them  by  the  Medical 
Officer  on  the  fpot:  thefe  powers,  he  thinks,  ought  to  be  veRed  in  the 
Heads  ot  the  Medical  Board,  and  in  thole  who  aCt  under  them.  He  ob- 
ferves,  however,  that  payment  for  the  articles  could  not  be  made  without 
the  exprefs  authority  of  the  Secretary  at  Vvar,  and  the  amount  required 
Abmitted  to  the  Chief  Examiner  of  Armv  Accounts.

We  enquired  at  the  War  Office  what  documents  were  communicated  by 
Mr.  Keate,  when  he  made  the  applications  for  the  function  of  the  Secre- 
tary at  War,  and  what  enquiries  were  made  previous  to  its  being  granted. 

It  was  anfwered,  that  the  only  documents  communicated  were  the  bills  of  ^pn*  .„0 

the  Tradefmen,  and  Policies  of  Infurance  when  charges  were  made  for 

them;  and  that  the  only  enquiry  was,  Whether  any  Drawback  had  been, 

or  would  be  received,  when  the. full  price  of  Wine  and  Porter  had  been 

charged.  It  feems,  however,  that  it  was  not  recollected  at  the  War  Office 

that  any  Spirits  had  been  fo  paid  for,  or  that  the  Ripply  of  the  above 

articles  had  been  made  for  the  fervices  of  the  Home  General  Holpitals  as 

well  as  for  thole  abroad  ; which,  it  appears  from  the  accounts  in  our  pof- 

ieffion,  was  the  cafe. 

Subject,  therefore,  to  this  check  and  coittroul  only,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  quantities  which,  with  Mr.  Keate’s  fmCtion,  were  provided  at 
■the  different  Rations  by  the  Medical  Officer  or  Purveyor,  the  Ripply  of 
Wine,  Spirits,  and  Porter,  for  the  ufe  of  the  Army  at  home  and  abroad,

from  17 93  to  1806,  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Keate : for  as  he  confidered 
himfelf  refponfible  for  the  quality  of  the  articles,  the  Secretary  at  War, 
he  fays,  left  to  him  the  recommendation  of  the  perfons  of  whom  they 
were  to  be  purchafed.  We  have  not  thought,  however,  that  Mr.  Keate’s 
refponfibility  was  to  be  confined  to  what  he  feems  willing  to  take  on  him- 
felf; but  that  he  ought  to  be  refponfible  alfo  for  the  prices  charged  for  the 
articles  ; for  a due  examination  of  the  accounts  relating  to  them  ; and  that 
their  confumption  has  been  properly  checked  : and  our  enquiries  have 
proceeded  on  this  foundation. 

The  accounts  which  we  have  received  from  Mr.  Keate  fpecify  the^ 
quantity  of  each  article  fupplied  by  his  order,  with  the  prices,  and  names 
of  the  fellers.  From  thefe,  which  include  what  has  been  furnifhed  from 
London  only,  it  appears  that  the  whole  cofi  of  the  articles,  during  the 
period  before  mentioned,  has  amounted  to  forty-feven  thoufand  feven. 
hundred  and  forty-nine  Founds  and  leven  Pence  halfpenny. 

At  fome  times  the  confumption  of  Wine  at  leaft  is  particularly  to  be 
noticed.  In  the  year  1799,  it  is  Rated  to  us  that  at  the  York  Hofpital, 
which  is  more  immediately  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Keate,  a pipe  of  Port 
Wine  was  expended  in  ten  days,  and  that  the  fame  rate  of  confumption 
was  continued  for  fome  time  : and  in  the  year  1800,  we  find  that  twelve 
pipes  of  Port  Wine  were  fupplied  to  the  fame  Hofpital,  fifteen  to  that 
at  Golport,  fourteen  to  Deal,  and  eleven  to  Chatham  Hofpitals.  We  are 
not  competent  to  judge  of  the  propriety  of  adminifiering  this  and  the 
other  articles  to  the  Sick  in  Military  Hofpitals  to  finch  an  extent.  But 
Mr.  Keate  fays,  that  his  fandlion  to  the  adminiftering  Wine  to  the  Sick  in 
Hofpitals*  difiant  from  Town  mud  have  been  guided,  of  courfe,  by  the 
opinions  and  iudgment  of  the  Medical  Officers  on  the  fipot  ; and  controul, 
except  in  the  cates  of  heavy  confumption,  was  not  deemed  juftifiable,  even 
by  the  Board  ; in  all  finch  cafes,  his  correfpondence  would  fhew,  that  he  did 
not  hefitate  to  exercifie  the  controul  vefied  in  him,  by  feeking  information, 
and  reporting  the  refult,  with  his  opinion,  to  higher  Authority.  In  another 
part  of  his  Evidence,  although  he  admits  that  a greater  quantity  of  Wine 
was  expended  in  fome  inftances  than  appeared  to  him  to  he  necefiary,  yet 
he  does  not  know,  he  fays,  of  any  intentional  mifappliejition  of  it. 

We  have  diredled  our  attention,  therefore,  chiefly  to  the  mode  in  which 
the  fupply  has  been  conducted  ; for  the  approbation  which  the  Secretary

from  time  to  time,  to  Mr.  Keate’s  recommendation  of 


payment  for  the  articles  muR  be  confidered,  we  prefume,  a fufficient 
authority  to  him  for  the  expenditure. 

It  appears  that  the  Wine  was  almoR  entirely  purchafed  in  London,  for 
Home  as  well  as  for  Foreign  Service.  This,  Mr.  Keate  fays,  he  was  diredled 
to  do  by  the  Secretary  at  War ; for  many  complaints  having  been  received 
of  the  quality  of  the  Wine  purchafed  on  the  fpot,  it  was  conceived  that 
the  London  market  was  the  beR : and  he  relies  on  this  authority,  alfo,  for 
the  export  of  eight  pipes  of  Port  Wine  lent  to  Gibraltar  in  1796,  where, 
it  was  to  be  prelumed,  that  fuch  an  article  could  have  been  procured  at  a 
much  more  moderate  price  than  in  London,  allowing  even  for  the  Draw- 
back. Mr.  Keate’s  orders  (as  we  learn  from  Mr.  Teulon,  the  Clerk  of  a 
I loufe  which  fupplied  much  of  the  Wine  from  London)  were,  for  the  beR 
and  oldeR  Wine  which  could  he  had,  as  it  was  deRined  for  Sick  Troops ; 
and  taAes  and  prices,  Mr.  Teulon  fays,  were  l'ometimes  called  for,  for  the 
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purpofe,  as  he  fuppofes,  of  being  compared  with  the  famples  of  other 

Dealers.  The  prices  for  the  W me  furnifhcd  by  this  Houle  are  faici  to  have  Department. 

been  five  or  fix  per-cent,  lower  than  were  charged  by  them  to  their  other  v ~ ' 

cuftomers  ; and  the  bills  were  generally  difcharged  within  fix  months  after 
the  fupply.  From  Mr.  Ten  Ion’s  information,  therefore,  we  may  conclude 
that  lo  far  the  bufinefs  of  the  fupply  had  been  prudently  conducted  ; for 
although  until  lately  the  prices  of  Wine  in  the  Port  of  London  exceeded 
that  at  the  Out-Ports,  yet,  if  there  were  fufficient  reafons  for  believing 
that  the  quality  of  the  Wine  was  inferior  at  the  Out-Ports,  it  was  proper, 
doubtlefs,  to  procure  it  in  London,  netwithftanding  to  the  increased  original 
price  was  to  be  added  the  expence  of  carriage,  infurance,  &c. 

The  Bills  for  all  the  articles  of  w hich  we  are  now  fpeaking,  Mr.  Keate  App*  N*  13. -Q.  x, 
fays,  were  examined  and  checked  in  his  Office  ; and  that  the  quality  of 
the  articles  Supplied  was  checked  by  bis  own  infpedion,  bv  famples,  and 
by  the  correfpandence  with  the  different  Holpitals,  at  which  a principal 
Medical  Officer  was  placed,  whofe  duty  it  was  to  fign  the  Quarterlv  Ab- 
ftradts  of  Accounts,  after  having  duly  examined  into  their  accuracy ; and 
that  thefe  Abftradts  were  alfo  figned  by  the  Military  Superintendant  in  the 
Home  Hospitals,  whofe  duty  was  lomewhat  fimilar  to  that  of  the  Medical 
Officer : and  further,  that  the  quantity  was  checked  by  advices  of  the  re- 
ceipt, and  by  the  lame  Abftrafts  as  were  before  deicribed.  It  muff  be  re- 
membered, however,  that  whatever  additional  credit  may  be  fuppofed  to 
be  given  to  thefe  Abftrafts  by  the  fignature  of  the  Military  Superintendany 
it  could  not  have  arifeia  until  after  the  3 iff  of  March  1800  ; for  it  was  by 
an  Order  of  this  date  that  this  Officer  was  firft  required  to  examine  and 
fign  the  Quarterly  Accounts  of  the  Hofpital  Purveyor. 

On  an  infpedtion  of  fome  of  the  Accounts  communicated  by  Mr.  Keate, 
we  obierved  that  all  the  Wine  fent  abroad  for  the  ufe  of  the  Foreign  Hol- 
pitals was  charged  to  Government,  except  in  one  inffance,  without  any 
deduction  of  the  Drawback  which  is  allowed  on  the  export  of  Wine.  It 
wduld  make  no  real  difference  to  the  Public,  undoubtedly,  whether  the 
Drawback  was  taken  or  not,  if,  when  it  is  not  deducted,  the  perfons  of 
whom  Mr.  Keate  purchafed  the  Wine  did  not,  as  they  certainly  had  the 
means  of  doing,  avail  themfelves  of  this  advantage  at  the  time  of  the  ffiip- 
ment.  Mr.  Teuton  lays,  fuch  a fraud  would  be  fo  ealy  of  detection  that  App*  N*  82. 
he  believes  it  has  never  been  practifed  : and  Mr.  Keate  fays,  that  “ he  be- 
lieves the  Drawback  was  properly  accounted  for  in  all  cafes.”  We  have 
no  reafon  for  luppofing  that  an  impofition  of  this  fort  has  been  at  any  time 
pradtifed  ; but  it  would  have  been  convenient  for  thofe  who  would  have  the 
lubfequent  examination  of  the  Accounts,  that  the  charging,  or  not  charging 
the  Drawback,  ftiould  have  been  uniform  : for  we  obferve  one  inffance  of  a 
fhipment  of  50  pipes  of  Port  to  Barbadoes  on  board  the  fame  Veil'd,  in 
1803,  in  which  25  pipes  are  charged'  at  about  two  thoufand  five  hundred 
Pounds,  and  25  pipes  atone  thouland  three  hundred  Pounds;  the  Draw- 
back having  been  allowed  on  the  iecond  and  not  on  the  firft  quantity. — In 
the  Bills  for  Porter,  furnilhed  by  Meffrs.  Calverts,  the  value  of  the  calks, 
amounting  altogether  to  a confiderable  lum,  is  feparately  charged.  We 
enquired  as  to  the  appropriation  of  thefe  calks  : fome  were  laid  to  have  Appx  N°  m 
been  returned  to  the  Brewer  ; fome  fold  on  the  fpot,  &c.  and,  it  was  added,  Q.  10.  ° 
that  whenever  they  were  not  properly  accounted  for,  an  inveftigation  into 
the  matter  was  directed,  and  the  circumftance  reported  to  the  Secretary  at 
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Appx  N"  13. 


"War.  Confidering  how  eafy  it  would  have  been  to  check  the  credit  which 
was  given  in  Meffrs.  Calverts’  bills  for  the  calks  returned  from  any  Hofpi- 
tal,  we  were  furprized  to  find  that  the  value  of  fiome  (but  to  a fmall 
amount,  indeed)  returned  to  Meffrs,  Calverts  from  the  Chatham  and  Deal 
Hofpitals  in  1800  and  1804,  had  not  been  received  or  deducted  from  fub- 
fequent  bills  at  the  Surgeon  General’s  Office,  but  ft  ill  remain  a credit  in 
Meffrs.  Calverts’  books.  A Sum,  beyond  the  price  of  the  Porter  fuppiicd 
of  late  date,  appears  to  be  due  alfo  for  calks  returned  from  the  York  Hof- 
pital.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  prior  payments  muft  have  been  made 
to  Meffrs.  Calverts’  without  reference  to  the  number  of  calks  which  might 
have  been  returned,  and  the  value  of  which  ought  to  have  been  deducted 
from  the  Sum.  due. 

From  thefe  inftances  of  inattention,  we  cannot  but  infer  that  the  con- 
troul  over  the  Accounts  of  this  part  of  the  Army  Hofpital  Supply,  has 
been  loofe  and  unfatisfadtory  ; a circumftance  the  more  ftrongly  to  be 
marked,  becaufe,  as  no  money  was  iffiied  to  Mr.  Keate  for  providing  the 
articles,  there  would  be  no  after  examination  of  thefe  Accounts  at  the  Audit 
Office,  and  therefore  the  examination  of  them  in  Mr.  Keate’ s Office  was  final. 

The  obfervations  which  we  have  made,  apply  to  that  part  of  the  Supply 
which  has  been  executed  under  Mr.  Keate’s  orders  in  London.  When 
the  articles  were  purchafed  under  his  fan 61  ion  at  the  different  Stations,  by 
the  Chief  Medical  Officer  or  the  Purveyor,  to  whom  money  was  iffued  on 
account  by  the  Agent,  for  this  and  the  other  Expences  of  the  Koipitals, 
Mr.  Keate  can  he  confidered  as  refponfible  only  for  authorizing  the  Ex- 
penditure, and  for  a proper  examination  of  Purveyor’s  Accounts  ; for 
thefe  Officers  muft  themfelves  be  refponfible  for  the  due  application  of  the 
money  advanced  to  them,  and  they  muft  finally  pals  their  Accounts  at  the 
Audit  Office.  We  fhall  be  under  the  neceffity  of  noticing,  hereafter,  the 
great  negligence  in  checking  the  Accounts  of  the  Purveyor  of  the 
PI v mouth  Hofpital. 

The  articles  of  Wine,  Spirits,  and  Porter,  when  received  at  the  different 
Hofpitals,  compofe  part  of  the  Stores  which  are  placed  under  the  care  of 
the  Purveyor,  or  perlbn  aching  in  that  character ; and  they  are  iffued  under 
the  authority  of  the  attending  Medical  Officer,  as  exprefled  in  the  Diet 
Tables.  At  the  York  Hofpital,  we  learn  from  Mr.  Wimbridge,  who 
aeled  as  Purveyor  in  it  from  November  1797,  that  prior  to  1800,  there 
was  no  check  on  thefe  iffues  ; for  the  Diet  Tables  were  not  preierved,  as 
there  was  no  Perlbn  appointed  to  check  them:  but  that  fince  1800  the 
Tables  have  been  regularly  entered  in  a book,  which  has  been  figned 
weekly  by  the  Military  Superintendant,  and  the  principal  Medical  Officer. 
We  learn  further  from  Mr.  Wimbridge,  that  he  charges  himfelf  with  the 
Wine  according;  to  the  number  of  gallons  received  : — As  the  Iffues  are 
made  in  gills,  pints,  &c.  there  leems  to  be  at  prelent,  therefore,  a Efficient 
check  on  the  Expenditure  of  Wine;  and  as  the  other  articles  are  now  pro- 
vided on  the  fpot  for  the  General,  as  they  always  have  been  for  tire  Regi  • 
mental  Holpitals,  which,  on  every  account,  we  think  the  moft  eligible  mode 
of  providing  them,  we  have  no  fuggeftion  to  propole  relative  to  this  part 
of  the  Army  I Iofpitai  Supply.

As  connected  with  this  part  of  Hofpital  Expenditure,  we  may  next 
properly  confider  the  fupply  of  Subfijicnce , or  of  Articles  of  daily  confump- 
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flon : — thefe  eomprife  Bread,  Meat,  Beer,  Milk,  &c.  Groceries  and 

Soap,  and  Coals  and  Candles.  In  the  York  General  Hofpital,  the  firft  Department.  ^ 

divifion  of  thefe  articles  is  furnifhed  by  different  tradefmen  on  contraR  J 

made  with  the  Purveyor  ; but  Groceries  and  S,oap  have  been  fumifned 

latterly  by  Meflrs.  Trotters;  and  Coals  and  Candles  by  the  Barrack 

Department. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  the  contraRs  for  the  firft  divifion  of  articles 
mull,  by  the  Regulations,  be  approved  of  by  the  Military  Superintendant ; 
and  the  Purveyor  cannot  procure  money  for  the  payment  of  thole  articles,  and 
for  the  other  fervices  of  the  Hofpital,  without  obtaining  leave  of  the  Surgeon 
General  to  draw  on  the  Agent,  and  without  the  name  of  the  Superintend- 
ant  being  counterfigned  to  the  bill.  We  learn  further  from  Mr.  Wim-  App*N'8$. 
bridge,  that  thefe  articles  are  received  daily  as  wanted  ; that  they  are 
ifiued  according  to  the  Diet  Tables  defcribing  the  Diet  prefcribed  for  each 
patient,  in  terms  of  Spoon,  Low,  Half,  and  Full,  and  importing  thereby  a 
.precife  regulated  iffue  ; and  that  the  Expenditure  of  them  is  checked  every 
week  by  the  Military  Superintendant  and  principal  Medical  Officer. 

Whatever  Stores  remain  in  the  pofleffion  of  the  Purveyor  ufed  to  be 
infpeRed  Monthly,  but  are  now  infpeRed  Quarterly  by  a Board  of  Medical 
Officers  attached  to  the  York  Hofpital ; and  thole  which  appear  to  be 
unfit  for  the  Service  are  turned  over  to  the  Military  Superintendant,  who 
orders  them  to  be  difpofed  of,  and  the  amount  is  credited  in  the  Purveyor’s 
Accounts. 

The  fyftem,  therefore,  in  refpeft  of  the  check  over  the  Purveyors  in 
General  Hofpitals  (for  the  fame  Regulations  apply  to  the  Hofpital  in  the 
Ifle  of  Wight  as  to  that  at  Chellea),  feems  now  to  be  well  arranged.  The 
Purveyor  obtains  money  for  the  fervice  of  the  General  Hofpitals  by 
•drawing  a Bill  on  the  Agent,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Surgeon  General : 
for  the  ftoppages  from  the  pay  of  the  patients,  lince  1 800,  is  not  drawn 
for  by  the  Regimental  Paymafter,  it  being  deducted  in  the  firft:  inftance 
from  the  pay  of  the  Soldier  during  his  Ray  in  the  General  Hofpital. 

But  the  mode  in  which  the  fubfiftence  of  the  Tick  in  the  Regimental 
Hofpitals  is  conducted,  is,  we  think,  in  many  refpeRs  more  oecono- 
mical  and  fatisfaRorv.  In  thele  the  Surgeon  procures  not  only  the  ar- 
ticles before  alluded  to,  but  wine,  porter,  and  groceries  alio,  on  the  fpot,  and 
only  as  they*  are  wanted  ; and  pays  for  them  weekly,  by  ftoppages  from  the 
pay  of  the  patients.  There  is  therefore  lefs  likelihood  of  wafte  or  abufe 
than  in  the  General  Hofpitals,  to  which  large  quantities  of  the  laft  articles 
are  generally  ordered  by  the  Surgeon  General  from  London  ; a mode  of 
proceeding  which  induces  too,  the  neceffity  of  a Store  Account.  The  fame 
circumftance  alfo  makes  it  very  difficult  to  afeertain  the  expence  of  Gene- 
ral Hofpitals  at  w'eekly  or  other  ffiort  periods  ; for  in  fuch  cafe  it  would  AppsN°88.. 
be  requisite  to  recur  to,  and  abftraR  the  various  accounts  fb  differently 
examined  and  difeharged  as  we  have  ffiewn  them  to  be,  whether  for  wine 
and  porter  ordered  by  the  Surgeon  General,  or  groceries  fupplied  by  Meflrs. 

Trotters,  or  articles  of  whatever  defeription  furnifhed  from  Depots.  But 
in  the  Regimental  Hofpitals,  the 'whole  expence  for  fubfiftence  is  afeertained 
every  week,  and  certified  by  the  Commanding  Officer  to  the  Inlpeclor 
General.  In  both  deferiptions  of  Hofpitals,  the  money  for  the  current 
expence  is  obtained  on  account ; in  the  one  the  Purveyor,  and  in  the  other 
the  Surgeon,  is  refponfible  for  the  application  of  it : and  as  in  the  firft 
C S the 
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the  Military  Superintendant,  and  in  the  fecond  the  Commanding  Officer, 
mu  ft  fandion  its  expenditure,  there  is  in  thefe  refpeds  no  eftential  dif- 
ference : neither  is  there  in  what  relates  to  the  Diet  Tables,  excepting 
that  in  the  Regimental  Hofpitals  the  proper  check  on  the  Surgeon  is  at 
the  Infpedor  General’s  Office  in  Town;  but  in  the  General  Hofpitals  the 
check  on  the  Purveyor  is  with  the  Military  Superintendant  and  principal 
Medical  Officer,  who  prefcribe  the  diet.  But,  though  in  thefe  refpeds 
the  two  Syftems  do  not  eftentially  differ,  yet  it  will  be  ea fy  to  fhew  that 
very  fuperior  advantages  attach  to  the  Regimental  Svftem  ; and  it  is  fatisfac- 
tory  to  us,  that  the  ftrong  opinion  which  we  entertain  on  this  fubjed  is  fully' 
fandioned  by  the  teftimony  of  thofe  whofe  experience  of  the  eftcds  of  both 
Syftems,  as  pradifed  at  home,  muft  add  weight  to  their  opinions.  Inftead, 
therefore,  of  dwelling  on  fuch  comparative  ftatement  of  expence,  as  from  the 
documents  in  our  pofteffion  we  might  be  able  to  extrad,  we  prefer  refting 
on  the  arguments  urged  by  the  Surgeon  and  Infpedor  General  in  1806 
to  the  Secretary  at  War,  to  induce  the  fuppreffion  of  certain  General 
Hofpitals. 

App*  N"  84.  On  the  9th  April  1806,  Mr.  Iveate  propofed  to  the  War  Office,  for  the 
approbation  of  the  Commander  in  Chief,  that  the  Syftem  on  which  the 
Cavalry  Depot  Hofpital  at  Maidftone  was  managed  fhould  be  changed  ; 
and  whereas  it  was  at  that  time  conduded  by  a Surgeon  of  the  Forces,  and 
principally  on  the  plan  of  a General  Hofpital,  receiving  its  fupplies  from 
London,  it  fhould  thenceforward  be  conduded  more  on  the  plan  of  a Re- 
gimental Hofpital,  the  Bedding  and  Utenlils  being  furnifhed  by  the  Bar- 
rack Department,  and  the  Surgeon  receiving  the  weekly  Stoppages  from 
the  rehdent  Paymafter.  In  fupport  of  his  opinion  that  the  change  would 
be  beneficial,  Mr.  Keate  adduced  the  fuceefs  which  had  attended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  propofed  mode  at  Deal  and  at  Hilfea  ; and  the  fuggeftion  meet- 
ing the  entire  concurrence  of  the  Infpedor  General,  who  confiders  the 
Regimental  Mode  as  combining  ftmplicity  of  Accounts  with  faving  of  Ex- 
pence, and  prompt  aid  to  the  ftck  Soldiers,  was  approved  by  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  and  fandioned  by  the  Secretary  at  War. 

In  June  of  the  fame  year,  Mr.  Knight  pointed  out  to  the  War  Office, 
that  the  Eftablifhment  at  Hilfea  rendered  the  General  Elofpital  at  Gofport 
unneceftary  ; and  its  luppreffion  was  alfo  refolved  upon,  and  carried  into 
effed  by  proper  authority. 

App*  M8  04..  (A.)  In  fupport,  and  in  explanation  of  thefe  opinions,  the  Surgeon  and  In- 
fpedor General  have  furnifhed  us  with  comparative  ftatements  of‘  the 
Expence  of  Gofport  General  Hofpital  and  Hilfea  Detachment  Hofpital ; 
the  refult  of  which  is,  that  the  Expence  per  Man  is  lets  by  one  half  at 
Hilfea,  on  the  fmall  number  of  twentv-two  Patients,  than  at  Gofport  on  the 
much  larger  number  of  one  hundred  and  fixty-five,  though,  ccctcris  paribus , 
it  is  prefumable  that  the  many  would  have  been  maintained  at  lefs  Ex- 
pence per  Man  than  the  few.  At  Hilfea,  the  yearly  Expence  per  Man 
was  thirteen  Pounds  four  Shillings ; at  Gofport,  twenty-feven  Pounds 
eleven  Shillings  and  three  Pence.  This  calculation,  fo  far  as  relates  to 
Hilfea,  was  made  on  the  Expenditure  of  fix  months  to  24th  December 
1806:  but  a fubfequent  Account  fhews  that  the  benefit  was  not  tempo- 
rary, and  that,  in  the  fubfequent  five  months,  the  Expenditure  was  25  per 
cent,  within  the  amount  of  the  Stoppages  from  the  Men.  ft  he  refult  of 
the  comparifpn  of  the  Expenditure  with  the  Stoppages  at  Maidftone  is 
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the  Stoppages  exceeded  the  Expenditure  by  about  30  per-cent. 

The  Reduction  of  Expence  in  the  Eftabliffiment  is  an  objedl  of  equal  v ' 

importance  in  the  change  of  the  SyRem  in  thefe  Hofpitals.  The  State- 
ment before  alluded  to  points  out  a difference  of  one  thouland  eight  him-  £.  1,800. 
dred  Pounds  per  annum  in  this  item  between  Hilfea  and  Gofport ; and  we 
notice  an  opinion  of  Colonel  Burnet,  that  the  Eftabliffiment  of  a General  App*  N°  24.  (D.) 
Hofpital  cannot  be  at  lefs  Expence  than  one  thouland  five  hundred  and  £.1,556.  31.  9 d. 
fifty  -fix  Pounds  three  Shillings  and  nine  Pence  per  annum  in  time  of  War, 
to  be  increafed  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  Patients  admitted  into  the 
Hofpital  : whereas  the  Eftabliff.ment  of  Hilfea  is  at  the  rate  of  only  four  £-425-  ib.  4 d. 
hundred  and  twenty-five  Pounds  lixteen  Shillings  and  four  Pence. 

The  obfervations  we  have  before  made  011  the  expence  of  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Patients  at  the  Foreign  Hofpital,  where  much  attention  is 
Rated  to  have  been  paid  to  ceconumv,  comes  in  aid  of  thefe  ftatements. 

Recurring -again,  therefore,  to  the  opinion  given  by  Mr.  Knight  and 
by  Dr.  Borland,  of  the  luperior  efficiency,  as  well  as  fuperior  oeconomy  of 
the  Regimental  SyRem,  we  cannot  fail  to  prefs  its  adoption  wherever  App*  Nos  8 & 23. 
practicable,  which  we  prefume  it  to  be  at  all  fixed  Rations,  as  it  is  Rated 
to  be  already  in  operation  in  the  WeR  Indies,  Sicily,  and  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  and  to  have  produced  moR  beneficial  refults  in  thole  fituations. 

We  underhand,  likewile,  that  at  Monte  Video,  the  Patients,  both  in  General 
and  Regimental  Hofpitals,  were  maintained  within  the  amount  of  the  Rop- 
pages,  under  the  Regulations  applicable  to  the  Regimental  SyRem. 

Dhe  Conlroul  over  the  Accounts  of  the  Army  Medical  Department  is  the  Controul  • of  Army 
only  fubdivifion  under  the  head  of  Expenditure  which  remains  to  be  con-  , Hol‘)  tal  Accol  ‘ ts- 
fidered. — In  our  Ratement  of  the  feveral  parts  of  this  Expenditure,  we 
have  already  anticipated  much  which  might  have  been  introduced  in  this 
place;  but  it  will  be  convenient  to  bring  the  fubjeCt  under  one  view;  and 
it  will  be  neceffary  to  notice  fome  matters  more  particularly  than  has 
hitherto  been  done. 

It  cannot  but  be  remarked  in  the  recapitulation  we  are  about  to  make, 
how  various  are  the  modes  of  directing  payments,  and  of  examining  and 
controuling  them,  in  the  fame  Department.  — Meffrs.  Trotters  bills  for  the 
articles  they  furnifh  are  delivered  to  the  War  Office,  and,  being  there 
finally  examined,  are  difeharged  by  Warrants  on  the  PaymaRer  General 
of  the  Army. — The  Bills  of  the  Apothecary  General,  having  been  cer- 
tified by  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  General  in  the  manner  we  have 
deferibed,  are  tranfmitted  to  the  Treafury  ; and  being  then  referred  to  the 
Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts  for  examination,  are  returned,  with  the 
Comptrollers  Report  of  the  refult ; and  are  afterwards  difeharged  by  War- 
rants addrefled  to  the  Pavmafier  General. — The  Pav  of  the  Chiefs  of  the

Department,  and  of  iuch  of  the  Officers  as  belong  to  the  Medical  Staff 
of  the  Army,  and  of  thofe  who  are  on  the  Half-Pay  Lifi,  makes  a part 
of  the  account  of  the  PaymaRer  General,  and  is  included  in  that  part  of 
it  which  is  annually  difeharged  by 'a  Warrant  from  the  Secretary  at  War. 

— The  Pay  of  the  Civil  Officers  of  the  Eftablifhment ; the  Contingencies 
of  the  Office ; the  Allowances  to,  and  the  Contingent  Charges  of  Hof- 
pital Staff  Officers  ; the  additional  Pay  to  Regimental  Surgeons  for  length 


of  iervice ; the  SubfiRence,  and  other  Exnences  attending 


on  General 
Hofpitals, 
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Hofpitals;  and  the  charge  for  Wine,  Spirits,  and  Porter  ; having  been 
recommended  by  the  Members  of  the  Board,  either  colleftively  or  indi- 
vidually (according  to  the  fubjeCt  matter)  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  and 
approved  by  him,  are  diicharged  from  the  funds  impreRed  to  the  Agent 
of  Army  Eloipitals,  by  the  PaymaRer  General ; and  fall  therefore  under 
the  final  examination  of  the  Auditors,  as  a part  of  the  PaymaRer  Gene- 
ral’s Accounts ; i.  e.  when  the  money  has  been  advanced  by  the  Agent 
on  account  for  any  of  thofe  Services ; for  if  it  has  been  paid  in  difcharge 
of  Tradefmens  Bills,  or  fixed  Services,  properly  authorized,  the  Auditors 
-confine  their  enquiry  merely  to  the  produflion  of  Receipts  from  the  parties 
to  whom  the  money  has  been  paid. — The  expences  of  the  Regimental  Hof- 
pita  Is  are  paid  by  the  Roppages  from  the  Pay  of  the  Sick ; and  the  accounts 
of  thefe  Hofpitals  appear  to  be  finally  audited  by  the  Infpedor  General. 

The  accounts  of  the  Foreign  Hofpitals  at  Eling  and  Lymington  are 
tranfmitted,  purfuant  to  a regulation  of  1800,  as  we  have  already  fhewn, 
through  the  Agent  of  the  Foreign  Corps  to  the  Army  Medical  Board  for 
examination,  and  are  then  returned  to  the  Agent ; and,  after  being  again 
examined  by  the  Accountant  in  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  War  Office, 
make  a part  of  the  Vouchers  delivered  by  the  Agent  to  the  Audit  Office, 
and  are  confequentlv  finally  examined  by  the  Auditors  : for  the  money  is 
Blued  on  account  to  the  Chief  Phyfician  Infpedor  and  the  Purveyor  of  the 
Foreign  Hofpital  ERabiilhment.  The  accounts  of  the  Hofpitals  at  the 
Rations  abroad  never  come  before  the  Army  Medical  Board  ; but  having 
been  certified  by  the  Chief  of  the  Medical  Staff  at  the  Ration,  and  approved 
by  the  Commander  in  Chief  there,  are  fubmitted  to  the  examination  of 
the  Auditors ; for  the  money  is  iffued  on  account  by  the  Deputy  PaymaRer 
General,  under  the  function  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  on  the  Ration, 
to  the  aft  mg  Purveyors. 

Our  General  Obfervations  arifing  out  of  this  Statement  are,  iR.  That, 
owing  to  the  variety  of  the  modes  in  which  money  is  iflued  for  the  fervice 
of  the  Department,  its  whole  expence  is  never  fubmitted  in  one  view  to 
the  attention  of  the  Leg’.flature  : — and,  2dly.  That,  owing  to  the  variety  of 
the  modes  in  which  the  different  payments  are  controuled,  no  affiffance  is 
obtained  for  checking  one  fpecies  of  Expenditure  by  another,  or  of  pro- 
ducing an  uniformity  and  conliRency  in  it.  We  may  illuRrate  this  laR 
oblervation  by  pointing  out  that  the  Auditors,  who  finally  examine  the 
Accounts  of  General  Hofpitals, do  not  fee  thofe  of  the  Regimental  Hofpitals, 
and  therefore  have  no  means  of  comparing  one  with  the  other,  and  thereby 
of  judging  of  the  fuperiority  of  the  one  mode  over  the  other  in  providing  for 
the  fick  Soldier.  Neither  from  their  examination  of  the  expence  of  theOffice 
ERabiilhment  can  they  be  informed  that  the  AffiRants  have  a large  Staff 
Pay  in  addition  to  their  Office  Pay  ; or  that  a Purveyor  makes  a part  of 
the  ERabiilhment ; for  the  Pay  of  thefe  Officers  is  included  in  that  of  the 
Staff  of  the  Army,  which  is  controuled  at  the  War  Office : and  the 
Comptrollers,  in  the  examination  of  the  Apothecary  General’s  Bills, 
cannot  check  his  charges  by  comparing  them  with  thofe  of  Meffrs. 
Trotters,  bv  whom  many  fimilar  articles  have  been  fupplied. 

It  will  appear  hereafter,  that,  with  a view  of  obviating  the  inconve- 
niences Rated  in  our  General  Obfervations,  we  have  propofed  an  entire 
change  in  the  SyRem  of  iffuing  Money  for  the  fervices  of  the  Department, 
and  0/  accounting  for  its  Expenditure, 
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We  fhall  confine  our  Remarks  on  the  mode  obferved  in  examining  the 
'different  Accounts  before  enumerated,  to  thofe  of  the  General  Hofpitals 
at  Home,  including  under  that  defcription  the  Foreign  Hofpitals  at 
Eling  and  Lymington  ; for  it  does  not  occur  to  us  to  add  to  what  we 
have  already  hated  relative  to  the  other  Accounts  for  Medical  Services  at 
Home  ; and  we  deem  it  unneceffary  to  notice  in  this  place  the  mode  in 
which  it  appears  the  examination  of  the  Purveyors  Accounts  at  Stations 
Abroad  is  conduced  at  the  Audit  Orifice,  notwithifanding,  that  for  the 
purpole  of  obtaining  fome  information  on  the  lubjecl,  we  procured  from 
the  Office  the  Accounts  of  Mr.  Vincent  Wood,  a Purveyor  during  the  laft 
war  in  Flanders,  which  have  been  a long  time  under  their  examination  : 
thefe  laft  Accounts  appeared  to  be  open  to  much  obfervation,  but  it  is  not 
applicable  to  the  conduft  of  bufmefs  in  the  Department  now  under 
revifion. 

The  Accounts  of  the  Foreign  Hofpitals,  under  Dr.  Verfturme’s  fuper- 
intendance,  are  tranfmitted  for  examination,  as  we  have  obferved,  to  the 
Army  Medical  Board.  On  an  infpection  of  fome  of  the  Quarterly  Ab- 
-ftracts  returned  from  the  Office  to  the  Agent  for  the  Foreign  Corps,  it 
appears  that  the  certificates  on  them  imply  a mere  companion  of  the 
vouchers  produced  with  the  items  in  the  Abftrad',  and  that  this  companion, 
has  been  made  not  by  the  Board,  but  by  the  Surgeon  General  and  I nfpeclor 
G eneral  only,  and  that  individually  ; the  former  certifying  that  “ he  has 
“ examined  the  Account  with  the  Vouchers,  and  has  found  them  corredt 
and  the  latter,  that  “ he  has  examined  the  Account  with  the  Vouchers, 

“ and  has  found  it  correct  as  to  its  amount.”  An  examination  of  this 
nature  does  not  afford,  it  fhould  feem,  a more  iatisfadlory  check  on  the 
Expenditure  than  is  derived  from  the  examination  of  the  fame  Account  by 
the  Accountant  in  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  War  Office,  by  whom 
it  is  examined  as  a part  of  the  Agent’s  difcharge  for  the  films  blued 
to  him. 

But  the  mode  of  examination  of  the  Britifh  General  Hofpitals  Accounts 
is  more  particularly  to  be  noticed.  Even  at  the  time  when  Mr.  Keate  held 
:the  Office  of  I nfpeclor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries,  or  prior  to  1798,  it 
appears  that  he  examined  thefe  Accounts,  and  certified  them  to  the  Se- 
cretary at  War.  How  inefficient  this  examination  was,  may  be  collected 
from  the  information  communicated  to  us  by  one  of  the  Auditor’s  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts,  and  from  the  ftatement  which  we  fhall  prefently  make  re- 
lative to  the  Accounts  of  the  Purveyor  of  Plymouth  Hofpital.  It  was 
from  the  experience  probably  of  this  inefficiency,  that  the  Secretary  at 
War,  in  1803,  thought  proper  to  recommend  the  new  appointment  of  a 
Comptroller  of  Army  Hofpital  Accounts,  with  the  falary  of  forty  Shil- 
lings per  diem,  which  was  conferred  on  Mr.  Knight,  at  that  time  Infpedlor 
General  of  Army  Hofpitals.  Previous  to  this,  however,  the  Military  Su- 
perintendant  and  principal  Medical  Officer  of  the  General  Hofpitals,  had 
been  directed  to  examine  and  certify  the  Purveyor’s  Accounts,  and  the  Sur- 
geon General  ftiil  retained  his  fuperintendance  and  controul  over  them. 
Thefe  Accounts,  therefore,  fince  Auguft  1803,  have  undergone  four  fe- 
parate  examinations  : for  they  are  firft  examined  and  certified  by  the  Mi- 
litary Superintendant  and  principal  Medical  Officer  of  the  Hofpital,  by 
whom  they  are  tranfmitted  to  the  Surgeon  General ; he  then  examines  and 
•6U  T certifies 
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certifies  them,  and  hands  them  over  to  the  Comptroller ; who,  having 
alfo  examined  and  certified  them,  returns  them  to  the  Surgeon  General ; 
and  they  are  then  lent  to  the  Auditors  of  Public  Accounts,  by  whom  they 
are  finally  examined.  The  three  firR  of  thefe  Examinations  are  not  merely 
a verifying  of  the  items  by  the  Receipts  ; for  the  firR  Certificate  Rates, 
“ that  the  articles  have  been  drawn  by  Authority,  and  have  been  expended 
“ folely  for  the  ufe  of  the  Hofpital,  and  according  to  the  Regulations 
and  Mr.  Keate  fays,  that  “ in  no  cafe  are  thele  Accounts  laid  before  the 
“ Comptroller  until  every  poffible  means  have  been  made  ufe  of  to  afcer- 
“ tain  the  propriety  of  the  Expenditure,  and  the  arithmetical  accuracy  of 
“ the  Account and  Mr.  Knight  fays,  that  “ in  examining  the  fame  Ac- 
u counts,  he  feeks  for  the  Authorities,  and  queRions  any  irregular  unbe- 
fC  coming  Expenditure  on  the  face  of  the  Accounts  ; and  he  enquires 
“ alfo,  as  far  as  he  can  judge,  into  the  juRnefs  of  the  charges  in  them.” — 
The  Accounts  which  are  now  examined  with  fuch  extraordinary  attention 
are  thofe  of  the  Purveyors  of  the  only  remaining  General  Hofpitals,  viz. 
the  York  Hofpital  at  Chclfea,  and  the  Depot  Hofpital  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight, 
the  average  annual  amount  of  whole  Expenditure  cannot  be  confiderable. 

Were  thefe  Hofpitals  conducted  on  the  Regimental  or  Detachment  plan, 
no  Money  would  be  drawn  from  the  Agent  ; but  the  Stoppages  from  the 
pay  of  the  Sick  would  be  immediately  applicable  to  their  fupport ; and,  if 
that  Fund  was  not  Efficient  for  the  purpofe,  the  Deficiency  would  be 
drawn  for,  and  the  Accounts  of  the  Expenditure  would  be  examined  and 
controuled  by  the  Inipedtor  General  alone.  This  confequence  would  be 
Efficient  of  itfelf,  we  imagine,  to  produce  a change  in  the  Syftem  of  con- 
ducing thefe  Hofpitals,  although  our  future  Recommendation  of  placing  all 
the  Accounts  of  the  Department  under  one  final  examination  and  controul 
fhould  not  be  adopted. 

The  Accounts  of  the  Plymouth  Hofpital,  to  which  we  fhall  now  advert, 
are  thofe  of  Dr.  Boone,  who  ached  as  Purveyor  of  that  Hofpital  during  the 
years  1796,  1797^  and  179?.  It  appears  that  in  1798,  the  Auditors  of 
Public  Accounts,  having  taken  into  confideration  the  Accounts  of  Mr. 
Window,  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals,  and  obferving  that  the  payments 
made  by  him  were  authorized  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  Mr.  Keate,  then  InlpeCor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries,  afked  of 
Mr.  Keate  whether  the  claims,  the  payment  of  which  he  had  recommended, 
had  undergone  any  examination  by  him,  or  any  one  in  his  Department. 
Mr.  Keate,  in  his  anfwer,  informed  the  Board  that  thofe  Accounts  had 
been  previoufly  examined  in  his  office.  The  Auditors,  on  a confideration 
of  this  Letter  and  other  documents,  very  properly,  in  our  opinion,  refolved 
that  the  Agent  was  a mere  Cafhier,  whofe  Accounts  were  to  be  diRharged 
by  the  receipts  of  the  parties  for  the  payments  which  had  been  autho- 
rized by  the  Secretary  at  War,  after  an  inveRigation  of  the  Bills  by  the 
Inlpeclor.  On  a fubfequent  examination  of  fome  of  the  Accounts  of  the 
Purveyors  and  others,  to  whom  money,  on  the  recommendation  of  Mr. 
Keate,  had  been  imprefled  to  the  Agent  for  the  ufe  of  the  Holpitals,  fuch 
confiderable  errors  were  found  in  them,  that  the  Auditors  thought  proper 
to  reprefent  the  matter  to  the  Secretary  at  War.  Letters  were  afterwards 
received  from  Mr.  Keate  by  the  Auditors,  relative  to  the  due  expenditure 
of  feveral  fums  imprefled  on  his  recommendation  ; in  one  of  which  he 
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! Rates,  that  with  refpedt  to  the  fum  of  eight  thoufand  two  hundred  Pounds 
; advanced  to  Dr.  Boone,  he  was  perfedtly  fatisfied  that  it  had  been,  from 
time  to  time,  properly  and  advantageoufly  expended  for  theufeofthe  Sick. 
Of  another  Purveyor,  he  hates,  that  being  an  Officer  of  great  refpedtability,  he 
was  perfectly  convinced  the  Sum  advanced  to  him  had  been  duly  expended 
for  the  Service  : — And  he  gives  the  fame  reafon  for  his  fatisfadlion  with  the 
! Expenditure  of  feveral  other  Medical  Gentlemen  to  whom  money  had  been 
imprefted  : and  he  adds,  that  he  had  given  the  moft  pofitive  diredlions  to  thofe 
to  whom  money  was  imprefted,  to  render  a fatisfadlory  fratement  of  it ; and 
that  he  had  every  reafon  to  believe  that  juftice  had  been  done  to  the  Public  in 
j all  Inch  cafes.  Notwithstanding,  however,  thefe  affuranees  of  Mr.  Keate, 
Dr.  Boone  was  required  to  deliver  in  an  Account  of  the  Expenditure  of 
i the  above  fum  of  eight  thouland  two  hundred  Pounds.  It  is  Hated  to  us, 
that  on  an  examination  of  this  and  other  Accounts  in  the  Audit  Office,  it 
, was  found  that  they  were  fo  full  of  errors,  as  proved  that  they* could  not 
have  undergone  any  fatisfadlory  examination  for  the  purpole  of  Audit 
before  they  were  tranfmitted  to  the  Auditors.  Some  of  the  errors  in  Dr. 
Boone’s  Account  were  particularly  pointed  out  to  us ; but  they  were  of  lo 
extraordinary  a nature,  that  it  was  thought  ft  a deputation  of  our  Board 
i fhould  attend  at  the  Audit  Office,  and  afcertain  the  ffatement  by  their  own 
inlpeftion.  This  infpedtion  afforded  ample  confirmation  of  the  faffs 

alledged;  viz.  “ That  Vouchers  had  been  altered  for  the  purpole  of  intro- 
ducing larger  turns  than  they  originally  imported  ; that  double  credits  had 
been  taken  for  the  fame  fervices  ; and  that  items  of  charge  were  intro- 
duced into  the  Abffradt  for  larger  turns  than  the  Vouchers  juffified.” 

Dr.  Boone’s  Accounts,  when  firff  fubmitted  to  the  Auditors,  were  unac- 
companied by  any  Receipt  or  Voucher,  except  Bills  of  ParceE,  purporting 
| to  be  thofe  of  the  Tradefmen  employed;  the  figures  on  the  face  of  many  of 
them  appearing  to  be  altered.  The  Auditors  called  for  Receipts,  as  necef- 
| fary  ■ Vouchers  attendant  on  the  Bills  of  Parcels;  but  they  were  witl| 
difficulty  obtained,  through  the  affiftance  of  the  Surgeon  General,  by 
j perfons  lent  exprefsly  for  the  purpole  to  Plymouth.  The  Receipts  thus 
procured  are  attached  to  duplicate  Bills  of  Parcels,  on  which  no  fuch 
erafures  as  thofe  before-mentioned  have  been  made.  We  compared  thefe 
laft  documents  with  the  Bills  of  Parcels  firff  lent  in  as  Vouchers  with  Dr. 
Boone’s  Accounts  ; and  we  found,  that  in  each  inffance  in  which  an  erafure 
appeared  in  the  fum  of  the  firff  Bills  of  Parcels,  the  charge  is  greater,  bv 
the  lubftitution  of  a figure  of  higher  denomination,  than  in  the  fecond,  or 
correlponding  Bill  ot  Parcels  and  Receipt : and  we  entertain,  therefore, 
f no  doubt  of  the  attempted  fraud  on  the  Public  by  Dr.  Boone  under  the  firff 
head. 

A very  glaring  inffance  of  a double  credit  was.  fubmitted  to  our  exa- 
mination, which  could  not  have  efcaped  the  moff  fuperficial  inveffigation 
of  the  Accounts.  In  his  Account  Current,  Dr.  Boone  takes  credit  for  his 
Monthly  Expenditure,  which  in  1796,  is  as  follows:  —

4 s.  id.  after  enume- 
rating the  particulars  of  the  charge  of  £.612.  1 54.  10 d.  for  May,  goes 
on  thus :

On  a companion  of  the  component  parts  of  the  £.  2,359.  2J‘*  l°d-  it  is  \ 
obvious,  therefore,  that  the  total  Expenditure  of  March,  April,  May,  j 
and  June  1 796,  together  / 2,637.  3s • 4^*  is  twice  charged. 

Dr.  Boone  has  alfo  availed  himfelf  of  another  mode  of  impofition  ; 
each  Monthly  Abftradl  includes  a charge,  “ Small  Bills,  as  per  Abftradt 
and  in  January  1797,  the  Sum  charged  is  £.  39.  9 s.  ^\d.  The  Abftradt 
is  a paper  enumerating  the  names  and  occupations  of  various  perfons,  to 
whom  money  is  Rated  to  have  been  paid,  but  unfupported  by  any  Vouch- 
ers. Amongft  thofe  obtained  by  the  Auditors  are  found  the  Bills  or  Ac- 
counts delivered  by  Air.  Gibbons,  the  Clerk  and  Storekeeper  to  the  Hof- 
pital,  to  Dr.  Boone,  and  which  appear  to  have  formed  the  balls  of  this 
Monthly  Charge,  and  a few  Tradelmens  Bills.  A companion  of  thefe 
Documents  produces  the  following  refult.

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We  learn  that  the  fame  pradtice  prevailed  umverfally  in  thefe  monthly 
charges  for  fmall  bills  ; and  it  appears  that,  in  two  years,  Gibbons’s  charge 
of  ^.428.  13^.  8fc/.  was  increafed  by  Dr.  Boone  to  ^740.  $s.  old . ; what 
the  amount  paid  to  the  Tradefmen  was,  it  is  now  probably  impcffible  to 
difcover.  We  annex  a copy  of  the  Examination  of  Gibbons,  taken  before 
the  Auditors,  to  obviate  the  poffibility  of  doubt  in  the  inferences  we  have 
drawn. 

We  by  no  means  date  the  preceding  facts  as  the  only  objection0,  which 
may  be  brought  again  ft  Dr.  Boone,  or  as  any  evidence  of  the  extent  to 
which  he  may  have  defrauded  the  Public,  on  an  account  amounting  to 
twentv-three  thoufand  Pounds ; but  we  adduce  them  as  affording  cbnvinc- 
ing  proof  how  little  reliance  is  to  be  placed  on  official  examination  of 
Accounts,  where  the  controuling  Officer  thinks  fit  to  confide,  as  Mr. 
Keate  appears,  from  his  Letter  to  the  Auditors  of  February  1803,  to  have, 
•done,  in  the  integrity  of  the  Accountant.  But  in  Align  ft  1805,  Mr.  Keate 
informed  the  Board  of  Auditors,  that  when  the  Hofpital  Accounts  firft 
came  before  him  at  the  periods  of  the  expenditure  being  incurred,  he 
conceived  it  to  be  his  duty  only  to  examine  into  the  nature  and  propriety 
of  the  articles  charged,  as  far  as  he  was  enabled  from  occafional  inspection. 
Returns  and  Correlpondence,  to  form  a judgment  thereon;  and  that  he 
left  the  detection  of  arithmetical  errors  to  his  Clerk,  as  his  own  time  was 
too  much  occupied  to  attend  to  them.  And  in  the  lame  Letter,  he  ftates, 
that  the  colledfion  of  the  Receipts,  their  accuracy  and  prefervation,  he  al- 
ways  "thought  the  duty  of  the  Agent  of  Array  1 loipitals,  and  he  therefore 
had  never  paid  attention  to  the  lubjedh  But  we  cannot  admit  that < Mr. 
Keate’s  obiervation  is  well  founded  : in  our  opinion,  the  Agent  performs 
his  duty  when  he  makes  his  payments  under  proper  authority,  and  pre- 
ferves  the  evidences  of  the  Authority  and  of  the  Payment.  It  was  the  duty 

J ■ J J 

of  the  perfon  who  undertook  an  examination  into  the  propriety  of  the  Ser- 
vices, and  who  recommended  the  payment  for  thefe  Services  after  fiuch  fup- 
pofed  examination,  to  have  been  a fibred  that  the  Accounts  were  in  every 
’relpedt  corredt,  and  to  have  taken  care  that  there  were  documents  to  verify 
them.  This,  however,  it  appears  has  not  been  done  by  the  Surgeon 
General ; and  that  it  is  only  of  late,  as  he  fays,  “ he  has  voluntarily 
taken  that  trouble  on  himfelf,  in  order  to  prevent  the  confufion  that  here- 
tofore exifted.” 

In  the  ftate  in  which  this  matter  has  been  found,  it  may,  doubtfefs,  be 
readily  conceded  to  the  Auditor  whom  we  examined,  that  “ the  Hofpital' 
Accounts  not  having  been  properly  controuled  and  examined  at  the  time 
by  the  perfons  whole  duty  it  was  to  have  compared  the  Abftradts  with  the 
Vouchers,  as  the  only  means  of  judging  of  their  accuracy,  the  many 
errors  which  might  have  been  effectually  detected  and  provided  for  at  the 
period  of  the  expenditure,  are  now  wholly  out  of  the  reach  of  fatisfudfory 
examination.”  > 

It  is  become  material,  however,  to  know  what  progrefs  has  been  made 
in  the  examination  of  thefe  Accounts  at  the  Audit  Office,  the  confide  ra- 
tion of  which,  it  appears,  was  taken  up  io  long  ago  as  the  year  1798. 
Without  enumerating  in  this  place  the  different  Accounts  deferibed  by 
Mr.  Moore  in  his  Examination,  it  may  be  collected  that  all  are  under  a 
courfe  of  examination  ; and  that  the  examination  of  feme  of  them  is  nearly* 
concluded.  But  it  feems  that  it  has  been  thought  expedient  to  refer  iome 
of  thefe  Accounts  (for  expences  incurred  before  his  appointment)  to  the 
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Comptroller  of  Army  Hofpital  Accounts  : one  of  them,  for  Expenditure 
in  Chatham  Hofpital,  finally  fuppreffed  in  the  year  1805,  is  Rated  to  have 
been  under  Mr.  Knight’s  revifon  in  May  1 807  ; but  in  October  laR,  it 
was  Rated,  that  his  other  occupations  had  not  permitted  him  to  pay  anv 
attention  to  it.  This  Account  is  certainly  deferving  of  dole  inveRDation  : 
for  the  Money  drawn  between  the  25th  September  1800  and  the  16th 
July  1801,  amounted  to  nine  thoufand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
£. 9,998.  8*.  3^.  Pounds  eight  Shillings  and  three  Pence;  and  as  the  number  of  Patients 
during  that  period,  in  Chatham  Hofpital,  was,  on  an  average,  only  299, 
their  maintenance  appears  to  have  coR  nearly  two  Shillings  and  three 
Pence  per  diem  for  each  man.

At  the  clofe  of  this  divifion  of  our  Report,  we  wifhed  to  have  fubjoined 
a Statement  of  the  total  annual  average  Expence  of  the  Army  Medical 
Department : but  we  have  very  little  evidence  of  the  Expence  of  the 
Hofpitals  abroad  ; and  we  cannot  Rate  the  amount  of  the  Supply  furnifhed 
bv  the  Barrack  Office.  We  have  given,  however,  luch  an  account  as  the 
Documents  in  our  poffeffon  enable  us  to  give  : but  it  does  not  include  the 
Pay  of  the  Regimental  Medical  Staff,  nor  the  Expences,  except  of  Medi- 
cines, of  the  Regimental  Holpitals  ; for  the  firR  forms  part  of  the  fum  total 
of  the  Pay  of  each  Regiment,  and  the  laR  are  defrayed  from  the  Stoppages 
out  of  the  patient’s  pay. 

The  money  iffued  to  Mr.  Window  has  amounted  on  an  average,  as  we 
have  fhewn,  to  f ftv-five  thoufand  Pounds  per  annum  : out  of  this  are  paid 
the  expences  of  the  Office,  including  the  ERabliffiment  and  contingencies  ; 
the  Lodging-money,  and  other  allowances,  of  the  Hofpital  Staff;  the  addi- 
tional pay  to  Regimental  Surgeons  for  length  of  Service  ; the  pay  of  the 
Hofpital  Mates  at  home,  and  in  Canada  and  Jamaica  ; the  Expences  of  the 
General  Holpitals  at  home ; with  fome  other  items  of  charge.  The  pay 
of  the  heads  of  the  Department,  including  the  pay  of  the  Comptroller  of 
Army  Hofpital  Accounts,  is  two  thoufand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  Pounds 
per  annum  : that  of  the  Hofpital  Staff,  on  full  and  half-pay  (exclulive  of 
luch  of  the  Hofpital  Mates  as  are  paid  by  Mr.  Window,  as  above),  amounts 
to  feventy-nine  thoufand  two  hundred  and  feventy-nine  Pounds.  The 
average  amount  of  Meffrs.  Trotters  Bills  is  forty-five  thoufand  Pounds 
per  annum ; and  of  the  Apothecary  General’s,  Rxty-feven  thoufand  three 
hundred  and  forty  Pounds  per  annum  : making  therefore,  altogether,  two 
hundred  and  forty-nine  thoufand  live  hundred  and  thirty-nine  Pounds. 
To  this  fum  ffiould  be  added  the  expence  of  the  Military  Superintendance, 
calculated  for  the  year  ending  December  1806,  at  about  one  thoufand  eight 
hundred  Pounds,  and,  as  has  been  fhewn,  may  be  taken  at  nearly  the  fame 
fum  for  the  year  1 807;  and  the  Expence  alfo  of  the  Foreign  Hofpitals  at  Eiing 
and  Lymington,  which,  as  far  as  can  be  judged  from  the  fum  drawn  from 
the  Agent  for  the  ufe  of  thefe  Hofpitals,  during  the  year  1805  (that  being 
the  laR  year  that  the  pay  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  thefe  Hofpitals  was 
drawn  from  the  Agent),  amounts  to  above  three  thoufand  Pounds.

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WE  have  now  completed  our  Enquiry  into  the  concerns  of  the  Army 
Medical  Department,  according  to  the  courfe  which  we  originally  pre- 
fcribed  to  ourlelves.  Our  remaining  duty  is,  to  ftate  luch  oblervations  as 
have  occurred  for  preventing  Abufes  and  Irregularities  in  this  Department, 
and  for  the  better  conducing  of  its  Bufinefs  in  future.  This  part  of  our 
duty  may  be  foon  executed  : for  it  muft  have  been  feen,  in  the  perufal  of 
the  preceding  Statement,  that  fuggeftions  for  improvement  have  been  fre- 
quently hated,  with  the  information  on  which  they  were  founded  ; by 
which  method,  we  conceived  that  the  juft  nets  ot  the  Recommendations 
would  be  beft  appreciated. 

Under  the  firft  Diviiion,  therefore,  of  the  fubjecl,  we  have  noticed  the 
impropriety  of  employing  perfons  as  Affiftants  to  the  Surgeon  and  Infipec- 
tor  General,  who,  in  addition  to  their  Office  Pay,  have  the  Pay  and  Emo- 
luments, as  well  as  Rank,  attached  to  lervice  of  a very  different  deficrip- 
tion. — And,  having-  (hewn  the  Mode  in  which  Money  has  been  advanced  • 
for  a part  of  the  Expenditure  of  the  Department,  we  propofed  the  dis- 
continuance of  the  Office  of  Agent,  as  being  an  unneceftary  expence. 
Under  the  fame  Diviiion,  we  queftioned  the  propriety  of  an  additional 
allowance  to  the  Deputy  Infpedtors  when  abfent  on  duty  above  fifteen  miles 
from  Home,  at  the  time  that  they  had  an  allowance  of  forage  for  two  horfes, 
and  when  their  foie  duty  was  that  of  Infpeffion,  for  which  their  ordinary  Pay 
muft  be  confidered  as  the  intended  compenfation.  And  although  we  ad- 
mitted, with  much  fatisfadlion,  the  Improvement  which  had  been  intro- 
duced into  the  Regimental  Hofpitais  under  the  inlpetftion  of  experienced 
Army  Medical  Officers,  we  intimated,  that  the  Syftem  being  now  well 
eftabliffied,  a much  lefs  expenfive,  and  a lefs  interfering  controul,  might 
probably  be  fufficiently  edectual  hereafter.  We  fhall  prefently  offer  a pre- 
cife  fuggeftion  on  this  point. — We  next  expreffed  a doubt,  whether  the 
rank  of  Purveyor  fhould  be  continued  in  the  Service,  now  that  the  Com- 
miflary  General  provides  for  the  Hofpitais  abroad  almoft  all  the  articles  of 
fubfiftence  : for  we  think,  that  if  the  Purveyor  is  now  a mere  Steward  or 
Storekeeper,  perfons  with  the  rank  and  pay  of  finch  defcription  of  Officers 
fhould  be  appointed  to  the  fituation.  If  another  of  our  Recommendations 
be  adopted,  the  Office  of  Purveyor  muft  be  difcontinued  of  courfe ; for  it 
is  not  found  in  thofie  Hofpitais  which  are  conducted  on  the  Regimental  or 
Detachment  plan. 

An  attention  to  the  Public  Service,  and  Public  Economy,  requires  cer- 
tainly a ftridt  adherence  to  the  directions  in  His  Majefty’s  Warrant  of  the 
j 2th  March  1798,  that  the  Half-pay  Lift  fhould  be  firft  refolded  to  for 
the  fiupply  of  all  Officers  of  the  Hofpital  Staff ; which  is  the  next  matter 
noticed  by  us  in  the  firft  Diviiion  of  thejhbjedt.  On  this  point  we  have 
-only  further  to  recommend,  that  the  prefent  Half-pay  Lift  fhould  be  care- 
fully examined,  for  the  purpole  of  afcertaining  whether  any  efficient  Of- 
ficers can  be  obtained  from  it,  and  whether  all  who  may  decline  to  go  on 
aftive  employ  are  juftly  entitled  to  retain  their  Half-pay  as  a reward  for 
paft  Services. 

We  afterwards  admit,  that  if  there  be  a neceffity  for  the  continuance  of 
ally  General  Hofpitais  at  home,  it  may  be  fit  that  they  fhould  be  fiuper- 
intended  by  experienced  Military  men  : but  we  exprefis  an  opinion,  that 
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there  is  noreafon  for  continuing  two  Military  Superintendants  at  the  York 
Hofpital ; nor  for  appointing  Field  Officers  to  this  duty  ; nor  for  allow- 
ing them  forage  for  horfes,  whilft  their  duty  is  entirely  confined  to  one  foot. 

We  next  review  the  General  Hoipital  Syftem,  which  has  been  carried  to 
fo  great  an  extent  under  the  fuperintendance  of  the  Army  Medical  Board. 
We  give  the  opinions  of  experienced  Medical  Officers,  that  it  has  been  at- 
tended with  file  ft  deftrucHve  confequences  to  the  tick  Soldiers,  and  that  it 
has  produced  great  expenditure  and  vrafre  of  every  kind  ; and  having 
fliewn  the  advantages  derived  from  the  adtual  ufe  of  another  Syfiem,  we 
recommended  the  entire  difcontinuance  of  the  iormer,and  that  the  Hofpitals, 
both  at  Home  and  Abroad,  whether  they  receive  the  fick  of  the  Armv 
generally,  or  thole  of  a particular  Regiment  only,  fhould  be  managed 
Regimentally  ; that  is,  on  a reduced  fcale  of  Officers  and  fervants,  and  on 
the  principle  of  providing  all  the  articles  of  fubfiffence  on  the  fpot,  and  of 
a ipeedy  examination  and  fettlement  of  all  Accounts. 

We  then  notice,  as  a part  of  the  Army  Medical  Eftablifhment,  the 
Hofpitals  at  Eling  and  Lymington,  in  which  the  fick  belonging  to  the 
Foreign  Corps  in  our  Service  are  accommodated.  The  Statement  which 
we  have  given  of  the  Eftablifhment  and  Expenditure  of  thole  Hofpitals, 
indue, ed  us  to  fpeak  with  approbation  of  the  attention  to  oeconomy  in  the 
management  of  them.  But  we,  at  the  fame  time,  fhewed  the  expediency 
of  putting  thole  Hofpitals  alio  on  the  Regimental  footing ; and  we 
iuggefred,  that  at  all  events,  Dr.  Verfturme’s  propofal  of  removing  the 
Eling  Hofpital  to  Lymington,  and  the  placing,  confequently,  all  the  fick  of 
the  Foreign  Corps  under  one  Eftablifhment,  was  highly  deferving  of  con- 
sideration. 

Our  Obfervation  refpecling  the  Regimental  Staff,  which  is  next  brought 
under  view,  is,  that  on  the  Home  Service  at  leaff,  it  is  larger  than  appears 
to  be  requilite  ; and  we  fuggeft,  that  when  the  prefent  mode  of  controuling 
the  Regimental  Hofpital  Accounts  fhalibe  deemed  to  be  fufficiently  under- 
flood,  and  afled  on,  it  might  be  convenient  to  leave  this  fuperintendance 
and  controul  with  the  Commanding  Officer,  affifred  by  the  Paymafter  and 
Surgeon  of  each  Regiment ; when  the  interference  of  a fuperior  Medical 
Authority  would  be  confined  to  the  Expenditure  of  Medical  Stores,  and 
the  profeffional  treatment  of  the  fick. 

Thefe  are  the  fuggefiions  which  we  have  hitherto  prepofed  refpefling 
the  fir  ft:  divifion  of  the  fubjeft,  or  the  Eftablifhment  of  the  Army  Medical 
Department. 


Under  the  head  of  Expenditure , we  have  entered  lomewhat  largely  into 
the  confideration  of  the  fiipply  of  Articles  uluallv  furhifhed  by  the  Apo- 
thecary General.  We  have  fhewn  that  there  has  been  great  inattention  to 
the  Public  Intereft  in  the  quantity,  affortment,  and  difpofal  of  the  articles 
ordered  from  him,  and  in  the  prices  which  have  been  allowed  for  them ; 
and  we  have  pointed  out  a courfe  of  proceeding,  which,  if  rigidly  followed, 
will,  we  trufi,  very  much  reduce  the  expence  in  this  moft  important  part 
of  the  Medical  Expenditure  of  the  Army. 

Refpecling  Hofpital  Stores,  an  expenditure  alfo  of  great  moment  in 
this  Department,  our  foie  recommendation  at  prefent  is,  that  the  very 
large  quantities  of  thefe  articles  now  in  fiore  fhould  be  ufed,  or  difpofed 
-of,  before  others  are  provided  ; and  that  in  future  fuch  Stores  fhould  not 
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Re  provided  until  there  was  a reafonable  aflurance  that  they  would  be 
wanted;  and,  laRly,  that  when  requifitions  are  made  in  future  for  fuch  ( 
Hofpital  articles  as  could  be  furnitlied  in  the  neighbourhood,  the  prices  at 
which  they  could  be  procured  ffiould  be  Rated,  in  order  that  it  might  be 
judged  whether  it.  would  not  be  more  ceconomical  to  procure  them  on  the 
ipot  than  to  fend  them  from  London.  We  have  confined  our  obfervations 
to  this  objedt  alone,  became  Meffrs.  Trotters,  who  have  fupplied  thefe 
articles,  have  fupplied  Camp  Equipage  to  a much  larger  amount  on  ac- 
count of  the  War  Office  ; and  therefore  we  have  poftponed  the  confide  ra- 
tion of  the  lyRern  purfued  in  this  Supply  to  our  Report  on  that  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Checks  on  the  I Rues  and  Expenditure  of  Medicines  and  Purveyors 
Stores  became  the  next  material  objedl  of  our  Enquiry.  On  this  head  it 
appeared,  that  until  of  late  there  mu  ft  have  been  great  defedfs  in  the 
.Syftem,  from  which,  probably,  much  lofs  has  followed.  But  wepropofed 
no  alteration  in  the  prefent  Syftem  ; for  it  affords,  in  our  opinion,  the 
requilite  Checks  and  Information.  In  our  view  of  the  mode  in  which  the 
articles  of  Wine,  Spirits,  and  Porter,  have  been  provided  for  the  ufe  of 
the  LLofpitals,  we  merely  recommend  that  the  prelent  practice  of  pro- 
curing them,  at  home  on  the  fpot,  fhould  be  continued  m preference  to 
the  lupplying  them  from  London,  which  under  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Keate 
had  been  ufual,  to  lb  great  an  amount,  for  many  years  paft. 

We  were  led  in  our  consideration  of  the  fupply  ot  Subflftence,  or  of 
articles  of  daily  confumption  in  General  Hofpitals,  to  notice  feme  parti- 
culars, which  the  wed  the  fuperior  advantage  of  managing  thefe  Hofpitals 
on  the  Regimental  or  Detachment  plan  ; and  from  this  Statement,  and 
from  tome  companion  of  the  aftual  expence  of  one  or  two  General  Hof- 
pitals with  thole  of  others  under  the  firft  mode  of  management,  we  re- 
commended, as  we  had  already  done  in  various  other  places,  the  general 
application  of  this  mode  both  at  Home  and  Abroad.  And  in  our  Enquiry 
into  the  controul  over  the  Accounts  of  the  Department,  which  is  the  laft 
matter  considered  under  the  Second  Divilion  of  the  lubjeEr,  we  Rate 
grounds  in  fupport  of  the  fame  recommendation.  Our  general  iuggeftion 
refpefting  the  future  mode  of  making  the  pavments  for  the  various  Ex- 
pellees of  the  Department,  and  of  controuling  the  Accounts  of  them,  will 
he  prefently  Rated. 

This  lummary  Statement  of  what  we  have  already  propo fed  in  this 
Report  will  fihew,  we  truR,  that  we  have  not  been  inattentive  to  the  moR 
important  part  of  our  duty  : for  the  dilcoven  of  any  Abufes  and  Irregu- 
larities would  be  of  little  avail,  probably,  unlefs  we  at  the  fame  time  pointed 
•out  the  means  of  preventing  their  recurrence.  Our  remaining  fuggeRions 
will  apply  to  the  whole  Army  Medical  Syftem.  We  fhall  Rate  them 
Ihortly,  and  without  much  comment ; for  the  neceftity  and  principle  of 
the  propofed  alteration  may  he  collected  from  a general  view  of  the  facts 
and  reafonings  w-e  have  already  exhibited.  One  or  two,  indeed,  of  the 
opinions,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  confirm  the  propriety  of 
moR  of  our  former  fuggeRions,  as  they  will  in  great  meafure  thole  which 
we  are  about  to  offer  ; and  we  rely  much  alio  on  the  opinions  of  Dr.  jack- 
ion,  and  of  other  Gentlemen  of  great  experience  in  this  department  of  the 
Tervice. 

Our  proposition  is,  that  the  offices  of  Phyfician  General,  Surgeon 
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General,  Jnfpedlor  General,  and  Comptroller  of  Army  Hofpital  Accounts, 
fhould  be  difcontinued,  and  that  the  fuperintendance  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment of  the  Army  fhould  be  placed  in  a Board  of  Commiffioners, 
conflituted  of  a Chairman  and  of  two  junior  Members.  It  is  requisite,  we 
think,  that  the  Chairman  fhould  be  well  acquainted  with  the  details  of 
Military  Service,  both  at  Home  and  Abroad,  and  that  the  two  junior 
Members  fhould  be. Medical  Officers  who  have  ferved  in  the  capacities  of 
Regimental  and  Staff  Surgeons  in  different  climates,  and  on  active  fervice. 
The  experience  of  a Board  fo  conftituted  would,  we  think,  produce  much 
beneficial  improvement  in  the  Medical  Syftem  of  the  Army 

The  Chairman  of  this  new  Army  Medical  Board  fhould  have  fuperior 
authority.  The  correfpondence  relative  to  the  Department  fhould  pals 
through  him  ; and  although  every  a£l  of  the  Board  fhould  be  fan  chon  ed  by- 
two  Members  at  leafr,  yet  the  concurrence  of  the  Chairman  fhould  be 
requifite  in  every  cafe,  unlefs  when,  on  a difference  of  opinion  between  him 
and  the  other  two  Members,  the  Secretary  at  War,  in  whom  the  controul 
over  this  Department  might  remain,  fhould  direcl,  on  reference  to  him,, 
that  the  opinion  of  the  two  junior  Members  be  adopted.  In  the 
event  too,  of  the  illnefs  or  abfence  of  the  Chairman,  or  vacancy  of  his 
office,  the  other  Members,  by  the  dire&ion  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  might 
he  permitted  to  tranfadt  the  bufinefs  of  the  Board.  And  the  Chairman 
fhould  individually  have  the  power  to  direcl  fervicc-s,  on  his  producing,  and 
entering  in  the  Minutes,  a written  Order  from  the  Secretary  at  War,  or 
other  authority,  for  the  lpecial  purpofe. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  fhould  be  to  recommend  to  all  the  Medical 
Appointments,  and  to  controul  the  conduct  of  all  the  Medical  Officers  and 
Hofpital  Servants  belonging  to  the  Army  ; to  fuperintend  the  whole  ex- 
pence  of  the  Department  ; to  order  the  Medicines,  Materials,  and  Hofpiral 
Stores  of  all  kinds,  .and  to  controul  the  expenditure  of  them  ; and  to  exa- 
mine and  check  the  Tradelmens  Bills,  and  to  order  the  payment  of 
them. 

But  in  the  div rffon  of  the  duties  of  the  Board, ’the  Chairman  fhould  give 
Iris  more  immediate  attention  to  the  Accounts,  and  the  general  condndl  of 
the  Office  ; the  fenior  of  the  other  two  Members,  to  the  bufinefs  which 
relates  to  the  providing,  and  the  charge  for,  Medicines  and  Materials,  and 
the  Expenditure  of  them  ; and  the  third  Member  fhould  more  particularly 
apply  himfelf,  in  the  fame  way,  to  the  providing  of  the  Hofpital  Stores,  and 
the  Accounts  of  the  Expenditure  of  thefe  articles  : and  the  two  junior 
Members  fhould  jointly  attend  to  the  examination  of  the  Candidates  for 
employment ; and  fhould  jointly  certify  the  date  of  Officers  applying  for 
leave  of  abfence  on  account  of  ill  health  ; and  jomtly  report  on  the  claims 
of  Officers  to  remuneration  on  account  of  wounds  and  injuries  fuffered  in 
the  Service. 

It  has  been  already  fhewn  how  varioufly  the  monies  for  the  different 
branches  .of  Service  in  this  Department  are  provided,  and  through  what 
various  channels  the  Accounts  are  rendered,  fo  that  the  aggregate  expence 
is  no  where  made  to  appear,  nor  is  it  eafily  afeertained.  To  remedy  thefe 
inconveniencies,  we  deem  it  expedient  that  the  Bills  of  the  Apothecary 
General,  and  thofe  of  Meffirs.  Trotters,  or  whoever  furnifh  the  fupplies,  alfo 
the  Staff'  Pay  of  the  Effablifhment,  and  every  other  Expenditure,  except 
the  pay  of  Regimental  Medical  Officers,  which  forms  a part  of  the 
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Regimental  ERabliffiment,  ffiould  be  defrayed  from  the  fame  fund;  anti  a_r  My, 
that  the  Eflimate  for  the  year’s  Expences  of  this  Department,  Rating  par-  j>epartmejit. 
ticularly  thofe  of  the  Office,  of  the  whole  Army  Medical  ERabliffiment,  of 
.’Medicines,  and  of  Stores  of  all  kinds,  ffiould  make  part  of  the  Army 
ERimates,  and  be  fan&ioned  by  the  Secretary  at  War  ; and  the  money 
allotted  to  this  Service  fhould  be  iffued  to  the  Account  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board,  to  be  kept  at  the  Bank,  on  Quarterly  requifitions  of  the  Board 
to  the  Secretary  at  War,  in  which  the  balance  in  hand,  and  the  expended 
.payments  in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuing  Quarter,  fhould  be  Rated.  An 
AbRraft  allb  of  the  Payments  of  Salaries,  and  for  the  contingencies  of  the 
Office,  ffiould  be  Ribmitted  Quarterly  to  the  Secretary  at  War  ; and  no  in- 
creafe  of  Salary  or  Allowance,  or  of  the  ERabliffiment  of  the  Office, 
fhould  take  place  but  with  his  approbation.  As  a further  check  on  the 
Board,  half-yearly  Statements  of  the  Expences  of  Rich  HofpitaUas  are  not 
attached  to  particular  Regiments,  with  the  number  and  Salaries  of  the 
ERabliffiments  belonging  to  them,  fhould  be  tranfmiited  to  the  War  Office, 
together  with  an  Account  of  the  quantities  of  Medicines,  Materials,  and 
Hoipital  Articles  in  Rore  : for  which  laR  purpofe,  half-yearly  Surveys 
fhould  be  regularly  made  ; and  yearly  HRs  of  all  perfons,  whether  on  full 
or  half-pay,  belonging  to  the  Army  Medical  Department,  exclusive  of  the 
Regimental  Staff,  with  the  Salaries  annexed  to  their  Offices,  and  the  dates 
ot  their  appointments,  fhould  be  delivered  by  the  Board  to  the  Commander 
in  Chief  and  Secretary  at  War;  which  liRs,  like  thofe  of  the  Army  ift 
general,  might  be  annually  publiffied  with  much  propriety.. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board,  who  is  alfo  to  be  the  Caffiier  of  the  Depart- 
ment, fhould  make  no  payment,  either  by  draft  or  by  acceptance  payable 
at  the  Bank,  without  the  approving  fignature  of  two  Members  of  the 
Board.  His  refponfibilitv  therefore,  as  a Public  Accountant,  for  the 
!j  monies  iffued  to  him,  will  be  diicharged  at  the  Audit  Office  on  the  pro- 
dudlion  of  the  Drafts  and  Bills  fo  counteriigned.  The  Bills  or  Accounts, 
however,  of  the  various  Expences  of  the  Department,  which  have  been 
■examined  and  ordered  to  lie  paid  by  the  Board,  ffiould  be  laid  annually  be- 
fore the  Comptrollers  of  Armv  Accounts,  who  are  now  authorized  to  make  4.6Geo.  III. 
an  effectual  examination  refpefting  any  point  of  Military  Expenditure  or  c'  I4T-'-  1 
■Supply:  the  reffilt  of  Rich  an  examination  as  they  might  think  it  expedient 
to  make,  ffiould  be  reported  to  the  Secretary  at  War:  Thefe  Accounts 
ffiould  afterwards  be  depofited  at  the  War  Office. 

T he  courle  of  auditing  the  Expenditure  of  the  Department  by  the  Army- 
Medical  Board  itfelf,  which  we  have  recommended,-  would  not  be  anomalous 
in  the  Public  Service  : the  Ordnance  and  Navy  Boards  direef  Expenditures 
of  various  kinds,  and  to  a very  large  amount ; yet  the  examination  and 
check  on  that  Expenditure  relfs  folely  with  thofe  Boards.  But,  in  the 
plan  we  have  recommended  relative  to  the  Expenditure  to  be  fubjedled  to 
the  controul  of  the  Army  Medical  Board,  the  Secretary  at  War  will  be 
frequently  informed  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  ; and  the  infpe&ion 
, of  the  Bills  by  the  Comptrollers  will  enable  them  alfo  to  judge  of  the  con- 
duct of  the  Commiffioners  : and  this  courfe  will  certainly  give  relief  to

1 iome  Departments  which  have  hitherto  been  much  occupied  in  examining 
different  branches  of  the  Army  Medical  Accounts,  without,  as  we  think, 
at  all  diminiffiing  the  check  on  the  Prices  charged  by  the  Tradefmen : a 
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army,  point  of  much  greater  moment,  probably,  than  a check  on  the  caffings 
Department.  and  computations  of  their  Bills. 

— — o'— — > We  have  before  recommended  the  appointment  of  an  Infpector  of  Me- 

dicines as  a part  of  the  Office  Efrablifhment ; and  we  at  the  fame  time 
Rated  what  ought  to  be  his  duties.  We  now  alfo  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  three  Inlpeclors  of  Holpitals,  to  be  attached  to  the  Eftabliffi- 
ment,  and  to  fuperlede  on  the  Home  Service  the  prefent  Deputy  Inipeffors. 
Thefe  Officers,  like  the  InlpeEors  under  the  Tranfport  Board,  ffiould  not 
be  confined  to  particular  diRrifls,  but  ffiould  be,  generally,  in  a courfe  of 
progrefs  in  vifiting  the  Holpitals  and  Depots  of  all  kinds  belonging  to  the 
Army  at  Home.  In  the  prefent  improved  Rate  of  the  Regimental  Hof- 
pital  management,  and  of  the  reduced  number  of  General  Holpitals,  we 
think,  as  far  as  we  are  capable  of  judging  of  the  number  neceffarv,  that 
thi  •ee  Officers  (including  one  for  Scotland)  to  be  feledted  from  amongft  the 
moR  generally  experienced  of  the  Army  Medical  Staff,  would  be  com- 
petent to  fuch  Service  of  general  inlpedtion. 

We  do  not  name  the  number  or  delcription  of  Perfons  to  be  employed 
in  the  Office  in  Town  : but  we  muR  obferve,  that,  when  the  bulinefs  of  the 
Department  ffiall  be  brought  under  an  undivided  and  more  efficient  ma- 
nagement a fmalier  and  much  lefs  expenlive  ERabliffiment  than  the  re- 
lent will  probably  be  found  to  be  Efficient ; and  that  all  events,  it  will  be 
unneceRary  to  continue  the  two  Affiflants,  and  the  Purveyor,  as  a part  of 
the  ERabliffiment. 

It  is  indifpenfably  requifite  that  the  Comm iffioners  and  InfpeRors,  whofc 
appointments  we  have  recommended,  ffiould  be  reffrained  from  private 
praflice  ; and  that  they  ffiould  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  duties  of 
their  Employments.  The  Salaries  which  we  ffiall  now  recommend  are 
founded  on  this  principle  ; and  thole  propoled  for  the  Medical  part  of  the 
ERabliffiment  are  the  fame  as  are  given  to  the  lame  delcription -of  Officers 
j.ti  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Nrfvy. 

We  propofe,  therefore,  to  give  to  the  FirR  Commiflioner  one  thoufand 
-two  hundred  Pounds,  and  to  the  two  junior  Members  one  thoufand  Pounds 
'each,  per  annum  : — to  the  Infpeftors  of  Holpitals  live  hundred  Pounds  per 
annum  each,  and  one  Guinea  per  day  lubliRence  when  ablent  on  dutv 
from  London,  and  one  Shilling  and  Sixpence  per  mile  travelling  ex- 
pences : — to  the  Infpeftor  of  Medicines,  fix  hundred  Pounds  per  annum: 
Tin  cl  to  the  Secretary  and  Calhier,  eight  hundred  Pounds  per  annum  : but 
no  Lodging  nor  Forage  Allowance  to  any  one  of  thefe  Officers. 

Our  recommendation  with  refpeft  to  the  formation,  pav,  and  rank  of 
the  General  Medical  ERabliffiment  of  the  Army  is,  that  the  whole  ffiould 
be  made  more  conformable,  in  lb  me  points,  to  that  of  the  Navy  and  Ord- 
nance Services.  The  firR  introducRion  of  the  Chirurgical  Officers  at  leaR, 
into  all  the  Services,  is  nearly  the  lame.  The  candidates  for  employment 
produce  a Diploma  or  Certificate'  from  the  Colleges  of  Surgeons  at  London, 
Dublin,  or  Edinburgh,  of  their  competency  ; and  in  the  Army  and  Navv, 
they  are  afterwards  examined  as  to  their  llcill  in  Phyfic  : but  in  the  Ord- 
nance Service  there  does  not  appear  to  be  this  previous  Medical  examina- 
tion: no  AffiRant  Surgeon  is,  however,  employed  in  the  Foreign  Service 
of  the  Ordnance  until  he  has  gone  through  a regular  attendance  at  the 
Holpital  at  Woolwich,  where,  of  courle,  he  will  acquire  this  neceffary  part 
-of  a Military  Surgeon’s  education ; and  he  muff  there  acquire  alio  a know- 
ledge 
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ledge  of  the  difeipline  and  neconomyof  a Military  Hofpital,  and  of  the  ha- 
bits and  peculiar  difeafes  of  Soldiers ; a knowledge  which,  producing  an 
uniformity  and  regularity  through  the  whole  of  this  branch  of  the  Ord- 
nance Service,  mu  ft  neceffarily  be  attended  with  very  beneficial  confe- 
quences.  In  this  refpeft  we  think  with  Dr.  Jackfon,  that  the  Syftem  in 
the  Army  is  defective,  and  that  it  has  been  owing  to  this  circumftance 
that  the  General  Hofpital  Syftem  has  been  permitted  to  be  carried  to  fuch 
an  extent,  and  that  the  appointment  of  Infpeftors  and  Deputy  Infpe&ors 
has  been  confidered  as  expedient.  Dr.  Jackfon  propofes,  therefore,  that  a 
School  fhould  be  eftablifhed  exprefsly  for  the  education  of  Surgeons  for 
the  Britifh  Army,  where  they  may  learn  to  purlue  ftmilar  management 
and  oeconomv.  The  Phvfician  General,  Surgeon  General,  and  Mr.  Young, 
agree  in  their  opinion  of  the  utility  of  fuch  a meafure.  The  Infpedlor 
General  thinks  that  the  Hofpitals  of  London  would  furnifh  the  candidates 
for  Army  Medical  employment,  without  having  recourfe  to  lo  expenfive 
an  expedient.  But  he  has  lately  patronifed  an  inftitution  of  Medical  Cadets, 
who,  having  received  on  his  recommendation  the  appointment  of  Hofpital 
Mates,  continue  for  a year  to  attend  the  London  Hofpitals  under  the 
fuperintendance  of  a Staff  Surgeon,  and  to  learn  the  operative  parts  of 
Surgery. 

Our  objedt  is  of  a higher  kind.  We  wifh  it  to  be  confidered,  whether,  in 
addition  to  the  knowledge  which  an  attendance  on  the  London  Hofpitals 
could  give,  and  which  at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  the  Mates  they 
are  certified  to  poffefs,  they  could  not  be  made  acquainted  with  Army  Me- 
dical practice,  oeconomv,  and  difeipline,  previous  to  their  adlual  employ- 
ment. At  the  York  Hofpital  at  Chellea  (which  it  may  be  convenient, 
probably  to  continue),  there  would  neceftarily  be  fuch  an  attendance  of  ex- 
perienced Army  Medical  Officers,  as  that  this  previous  knowledge  might  be 
communicated  with  very  little  expence ; perhaps  with  the  addition  of 
only  one  Profeffional  Perfon.  Should  the  plan  be  adopted,  it  would  be 
requifite  that  the  Gentlemen  who  are  to  obtain  the  advantage  of  the  in- 
ftrudlion,  ffiould  have  already  gone  through  fuch  a courfe  of  education 
as  to  have  entitled  themfelves  to  appointments  in  the  Army,  and  that 
they  ffiould  be  confidered  as  belonging  to  the  Army,  and  receive  their  pay 
during  the  time  of  their  attendance  at  the  Hofpital. 

In  another  point,  too,  the  pradtice  in  the  Ordnance  Service  (and  it  h 
nearly  the  fame  in  the  Navy)  appears  to  be  luperior  to  that  which  has  pre- 
vailed in  the  Army  Service.  This  refpefls  the  courfe  obferved  in  promo- 
tions. In  the  Ordnance  Service,  we  learn  that  the  Medical  Officers  are 
promoted  according  to  feniority ; and  in  the  Navy  great  attention  is  ffiewn 
to  this  claim,  and  no  one  is  appointed  a Phyffcian  to  the  Fleet  until  after 
five  years  adlual  fervice  as  a Surgeon. — In  the  Army,  directions  are  given 
in  His  Majefty’s  Warrant  of  12th  March  1798,  that  the  Affiftant  Sur- 
geons ffiould  be  taken  from  the  Holpital  Mates,  and  the  Surgeons  of  Re- 
giments from  the  Affiftant  Surgeons,  who  were  to  be  preferred  according 
to  “ length  or  merit  of  l'ervice:”  but  there  are  no  directions  relative  to 
the  appointment  of  Surgeons  to  the  Forces  (or  Staff  Surgeons).  It  has 
been  left  therefore  to  the  Surgeon  General,  in  whole  patronage  both  thefe 
appointments  are,  to  exercife  his  own  diferetion  entirely  in  the  la  ft  appoint- 
ment, and  with  very  little  reftridtion  in  the  firft.  It  is  not  now  the  queftion 
6.  Y whether 
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whether  thefe  appointments  have  been  always  judicioufly  made,  but  whe-  ' 
ther  it  would  not  have  been  more  generally  fat  is  factory  to  the  Army  Medi- 
cal Officers,  and  more -conftftent  with  the  courfe  cbferved  in  other  branches  | 
of  the  Military  Service,  if,  with  the  exception  of  unfitnefs,  or  any  other 
exception  equally  obvious,  a regard  in  promotions  had  been  always  given 
to  feniority.  But  the  moft  queftionable  part  of  the  Syffem  of  Promotion 
refpefts  the  appointment  of  Infpeftors,  Deputy  Infpedlors,  and  principal 
Medical  Officers.  Thefe  valuable  and  important  appointments  are  not 
governed  by  any  eftabliffied  rule.  The  In fpeftor  General,  under  whole 
patronage  the  two  firfr  are,  fays  that  he  always  feledis  thofe  Officers 
from  the  Staff  or  Regimental  Surgeons:  yet,  although  the  pay  of  the  firft 
clafs  is  double  that  of  the  Phyfician,  and  that  of  the  fecond  exceeds  it  by  five 
Shillings  per  diem,  no  length  of  lervice  is  requifite  to  qualify  them  for  the  [ 
appointment.  At  the  fame  time,  therefore,  that  the  giving  of  thefe  Rank 
and  Pay  tends  to  degrade  the  rank  of  Phyfician  in  the  Army,  it  cannot  be 
fuppofed  to  have  operated  as  an  inducement  to  Gentlemen  of  ability  to 
enter  originally  into  the  Service,  or  to  continue  in  it.  This  obfervation 
applies  much  more  ftrongly  to  the  appointment  of  principal  Medical  Officer, 
whom  the  Surgeon  General  recommends  ; for  the  Warrant  of  principal 
Medical  Officer  confers  on  the  Officer  to  whom  it  is  given,  whatever  be 
his  Rank  and  length  of  fervice,  a local  Rank  luperior  even  to  the  In- 
ipedtor,  and  gives  him  an  addition  of  five  Shillings  per  diem  to  the  Pay  of 
his  former  Rank. 

The  only  j ufbifJable  ground,  to  which  we  have  before  alluded,  for  any  of 
thefe  appointments,  feems  to  have  been  the  expediency  of  fuperfeding  the 
Phyficians  in  the  general  fuperintendance  of  the  Medical  concerns  of  the 
Army  Service,  to  which,  by  their  rank,  they  would  otherwife  have  been 
entitled  ; becaufe,  being  taken  from  Civil  life,  they  could  not  but  have 
wanted  that  knowledge  which  was  requifite  to  the  condudt  of  Military 
Holpitals,  and  the  management  of  fiok  Soldiers.  This  inconvenience 
cannot  happen  in  the  Ordnance,  Eaft  India,  or  Navy  Services  ; becaufe 
in  the  two  former  the  rank  of  Phyfician  is  not  found,  and  in  the  fetter  the 
perfons  who  are  appointed  to  that  rank  muft  neceffarily  have  had  connderable 
experience  in  the  Service,  as  Surgeons.  Without  intending,  therefore,  to 
impute  any  want  of  knowledge,  affiduity,  or  even  of  experience,  to  the 
Gentlemen  who  now  hold  the  rank  of  Phyficians  in  the  Army  (for  we  have 
every  realon  to  believe  them  to  be  eminently  deferving  of  commendation  in 
all  thefe  refpebls)  we  cannot  but  think  that  this  part  of  the  Army  Medical 
Syftem  ffiould  he  differently  arranged.  Under  this  impreffion,  we  fuggeft 
the  propriety  of  making  no  new  appointment  to  the  ranks  of  Infpecbor, 
Phyfician,  or  Principal  Medical  Officer  ; but  that  the  rank  of  Deputy  I11- 
lpeftor,  ffiould  be  .the  only  intervening  rank  between  the  three  Infpedlors  of 
Holpitals,  whom  we  have  recommended  as  part  of  the  Office  Eftablilh- 
ment,  and  the  Surgeons  to  the  Forces  ; and  that  the  rank  of  Deputy 
Infpedtor  ffiould  he  a promotion  from  the  rank  of  Staff  Surgeon.  We 
propofe,  however,  that  no  Surgeon  ffiould  be  raifed  to  the  rank  of  Deputy 
Inlpeclor  who  has  not  been  on  full  pay,  as  Regimental  or  Staff  Surgeon,  for 
ieven  years  at  leaft  ; and  that  no  addition  ffiould  he  made  to  the  number  of 
this  clafs  of  Officers  without  the  authority  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  and 
Secretary  at  War. 
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We  believe,  if  promotion  in  the  Medical  Service  of  the  Army  proceeded 
generally  (unlefs  there  was  reafonable  objedion)  according  to  feniority, 
that  what  we  have  fuggefted  would  operate  as  an  encouragement  to  enter 
into  the  Service,  and  be  a new  stimulus  to  exertion  and  good  condud  in  it. 
This  remark  includes  the  consideration  of  placing  the  rank  of  Staff  Surgeon 
in  the  regular  courfe  of  promotion  according  to  feniority,  from  that  of 
Regimental  Surgeon  of  the  Line.  But  the  propriety  of  fuch  an  arrange- 
ment can  be  beft  judged  of  by  thofe  who  have  had  experience  in  both 
Situations^  and  therefore  may  well  be  left  to  the  coniideration  of  the 
Members  of  the  new  Board  which  we  have  recommended. 

It  will  be  obferved,  that  many  of  the  fuggeftions  in  this  Report  are 
founded  on  the  expedition  that  our  recommendation  of  a difcontinuance 
-of  the  prefen t Army  Medical  Board  will  be  adopted.  If  that  meafure, 
which  we  confider  to  be  moll  effential,  ihould  not  be  deemed  advifable, 
the  alterations  in  the  prefent  Syffem  which  are  propofed  by  the  Phyfician 
-and  Surgeon  General  in  their  Examinations,  are  certainly  deferving  of  an 
attentive  coniideration ; for  the  inconveniencies  of  this  Syftem  are  ad- 
mitted by  every  one. 

With  this  obfervation  we  conclude  the  prefent  Report.  The  fubjed  bf 
the  Inquiry  was  new  to  every  Member  of  the  Commiffion : it  required, 
therefore,  much  time  and  exertion  to  acquire  a knowledge  of  it.  Not- 
withstanding our  anxiety  to  be  rightly  informed,  it  is  not  improbable  but 
that  we  may  have  been  miffed  in  our  information  on  feme  points,  and 
that  we  have  confequently  judged  incorredly  of  them  : but  we  have  fedu- 
loufly  endeavoured  to  avoid  miftakes,  and  to  form  an  unprejudiced  judg- 
ment on  a fubjed  relpeding  which  much  difference  of  opinion  appears  to 
Lave  prevailed  amongft  Professional  men,  and  much  jealouly  to  have  been.

LETTER  from  Thomas  Keatc,  Efq.  Surgeon  General  to  the  Army,  to 
the  Commiffioners  of  Military  Enquiry. 

Gentlemen,  Army  Medical  Board  Office,  31ft  January  1807. 

AS  the  changes  of  duty,  rank,  and  arrangement,  which  have  taken  place  with  refpedt  to  the 
Members  of  the  Army  Medical  Department,  fince  the  date  of  Sir  George  Yonge’s  Letter  of  17th 
October  1703,  conftituting  an  Army  Medical  Board,  render  it  difficult  tor  the  prefent  Members 
to  give  colledtively,  as  a Board,  that  Information  to  the  Commiffioners  of  Military  Enquiry  which 
it  would  be  their  with  and  their  duty  to  do ; and  as  I am  the  only  exifting  Member  of  the 
two  referred  to  in  the  above  Letter,  I have  the  honour  to  fubmit,  in  reference  to  the  firft 
Queftion  contained  in  your  Letter  of  the  5th  inftant,  a general  detail  of  the  bufinefs  and  duties 
of  the  Department  from  that  date,  which  may  be  conftdered  as  its  infancy,  to  the  period  of 
Mr.  Gunning’s  death,  and  my  appointment  as  Surgeon  General  ; from  that  period  to  the  death  of 
Mr.  Rulh,  who  fucceeded  me  as  Infpeclor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals;  and  of  the  particular  duties  of 
my  fnuations,  from  the  latter  period  to  the  prefent  moment. 

In  Odlober  1793,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Hunter,  who  had  held  the  joint  Offices  of  Surgeon 
General  and  Infpedtor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries,  and  had,  in  thofe  capacities,  managed  alone  the 
whole  Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  as  it  then  flood,  His  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  divide  the 
two  Offices,  appointing  Mr.  Gunning  to  be  Surgeon  General,  and  conferring  on  myfelf  the 
appointment  of  Infpeclor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries.  The  notification  of  thefe  appointments  was 
conveyed  to  Mr.  Gunning  in  a Letter  from  Sir  Geo.  Yonge,  of  17th  October  1793,  diredting  us 
to  adt  in  concert  until  the  Army  Medical  Board  could  be  fully  conftituted  by  the  acceffion  of  the 
Phyfician  General ; this  took  place  on  15th  January  1794,  on  the  death  of  the  late  Phyfician 
General,  Sir  Clifton  Winteringham,  who  had  long  been  too  old  and  infirm  to  attend  to  bufinefs. 
He  was  fucceeded  by  the  prefent  Phyfician  General,  Sir  Lucas  Pepys,  and  the  three  Officers,  to 
wit,  the  Phyfician  General,  Surgeon  General,  and  Infpeclor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries,  now  confti- 
tuted the  Board  for  conducing  the  general  duties  of  the  Department,  and  for  the  recommendation 
of  proper  perfons  to  fill  the  feveral  Medical  Commiffions  in  the  Army  at  large,  both  Staff  and 
Regimental.  No  fpecific  Inftrudlions  for  the  guidance  of  the  Board  accompanied  the  above 
Letter  ; fuch  as  have  been  fu'bfequtently  ilfued  have  regarded,  only,  thofe  points  on  which 
explanation  has  been  from  time  to  time  required. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1798,  Mr.  Gunning  died;  I was  honoured  with  His  Majefty’s 
Commiffion  as  Surgeon  General,  and  was  fucceeded,  as  Infpedtor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals, 
by  Mr.  Rufli. 

On  the  12th  of  March  1798,  His  Majefty  was  pleafed,  by  warrant  of  that  date,  to  order  an 
arrangement  which  diflolved  the  Board,  and  affigned  to  each  Member  his  diftindl  province  of 
bufinefs  and  recommendation,  as  detailed  therein,  making  each  refponiible  for  the  due  execution  of 
his  own  duty,  referving,  however,  the  power  of  calling  for  their  joint  opinion  on  any  points  that 
might  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Commander  in  Chief,  or  Secretary  at  War,  for  the  examination 
of  Candidates  for  Medical  Appointments  in  the  Army,  &c.  &c.  In  this  ftate  the  Department 
continued  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Rufh,  in  December  1801. 

Referring  to  your  f-coud  Queftion,  I have  the  honour  to  ftate,  that  the  pay  of  the  Surgeon 
General  was,  nominally,  4.0 s.  per  diem  ; that  of  the  Infpe&or  of  Regimental  Infirmaries  was 
10  s.  per  diem.  There  .was  no  fpecific  Eftablifhment  of  an  Office,  hut  an  allowance  of  tor.  per 
diem,  and  of  A 100  per  annum,  was  given  for  all  the  purpufes  of  the  Board,  and  for  the  Infpeclor  of 
Regimental  Hofpitals,  to  cover  all  contingent  expences  of  Office,  Clerics,  Stationary,  Poftage, 
Porterage,  Meffenger,  S:c. 

The  duties  of  the  Army  Medical  Board  and  Attendants  were  of  the  fame  nature,  as  far  as  the 
means  would  allow  (though  not  on  lb  fyftematic  and  extended  a'fcale)  as  they  are  at  prefent,  and 
as  will  hereafter  be  refpedhvely  detailed,  agreeably  to  the  exifting  arrangements.  Although  all  re- 
commendations until  March  1 798,  were  made  by  the  Board  coll  edtivel  y,  and  all  other  duties  of  the 
Department  were  carried  on  under  the  fandtion  and  refponfibility  of  a Board,  yet,  for  the  difpatch 
of  bufinefs,  communications  from  the  War  Office,  on  the  general  duties  and  details  of  the  Depart- 
ment were  chiefly  made  through  the  Infpeclor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries,  whole  labour  and  re- 
iponlibility  were  thereby  moll  materially  inercafed  ; for  upon  no  occauon  has  the  fcale  of  Medical 
Military  Service  been  lo  extended  as  during  the  late  war:  Expeditions  of  immenfe  magnitude  were 
fitted  out,  and  keeping  up  the  old  Ellablilhments,  as  well  as  the  fupply  of  newly-acquired  Colonies, 
from  their  ditlamce,  relative  fituations  and  climate,  neceffarily  required  exertions  from  the  Hofpital 
Department,  tA which  it  had  never  before  been  fubje£l.  Under  thefe  circumftances  my  duties, 
as  Infpedtorof  Regimental  Infirmaries,  became  embarraffinc,  preffing,  and  unlimited;  my  refponfi- 
bility, and  the  exertions  requifite  in  confequence  thereof,  neceffarily  rendered  me  the  mod  active 
and  efficient  Member  of  the  Board,  and  the  medium  of  communication  with  the  Commander  in 
Chief,  the  Secretary  at  War,  and  all  the  other  Offices  of  Government;  add  to  this,  the  fupplying 
with  Staff  and  every  defeription  of  Hofpital  Stores  ant  Medicines,  the  Services  abroad  and  at 
home  ; the  difficulty  of  procuring  well- qualified  Medical  Gentlemen  to  enter  into  the  Army  in  num- 
bers proportioned  to  its  wants,  which  was  alfo  my  charge,  as  Inlpedlor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries  ; 
the  delay  a id  accidents  that  happened  frequently  to  vefiels  conveying  Hofpital  Stores,  and  the  im- 
menfe 
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menfe  correfpondence  neceffarily  arifing  out  ofthefe  and  other  circumftances,  of  which  a detail  will 
hereafter  be  given  ; the  forming  of  Regulations  and  plans  of  Reform  fora  Department  in  its  infancy, 
.forming  the  different  eftablifhments  for  the  Home  General  Hofpitals,  that  fhould  be  fuitable  to  all 
the  emergencies  of  fervice,  to  the  reception  of  imtnenfe  numbers  of  fick  and  wounded  fuddenly  pour- 
ing in  from  the  Continent,  the  Weft  Indies,  &c. ; making  fuch  arrangements  as  might  give  energy 
and  effect  to  the  various  duties  connected  with  this  branch  of  the  Service,  and  with  the  whole  Hnf- 
pital  Department:  thefe  formed  but  part  of  my  duties;  befides  thefe,  it  was  my  duty  to  infpecl,  tofu- 
perintend,  to  arrange,  and  give  directions  for  the  management  of  all  the  General  Hofpitals,  and  of  all 
the  Regimental  Hofpitals  in  Great  Britain  ; to  fee  them  properly  fupplied  with  Medical  Officers, 
Medicines,  and  Stores  ; to  apportion  the  means  to  the  wants,  and  to  check  and  controui  the  Expen- 
diture thereof. 

When  I became  Surgeon  General  in  1798,  and  the  new  arrangement  defignated  the  duty  of 
each  Member  of  the  lately-diffolved  Board,  all  the  laborious  duties  which  I had  performed  as  In- 
fpedor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries  devolved  on  me,  in  addition  to  the  fpecific  duties  of  the  late 
Surgeon  General,  Excepting  the  infpe&ion  of  Regimental  Hofpitals,  the  providing  Hofpital  Mates, 
and  the  recommendation  of  Infpectors,  Purveyors,  and  Apothecaries  ; my  duties  therefore,  as 
Surgeon  General,  became  then,  and  now  continue  of  the  utmoft  magnitude,  extent,  importance, 
and  refponfibility. 

The  aflual  duties  then  of  the  Surgeon  General,  comprize  the  feledion  and  recommendation  of  ail 
Staff  Surgeons,  Regimental  Surgeons,  and  Affiftants,  the  formation  of  Staff  for  every  Expedition 
that  leaves  this  country;  the  due  Apply  and  appropriation  of  Medicines,  Hofoital  Stores,  and  Iiiftru- 
ments,  for  the  ufe  of  the  Troops  employed  therein;  the  i/Tue  of  directions  to  the  InAedor  or  Deputy 
Infpector  for  the  general  conduct  and  controui  of  the  Medical  Department  attending  fuch  expe- 
ditions ; of  fpecific  inftruCtions  to  the  Purveyor  and  Apothecary  for  the  charge ; the  fubfequent 
.Expenditure,  and  the  tranfmiffion  of  regular  Accounts,  by  monthly  or  quarterly  Returns,  which  are 
afterwards  examined,  verified,  and  regiftered  in  the  Surgeon  General’s  Office;  the  future  Applies 
of  fuch  expeditions  al'fo  depend  on  the  Surgeon  General.  The  fame  Returns  of  Medical  Officers, 
fervants  employed,  and  of  expenditure  of  Provifions  in  Hofpitals,  as  well  as  of  Medicines  and  Stores 
received,  expended,  and  remaining,  and  requifitions  for  future  Applies,  are  regularly  tranfmitted  from 
everv  foreign  ftation  whatever  to  the  Surgeon  General,  by  whom  thev  alfo  are  examined,  verified, 
and  regiftered.  A very  extended  correfpondence  wish  foreign  fictions  naturally  arifes  from  the 
above  duties.  The  General  Hofpitals  and  the  Depots  of  Medicines  and  Stores  for  home  and  for 
foreign  conAmption,  reft  llill  under  the  direction  of  the  Surgeon  General,  including  correfpondence 
with  every  Department  on  all  Abjedts  connected  with  their  management,  Returns  of  every  kind, 
controui  of  Medical  Officers  and  Servants,  the  firft  eftahlifhment,  the  future  Applies,  and  the  ex- 
penditure; he  infpeds  the  quality,  and  regulates  the  prices  of  all  Surgical  articles  in  the  Apothecary 
General’s  Bills,  mfpects  all  the  Army  inftruments,  attends  the  Court  of  Examiners  at  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  at  the  examination  of  Hofpital  Mates,  Affiftant  Surgeons,  and  Surgeons  to 
the  Army.  In  the  Money  Department,  he  examines  the  claims  of  Medical  Officers  under  his 
controui  for  contingencies  of  all  kinds,  as  Travelling  Expences,  Lodging-money,  and  Forage, 
approves  them  if  correct,  and  recommends  to  the  Secretary  at  War  the  payment  thereof;  he  ex- 
amines into,  and  recommends  alfo  remunerations  for  difabled  Officers,  indemnifications  for  leffes 
of  every  defeription,  and  payments  connected  with  the  return  of  Invalids,  or  of  Stores  going  to  or 
returning  from  Foreign  Stations,  and  conducts  every  correfpondence  conneiSfed  therewith,  in  the 
year  Ablequent  to  the  formation  of  the  Board,  thefe  duties  were  comparatively  eafy  ; but  even 
then,  the  allowances  for  Office,  and  for  affiftance,  were  found  not  adequate  to  the  duties  to  be  per- 
formed ; thefe  duties  have  rapidly  increafed  in  extent  from  year  to  year,  and  the  means  of  executing 
them  have  at  length  become  more  proportioned  thereto. 

The  prefent  arrangement  of  this  Office,  in  general,  will  be  detailed  by  the  Infpedor  Genera!  ; my 
particular  duties  are  conducted  by  my  Affiftant,  Mr.  Robert  Keate,  Deputy  I nlpedor  of  Hofpitals, 
by  one  Clerk  and  a Copying  Clerk,  afliltedin  the  particular  branch  of  Stores,  Supplies,  Returns, 
&c.  by  Mr.  Iviofs,  a Purveyor,  who  receives  no  extra  pay  for  his  duty  in  the  Office.  My  pay,  as 
.Surgeon  General,  is  nominally  405.  per  diem,  reduced  by  various  deductions  tc  little  more  than 
30  s.  with  no  contingent  allowances : my  Affiftant  receives  for  his  duty  in  my  Office  10 1.  per 
diem.  Befides  my  fituation  as  Surgeon  General,  I hold  the  Office  of  Surgeon  to  Chelfea  Hof- 
pital, the  falary  thereof  is  £.  100.  per  ann.  befides  which  there  is  an  allowance  granted  in  lieu  of 
contingent  bills,  which  the  Surgeons  of  that  Eftablifhment  heretofore  maJe  out  fur  each  furgical 
cafe  and  operation  under  their  charge  ; thele  bills,  at  the  commencement  of  the  late  war,  were 
likely  to  rile  to  an  enormous  amount,  Ltherefore  thought  it  my  duty  to  fubrnit  to  the  Commiffioners 
of  Chelfea  Ho'pital  the  propriety  of  Abftituting  a fpecific  Am  in  lieu  of  bills;  the  Commiffioners 
were  pleafed  to  decide,  that,  during  my  life,  the  allowance  fttould  be  j£.  9C0.  per  year  during  war, 
and  jAyoo.  during  peace;  the  Salary  to  my  fucceffor  to  be  £."]CO.  per  aim.  only  in  war,  and 
£.  500  in  peace  : my  Affiftant  holds  the  rank  of  a Deputy  Infpector  of  Hofpitals,  befides  his  litua- 
tion  in  my  Office  ; his  pay,  as  a Deputy  Infpedor  of  Hofpitals,  is  nominally  25  s.  per  diem,  and  he 
has  no  other  allowances. 

Referring  to  the  third  Queftion  in  your  letter  of  the  5th  inftant,  I have  the  honour  to  inclofe  a 
ftatement  of  the  various  Depots  of  Medicines  and  Hofpital  Stores,  both  at  Home  and  Abroad; 
every  duty,  every  refponfibility,  every  arrangement,  and  every  correfpondence  connected  therewith, 
Are  totally  and  lolely  in  my  Department  as  Surgeon  General. 

With  refped  to  the  4th  Queftion,  calling  for  the  laft  Annual  Account  of  the  general  Expenditure 
of  the  Medical  Department,  1 have  the  honour  to  ftate,  that  no  money  tranfadions  pals  through 
this  Office,  except  the  mere  expences  of  the  Office  itfelf ; an  Agent  is  appointed  by  Government 
for  the  payment  of  all  contingencies,  after  the  fame  have  been  examined  by  the  refpedive  Members 
of  the  Board,  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  An  abftnYt  of  the  Agent’s  Account  for

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1804,  was  inclofed  in  the  joint  letter  of  this  31ft  inftant,  from  the  three  Members  of  the  Army 
Medical  Department.  As  his  Account  for  the  year  1804  is  the  laft  that  has  been  fent  in  to  the 
Auditors  by  the  Agent  for  Army  Hofpitals,  the  two  other  Accounts  which  accompanied  it,  viz. 
thofe  of  the  Apothecary  General  and  of  Meffrs.  Trotters,  have  been  fent  in  for  the  fame  year.  The 
fervices  for  which  thefe  charges  are  incurred  have  been  chiefly,  if  not  wholly,  connected  with  tire 
Department  of  the  Surgeon  General. 

Within  the  laft  two  years  the  following  General  Hofpital  Eftabiifhments  have  been  difeontinued, 
viz.  Deal,  Plymouth,  and  Gofport,  befides  many  Regimental  Depots. 

The  General  Hofpital  Eftabiifhments  now  exifling  are,  thofe  of  the  Army  Depot  for  Recruits, 
and  for  the  reception  of  patients  arriving  from  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  and  all  other  Foreign 
Stations  ; of  York  Hofpital,  Chelfea,  for  the  recepcion  of  every  cafe  and  every  fpecies  of  difeafe  and 
difability  from  the  Army  at  large  that  may  be  deemed  unfit  for  Regimental  Hofpitals,  and  of  the 
Hofpital  and  Depot  at  Eling  for  the  Foreign  troops  in  Britifh  pay. 

As  connected  with  the  foregoing  Statement,  and  tending,  I trufr,  to  give  ftill  further  information 
to  the  Commiflioners,  1 have  the  honour  to  inclofe  alio  herewith  an  AbftradV Statement  of  all  the 
Medical  Eftablifnments,  both  at  Home  and  Abroad,  which  are  under  my  controul  and  refponfibility 
as  Surgeon  General  ; befides  thefe,  there  are  the  Regimental  Surgeons  and  Afliftant  Surgeons  of 
the  Army,  the  Eftabiifhment  of  which  is,  one  Surgeon  with  two  Affiltant  Surgeons  to  every 
Battalion  in  the  Service  that  exceeds  500  men.  It  is  a part  of  my  duty  to  lee  that  all  the  regiments 
are  duly  provided  with  thefe  Officers,  to  keep  an  account  of  the  fervices  of  every  Medical  Officer, 
whether  Staff  or  Regimental,  and  to  tranfmit  a half-yearly  Return  of  the  fame  to  the  Commander 
in  Chief.  It  is  another  part  of  my  duty,  as  Surgeon  General,  to  tranfmit  to  the  Commander  in 
Chief,  in  conjunction  with  the  Phyfician  General  and  InfpeCfor  General,  a monthly  Return  of  the 
Sick  of  the  whole  Army,  both  Abroad  and  at  Home,  with  a fpecific  Report  thereupon. 

I have  thus  endeavoured,  Gentlemen,  to  lay  before  you  a detail  of  the  Medical  Department  of 
the  Army,  from  the  commencement  of  my  official  duties  to  the  prelent  .time.  It  has  been  my 
.wifh  to  give  every  information  on  the  fubjedt ; on  thofe  points  wherein  I may  have  failed  in  this 
.refpedft,  I beg  leave  to  report  not  only  my  readinefs,  but  my  anxiety,  to  add  every  explanation  in  my 
power  to  elucidate  the  objedts  of  your  inquiry.

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NEW  ARRANGEMENT  0f  the  Medical  Department  of  the  ARMY. 

HIS  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  order  that  the  Eftabiifhment  .of  an  Army  Medical  Board,  for 
conducting  the  general  bufinefs  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  fhall  be  difeontinued 
and  that  in  future,  the  Phyfician  Genera!,  Surgeon  General,  and  Infpedfor  of  Regimental  Hof- 
pitals, fhall  each  have  his  diftindt  province  of  bufinefs,  and  of  recommendation,  .and  be  each  made 
openly  and  folely  refponfible  for  his  own  adts,  according  to. the  following  diftribution  of  Departments 
and  patronage. 


The  Phyfician  General  ‘ 

To  recommend  Phyficians,  when  required  to  be  added  to  any  Eftabiifhment,  .and  to  give  his 
opinion,  as  well  on  any  propofed  appointment  of  Phyfician  to  a vacancy  in  the  Hofpitals  abroad, 
as  on  any  ether  matters  which  may  be  referred  to  him,  feparatelv  or  jointly  with  other  Officers  of 
the  Hofpital  Staff,  by  the  Commander  in  Chief,  or  the  Secretary  at  War. 

To  continue  (with  the  Surgeon  General)  to  infpedl  the  Medicines  of  the  Army,  and  to 
examine  and  .check  the  Bills  of  the  Apothecary  General;  {fating  from  time  to  time,  to  the 
Secretary  at  War,  fuch  obfervatiens.as  may  occur  to  them  on  the  mode  of  carrying  on  that  branch 
of  the  Service. 

When  applied  to  by  Officers  in  London  for  a certificate  of  their  ill  health,  as  a ground 
for  foliciting  leave  of  abfence,  to  conlider  it  as  a part  of  his  official  duty  to  examine  into 
the  cafe  (if  not  a Surgical  one)  and  to  certify  his  opinion  thereof,  for  the  information  of  the 
-Commander  in  Chief. 

To  prefide  at  the  Medical  examination  of  Candidates  for  Regimental  or  Staff  Commiffions,  as 
required  by  the  Regulations  afterftated. 

Sur-geon  General  : 

To  recommend  Staff  and  Regimental  Surgeons  and  Affiftants  ; to  feledf  from  the  Staff  Sur- 
geons on  full  pay  at  home,  fuch  as  may  be  nece'lary  to  be  employed  in  the  General  Hofpitals, 
Camps,  or  Diftritfs,  in  this  Kingdom  ; to  make  his  requifitions  to  the  Infpedtor  for  Apothecaries 
and  Hofpital  Mates-  and  to  appoint  the  infc'ior  Officers  and  Attendants  in  the  faid  Hofpitals,  for 
the  management  of  which  he  is  to  be  refponfible. 

To  corfdpond  with  the  Heads  of  Hofpitals  abroad;  and  to  attend  to  all  matters  that  are  to  be 
tranfaefed  ac  home  in  relation  thereto. 

To 
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To  be  the  channel  of  application  for  extending  the  leave  of  Officers  abfent  from  Hofpitals 
abroad  ; and  of  orders  for  their  return  to  their  duty. 

To  continue  (with  the  Phyfician  General)  in  the  duty  regarding  the  Apothecary  General ; and 
(with  the  Infpedlor)  in  that  w'hich  refpedts  the  claims  of  Officers  for  bounty  or  indemnification 
for  lofs  of  limbs  and  cure  of  wounds. 

To  certify,  when  applied  to  by  Officers  in  town,  in  Surgical  cafes,  in  like  manner  as  before 
fpecined  for  the  Phyfician  General  in  Medical  cafes. 

To  affift  at  the  Medical  examination  of  Hofpital  Mates. 

Infpeftor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals : 

To  recommend  all  Hofpital  Mates,  Apothecaries,  Purveyors,  and  Deputies  ; and  the  inferior 
Officers,  on  the  formation  of  any  new  Eftabli&ment. 

Toinfpedl  Regimental  Hofpitals  at  home;  to  correfpond  with  the  Regimental  Surgeons;  and 
to  be  refponfible  for  all  matters  relative  to  the  fupply  of  their  Medicines,  and  management  of  their 
Hofpitals. 

To  a£t  with  the  Surgeon  General  relative  to  the  claims  of  wounded  Officers ; and  to  certify, 
when  applied  to,  in  Surgical  cafes,  as  above. 

To  affift  at  the  Medical  examination  of  Hofpital  Mates. 

GENERAL  RULES  relative  to  Qualifications  for  Appointments  in  the 
Medical  and  Chirurgical  Branches  of  the  Service,  and  to  other  matters 
regarding  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army. 

ALL  Mates,  as  at  prefent,  to  pafs  an  examination  for  Surgeon  of  a Regiment , before  the 
Court  of  Examiners  at  Surgeons-Hall  ; and  none  of  thofe  entering  into  the  Service  after  the 
prefent  period  to  be  deemed  eligible  to  a Regimental  Commiffion,  unlefs  they  {ball  have  alfo 
pafi'ed  a Medical  examination;  if  at  home,  by  the  Phyfician  General,  affifted  by  the  Surgeon 
General,  and  Infpcdlor,  or  one  of  them  ; or,  if  abroad,  by  a Board  of  Hofpital  Officers,  as 
prefcribed  by  the  (landing  Regulations. 

The  AJJiJlant  Surgeons  to  be  taken  from  among  the  Hofpital  Mates  ; the  Surgeons  of  Regiments 
from  the  Alfiftant  Surgeons,  who  are  to  be  preferred  according  to  length  or  merit  of  Service; 
and  not,  on  the  recommendation  of  their  Commanding  Officer,  to  fucceed  regimentally,  unlefs 
they  otherwife  have  reafonable  pretenfions  to  the  promotion. 

The  Half-pay  to  be  firft  reforted  to  for  the  fupply  of  all  Officers  of  the  Plofpital  Staff;  fuch  as 
have  been  placed  on  half-pay  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  War  not  to  be  allowed  an  option 
(unlefs  in  cafe  of  ill  health)  if  their  fervices  fhould  be  again  deemed  neceffary. 

When  new  appointments  rnuft  be  made,  the  Apothecaries  to  be  feledled  from  the  Affillant  Sur- 
geons, or  Hofpital  Mates  ; the  Purveyors  to  be  taken  from  among  the  Senior  Staff,  or  Regff 
mental  Officers,  whofe  pay  is  only  ten  or  twelve  Shillings  a day,  if  any  are  found  among 
them  properly  qualified  for  the  duties  of  that  department. 

In  the  cafe  of  Phyficians , a Medical  degree  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  a licence  from  the  College 
of  Phyficians  in  London,  although  always  defirable,  not  to  be  deemed  indifpenfable  requifites  ; if 
the  Candidate  fhould  otherwife  have  ftrong  pretenfions  from  Military  Service,  local  knowledge  and 
experience,  or  other  circumllances  of  fpecial  cogency;  or  if  he  fhould  be  a Medical  Graduate  of 
any  Univerfity  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  and  be  found  properly  qualified  in  other  refpedts, . on 
one  or  more  examinations  by  the  Phyfician  General,  affifted  by  two  Army  Phyficians  to  be  afi'oci- 
ated  with  him  on  fuch  examinations,  by  His  Majefty’s  order,  through  the  Commander  in  Chief,  or 
the  Secretary  at  War. 

No  perfon,  hereafter  obtaining  the  commiffion  of  Phyfician,  Staff  Surgeon,  Apothecary,  Pur- 
veyor, or  Deputy  Purveyor,  (hall  be  deemed  to  have  any  title  to  half-pay  by  virtue  thereof,  unlefs 
after  three  years  fervice  abroad,  or  five  years  fervice  at  home  [reckoned  from  the  date  of  fuch 
Commiffion.]  * 

The  line  refpebling  appointments  abroad,  where  the  Commanders  in  Chief  are  empowered  to 
grant  Commiffions,  to  be  duly  obferved. 

The  monthly  Reports  of  the  Sick  of  the  Army  to  continue  to  be  made  up,  and  figned  as  ufual  by 
the  Phyfician  General,  Surgeon  General,  and  Infpedlor  of  Hofpitals,  who  (hall  meet  for  that  p.ur- 
pofe  once  a month,  or  oftener  if  neceffary  ; at  which  meetings  they  are  expected  to  communicate 
their  obfervations  to  each  other  on  any  matters  regarding  this  branch  of  the  Service,  and  to  offer 
any  remarks  in  relation  thereto  which  they  may  think  proper,  for  the  confideration  of  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  or  the  Secretary  at  War. 

All  Regulations  which  have  taken  place  during  the  exiffence  of  the  Army  Medical  Board,  to  con- 
tinue in  force,  and  not  to  be  deviated  from  without  His  Majefty’s  previous  authority,  fignified  by 
the  Commander  in  Chief,  or  the  Secretary  at  War.

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S T A T £ M E N T of  Sir  Lucas  Pepys,  Bart,  Phyfician  General  to  the  Army. 

Army  Medical  Board  Office,  January  30th  1807. 

ON  the  15th  of  January  1794.  I was  appointed,  by  His  Majefly’s  Commiffion,  Phyfician 
General  to  the  Army,  on  the  death  of  Sir  Clifton  Wintringham,  Bart,  and  I affied  with  the  Sur- 
geon General  and  Infpe&or  General  of  Hofpitals  in  every  thing  relating  to  the  Army  Medical 
Board,  inftituted  by  11  is  Majefty  in  1793,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  Hunter;  as  great  inconvenience 
was  every  where  experienced  in  the  Army,  and  had  been  for  many  years,  on  account  of  fuch  variety 
and  quantity  of  bufinefs  paffing  through  the  hands  of  an  individual.  7'he  Board  was  likewife  in- 
ftituted to  prevent  all  partiality  or  favour  in  appointments,  as  the  majority  of  the  three  was  neceffiiry 
toall  recommendations.  My  pay  was  then  ror.  a day,  borne  on  the  Staff  of  Great  Britain  ; but 
loon  after  my  appointment,  as  the  place  of  Phyfician  General,  from  being  almoft  a finecure,  was 
now  become  effective,  I applied,  through  Sir  George  Yonge  then  Secretary  at  War,  to  have  my 
pay  increafed  ion  a day,  and  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief  foon  after  was  pleafed 
to  make  my  pay  equal  to  the  Surgeon  General,  viz.  40  s.  a day,  out  of  vvh/ch  fuch  great  dedudions 
are  made  as  to  reduce  the  pay  to  little  more  than  301.  a day. 

My  duty  and  employments  have  been  to  provide  and  recommend  Phyficians  to  the  Army,  to 
prefide  at  all  Army  Medical  Boards,  to  examine  every  fingle  perfon  before  he  is  admitted  an  Hof- 
pital  Army  Mate,  as  to  his  abilities  and  knowledge  of  the  pradice  of  phyfic  ; for,  where  one  foldier 
requires  theaffiftance  of  a Surgeon  in  the  line  of  furgery,  ten  will  require  it  in  medicine.  For  this 
highly  ufeful  inftitution  the  Army  is  folely  indebted  to  his  Royal  Highnels  the  Commander  in 
Chief. 

My  duty  likewife  requires  my  almoft  conffant  attendance  at  the  Office,  to  examine  and  report  on 
the  ftateof  health  of  all  Officers  who  apply  to  the  Adjutant  General  for  leave  of  abfence  on  account 
of  ill  health.  This  is  likewife  an  inftitution  of  his  Koyal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and 
is  attended  with  the  moll  beneficial  effeds,  as  no  Officer  can  now  obtain  leave  of  abfence  on 
improper  pretences.  ! 

My  duty  alfo  calls  me  to  the  Army  Elaboratory,  to  examine,  approve,  or  difapprove  of  every 
medicine  iffued  to  the  different  Services  of  the  whole  Army,  at  home  and  abroad. 

In  cafes  of  neceffity,  I am  to  obey  his  Royal  Highnefs’s  commands,  in  vifiting  Hofpitals. 

My  duty  obliges  me  to  examine  the  charges  of  the  different  medicines  in  the  Apothecary  Ge- 
neral’s Bill  ; this,  if  done  confcientioufly,  which  I truft  it  has  been  found  to  be,  is  of  material  impor- 
tance, where  the  annual  Bill  is  generally  of  a very  large  amount. 

On  the  firft  of  every  month,  a Report  is  made  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  Secretary  at  War, 
on  the  Return?  of  the  whole  Army  at  home  and  abroad  ; and  in  performing  this  duty  1 take  my 
turn  with  the  Surgeon  General  and  Infpedor  General. 

I have  never  been  abfent  from  my  duty  ever  lince  January  1794  a week  at  a time,  except  on  two 
occafions,  when  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief  permitted  me  to  go  to  Scotland  on 
bufinefs,  once  for  five,  and  the  other  time  for  four  weeks. 

For  the  above  duties  and  employments,  which  occupy  fo  much  t from  the  bufinefs  of  my  pro- 
feffion,  I receive  little  more  than  30  Shillings  ; lo  that  my  pay,  after  thirteen  years  fervice,  is  inferior 
to  that  of  ordinary  Infpeitois  of  Hofpitals,  iome  of  whom  nave  had  3.  a day.

juft  returned  from  vifiting  an  Army  Hofpital,  at  the  Barrack  at  Malden,  in  Eilex. 

Q_  4.  Previous  to  12th  March  1798,  whilft  you,  the  Surgeon,  and  Infpeftor  Generals  afted  as 
a Board  in  the  recommendation  of  perfons  to  Medical  fituations  connefted  with  the  Armv,  was 
there  any  rule  obferved  amongft  you  in  naming,  for  joint  recommendations,  according  to  what  you 
confidered  as  your  feparate  departments  ?— — A.  There  was  no  fuch  rule,  each  recommended  for 
his  feparate  department  for  the  approbation  of  the  Majority;  but  nqne  were  recom- 
mended but  fuch  as  the  Majority  approved  of,  and  who  were  of  fuch  education  and 
abilities  as  had  been  previoufiy  agreed  upon  as  neceflary.

A,  With  regard  to  the  firft  part  of  the  queftion,  it  was  fufpefted,  but  never  proved, 
that  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  had  taken  fome  money  from  the  Mates,  but  which 
could  not  poiTibly  operate  in  the  recommendations  by  the  Board  .with  regard  to  the 
i'econd  part  of  the  queftion,  1 know- of  no  inftance  where  the  perfons  recommended 
had  proved  unfit  for  their  fituations. 

Q.  9.  What  convenience  or  advantage  has  been  obtained  by  the  patronage  and  recommendation 
to  Army  Medical  Situations  being  divided  amongft  the  Members  of  the  former  Beard?

Q.  32.  Where  is  the  Depot  for  thefe  Articles  ? -A.  The  Depots  for  the  General  Hofpitals  on

Q.  46.  Have  you  heard  that  owing  to  bad  package  alfo,  almoft  all  the  fets  of  Surgeon’s  Inftru- 
ments  tent  out  to  Egypt  in  the  laft  war  were  rendered  ufelefs  from  fome  fpirit  of  vitriol  getting 

amongft  them  ? A.  Such  fact  has  not  come  t«  my  knowledge;  but  care  is  always  directed  to

I am  of  opinion  it  would  if  there  were  proper  teachers. 

I am  of  opinion  that  the  fervice  would  be  bertfiied  by  ihe  Army  Medical 
Board  being  reftored  to  the  ftate  inftituted  by  His  Majefty  in  1793. 

That  the  Phyficians  of  the  Army  fhould  again  have  the  profpedt  of  prp- 
motion  which  they  had  when  they  entered  the  fervice,  for  at  prefent 
they  are  the  only  perfens  in  the  Army  who  are  precluded  from  pr$- 
U c tnolions : 
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motions  : they  have  no  excitement  to  exertion  ; the  confequence  will 
be,  that  perfons  of  inferior  education  and  talents  will  occupy  that 
rank. 

It  would  be  advantageous  to  the  Service  to  make  the  rhyfician  General 
refponhble  for  the  quantity  as  well  as  the  quality  of  the  Medicines  ufed 
in  the  Army.  The  Apothecary  General’s  .Bill  has  at  times  been 
enormous,  once  to  the  amount  of  about  f . 1 50,000  in  one  year ; 
the  Phyfician  General  fliould  controul  thefe  Accounts ; the  Surgeon 
General,  the  Accounts  of  General  Hofpitals>;  the  Infpe&or  General, 
the  Accounts  of  Regimental  Hofpitals.  But  it  is  fubrnitted  whether 
for  fuch  refponfibility  and  duties  there  is  reafon  in  the  two  former  of 
thefe  Officers  receiving  only  a few  {hillings  more  than  30  r.  a day, 
without  Bat  or  Forage,  whereas  the  latter  receives  ^,4  a day  with  Bat 
and  Forage,  and  a common  Infpector  receives  all'o  more  than  the 
Pxiyfician  or  Surgeon  General.

Q.6r.  What  number  of  Phyficians  have  you  recommended  for  Army  Appointments  fince 
the  divifion  of  the  patronage  in  March  1798  ?— — — A.  Twelve  or  thirteen. 

Q.  62.  Is  it  on  your  recommendation  that  Army  Phyficians  are  put  upon  Haflf-pay  ? A.  It 

docs  not  originate  with  me,  but  application  is  firil  made  to  me  from  the  War  Office, 
and  then  the  formal  recommendation  comes  from  me. 


Q_  63.  What  profit  do  you  intend  to  allow  to  the  Apothecary  General,  on  the  Articles, 

the  pnees  of  which  you  fix?- A.  I confider  ten  per  Cent,  upon  an  average,  a reafonable 

profit.

Office  they  were  ufually  taken  from  Medical  Men,  as  a ftep  of  promotion. 

Qr  7-  What  was  the  convenience  or  utility  of  Medical  Perfons  being  appointed  to  this  fixa- 
tion ? A.  I favv  that  inconvenience  arofe  from  it  (although  there  might  have  been 

fome  convenience  as  a flop  to  promotion)  and  therefore  I recommended  that  they 
fhould  be  taken  from  perfons  verfed  in  Accounts,  (b) 

0,8.  Was  much  truft  repofed  in  thefe  Purveyors  in  the  procuring  Hofpital  Stores  and  Pro- 

vifions  ? A.  As  they  did  not  act  from  themfelves,  but  from  the  heads  of  the 

Hofpital,  there  ought  not  to  be  much  trull:  repofed  in  them  ; but  there  might  occafionally 
arife  a necefficy  for  giving  them  greater  relponfibility,  as  they  were  commiffioned 
Officers. 

0.9.  Did  they  give  fecurity  for  the  faithful  execution  of  their  Duties? A.  When  they 

were  not  Commiffioned  Officers,  but  acting  Purveyors  or  Clerks,  it  was  thought 
necelfary  generally  to  take  fecurity. 

Q.  10.  Were  they  entitled  to  Half-pay  r I conceive  they  are,  being  commiffioned 

Officers. 

Q.  11.  Did  you  take  care,  when  vacancies  occurred,  or  new  expeditions  were  ordered,  to  feleffc 

perfons  from  the  Half-pay  Lift,  with  a view  to  fave  the  Half-pay  f It  was  generally  underftood 

that  the  Half-pay  thould  be  firft  refonted  to,  if  proper  and  efficient  men  were  6a 
the  Lift. 

Q,  12.  Had  the  Purveyor,  or  any  perfon  conneifted  with  the  Hofpitals,  any  interefl  or  concern 

in  the  articles  provided  for  the  ufe  of  the  Hofpitals? A.  It  was  not  allowed ; and  I do  not 

recoiled:  an  inffance  of  it. 

Q.  13.  How  did  you  proportion  the  quantities  of  Medicines  and  Stores  for  the  ufe  of  the  Ge- 
neral and  Regimental  Hofpitals  ? A.  According  to  the  probable  wants  of  the  Tick,  and  generally 

at  the  requifition  of  the  principal  Medical  Officer  ; but  if  that  Hofpital  had  a depot 
of  Medicines  and  Hofpiial  Stores  for  Foreign  Service  it  was  a different  confidera- 
tion.  (c) 

Q,  14.  Had  you  always  an  account  of  the  articles  remaining  in  Store,  before  you  directed  a 

further  fupply  ? A.  It  might  not  always  happen  that  I could  have  fuch  a return  made  me, 

becaufe  the  wants  might  he  preffing  ; it  has  been  only  within  thefe  fevv  years  that  I 
have  bedi  able  to  accomplifh  the  obtaining  accurate  and  complete  Returns  of  all 
Medical  and  Purveyors’  Stores. 

Q,i5.  Were  the  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals  fitted  up  and  furnifiied  according  to  your 

Plans  and  Diredions  ? -A.  The  General  Hofpitals  were  fitted  up  by  the  Barrack  Office;  the 

Regimental  Hofpitals  were  arranged  as  I direded  them. 

Q,  16.  Did  you  vifit  and  infped  thefe  Hofpitals  ? — and  if  you  did,  ftate  whether  your  vifits 

were  occafional  or  periodical, and  to  what  objedsyour  attention  wasdireded  ? A.  I vifited  the 

General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals  as  often  as  iny  other  important  duties  would  allow 
me  ; and  1 did  not  think  it  right  to  do  it  periodically,  but  to  take  my  own  time,  as  beft 
fuited  my  other  duties : the  objefts  to  which  I direded  my  attention,  were,  the  ftate  of 
the  hick,  the  general  Arrangement,  and  the  fufficieney  of  the  fupply  of  Medicines, 
and  Hofpital  Articles,  and  to  corred  any  abufes  that  I found  to  exift,  by  reprefentatidfls 
to  the  Secretary  at  War.  (d) 

0,17.  How  often  were  the  Accounts  of  the  Hofpital  Expenditure  fubmitted  to  your  exami- 
nation r -A.  Poftponed.  (e). 

Q,i8.  State  the  courfe  you  obferved  in  examining  thefe  Accounts. A.  The  Abftrads 

being  laid  before  me,  I called  for  bills  wherever  I faw  any  extraordinary  or  improper 
expenditure. 

„ Q;  19.  How  did  you  check  the  quantity  of  articles  ftated  to  be  expended,  and  the  prices 
ftated  to  have  been  paid  for  thofe  purchafed  — A.  I check  the  quantity  of  articles  expended 

by  the  returns  of  the  number  of  fick,  and  by  the  nature  of  their  diforders,  fent  me 
by  the  heads  of  the  Hofpitals;  and  from  the  correfpondence  of  the  neceffities  of  the 
Hofpitals,  I conceive  that,  at  that  time,  I had  no  check  upon  the  prices  of  the 
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articles  purchafed  but  the  integrity  of  the  tradefmen  employed,  and  the  head  of  the 
Hofpital;  but  whenever  I obferved  by  any  of  the  bills  any  extravagance  in  the  prices, 
I did  not  fail  to  endeavour  to  correct  it  by  correfpondence  with  the  head  of  the 
Hofpital  or  the  party,  (f) 

Q.  20.  What  kind  of  Certificate,  or  of  Approval,  did  you  affix  to  the  Accounts  after  they  had 
undergone  your  examination? A.  Postponed.  (g) 

0^21.  What  became  of  thefe  Accounts  after  having  been  approved  by  you?  A.  Pofl> 
poned.  (h) 

22.  Do  you  know  whether  any  re-examination  of  them  took  place  in  the  War-Office? 

A.  I do  not  know  that  the  Hofpital  Accounts  underwent  any  examination  in  the 
War-Office. 


23.  From  what  funds  were  the  expences  of  the  General  Hofpitals  defrayed  ?— — A.  From 
money  imprelted,  I believe,  into  the  hands  of  the  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals,  by 
dire&ion  of  the  Secretary  at  War. 

Q.  24.  Was  money  advanced  from  time  to  lime  on  account,  for  the  expenditure  in  General 
Hofpitals? A.  I beg  to  refer  10  the  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals. 

0,25.  On  whofe  recommendation,  and  on  what  previous  inquiry,  were  advances  at  any  time 
made  ? A.  I until  likewife  refer  for  this  to  the  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals. 

Q.  26.  Were  the  balances  (if  any)  paid  when  the  Accounts  were  examined  and  approved  by 
you;  or  not  until  they  had  been  further  examined  in  the  War-Office  ? A.  Poi’cponed.  (i) 

Q_27.  Do  you  know  if  any  of  thefe  Accounts  were  afterwards  examined  in  the  Auditor’s 
•Office,  if  fo,  what  has  been  the  refult?— ——  A.  I apprehend  feme  of  the  Accounts,  prior  to 
1798,  have  lately  undergone  lome  confidcrable  examination  in  the  Auditor’s  Office, 
becaufe  I have  myfelf  been  called  before  them  within  a very  fhort  fpace  of  time, 
and  am  again  to  be  examined  by 'them  refpedting  them;  and  the  Auditors  have 
alfo  fent  for  re-examination,  to  the  Office  of  the  Army  Medical  Board,  a great 
number  of  Accounts  that  I believe  had  been  lodged  with  Mr.  Window,  fome  of 
which  Accounts  have  been  returned  to  the  Auditors  with  my  remarks. 

Q.  28.  During  the  time  the  Medical  Board  confifted  of  the  Phyfician  General,  Surgeon 
■'General,  and  yourfelf,  were  all  the  contingencies  of  the  Office  covered  by  the  allowance  to 

you  of  ten  fhillings  per  diem,  and  one  hundred  pounds  per  annum? A.  From  179310,  I 

believe,  1795  (when  the  Board  requeued  to  have  an  allowance  feparate  from  the 
Irtfpedior)  thefe  allowances  were  to  cover  all  contingencies ; from  that  time  they 
obtained  an  allowance  of  ten  fhillings  a day,  which  continued  to  be  received  until 
1 798,  when  the  contingencies  were  put  on  a different  footing,  under  the  directions 
of  my  fucceffor. 

29.  Were  any  fees  or  gratuities  received,  vvhilft  you  aCled  as  one  of  the  Board,  from  any 

.perfon  appointed  to  a medical  or  chirurgical  frtuation  ? A.  None,  with  my  approbation  or 

knowledge,  except  in  the  inftance  of  the  clerk  I took  after  my  predeceffor’s  death, 
and  it  was  one  of  my  reafons  for  immediately  ditmiffing  him  ; and  in  another  inftance 

of  the  clerk  who  fucceeded  him,  when  upon  the  repreientation  of  the  then  Surgeon 

Genera!  the  fame  had  occurred,  he  having  taken  fome  money  (a  few  guineas  I 

i believe)  of  a medical  gentleman  for  his  Warrant  or  Commiffion,  and  I then,  though 

with  great  inconvenience  to  myfelf,  difmiffed  him  immediately. 

30.  During  the  exiftence  of  the  Board,  was  any  rule  obferved,  relative  to  what  you  con- 

ceived to  be  your  feparate  departments,  in  your  joint  recommendation  of  a perfon  to  a medical 
or  chirurgical  fituation  ? A.  We  conceived  ihat  the  Phyfician  General  was  more  competent 

to  the  knowledge  of  medical  qualification  in  Phyficians,  and  therefore  iuch  nomina- 
tion was  always  left  to  him.  For  the  recommendations  of  Staff  Surgeons,  we  con- 
ceived the  Surgeon  General  to  be  the  molt  proper  peifon  to  nominate;  but  as  the 
profeffional  education  hnd  practice  of  the  Surgeon  General  and  the  InfpeiHor  of 
Hofpitals  were  fimilar,  the  nomination  of  the  Staff  Surgeons  was  frequently  alternate; 
do  alfo  of  Regimental  Surgeons  and  Affiftants. 

Q.  31.  What  inconvenience  was  experienced  when  the  Medical  Board  jointly  confidered  the 
merits  and  qualifications  of  candidates,  and  recommended  for  appointments  fuch  as  they  approved  ? 

A.  I conceive  no  inconvenience  to  arife  from  .it ; but  much  advantage  to  the  fervice 
was,  in  my  opinion,  derived  from  there  being  three  names  to  the  recommendations 
inftead  of  one. 

Q.  32.  Do  you  know  what  led  to  an  alteration  in  the  mode  of  recommendation  to  Army 

Medical  Situations  in  March  17.98  ? A.  I conjecture  that  it  might  be  expected  to  lead  to  the 

difpatch  of  bufinefs  in  other  matters  referred  to  the  Board. 

33.  Can  yoq.  ftate  whether  any  convenience  or  advantage  has  been  obtained  by  the  altera- 
tion ? A.  I know  of  none. 

34.  Previous  to  March  1798,  when  you  a£ted  as  one  of  a Board,  what  number  of  Deputy 

•Infpedtors  were  employed  in  Great  Britain  ? ■ - A.  Before  1798,  I do  not  believe  any  had  been 

appointed  for  the  purpofe  of  infpedting  Hofpitals  in  Great  Britain. 

Q.  35.  At 
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Q_35.  At  what  time,  and  on  whole  recommendation,  was  rank  above  the  Phyficians  of  the  Tirrms  hf].' 

Army,  given  to  the  Deputy  Infpedtors  ?- A.  Poftponed.  (!c)  v __ ^ . j 

Q.  ^6.  On  whcfe  recommendation  was  a Deputy  Infpetftor,  whofe  duty  required  his  attendance 
in  a particular  diftrid,  feledled  as  your  affiftant  in  the  office,  with  the  addition  of  tor.  per  diem 
to  his  former  pay  of  25 s.  per  diem? A.  It  was  upon  my  own  recommendation  to  the 
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Secretary  at  War;  and  I conceive  that  the  moil  beneficial  confequences  have  refultcd 
to  the  lervice.  (1)

Q_  38.  In  your  prefent  Office  of  Surgeon  General,  does  the  whole  of  the  appointment,  manage- 
ment, and  controul  of  the  Medical  Department  on  Foreign  Stations,  and  for  Expeditions,  reft 

with  you — if  it  does,  ftate  the  corn  fe  obferved  in  executing  this  duty  ? -A.  It  appears  to  have 

fallen  to  my  fhare  of  duty,  though  not  fpecifically  mentioned  in  the  arrangement,  to 
collect  fuch  Officers  as  are  recommended  by  the  individuals  of  the  Board,  according  to 
the  regulations  of  March  1798;  but  I only  recommend  Staff  Surgeons. 

Q.  39.  In  the  recommendation  of  Staff  Surgeons  for  Foreign  Expeditions,  is  the  Half-pay  Lift 

full  reforted  to  by  you,  agreeable  to  the  King’s  Regulations  of  12th  March  1798? A.  It  is 

my  duty  fo  to  do,  forfuch  as  are  proper  and  efficient. 

Q_  40.  Is  there  a Half-pay  Lift  of  Medical  Officers  of  all  deferiptions,  kept  in  the  Office  ? 

A.  In  my  own  Office  I can  only  anfwer  for  an  account  being  kept  of  the  Half-pay 
of  Staff,  Regimental,  and  Affiftant  Surgeons.

Q_  42.  Is  any  diferetionary  power  given  on  Foreign  Stations  to  the  Chief  of  the  Medical  Staff, 
to  Purveyors,  Apothecaries,  or  other  Medical  Officers,  to  provide  any  articles  that  may  be  thought 

neceff.try  ? A.  They  are  in  that  refpedt  immediately  under  the  controul  of  the  Commander  in 

Chief  upon  the  ftation. 

Q_  43.  On  what  data  or  calculations  do  you  proceed  in  apportioning  the  quantities  of  Medicines 
and  Stores  originally  provided  for  Expeditions,  and  for  the  future  fupplies  to  them,  and  to  Foreign 

Stations? A.  We  calculate  it  originallv  upon  a certain  number  of  fick  to  a given  number  of 

men,  according  to  the  Expedition,  and  provide  Medicines  accordingly.  The  future 
fupplies  depend  upon  the  requifuions  of  the  head  of  the  Medical  Staff,  fandtioned  by 
the  Commander  in  Chief. 

Qi  44.  Are  you  always  informed  of  the  quantities  in  ftore  before  direflions  are  given  for  a further 

fuppiy  ; and  how  do  you  c heck  the  returns  of  expenditure  ? A.  We  are  not  always  informed, 

nor  can  we  be,  of  the  quantities  in  ftore  on  adiual  fervice  ; but  from  foreign  fixed 
ftatians  we  have  now  returns  of  the  quantity  in  ftore,  and  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
articles ; — this  arifes  from  a late  appointment  of  a Purveyor  in  the  Surgeon  General’s 
Office,  whofe  duty  is  to  check  fuch  returns,  (n) 

Q.  45.  Did  you  ever  hear  that  Medical  Stores  have  been  occafionally  fentout  to  Foreign  Sta- 
tions where  the  Hofpital  Depots  at  the  time  were  amply  fupplied,  or  that  in  any  inftance  Medical 
Stores  have  been  fent  out  unfit  for  the  climates,  and  the  kind  of  diforder  prevalent  amongft  the 

troops? A.  I Ihould  think  fuch  a circumftance  could  only  happen  at  the  commencement  of  a 

war;  it  frequently  happens  that  we  do  not  know  where  Expeditions  are  intended  for, 
and  therefore  we  are  obliged  to  fend  general  divihons  of  Medicines  and  Stores  already 
piepared  ; but  if  requifitions  by  the  principal  officer  abroad  are  made  for  future  fupplies, 
it  is  his  duty  to  take  care  that  no  Medicines  are  required  that  are  improper  for  the 
climate,  or  ler  the  nature  of  the  prevalent  diforder.

Were  Returns  of  the  expenditure  of  thefe  Extraordinaries  fent  to  you  for  examination— 

if  fo,  how  do  you  check  them  r A.  Returns  were  occafionally  fent  of  vvhat  was  expended,  and 

of  v/hat  remained  in  ftore,  but  -I  could  not  check  the  detail  of  expenditure.

A.  The  charges  for  the  Bat  Man,  and  for 

the  (hoeing  the  Bat  Horfe,  were  allowed,  I believe,  under  the  fan&ion  of  the  Secretary 
at  War. 

Q,  77,  Were  the  authorities  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  of  which  you  have  fpoken  at  different 

times,  given  to  you  in  writing,  or  were  they  verbally  given  to  you  ? A.  I believe  uniformly 

in  writing. 

Qi  78.  Do  you  follow  private  pradlice  as  a Surgeon?— — A-  I do.  (cc) 

79.  Do  you  find  this  confident  with  a proper  attention  to  your  duties  as  Surgeon  General  ? 

A.  I have  never  differed  my  duties  as  Surgeon  General  to  be  at  all  infringed  by 
my  private  pradtice,  and  for  that  reafon  my  private  practice  has  moil  materially 
filtered.

Are  you  allowed  any  increafed  nay,  or  any  contingencies  when  you  go  from  London, 
in  execution  of  your  duty  as  Surgeon  General  ?• — - — A.  I am  not  allowed  any  increafed  pay,  and 
no  contingency  except  travelling  expences.  (dd) 


Q.  82.  What  allowances  on  any  occafion  had  you  when  Infpeflor  of  Regimental  Infirmaries, 
in  addition  to  forage  ?— — A.  Only  travelling  expences.  (ce) 

Q_  83.  Do  the  perfons  who,  according  to  the  King’s  Regulation  of  I2th  March  1798,  are 
under  your  patronage  of  recommendation,  pay  any  fees  or  gratuities  on  their  Appointment? 

A.  They  pay  none  to  me,  or  to  any  of  my  colleagues  that  I know  of. 

Qi  84.  Have  you  reafon  to  believe  that  any  perfon  belonging  to  the  Medical  Department  of 
the  Army  has  received  any  gift,  rewaid,  or  benefit,  in  confequence  of  another’s  Appointment 
to  fome  medical  fituation  connedled  with  the  Army  ? A.  With  the  exception  of  thofe  men- 

tioned in  the  former  part  of  my  examination,  I know  of  no  other.

A.  In  time  of  peace  I think  it  would  be  deferving  of  confideration,  whether 
fome  expence  might  not  be  faved  by  fuch  an  arrangement;  but  in  time  of  war  l 
think  the  fervice  cannot  be  accommodated  without  General  Hofpitals. 

Q.  87.  Would  any  benefit  to  the  fervice  be  obtained  by  requiring  the  candidates  for  Medical 
and  Chirurgical  Appointments  in  the  Army,  to  go  through  a certain  courfe  of  attendance  and  of 

leisures  at  an  Army  Hofpitai,  previous  to  their  application  for  employment? A.  I conceive 

that  the  York  Hofpitai  is  peculiarly  calculated  for  fuch  an  ellablifhment,  and  that  it 
would  be  highly  beneficial  to  the  fervice.

Ten  (hillings  per  diem  has  been  the  ufual  allowance  to  the  Affiftants  of  the  Surgeon 
General  or  Infpedior  General;  and  i conceive  no  perfon  unacquainted  with 
profeffional  duties  can  a£l  in  this  capacity:  it  requires  alfo  a perfon  of  good 
education  and  ability,  and  it  cannot  be  expected  that  without  fome  remuneration 
a Medical  Officer  would  forego  the  greater  emoluments  of  his  own  rank  upon 
fervice,  for  fuch  a laborious  duty  as  this  in  an  expenfive  fituation.

(l')  The  neceffities  of  the  fervice  from  time  to  time  have  produced  this  accumulation. 
The  great  number  of  inffruments  at  the  York  Hofpital  and  Porcheftef  Caftle, 
is  owing  to  the  breaking  up  of  the  feveral  regimental  depots  for  mvafioni 
throughout  Great  Britain,  in  November  and  December  1805;  the  clofing-  of 
the  General  Hofpitals  at  Deal,  Plymouth,  and  Gofport,  and  the  return  to 
depots  from  expeditions  on  the  continent,  &c.  It  is  now' in  contemplation  to 
ufe  a part  of  this  furplus  in  fending  perfedl  fets  to  foreign  ftations  in  return 
for  impaired,  worn  out,  or  ufelefs  fets.

Should 
the  explanation  be  unfatisfadfory,  or  charge  made  that  1 think  improper,  it  is 
ftruck  out  of  the  Account,  and  in  no  cafe  are  thefe  Accounts  laid  before  the 
Comptroller  until  every  poflible  means  have  been  made  ufe  of  to  afcertain  the 
propriety  of  the  Expenditure  by  me,  and  as  to  arithmetical  accuracy  by  the 
Clerk  who  adls  as  Accountant.

We  have  learned  that  fome  time  in  the  year  1798,  a Report  relative  to  the  kind  of  Me- 
dicines neceflary  for  Weft  India  practice  in  the  Army,  was  tranfmitted  by  Mr.  Young,  the  Infpedor 
of  Hofpitals  there  to  the  Surgeon  General  : — Have  any  alterations  in  confequence  of  that  Report 
been  made  in  the  Affortment  of  Medicines  fent  out  to  the  Weft  Indies  ? — —A.  In  anwfer  to  this,  I 
beg  to  refer  to  a document  which  is  now  preparing  in  obedience  to  a precept  of  this 
Board.

Board  { -A.  Almoft  every  day,  but  at  no  fixed  hours,  that  depending  upon  the  bufineis  I have

A.  There  is  no  inftruStion  given  in  writing,  but  it  is  underftood  that  I am  generally 
there  from  one  to  two  o’clock. 

Q;_  92.  Have  you  heard  complaints  that  they  who  have  bufinefs  with  the  Army  Medical  Office 
find  much  difficulty  and  delay  in  getting  their  bufinefs  doner— —A.  I have  not  heard  of  any 
complaints  of  that  nature. 

93.  In  your  anfwer  to  the  1 6th  Queftion,  you  fpoke  of  the  obje&s  to  which  your  attention 
was  directed  when  you  infpedted  any  General  or  Regimental  Hofpitals  ; did  you,  on  your  return, 
make  a minute  in  any  book  now  remaining  in  the  Office,  of  what  you  had  obferved  on  thofe  in- 

fpedions? A.  I made  minutes  upon  the  fpot,  from  which  the  Reports  mentioned  in  my  former 

anfwer  or  correfpondence  with  the  parties,  were  afterwards  framed,  but  thefe  minutes 
were  not  entered  in  any  official  book.

Anf.  to  85.  Confiderable  inconvenience  arifes  to  the  fervice  from  the  prefent  diftribution  RcfpeAive  Duties  of 
of  appointment  by  the  arrangement  of  1798;  the  power  to  recommend  and  the  the  Board, 
refponfibility  for  the  due  execution  of  the  duties  are  in  different  hands ; the  recommend- 
ation for  appointment  is  with  one  member,  who  cannot  be  the  beft  informed  of  the 
merits  of  the  Candidates  for  promotion*  and  has,  after  appointment,  no  refponfibility 
for  the  due  performance  of  the  duties— -this  refponfibility  refts  with  another  member  of 
the  Board,  and  who,  for  that  reafon  alone,  ought  to  have  the  recommendation  for  ap- 
pointment. The  recommendation  of  Phvficians  and  Staff  Surgeons  furnilh  the  only 
exception;  Infpecftors,  Deputy  Infpeflors  for  Foreign  Service,  Purveyors,  Deputy  Pur- 
veyors, Apothecaries,  Hofpital  Mates,  and  perfons  of  every  deferiptien  belonging  to 
General  Hofpitals,  ought  to  be  recommended  by  the  member  who  has  the  refponfibility 
for  General  Hofpitals  and  Foreign  Service,  except  in  the  inftance  of  Deputy  Infpec- 
tors  on  Home  Service,  who  infpect  Regimental  Hofpitals  at  home  ; the  recommendation 
therefore  of  Deputy  Infpectors  ftiould  alternate  with  the  Infpedtor  General,  and  who- 
ever directs  the  Hofpital  concerns  abroad  ; whereas  at  prelent  they  are  all  of  every  def- 
cription  recommended  by  the  perfon  who  has  no  intereft  in  the  due  performance  of 
their  duties,  and  no  refponfibility. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  recommendation  of  Infpe&ors  and  Deputy Infpe£Iors  is  not 
noticed  in  the  late  arrangement,  and  was  therefore  made  by  the  Board;  but  of  late  it 
Is  with  the  Infpedlor  General,  the  Surgeon  General  remaining  refponfible  for  their 
ability  and  duty  on  Foreign  Service. 

ffjy  parity  of  reafoning.  Regimental  Surgeons  and  Affiftant  Surgeons  ftiould  be  pro- 
vided and  recommended  by  the  InfpeStor  General. 

Thus  would  power  and  refponfibility  be  united. 

As  two  Members  only  appear  to  be  necefiary  at  the  Medical  Examination  of  Candi- 
dates, and  as  the  Surgeon  General  is  obliged  to  attend  to  the  Surgical  Qualification  of 
all  Army  Surgeons,  and  of  all  Candidates  for  the  Army  at  the  College  of  Surgeons, 
the  two  moft  proper  for  the  Medical  Examination  ftiould  feem  to  be  the  Phyfician  and 
Infpeclor  General. 

It  ftiould  feem  by  the  printed  arrangement,  that  the  duties  and  refponfibility  of  the 
Surgeon  General  do  not  very  greatly  preponderate ; but  when  the  accounts  of  General 
Hofpitals,  according  to  the  prefent  fvftem,  together  with  a very  accurate  account  to  be 
rendered  of  the  confumption  of  all  Medicines  and  Stores  for  the  Army  difperfed  over 
the  whole  globe,  not  noticed  in  the  arrangement,  are  taken  into  confideration,  it  will

be  obvious  that  this  labour  and  refponfibility  are  far  greater  than  thofe  of  the  P'nyfician 
General  or  lnfpedtor  General,  to  neither  of  whom  is  at  prefent  the  leaft  refponfibility 
of  that  kind  attached. 

It  is  therefore  fuggefted  that  the  Surgeon  General  fliall  have  no  further  refponfibility 
than  is  confiftent  with  his  rank,  duty,  and  profelfton,  and  fuch  as  was  confidered  to 
belong  to  him  and  the  Phvfician  General  in  the  Board  of  1793  j viz.  that  they  (hall  con- 
tinue with  the  Infpe£tor  General  rcfporifihle  for  the  quality  and  prices  of  all  Medical 
and  Sur  gical  articles  in  the  Apothecary’s  bills  refpedtively  ; fihall  certify  tor  the  ficknefs  of 
Military  Officers,  and  in  addition  thereto  (hall  appropriate  the  quantities  oi  Medicines 
and  Surgical  articles  to  the  different  fervices. 

Every  part  of  the  Infpedlorial  duty  of  the  Board,  in  addition  to  the  Infpedfion  of 
Regimental  Hofpitals;  viz.  the  correfpondence  with  the  heads  of  Hofpitals  on  Foreign 
Service,  and  managing  the  concerns  thereof,  fhould  be  the  fpecific  duty  of  che  Infpedlor 
Genera],  as  was  already  done  by  that  Officer  until  the  arrangement  of  1798. 

The  Accounts  of  General  Hofpitals,  and  of  fuch  fervices  as  are  connedled  with  them, 
fhould  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a perfon  verfed  in  Accounts,  who  fhould  alfo  be  the 
Accountant  for  the  Regimental  Hofpital  fervice. 

Thefalaries  of  the  head  Clerks  in  the  Office  of  the  Army  Medical  Board  appear  to 
be  inadequate  to  their  fituations,  and  no  gradations  of  advancement  are  held  out  to  the 
juniors  to  quicken  their  a£tivity  or  ftimulate  their  exertions.  The  appointment  of 
an  Accountant,  however,  to  the  Board  feems  to  be  neceflary,  with  a falary  adequate 
to  his  fituation,  many  errors  and  fome  fraunds  having  been  detected  by  him  in  the 
former  accounts  of  the  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals,  which  had  efcaped  the  vigilance  of 
the  Sub-Accountants  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  Office,  the  Accountant  at  the  War 
Office,  and  the  Office  of  the  Auditors;  and  thefe  Accounts  having  been  fent  to  me 
from  the  Auditors  for  revifion  from  12  to  13  years  after  the  expenditure  was  incurred, 
when  many  of  the  parties  were  from  abfence  or  death  not  forth  coming,  it  is  due  to  the 
prefent  Accountant  and  to  his  prefent  mode  of  carrying  on  che  Hofpital  Accounts  to 
notice  him  in  this  place. 

It  fhould  be  the  official  duty  of  the  Accountant  to  fuperintend  the  money  concerns ; 
to  afcertain  their  accuracy;  keep  a proper  account  and  check  of  them  ; to  fee  that 
proper  vouchers  are  produced ; to  preferve  them  until  called  for,  and  to  be  refponfible 
for  the  due  execution  of  thefe  duties. 

Although  no  money  pafTes  through  this  Office,  yet  as  experience  proves  that  the 
Secretary  at  War  places  a very  confiderable  degree  of  confidence  in  the  pecuniary 
recommendations  from  this  Office,  fuch  an  appointment  feems  calculated  to  enfure  a 
corredlnefs  and  accuracy  that  would  be  beneficial  to  the  public;  and  it  is  worthy  of  the 
confideration  of  the  Commiffioners,  whether  the  Accountant  in  this  Office  would  not 
be  the  moft  proper  officer  for  the  refponfibility  of  the  public  money,  at  prefent 
imprefied  into  the  hands  of  the  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals,  and  thus  fave  the  heavy 
expence  of  that  Office,  in  which,  from  a mifunderftanding  of  the  nature  of  its  dirties, 
great  inconvenience  has  arifen. 

The  controul  of  all  Office  Expences  and  Clerks  fhould  be  vefted  in  the  Board,  or  if 
a Board  be  not  deemed  advifable,  the  duties  of  Surgeon  General  and  of  Infpector 
General  mull  be  feparatcd  and  defined,  much  inconvenience  being  experienced  from 
their  being  blended,  and  under  the  controul  of  tiie  lnfpedlor  General  only.  The 
Surgeon  General’s  great  refponfibility  requires  an  Office  under  his  own  controul. 

A very  heavy  expence  and  fometimes  great  inconvenience  arifing  from  the  prefent 
mode  of  fupplying  the  Army  with  Medicines,  Surgical  Inftruments  and  Apparatus;  it 
is  fuggefted,  that  as  foon  as  the  Apothecary  General’s  Patent  ceafes  by  purchafe,  or  the 
demife  of  the  Patentee,  inftead  of  the  prefent  mode  of  fupplying  the  Army  by  the  ex- 
ertions of  an  individual,  very  confiderable  favings  may  be  made  if  Government  were 
to  eftablifh  a Public  ^laboratory,  to  provide  all  Medical  and  Surgical  Stores  on  their 
own  account  by  purchafing  every  article  from  the  firft  fource,  and  by  going  to  market 
with  ready  money  ; for  if  drugs  are  purchafed  from  the  merchants,  and  if  other  articles 
are  to  be  bought  to  the  greateft  advantage,  it  mult  be  by  regular  payments,  and  at  fuch 
ftated  periods  of  payment  as  are  cuftomary.  ] hus  will  the  profits  of  the  Apothecary 
General  fall  into  Government,  and  the  intereft  that  is  now  obliged  to  be  allowed  upon 
the  bills  of  that  officer  be  faved ; the  neceflary  expence  of  the  eftablifhment  in  em- 
ploying an  able  and  efficient  perfon  at  the  head  to  fuperintend  it,  with  a fufficiency  of 
clerks  and  fervants,  being  the  only  additional  charge.  It  is  however  eflential  to  the 
well  doing  of  this  fyftem  that  it  fhould  be  under  the  direction  of  a perfon  perfectly 
competent  to  the  undertaking,  by  a knowledge  of  the  quality  of  the  articles,  and  who 
is  well  acquainted  with  the  markets;  a man  of  acknowledged  character,  who  muft  be 
reftridted  from  deriving  any  emolument  beyond  his  falary,  or  from  engaging  in  any 
other  undertaking  to  impede  his  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  Office. 

The  infpedion  of  the  ftores  to  continue  as  at  prefent  with  the  Army  Medical  Board , 
and  all  orders  for  fupylying  the  Army  to  proceed  from  the  proper  Members  of  the 
Board. 

All  returns  of  ftores  to  be  fent  to  the  Superintendant  of  the  Elaboratory,  who  is  an 
officer  appointed  by  Government  as  a check  after  they  have  palled  the  proper 
officer  of  the  Board  ; and  by  thefe  means  he  becomes  a Storekeeper  Geneial,  and  Ac- 
countant General  of  Medical  Stores.

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It  would  be  very  defirable  for  the  Navy  and  Ordnance  to  be  fupplied  from  the  fame  Thomas  Keate,  Efq. 

fource,  keeping  the  fefpectiveaccounts  feparate,  which  would  make  it  llill  more  worthy  t ^ f 

the  attention  of  Government  by  more  coniiderable  favings.  Navy  and  Ordnance 

By  thefe  means  too,  all  complaints  of  the  confined  iuuation  of  the  Apothecary  Gene-  Medicines, 
ral’s  prefent  eftablifnment,  and  the  confequent  tardinefs  in  forwarding  the  requifitions 
and  fupplies  will  be  obviated. 

It  would  not  be  difficult  for  Government  to  adopt  a plan  fimilar  to  that  of  the  Apo-  For  die  fupply  of 
thecary  General  for  providing  Purveyors’  Stores,  but  as  the  perfon  who  has  the  manage-  1 urvey°is  inures, 
ment  of  that  department  has,  from  the  commencement  of  my  official  duties  in  93,  uni- 
formly carried  on  this  branch  of  the  fervice  with  energy  and  difpatch,  fo  as  to  obviate 
difficulties  and  prevent  diftrefs  upon  emergencies  of  fervice,  I feel  much  reluctance  in 
making  the  above  remark,  efpecially  as  the  prices  of  his  articles  have  never  been  fub- 
mitted  to  me.  The  refponfibility  for  the  care  and  confurnption  of  ftores  ought  how- 
ever to  reft  with  /;zw,  who  is  an  officer  appointed  by  Government,  by  his  taking  charge 
of  all  returns  of  ftores,  and  verifying  them  by  comparing  them  with  the  preceding. 

The  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals  being  alio  an  officer  appointed  by  Government, 
ought  in  reality  to  do  the  duties  as  fuch  in  the  colleiStion  and  prefervation  of,  as  well 
as  checking  all  fob-vouchers,  fo  as  to  make  them  correfpond  with  the  original  im- 
.prefts,  until  called  for  by  the  Auditors  of  Public  Accounts;  but  if  the  Accountant  is 
made  efficient,  and  the  Board  has  the  general  direction  of  all  money  concerns,  as  well 
as  of  Purveyors  and  Medical  Stores,  the  appointment  of  an  Agent  will  be  ufelefs. 

If  private  pra&ice  fhould  be  thought  incompatible  with  the  duties  of  the  Board,  a 
compcnfation  for  the  lofs  would  of  courfe  be  expedbeu ; and  if  the  Surgeon  General 
is  to  be  continued  as  Storekeeper  General,  a rate  of  pay  more  commenfurate  with 
his  labour  and  refponfibility  is  but  juft  to  be  given  him. 

The  above  outline,  being  the  refult  of  thirteen  years  experience,  and  of  nearly 
thirty-fix  years  fervice,  might  in  my  opinion  remove  the  exifting  difficulties  ; or  the 
reftoring  the  Board  of  1793  for  all  appointments,  leaving  it  to  the  refpedbive  Members 
to  arrange  amongft  themfelves  the  feparate  details  of  duty. 

No  additional  expence  would  thereby  be  incurred,  and  by  comparing  the  paft  with 
the  prefent  expences  attending  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  it  is  but  fair  to 
calculate  upon  making  great  lavings.

For  each  of  thefe  appointments  I receive  a daily  pay  of  4c  s.  fubjedb  to  the  ufual  dedudlions  ; and 
hold  befides  the  fituauon  of  Surgeon  to  his  Royal  Highnels  the  Commander  in  Chief’s  Staff,  at  the 
iy  of  15*.  a day  ; my  duty  on  that  head  is  to  attend  in  my  profeffional  capacity  upon  his  Royal 
ighnefs,  his  Suite,  and  any  part  of  his  general  Military  Staff.

To  regifter  the  weekly  balance  of  Hofpital 
Fund,  and  to  give,  half  yearly,  a ftatement  of 
the  fame  to  the  W ar  Office. 

To  recommend  the  Contingent  Allowances 
to  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Infpedtor  General’s 
Department,  and  the  pay  of  Hofpital  Mates. 

To  examine  and  fandtion  Pradiitioner’s  Bills. 

To  make  a half  yearly  return  of  the  Medical 
Staff  of  his  Department. 

To  fuperintend  the  due  execution  of  the 
Hofpital  Regulations  by  the  feveral  Deputies  in 
the  Military  Diftricts  ; and  occafionally  to  make 
perfonal  infpedtion  of  the  fame. 

N.B.  The  whole  of  the  above  duties  have 
been  (in  the  prefent  Infpector  Generals 
time)  extended  to  all  Militia  and  Invaiid 
Regiments  not  before  within  the  pale  of 
fuch  enquiry. 

It  has  been  the  Infpedtor  General’s  duty  to 
frame  a feparate  Code  for  fupplies  to  the  Volun- 
teers throughout  the  Kingdom  ; to  fuperintend 
their  iffues  and  medical  charges. 

To  fuperintend  the  profeffional  education  of 
the  Medical  Cadets,  to  inftrudt  them  in  the  Hof- 
pital Regulations  and  Returns. 

To  fuperintend  the  interior  arrangement  and 
controul  of  the  difburfements  of  the  Office 
Eftablifhment  in  which  the  bulinefs  of  the 
Medical  Department  is  carried  on.

Have  complaints  been  at  any  time  made  of  the  quality  of  thofe  fent  from  the  Apothe- 
cary General  or  the  general  depots? A.  Occafionally  we  have  had  complaints,  but  not  very 

frequently  ; when  made  they  have  been  properly  noticed. 

Q.  27.  If  you  had  reafon  to  believe  that  any  of  the  articles  could  be  procured  at  a more  reafon-

A.  By  due  inveftigation  and  examination  of  the  Medical  Regifters,  when  the  ex- 
penditure is  queftionable. 

Qi  29.  Have  you  reafon  to  believe  that  the  Medicines  and  Hofpital  Stores  have  been  at  any  time 

wafted,  or  improperly  difpofed  of  by  the  Regimental  Surgeons  ? —A.  I have  no  recollection  of 

more  than  one  inftance,  and  that  I ineffectually  endeavoured  to  trace. 

0^30.  You  ftate  it  to  be  another  part  of  your  duty  of  I nfpeCtor  General,  to  fuperintend 

the  profeffional  education  of  the  Medical  Cadets. — Explain  how  you  execute  this  duty  ? A.  The 

Medical  Cadets  are  Hofpital  Mates,  receiving  pay,  but  unattached  for  a year;  they 
walk  the  hofpitals  and  attend  the  leCtures,  fo  as  to  qualify  them  for  the  Service,  and 
praCHce  the  operative  part  of  Surgery,  under  the  direction  of  a Staff  Surgeon,  efpecially 
appointed  for  that  duty  ; there  are  only  eleven,  I believe,  at  prefent  upon  the  Lift  ;

difficulty  and  delay  in  getting  their  bufinefs  done  ? A.  I have  heard  that  fuch  complaints  have 

been  made,  but  as  far  as  refpedts  myfelf,  I am  not  confciousof  their  being  juft. 

Q,  35-  Where  are  your  accounts  for  the  expences  of  the  Office  examined  ?■ A.  At  the  War 

Office. 

Q.  36.  What  kind  of  vouchers  do  you  produce  in  juftification  of  your  charges? A.  The 

regular  bills  and  receipts. 

37.  Does  the  examination  of  thefe  accounts  come  ultimately  before  the  Auditors? A.  I 

apprehend  they  do.

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O.  38.  Out  of  what  funds  are  the  expences  of  the  Hofpitals  under  your  controul  defrayed  i 

A,  The  contingent  expences  of  Regimental  Hofpitals  are  defrayed  out  ot  the  uop- 
pages,  as  far  as  they  will  go ; and  on  my  approving  fignature  of  any  deficiency,  the  fame 
is  paid  by  the  payment  of  the  regiment,  and  charged  in  his  account.  When  any  lur- 
plus  arifes  it  is  reported  half-yearly  to  the  Secretary  at  War;  each  refpechve  Fay- 
mafter  having  certified  that  fuch  a fum  is  in  his  hands,  and  a general  abftract  of  furplus 
and  deficiency  is  half-yearly  delivered  into  the  War  Office.  As  Infpedtor  General, 

I have  nothing  to  do  with  the  expences  of  General  Hofpitals. 

Q.  39.  Who  keeps  the  account  of  the  receipts  and  payments  ? -A.  There  is  a weekly  regifter 

of  the  furplus  and  deficiences,  as  returned  to  me  by  the  Surgeons,  kept  in  the  Office. 

Q.  40.  In  whofe  hands  is  the  balance,  and  to  what  is  it  ultimately  applicable  ?- -A.  The  ba- 

lances are  in  the  hands  of  the  different  Paymafters,  except  in  cafes  where  they  are 
• credited  to  Government.

42.  Can  you  ftate  what  has  been  this  average  annual  expence  of  a given  number  of  regi- 
ments ? No  ; I cannot. 

Q.  43.  Can  you,  from  the  weekly  returns  made  to  you  by  the  Surgeons  of  regiments,  form  a 
judgment  on  the  propriety  of  their  treatment  and  the  general  conduct  of  the  Hofpitals  Under  their 

care  ? A.  I endeavour  to  do  it  by  the  form  of  the  return,  as  far  as  the  diftance  will  allow,  and 

from  the  return  I frequently  queftion  it. 

Q.  44.  Do  you  often  find  it  to  be  neceffary  to  direeft  the  Deputy  Infpectors  to  vifit  thefe  Regi- 
mental Hofpitals  ? — • — A.  I do  not  often  find  it  neceffary  to  give  them  particular  dire&ions,  becaufe 
they  are  not  wanting  in  attention  to  fuch  points  of  notice,  but  on  fome  occafions  they 
have  fpecial  orders  from  me. 

Q_  45*  Do  the  Deputy  Infpedtors  vifit  the  General  Hofpitals  and  the  Depots  of  Medicines,  and 

Hofpital  Stores  ? A.  They  occafionally,  I believe,  vifit  the  General  Hofpitals,  hut  as  the 

controul  of  that  department  more  particularly  belongs  to  the  Surgeon  General,  I 
have  not  impreffed  upon  them  the  neceffity  for  it  as  in  Regimental  Hofpitals.  They 
have  nothing  to  do  with  depots,  (e) 

Q^46.  Supposing  that  the  Deputy  Infpedtors  may  be  of  fome  ufe  in  occafionally  vifiting  the 
Regimental  Hofpitals,  is  their  appointment  ufeful  to  the  fame  extent  now  that  the  General  Hofpitals 
are  fo  much  reduced  ? A.  I think  fully  fo,  becaufe  they  have  very  little  to  do  with  General  Hof- 

pitals. The  advantages  of  their  infpedtion  have  been  manifeft  to  the  whole  Army, 
particularly  in  keeping  up  the  effective  {Length  as  well  as  in  the  reduction  of  the  ex- 
penditure. 

0^47-  We  have  been  informed  that  you,  the  Phyfician  General,  and  Surgeon  General,  have 
gone  to  Malden,  in  Effex,  lately,  to  examine  into  the  ftate  of  the  Hofpital  of  the  28th  Regiment ; 
during  what  length  of  time  did  it  appear  that  the  men  had  been  afflidted  with  the  complaint  you 

went  particularly  to  examine  ? A.  The  difeafe  of  the  Opthalinia  has  prevailed  in  that  regiment, 

more  or  lefs,  I believe,  fince  June  or  July  laft. 

48.  Were  you  fatisfied  with  the  condueft  of  the  Surgeon  of  that  regiment  in  his  treatment  of 

the  complaint  ? A.  He  appears  to  have  been  very  affiduous,  but  is  not  a man  of  the  firft  talents 

in  his  profeffion. 

Q.  49.  Had  any  Deputy  Infpector  vifited  the  Hofpital  of  that  regiment  during  the  exiftence  of 

this  particular  complaint  ? A.  The  Deputy  Infpedtor  of  the  diftridl  had  frequently  done  it,  and 

had  made  fome  excellent  Reports  upon  the  fubjedl  generally  as  well  as  particularly. 

Q.  50.  Did  his  Reports  include  any  obfervations  on  the  conduct  of  the  Surgeon  of that  regiment 

in  the  treatment  of  that  complaint? A,  I believe  he  reprefented  the  Surgeon  as  1 have  before 

deferibed. 

Q.  51.  Have  the  Deputy  Infpe&ors  who  a£I  as  Affiftants  to  you  and  to  the  Surgeon  General,  an 

allowance  of  forage  for  three  horfes,  as  the  refident  Deputy Infpe&ors  have  ? -A.  lean  only  fpeak 

to  that  in  the  fingle  inftance  of  Dodftor  Borland,  who  receives  it  by  ft  eciai  order  of  the

-J  whether  it  was  upon  my  application  or  his  own. 

Q.  52.  Has  Mr.  Phillips,  a Deputy  Infpedtor  refiding  in  London  without  employ,  full  pay  and 
an  allowance  of  forage  for  three  horfes  ? — A.  He  is  upon  Half-pay. 

Q.  53.  Do  you  know  what  fervice  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army  Mr.  Phillips  has 

ever  executed? A.  He  was  Staff  Surgeon  at  Brighton,  and  upon  being  made  a Deputy  In- 

fpedtor  he  was  attached  to  General  G wynn’s.  diftridt ; as  foon  as  he  was  taken  from 
the  diftridl  I think  his  forage  allowance  was  flopped. 

Q.  54.  When  a Deputy  Infpedtor  is  appointed  to  a foreign  ftation,  has  he  an  allowance  for  out- 
fit ?=— If  he  has,  ftate  by  what  authority  it  is  granted  to  him,  and  what  the  amount  of  it  is. 

A.  This  queflion  can  bell  be  anfwered  by  the  Surgeon  General. 

Qi  55-  What  length  of  previous  fervice,  and  in  what  line  do  you  ufually  confider  it  as  expedient 

that  a perfon  fhall  have  ferved  before  you  recommend  him  as  a Deputy  Infpedtor  ? A.  I feledl 

the  Deputy  Infpe&ors  from  Regimental  or  Staff  Surgeons.  I am  not  influenced  by 
length  of  fervice  alone,  though  1 think  feniority  has  a claim  : I am  chiefly  governed 
by  the  talents  and  qualifications  of  the  perfon  who  is  to  do  the  duty. 

Q.  56.  What  number  of  Deputy  Infpedtors  have  been  appointed  on  your  recommendation  ? 

A.  Poftponed  (f) 

Q.  57.  Is  it  cn  your  recommendation  that  the  Infpedtors  and  Deputy  Infpedtors  are  put  on  the 
Half-pay  Lift  ?— If  it  is,  after  what  length  of  fervice  do  you  confider  it  as  fit  to  recommend 

them  to  be  put  upon  that  Lift  ? -A.  It  is  upon  my  recommendation— if  bodily  infirmities,  old 

age,  or  inefficiency,  be  the  ground  of  recommendation ; otherwife  they  are  retained 
till  the  end  of  the  war,  or  till  I am  called  upon  by  the  War  Office  to  report  the 
Supernumeraries:  on  the  return  of  fuch  officers  from  an -expedition,  they  are  retained 
upon  their  full  pay  till  I have  directions  from  the  War  Office  to  the  contrary. 

Q.  58.  Have  you,  in  addition  to  your  allowance  of  forage  for  four  horfes,  any  increafed  pay  or 
contingencies  when  you  go  from  London,  in  execution  of  any  part  of  your  duty  as  Inlpedlor 

General  ? A.  I have  my  adlual  travelling  expences  paid,  to  which,  in  confideration  of  my 

extra  expences,  and  that  I could  not  be  allowed  lodging  money,  being  confidered  as 
a part  of  Head  Quarters,  the  Lords  of  the  Treafury  were,  fome  time  ago,  pleafed  to 
allow  me  my  table  expences.  (g)  (See  Paper  A.  annexed.) 

Q.  59,  Were  fuch  allowances  made  to  your  predecefior  ?—— A.  I apprehend  that  the  forage 
allowance  and  adlual  travelling  expences  belonged  to  the  fituation  of  Infpedlor  Ge- 
neral, under  my  predeceflbr;  but  the  perfonal  infpeClions  that  I have  made  being 
new  to  the.  office,  the  other  allowances  were,  I prefume,  fpecially  granted  to  me  on- 
account  of  fuch  new  duties. 

Q.  60.  Who  appoints  the  Purveyors?-— A.  I recommend  to  the  appointment  to  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief. 

61.  What  are  their  duties  ?— — A.  They  are  more  properly  Store  Keepers  than  Purveyors ; 
but  their  particular  duties  I cannot  ftate,  as  I have  nothing  to  do  with  the  providing 
of  ftores. 

Q.  62.  From  what  defeription  of  perfons  are  they  taken  ? A.  I have  generally  taken  them 

from  Purveyor’s  Clerks,  or  people  verfed  in  matters  of  accounts,  without  particular 
reference  to  medical  knowledge. 

Q.  63.  Have  they  been  always  taken  from  that  defeription  of  perfons? -A.  They  have,  to 

the  bell  of  my  knowledge,  fmee  I have  had  the  recommendation  of  them. 

64.  Is  much  trull  repofed  in  thefe  Purveyors,  in  the  procuring  Hofpital  Stores  and  Provi- 

fions  ? A.  As  they  are  not  under  me,  the  degree  of  trull  can  be  bell  anfwered 

by  the  Surgeon  General.*  they  are  chiefly  employed  upon  foreign  fervice,  in  the  care 
of  ftores  belonging  to  his  department. 

Q.  65.  Do  they  give  fecurity  for  the  faithful  execution  of  their  duties  ? — — -A.  No*  not  that 
I have  ever  known. 

Q.  66.  Are  they  entitled  to  Half-pay  ? -A.  Holding  a King’s  Commiffion,  I prefume 

they  are. 

Q;  67.  Do  you  take  care,  when  vacancies  occur,  or  new  expeditions  are  ordered,  to  feledl 
perfons  from  the  Half-pay  Lift  with  a view  to  fave  the  Half-pay  ? A.  I do,  as  far  as  I con- 

fider them  to  be  efficient. 

Q.  68.  Has  the  Purveyor,  or  any  perfons  connedled  with  the  Hofpitals,  any  intereft  or  con- 
cern in  the  articles  provided  for  the  ufe  of  the  Hofpitals  ? A.  Not  that  I know  of. 

Q.  69.  What  number  of  Purveyors  and  Deputy  Purveyors  have  you  recommended  fince  you 
have  been  Infpedtor  General  ?-—— A.  I have  recommended,  1 think,  three  Purveyors,  and  not 
more  than  as  many  Deputies. 

Q.  70.  Before  you  was  appointed  Comptroller  of  the  Accounts  of  Army  Hofpitals  in  Auguft 

1803, 
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1803,  by  whom  were  thefe  Accounts  examined? A.  I believe  the  Accounts  were  fent  to  F.  Knight , £ 

the  Surgeon  General.  v 1 — '•* 

Q.  yi.  Defcribe  the  different  kinds  of  Accounts  which  you  now  controul,  and  the  courfe 

obferved  in  your  examination  of  them  ? A.  The  Accounts  of  General  Hofpitals,  and  the 

Expenditure  in  Regimental  Hofpitals,  debiting  the  ftoppages  in  the  latter  with  the 
expenditure,  and  ftnking  the  balance  weekly  with  every  regiment. 

(T  72.  In  examining  the  Accounts  of  the  General  Hofpitals,  what  more  do  you  do  than 
verify  the  items  by  the  receipts? A.  I fcek  the  authority,  fee  that  it  is  con- 

formable to  the  inffrudtions  .given  me,  and  qneftion  any  incgular,  unbecoming  ex- 
penditure on  the  face  of  the  Accounts. 

Q_  73.  Do  you  ever  inquire  into  the  juffnefs  of  the  charges  appearing  in  thefe  Accounts  ? 

A.  Yes,  as  far  as  I can  judge. 

Q.  74.  Have  thefe  Accounts  of  General  Hofpitals  been  examined  and  Sanctioned  by  any  perfon 

before  they  come  to  you  ? A.  They  have  been  examined  and  fan&ioned  by  the  principal 

Medical  Officer  and  Purveyor  on  the  fpot,  who  certify  that  the  articles  for  the 
v fjofpital  have  been  drawn  under  their  authority,  and  expended  folely  for  the  ufe  of 
the  HofpitaJ,  and  under  the  regulations  attached  to  it:  thefe  Accounts,  fo certified,  are 
fent  -to  the  Surgeon  General,  and  they  come  from  him  to  me  , certified  alfo  by  him 
that  they  are  examined,  with  the  vouchers,  and  found  correct. 

0:75-  By  what  authority  is  the  money  iffued,  or  the  expence  incurred,  the  Accounts  of  which 
you  now  examine. A.  1 apprehend  by  the  authority  of  the  Surgeon  General. 

Q.  76.  To  what  periods  are  thefe  Accounts  made  up,  and  how  foon,  after  they  are  delivered  to 
you  r — Are  they  generally  examined  by  you  ? A.  They  are  made  up  quarterly,  and  are  gene- 

rally examined  by  me  before  the  next  quarter. 

(jX  77.  What  has  been  the  average  annua!  amount  of  thefe  Accounts  fince  your  appointment  ? 

A.  I cannot  fay,  but  1 believe  comparatively  little. 

(E  78.  Is'your  examination  of  them  final, .or  are  they  afterwards  examined  by  any  other  authority  ? 

A.  I apprehend  they  are  afterwards  examined  by.tjie  Auditors  of  Public  Accounts, 
who  call  for  them  when  they  require  them. 

Q.  79.  Can  you  date  the  benefits  which  have  followed  from  the  fpecial  appointment  of  a perfon 

to  contt oul  the  Accounts  you  have  defcribtd  ? A.  It  does  rot  become  rrre  to  anfwer  this 

Qneftion,  but  I hope  on  a relerrence  to  the  Board  of  Auditors  of  Public  Accounts, 
the  benefits  will  be  found  to  be  considerable. 

80.  What  attendance  does  your  duty,  as  Surgeon  to  the  Staff  of  the  Commander  in  Chief, 

jufually  require? -A.  Confiderable,  not  only  on  the  Commander  in  Chief,  but  alfo  to  the  fuite 

attached  to  him,  and  l am  equally  open  to  the  calls  of  the  different  departments  of 
Adjutant  General,  Quarter  Mafter  General,  and  the  Officers  attached  to  them.

Q.  82.  Do  ymu  find  this  confident  with  a proper  attention  to  your  duties  as  Infpedlor  General, 
as  Comptroller  of  Army  Holpital  Accounts,  and  as  Surgeon  to  the  Staff  of  the  Commander  in 
Chief? — ; — A.  I lament  to  lay,  that  from  the  attention  to  my  Office,  the  greater  part  of  my  bufinel’s 
is  aimoft:  gone. 

Q_  83.  Have  you  any  allowance  of  forage  in  refpedi  of  your  appointment  as  Comptroller  of  the 
Accounts  of  Army  Holpitals,  or  of  Surgeon  to  the  Staff"  of  the  Commander  in  Chief? — —A1.  No. 

Q.  84.  Do  the  Per-fons  who,  according  to  the  King’s  Regulation  of  12th  March  1798,  are 

i under  your  patronage  of  recommendation,  pay  any  fees  on  their  appointments  ? -A.  None;  fo 

far  from  it,  that  .upon  admiffion  to  my  Office,  I ffuck  up  a printed  notice  Signifying 
that  any  Clerks  receiving  fees  would  be  difmiffed,  and  that  any  Medical  Officers 
tempting  them  with  Such  offer,  would  incur  the  difpleafure  ot  the  Army  Medical 
Board. 

Q.  85.  Have  you  reafon  to  believe  that  any  perfon  belonging  to  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
Army,  has  received. any  gift,  rewr&rd,  or  benefit,  in  confequence  of  another’s  appointment  to  fome 
Medical  Situation  connected  with  the  Army? A.  Not  that  I know  of. 

Q^  86.  Can  you  fuggeft  any  alteration  in  or  addition  to  the  prefent  fyftem  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  Army,  which  you  think  may  be  beneficial  to  the  public?— —A.  Poffponed. — • 

(fee  Paper  B.  annexed.) 

Q.  87.  Would  any  expence  be  Saved  in  the  prefent  General  Hofpitals  in  England,  by  a greater 

provifion  of  Medicines  and  Hofpital  Equipments  afforded  to  the  Regimental  Hofpitals  ? A.  No, 

I do  not  think  they  would,  for  the  prefent  General  Hofpitals  are  reduced  as  much  as 
poffible,  with  the  exception  perhaps  of  Ealing. 

Q.  88.  Would  any  benefit  to  the  fervice  be  obtained,  by  requiring  the  candidates  for  Medical

Bat  Horfes? A.  I muft  refer  the  Board  for  information  on  this  fubjedt  to  the  Surgeon 

General.

particular  duties,  I apprehend  they  were  appointed  to  fuperintend  the  Hofpitals  and  to 
prevent  the  convaldcent  men  malingering  in  Hofpital,  when  they  are  fit  to  join  their 
ranks:  Mr.  Keate  could  perhaps  give  better  information  on  this  fubjedt ; theie  are 
I believe  but  one  or  two  Officers  of  this  defcription,  and  they  are  under  the  War 
Office  or  Commander  in  Chief.

EXTRACT  of  a Letter  from  the  Lords  Commiffioncrs  of  His  Majefty’s 
Treafury  to  the  Secretary  at  War;  dated  ift  Auguft  1805,  in  which  are 
Bated  the  objedhons  to  Mr.  Knight’s  rcquifition  tor  Lodging  Money,  and 
which  ends  in  the  following  words  : 

K Should  however,  Mr.  Knight’s  Pay  not  be  adequate  to  the  duties  now  required  of  him, 
« and  to  the  expences  which  he  is  found  to  incur  in  his  official  capacity,  that  circumftance  will 
« undoubtedly  afford  aground  for  an  application  to  be  allowed  the  adtual  amount  of  fuch  expences, 
4t  but  will  not  entitle  nim  to  Lodging  Money.”

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Anf.  to  86. — IN  lieu  of  the  prefent  exceptionable  mode  of  fupplying  Medicines, 

&c.  to  the  Army  under  the  Patent  of  the  Apothecary  Genera!,  it  may  be  fuggefted, 
that  the  Patent  fhould  be  redeemed  : — That  a Public  Elaboratory  be  eftablifhed  on  a 
Scale  that  would  comprehend  all  Medical  Demands  for  the  Kavy  and  Ordnance  as 
well  as  the  Army,  both  in  Ireland  and  England : — That  the  execution  of  this  Office 
fhould  be  entrufted  tofome  perfon  of  mercantile  and  official  information,  whole  know- 
ledge of  Drugs  and  Medicines  would  qualify  him  for  the  undertaking,  and  whole 
character  and  fituation  would  place  him  above  the  temptation  ofa  breach  of  that  con- 
fidence which  muff  be  veiled  in  him.  Jt  would  be  ill-timed  here  to  go  into  a detail  of 
the  arrangements  neceifary ; but  it  may  be  premilfd,  that  the  Superintendant  ct  the 
concern  fhould  be  impowered  to  eltablifh  depots  at  home  and  abroad,  on  fuch 
{rations  as  may  be  convenient  to  the  Public  Service,  and  that  he  fhould  go  to  the 
Drug-market  or  Importer,  with  ready  money,  or  with  Aledical  Debentures , bearing 
Intereft;  or, 

That  thefe  Supplies  maybe  wholly  drawn  from  the  A pothecaries  Company,  under 
fuch  regulations  and  conditions  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

In  the  meanwhile,  it  mav  be  advifable  to  call  on  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  General, 
to  revife  the  Lift  of  Articles  compoung  the  Div'fions  of  Medicines  for  Foreign 
Service:  to  exclude  fuch  as  are  of  a very  perifhable  nature,  or  not  in  common  prac- 
tice : to  vary  the  quantities  of  others,  and  to  fnut  out  all  evintments  and  greafy  appli- 
cations, which  can  never  reach  a hot  climate  in  a ftate  fit  for  ufe.  it  may  be  equally 
expedient  to  eftablifh  feme  better  laws  and  conditions,  to  guard  againit  lofl'cs  by 
bad  corking  orcarelefs  package. 

The  fupply  of  thefe  articles  fhould  be  transferred  from  the  Surgeon  General  to  the 
Commiflariat  Department,  which  fhould  eftablifh  regular  depots,  from  which  the 
requisite  fupp'ies  might  be  drawn,  under  the  authority  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer, 
and  thus  the  Commiliuriat  Storekeepers  would  in  a great  degree  do  away  the  eftabliih- 
ment  of  Purveyors. 

['here  is  perhaps  no  branch  of  Medical  Expenditure  on  the  Public  Service,  that  calls 
more  for  improved  management.  The  firlt  expence  of  thefe  Equipments  (immenfeas 
is  the  prefent  ftock)  is  an  object  of  little  confequeuce, compared  with  the  frequent  repa- 
ration', and  the  rufty,  unferviceable  ftate  in  which  they  are  found  after  a long  voyage. 
To  pafs  thefeas  they  fhould  be  enclofed  in  tin  cafes,  and  be  hermetically  feaied. 

Thefe,  whether  of  Medicine,  Provilion,  or  Cordial,  fhould  form  no  part  of  the 
Supplies  from  Home , as  they  muft  frequently  arrive  in  a decayed  or  ufelefs  ftate  in  the 
country  of  their  natural  growth  and  product,  and  where  they  could  be  purchafed  at  a 
much  cheaper  rate. 

See  the  enclofed  Copy  of  my  Memorandum  to  the  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the 
Treafury,  and  the  Comptrollers  of  Army  Accompts,  in  anfwer  to  their  reference  to  me 
on  the  fubject.

MEMORANDUM  above  referred  to. 

OBSERVATIONS  on  the  prefent  Mode  of  ifTuing  Wine  and  other  Articles  to  the 
Weft  Indies  and  Foreign  Settlements: — Submitted  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treafurv,  on 
the  3d  Dec.  1806. 

FROM  the  evidence  of  theTreafury  Papers,  that  285  cafks  of  porter  were  condemned  as  four  and 
ufelefs  from  the  Purveyors’  Stores  at  Barbadoes,  in  the  month  of  March  in  the  prefent  year,  it  may 
be  inferred  that  fuch  an  article,  in  fuch  form,  fhould  not  in  future  be  fent  from  this  country. — Jn 
the  fevers  of  the  Weft  Indies  and  elfewhere,  fuch  a beverage  may  be  ufeful  and  grateful,  but  in 
either  point  of  view,  boiiled  porter  or  brifkale  in  bottle  would  leem  to  be  preferable  to  beer  in  cafic, 
and  thefe  articles  might,  I prefume,  be  purchafed  from  the  Merchants'  Stores  on  the  fpot.  The 
fame  obfervation  applies  with  refpeift  to  the  market  for  wine,  which  in  all  well-inhabited  countries 
will  follow  its  demand. 

The  meafure  of  fending  Madeira  from  this  country,  appears  to  be  very  queftionable  in  every 
point  of  view.  Madeira,  1 am  told,  is  always  to  be  had  at  a cheaper  rate  in  the  Weft  Indies  than 
in  England  ; but  if  the  price  were  much  higher,  it  would  in  the  end  prove  cheaper,  the  fupplies 
would  better  correfpond  with  the  confumption,  there  would  be  no  lofs  by  leakage  or  fpoihge,  and 
little  opportunity  of  embezzlement.  Indeed,  if  all  the  Hofpital  DepOts- of  Provifions  were  broke 
up,  and  every  article  for  hofpital  ufe  was  furnifhed  iq  this  manner  on  the  fpot,rhe  expence  regularly 
debited  to  the  hofpital  ftoppage,  and  monthly  balanced,  there  would  be  no  protracted  accounts,  nor 
immoderate  expenditure,  fuch  as  have  too  frequently  been  prefented. 

Wnen  Dr.  Kerr  left  this  country  for  the  Weft  Indies,  he  was  recommended  by  me  to  adopt  the 
Regimental  Sylfem  of  this  country,  as  far  as  local  circumftances  would  admit. — He  has  fent  home 
a very  iatisfaCtory  proof  of  its  effeCt  in  the  Regimental  Hofpital,  as  will  be  exhibited  in  his  Colonial 
Return,  accompanied  by  one  of  this  country,  from  which  it  was  taken.  There  fhould  feem  to  be  no 
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F Knipht  Efq.  o’bftacle  to  its  being  pradlifed  in  the  General  Hofpitals  at  home,  as  has  been  done  in  the  Brigade 
J , Hofpitals  at  Maidftoneand  Hilfea.  . 

In  the  prefence  of  the  Phyfician  General  it  maybe  prefumptuous  in  me  to  fpeak  of  the  qualities 
of  wine  beft  adapted  to  the  lick  ; but  with  all  deference  to  fuch  authority,  I fhould  concur  in  the 
opinion  of  Dr.  Kerr  and  others  of  the  fame  local  experience.  If  wine  be  found  of  its  kind — 
whether  it  be  Teneriffe,  Fayal,  Cape,  or  Madeira — it  fhould feem  equally  uieful ; yet  1 fhould  be 
apt  to  give  fome  degree  of  preference  to  Port  Wine  to  a certain  extent,  and  which  fhould  be  fent 
out  in  bottles;  perhaps  twelve  dozen  chefcs  would  be  molt  convenient,  the  difference  in  ltowage 
would  be  -very  iittlefrom  calks,  and  amply  counterbalanced  by  other  advantages. 

While  difcuffing  the  fubjedf  of  cordials  to  the  ftck  in  the  colonies,  1 am  tempted  to  exprefs  my 
furprife  that  the  natural  and  feafoncd  fpirit  of  the  country,  combined  with  fruit  in  the  form  of 
punch,  lhould  be  fo  much  overlooked:  I am  not  aware  of  its  inferiority  for  many  purpofes,  and 
am  lure,  with  fuch  refources  at  hand,  under  temporary  preffure,  there  need  be  no  anxiety  about  a 
precautionary  Jiock  of  wine  beyond  the  probable  confumption. 

In  offering  thefe  fuggeffions  to  the  notice  of  Government,  I prefume  not  to  have  local  know- 
ledge or  experience  as  my  guide  : they  are  merely  the  refult  of  private  enquiry,  and  of  reflection 
on  points  not  immediately  within  the  line  of  my  Department,  and  as  fuch  are  to  be  received  with 
evverv  degree  of  allowance.

Sir,  War  Office,  nth  Auguft  1803. 

It  being  thought  proper  that  a diftincl  Office  fhould  be  appointed  for  the  examination  and  con- 
tioul  of  the  Expenditure  in  the  Hofpitals  in  Great  Britain,  1 have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  that 
the  King  has  been  pleafed  to  appoint  you  to  the  faid  Office,  with  the  title  of  Comptroller  of  the 
Accompts  of  Army  Hofpitals. 

In  making  this  Appointment,  His  Mujefty  has  in  view  the  retrenchment  of  many  irregular  ex- 
pences  which  have  been  found  to  exiff  in  that  branch  of  the  Public  Expenditure,  particulai  ly  in  the 
Accompts  of  the  Regimental  Surgeons,  the  controul  of  which  is  now  become  11:11  more  an  objedt 
of  public  attention  by  the  embodying  of  the  Militia,  the  law  having  placed  the  Surgeons  of  thole 
forces  Oxi  the  fame  footing  and  made  fubjedf  to  the  fame  regulations  in  every  refpedt  as  thofe  of  the 
Line. 

His  Majefty  relies  on  your  zeal,  diligence,  and  judgment,  for  fecuring  to  the  Public  all  the  ad- 
vantages that  are  expedfed  from  this  meafure. 

It  will  be  your  duty  to  fupcrintend.tne  economy  of  Army  Hofpitals,  and  to  look  to  the  due  ap- 
propriation of  the  funds  let  apart  .for  the  fupport  of  thofe  Eftablifhments. 

The  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals  being  on  diftindt  Eftablifhments,  veu  are,  as  far  as  re- 
gards the  flrft,  to  examine  and  certify  the  Accompts  before  the  refpedtive  balances  can  be  paid  by 
the  Agent  for  Army  Hofpitals  ; and  for  the  better  performance  of  this  part  of  your  duty,  His  Ma- 
jefty hereby  authorizes  you  to  call  for  any  papers  or  vouchers  from  the  refpeclive  officers,  that  may 
be  neceflary  to  diredi  your  judgment. 

In  the  further  exercife  of  your  Office,  the  Regimental  Hofpitals  of  the  Militia,  as  well  as  thofe  of 
the  Line,  will  be  objedfs  of  your  particular  notice  and  attention ; you  will  endeavour  to  introduce 
into  them  a fyftcm  of  receipt  and  expenditure  equally  Ample  and  perfpicuous,  which  fhall  embrace 
an  exadt  amount  of  the  ftoppages,  with  a corredi  detail  of  the  difburfements,  both  ordinary  and  cx- 
ttaordinary.

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You  will  require  fuch  returns  to  be  tranfinitted  to  you  weekly  from  every  Corps  in  Great  Rrt-. 
tain,  certified  by  the  refpedtive  Surgeons  ; and  on  your  authority  alone  can  the  weekly  Balance 
be  admitted.  It  will  not,  however,  efcape  your  obfervation,  that  in  the  execution  of  this  part  ofyeur 
duty,  proper  refpect  is  at  all  times  to  be  paid  to  the  fituation  of  the  Commanding  Officers  of  Corps. 
As  the  Contingencies  of  Regimental  Hofpitals  have  hitherto  formed  a material  part  of  the  medical 

I demands  on  the  Public,  you  will  view  thefe  articles  of  expenditure  with  very  fcrupulous  attention, 
and  not  fuffer  any  improper  charges  to  (well  the  amount. 

With  thefe  arrangements,  the  half-yearly  contingent  bills  may  be  expected,  under  ordinary 
circumftances,  to  be  much  reduced;  and  you  will  be  particularly  careful  to  have  all  the  expences. 
j of  the  period  included,  fo  that  no  avoidable  arrears  may  occur. 

You  will  report  from  time  to  time  to  this  Department  any  material  occurrences,  and  fugged 
fuch  alterations  as  you  may  think  to  be  conducive  to  the  better  management  of  the  concerns  placed 
I under  your  fuperintendance. 

Your  pay  will  be  forty  {hillings  per  diem,  fubjedl  to  the  ufual  deduftions,  and  you  will  be 
jaliowed  fuch  Medical  Affiftants  and  Clerks,  as  you  fhall  {hew  to  be  neceflary  for  conducing  the 
! bufmefs  with  regularity  and  difpatch. 

Although  I have  before  mentioned,  that  this  is  to  be  a diftintfl  Office,  I think  it  right  to  explain, 

1 that  the  circumftance  of  its  being  held  in  the  fir  ft  inftance  by  one  of  the  principal  Officers  of  the 
Army  Medical  Department,  is  entirely  accidental,  and  that  in  the  event  of  a vacancy,  His"  Majefty 
will  feledt  for  the  appointment  fuch  perfon  as  he  {hall  think  moft  competent  to  the  performance 
of  the  duties  thereof,  and  without  any  reference  to  the  Office  of  Ir.fpe&or  General  of  Army 
Hofpitals. 

In  the  difeharge  of  thefe  duties,  you  will  receive  every  fuppori  and  affiftance  from  the  Officers 
neceffiarily  connected  with  you,  and  you  will  on  your  part  exercife  equal  zeal  and  diligence.

Q.  I.  CAN  you  inform  the  Board  how  the  Hofpitals  of  the  Horfe  and  FootGuards  are  managed  ? F.  Knight , Ejq . 

A.  They  are  feparate  eftablifhments  over  which  we  have  no  controu!,  except  as  to  h x 

’the  iffue  of  Medicines. 

Q,2.  Are  the  Iloppages  the  fame  as  in  the  regiments  of  the  Line — .and  how  are  the  balances  of 

the  Iloppages,  when  any  arife,  appropriated  ? A.  The  fcoppage  in  the  Foot  Guards,  I believe, 

has  always  been  greater  than  that  of  the  Line,  but  they  are  fubjedl  to  many  expences 
which  do  not  belong  to  regiments  of  the  Line,  and  upon  a fettlement  of  the  accounts 
I have  underhood  that  there  was  always  a deficiency.  With  refpedt  to  the  Horfe 
Guards,  I cannot  anfwer  the  queftion. 

CL  3-  What  is  your  opinion  of  the  beft  mode  of  applying  the  balance  arifing  from  the  furplus 
fund  of  Regimental  Hofpitals  ?— — A.  I cannot  give  my  opinion  better  than  by  referring  to  a 
paper,  which  I addrefled  to  the  Secretary  at  War  on  that  fubjedt,  a copy  of  which  I 
will  fend  to  this  Board,  (a) 

Q,  4.  It  has  been  reprefented  to  the  Board,  that  confiderable  inconvenience  hasarifen  to  different 
regiments  from  the  regulation  which  obliges  them  to  take  charge  of,  and  carry  about  with  them, 
bedding  and  neceflaries  for  Regimental  Hofpitals,  frequently  of  no  ufe.  What  advantages  are 
fuppofed  to  arife  from  this  regulation,  and  to  make  the  continuance  of  it  under  the  above  cir- 
cumftances  neceffary?— — A.  Such  have  been  the  eftablifhed  ifiues  to  regiments  long  before  my 
time,  though  under  different  regulations.  I am  of  opinion  that,  any  change  would 
require  very  ferious  conffderation,  and  I am  not  at  prefent  prepared  to  fay  any  thing 
in  recommendation  of  fuch  a change,  (b) 

0,5-  We  obferve  that  in  1799  the  eftablifhment  of  the  Medical  Board  Office  confifted  of  one 
Secretary  and  two  Clerks,  and  the  total  expence  for  fahries  and  contingencies  was  £»  556  5/.  o d« 

In  the  year  1806,  the  eftablifhment  appears  to  be  materially  increafed  in  numbers,  and  the  expence 
to  have  been  ,£.2,423  3*.  3 d.  On  what  ground  has  this  increai'e  been  fandtioned? 

A.  The  general  extent  of  the  bufinefs  which  actually  required  it ; and  to  exemplify 
fuch  neceffity  in  my  own  department,  I beg  to  obferve,  that  in  addition  to  former 
duties,  the  whole  Militia  Eftablifhment,  the  Invalid  Battalions,  the  Volunteer 
Corps  throughout  the  kingdom,  and  the  accounts  and  contingencies  of  Recruiting 
Parties  have  been  thrown  upon  me,  as  well  as  the  infpedlion  of  the  back  accounts 
of  the  General  Hofpitals,  from  the  year  1793.  I might  likewife  notice  the  prefent 
more  detailed  mode  of  tranfadling  the  bufinefs  of  the  Office. 

Q,  6.  When  the  General  Hofpitals  and  Depots  at  home  were  fuppreffed,  did  not  this  redudfion 

produce  a confiderable  diminution  of  labour  in  the  Office  ? A.  1 fhould  conceive  the  diminution 

of  labour  was  very  inconfiderable,  becaufe  it  threw  the  duty  of  the  detachment  Hofpitals 
more  diredtly  upon  the  Office  5 and  to  myfelf  perfonally,  it  confiderably  increafed  both 
the  labour  and  refponfibility. 

0,7-  By  what  rule  is  the  number  of  Hofpital  Mates  on  Foreign  Stations  regulated? 

A.  We  are  governed  by  the  neceffities  of  the  Service,  and  our  ufual  calculation 
of  late  has  been,  on  every  feparate  expedition,  to  furnifh  as  many  Hofpital  Mates  as 
will  double  the  Regimental  Medical  Staff. 

Q,  8.  Has  any  material  addition  been  made  to  this  branch  of  the  department  fince  the  return 
feat  into  this  Office  ? A.  No  very  material  addition. 

Q.  g.  What  number,  if  any,  are  now  adtirig  under  your  fpecial  diredlions  as  Infpedlor  General  ? 

A.  I do  not  know  of  any  Hofpital  Mates  who  are  adting  immediately  under  my 
diredlion. 

Q,io.  We  underftand  confiderable  difficulties  have  occurred  in  procuring  Hofpital  Mates  for  the 
Army:  do  theFe  fl  ill  exift — and  what  meafures  would  you  recommend  for  overcoming  thefe  difficulties? 

A.  The  fame  difficulties  ftill  exift,  and  rather  in  a greater  degree  than  before,  as 
we  were  unable  to  furnifh  more  than  one-third  of  the  requifition  for  Hofpital  Mates 
for  the  laft  expedition  under  General  Beresford.  With  refpedt  to  my  opinion  of  the 
meafures  for  obviating  this  difficulty,  I muff  refer  the  Board  to  papers  on  this 
fubjedt  which  I have  lately  addrefled  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  copies  of  which  I will 
tranfmit  to  the  Board,  (c) 

Q,  11.  Have  the  number  of  Medical  Cadets  been  increafed  fince  your  laft  examination  before 

thisBoard— and  do  you  ftill  continue  to  think  favourably  of  this  eftablifhment  ? A.  They  are 

diminifhed  in  number,  becaufe  I have  not  candidates  ; but  the  eftablifhment  becomes 
more  and  more  recommended  to  me  by  the  trial  or  it. 

Q.  12-  What  is  your  opinion  of  the  idea  of  recommending  that  the  Affiftant  Surgeons  of 
Militia  Regiments  Ihould  be  difcontinued  from  holding  Subaltern  Commiflions  in  their  refpedfive 
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F.  Knight,  Efq.  Corps? — —A.  I think  that  the  allowing  the  Affiftant  Surgeon  of  the  Militia  to  hold  a Military 

t- J Coin  million  in  addition  to  his  Medical  Appointment,  and  employing  him  in  his 

military  capacity,  is  extremely  prejudicial  to  the  Service  ; it  unfits  him  for  his  medical 
duty,  it  leaves  the  Surgeon  with  an  excufe  for  the  neglect  of  his  own,  and  makes 
him  liable  to  rsproof  from  his  affiftant  when  in  the  exercife  of  his  Military  Office, 
as  vifiting  Officer  at  the  Hofpital. 

Q.  13.  Are  your  duties  as  Comptroller  of  the  Accounts  of  Hofpitals  materially  diminifhed  fince 

the  reduction  of  the  General  Hofpitals? A.  I am  Comptroller  of  Army  Hofpital  Accounts 

generally,  as  my  Commiffion  expreftes. 

Wherever  the  General  Hofpitals  have  been  totally  reduced,  the  duty  mud  be 
proportionably  lefTened,  but  forne  of  thefe  have  only  changed  their  name  and  character, 
entailing  on  me  as  Infpedtor  General  additional  labour  and  relponlibility,  while  the 
controul  remains  the  fame. 

14.  By  whofe  recommendation  and  on  what  grounds  were  the  Deputy  Infpedtors  affifting 
the  Surgeon  and  Infpedtor  General  in  town,  recently  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Infpedtors  ? 

A.  I recommended  the  promotion  of  both  thefe  Officers,  and  my  reafons  were  ftated 
by  letter  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  Secretary  at  War,  and  to  which  reference 
may  be  had  in  fuppurt  of  my  recommendation,  (d)

War,  in  a Letter  addreffed  to  Mr.  Moore,  28th  Nov.  1804.  On  that  occafion,  I merely  fought 
the  fentiment  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  without  prefuming  to  offer  an  opinion  of  my  own ; but  now 
that  it  is  diredtly  called  for,  I have  no  hefitation  in  declaring  the  refult  of  my  be.fi:  re^ei^‘onj:’ 

I know  it  will  be  contended  by  fome,  that  the  Hofpital  Surplus  of  each  Regiment  mould  form  a 
fund  of  its  own  in  any  extent,  and  be  folely  appropriated  to  its  own  fpecific  ules  : thw,  on  a uper- 
ficial  view,  may  feem  plaufible  ; but  it  is  neither  founded  injuftice  to  the  individual  or  to  the 
Public.  The  furplus  in  one  Regiment,  or  what  will  more  than  cover  its  own  deficiencies,  is  not 
founded  alone  on  the  fuperior  merit  and  economy  of  its  Surgeon,  or  in  the  pre-eminent  difcip  me  o 
the  Regiment,  but  will  depend  on  many  fortuitous  circumftances  which  neither  can  comman  . 

I view  the  Hofpital  Stoppage  in  Regiments  as  a compofition  between  the  foldier  and  the  Public, 

under  which  the  former  is  lure  to  receive  every  comfort  which  his  lituation  may  call  for  at  a given 

' expence , 
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expeno. ?,  and  the  Government  is  anfwerable  for  the  neceflary  expenditure  beyond  it. — Can  it  then  F.  Knight , Efq. 
be  denied  that  the  poffible  favings  are  the  property  of  the  party  that  covers  the  deficiencies  ? i am\^ 
decidedly  of  opinion,  that  the  Hofpita!  Surplus  fiiould  form  a general  fund  to  cover  the  deficiencies, 
and  that  the  appropriation  of  the  excels  of  furplus  fbould  be  directed  in  proper  fucceffion  to  the 
difehargeof  ail  debts  for  Medicines,  Hofpital  Bedding,  and  every  other  fpecies  of  expenditure  for 
the  fic!c,  that  the  fund  will  allow  of. 

Having  faid  thus  much  on  what  I conceive  to  be  the  juft  appropriation  of  the  general  furplus  ; I beg 
permiftion  to  fubmit  to  the  favourable  confideration  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  the  policy  of  holding 
out  a boon  to  each  Hofpital  in  cajb , by  allowing  it  to  remain  in  the  Paymafter’s  hands,  for  its  own 
fpecific  ufes,  from  one  half  year  to  another,  any  fum  not  exceeding  thirty  or  forty  pounds.  The 
excefs  of  this  furplus  fhould  be  half-yearly  remitted  to  fuch  Agent  as  may  be  Specially  appointed 
to  receive  it  for  the  Public  Service,  and  be  accountable  for  its  Blue.

Sir, 

WE  have  thehonourto  acknowledge  your  Letters  of  23d  Sept,  and  3d  October  iaft,  relative  to  Mr. 
Coleman’s  propofition  for  increafing  the  advantages  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeons,  and  we  beg  leave 
to  fubmit  to  the  confideration  of  His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  the  Secretary  at 
War,  if  it  may  not  be  proper  to  enquire  into  the  real  benefit  that  has  arifen  from  their  late  approxi- 
mation to  the  Medical  Department,  before  any  further  encouragement  be  given  them  by  increafed 
pay  or  allowances.  Mr.  Coleman's  anfwer  to  the  Surgeon  General’s  queftion  on  this  point, 
Seems  in  no  degree  conclufive  or  Satisfactory.  He  admits  that  “ of  thofe  appointed  within  the 
“ laft  five  years,  none  have  had  any  fort  of  medical  education  and  it  is  much  to  be  queftioned  if 
moft  ofthofe  who  are  now  defignated  Veterinary  Surgeons  at  6 d.  a day,  are  not  of  the  fame  descrip- 

tion of  character. — If  this  be  capable  of  proof,  it  fhould  feem  of  itfelf  decifive  of  the  claim  before  us  ; 
but  under  circumftances  more  favourable  to  the  New  Veterinary  Syftem,  wefhould  earneftly  deprecate 
any  thing  like  equalization  with  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army  ; and  this  upon  the  very 
principle  on  which  Mr.  Coleman  folicits  the  improved  pay : for  if  it  feduces  Medical  Students  to 
the  Veterinary  Department,  it  cannot  fail  to  injure  the  more  leading  confideration  of  the  Public. 

Numberlefs  arguments  might  be  brought  to  oppofe  the  nearer  approach  of  the  one  to  the  other  ; 
but  without  even  urging  the  difference  of  education  in  expence  as  well  as  time,  we  truft  that  enough 
has  been  faid  on  the  general  principle  to  fatisfy  His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and 
the  Secretary  at  War,  of  the  evil  tendency  of  the  meafure  in  queftion,  and  that  we  fhall  con- 
sequently not  be  required  to  report  on  the  feveral  details  of  the  amelioration  propofed. 

Before  we  quit  this  fuhjeCh,  we  take  occafion  to  remark,  that  we  have  met  with  unexpected 
difficulties  in  raifing  our  Medical  Recruits,  and  if  the  Continental  War  had  proceeded,  we  fhould 
have  found  ourfelves  unequal  to  the  neceffary  fupply. — The  late  amelioration  of  pay  has  cer- 
tainly induced  a better  defeription  of  characters  to  enter,  but  the  more  extended  pay  and  allowances 
lately  held  out  to  Navy  Surgeons,  have  been  a great  check  on  our  expectations  of  a more  abundant 
offer  of  Army  candidates.

Sir, 

I had  the  honour  of  addreffing  myfelf  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  by  Letter  of  the  10th  ult. 
on  the  lamentable  want  of  Medical  Officers  in  the  Army,  and  the  moft:  ofienfible  cautes  of  fuch 
deficiency.  He  was  plcafed  to  give  ear  to  my  representation  : and  in  a perfonal  conference  ex- 
prefled  his  readinefs  to  take  int©  favourable  confideration  any  fources  of  difcontent  or  difeourage- 
ment  that  did  not  call  for  direCt  increafe  of  Pay.  I fubmit  to  this  reftrieftion ; but  I do  it  with 
mortifying  reluctance  at  the  very  moment  when  Government  lets  no  Such  limitations  on  the 
Veterinary  Department : I forbear  to  obferve  how  medical  men  of  fcience  muft  feel  at  fuch 
Seeming  affociation  of  merit  and  value;  and  have  only  to  hope  that  the  Public  may  not  fuffer 
from  it. 

It  is  not,  I am  perfuaded,  nor  can  it  be  the  wifh  of  Government  to  appear  more  anxious  for 
the  fafety  of  the  fick  horfe,  than  of  the  wsunded  Soldier : and  yet  from  a view  of  the  relative

FIFTH  REPORT  of  the  [Appendix, 

F.  Knight , Efq,  encouragement,  fuch  an  unfavourable  inference  may  be  drawn  ; for  by  the  regulations  in  queftion, 

v ; the  attention  of  the  Student  is  not  only  drawn  from  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  but  in 

the  War  Office  Letter  of  21ft  September  1796,  he  is  exprefsly  invited  to  quit  the  Surgical  for 
the  Veterinary  purfuit.  Thus,  if  it  be  held  advilable  to  tempt  Surgeons  to  become  Farriers,  it 
may,  by  parity  of  reafoning,  be  equally  expedient  to  let  the  latter  take  the  place  of  the  former, 
and  fo  fubftitute  Farrier  Surgeons  for  the  Barber  Surgeons  of  old. 

My  feelings  will  not  allow  me  to  purfue  the  fubjedf,  further  than  to  exprefs  my  hope  and  ex- 
pectation, that  if  the  tv/o  departments  are  to  befo  affimilated,  we  may  be  allowed  to  difpenfe  with 
the  long  and  expenfive  Education  (both  Claffical  and  Profeffionalj  of  the  Medical  Candidates,  and 
receive  them  into  the  fervice  on  the  fame  {lender  ftudy  (3  Years)  of  the  Veterinary  Department. 

To  leave  this  digreffion,  and  refume  the  original  object  of  my  addrefs,  I beg  you,  Sir,  to  lay 
before  the  Secretary  at  War  the  fubjoined  ftatement  and  references,  which,  I flatter  myfelf,  he 
will  conhder  with  all  the  attention  they  may  deferve. 

That  no  relative  rank  is  affigned  to  the  Staff  Officers  of  the  Medical  Department,  and  con- 
fequently  they  have  not  on  fervice  any  choice  of  quarters  or  a due  rate  of  prize  money,  and  of 
peniions  for  their  widows. 

That  in  the  late  arrangements  of  penfioris  the  Infpe&orial  Staff  was  totally  omitted. 

That  to  the  Regimental  Staff,  whofe  correfpondent  rank  and  allowances  have  been  granted 
under  the  faith  of  the  King’s  Warrant,  the  pledge  is  overlooked  and  the  meafure  reduced. 

That  the  application  for  more  prompt  payment  to  the  Medical  Staff  Officers,  as  fubmitted  in 
my  Letter  to  the  War  Office  in  April  1805,  is  ftill  in  abeyance  and  unexecuted,  though  the 
meafure  was  generally  approved. 

That  the  prefent  Bounty  or  Out-fit  Money  to  Hofpital  Mates  for  the  Weft  Indies  is  inadequate, 
and  fhould  be  doubled,  and  that  on  Weft  India  duty  generally  three  years  uninterrupted  fervice 
fhould,  in  reference  to  additional  pay,  be  reckoned  as  five  years. 

That  while  the  requifite  expences  to  the  Navy  Department  are  much  lefs,  and  the  contingent 
gains  by  Prize  Money  infinitely  greater  than  thofe  of  the  Army,  the  pay  and  allowances  to  the 
former  are  not  diminifhed  ; and  in  the  higher  clafles  they  are  even  greater. 

That  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Army  is  funk  and  depreffed  by  the  approximation  and  better 
encouragement  to  the  Veterinary  Department. 

That  from  one  and  all  of  thefe  circumftances,  the  fupply  of  Medical  Recruits  to  the  Army  is 
very  unequal  to  the  demand,  as  well  as  to  our  expectations ; and  muft  neceflarily  daily 
disninifh. 

The  inclofed  table  (D.)  will  exhibit,  in  a fhort  and  plain  point  of  view,  the  prefent  rate  cf 
allowances  to  the  feveral  Medical  Staff  Officers,  to  which,  in  another  column,  I have  taken  the 
liberty  of  adding  what  in  my  humble  opinion,  fhould  be  allotted  to  them. 

I cannot  clofe  this  appeal  without  combating  an  argument  that  has  been  often  urged  againft 
the  medical  claims  to  Prize  Money,  but  which’ really  fights  ftrenuoufly  in  their  behalf. — It  has 
been  frequently  faid  that  the  fhare  of  Prize  Money  fhould  have  a due  proportion  to  the  perfonal 
rifk,  and  that  Medical  Officers  are  not  expofed  to  the  fame  danger  with  the  Military.  The 
Medical  Officer  wants  no  better  advocate  than  this  admitted  principle;  for  it  the  rate  of  diftribu- 
tion  is  to  be  meafured  by  the  relative  perfonal  rifk,  he  feems  to  have  a claim  to  pre-e7ninent  notice , 
in  as  much  that  he  is  affailed  by  a two-edged  i'word.  Not  exempt  from  the  ordinary  cafualties 
of  the  field,  or  of  the  trenches  (as  has  been  fatally  exemplified  at  Alexandria,  Monte  Video,  and 
other  places)  he  is  particularly  expofed  to  the  more  deftrudfive  enemies  of  plague  and  peftilence; 
and  where,  amidlt  the  perils  of  a military  life,  is  there  a more  forlorn  hope  than  the  duty  of  a 
peft-houfe?

I AM  honoured  with  your  communication  of  the  nth  inftant,  by  which  I learn  that  the 
Lords  of  the  Treafury  have  not  been  pleafed  to  fall  in  with  the  propofal  in  my  Letter  of  22d 
June,  refpedling  addititional  Infpedtors,  from  an  unwillingnefs  to  increafe  the  effablilhed  number 
of  that  Department  on  the  Home  Staff.  To  their  Lordthips’  decifion  on  this  point  I am  bound 
to  fubmit ; nor  Ihould  I prefume  to  renew  the  application,  if  it  did  not  appear  that  the  rejection  of 
my  propofal  was  founded  in  a mifconception  of  what  I meant  to  Hate,  and  Ihould,  perhaps,  at  the 
firft  have  more  clearly  explained  : That  deficiency  I now  beg  leave  to  fupply. 

The  appointments  to  the  Infpedlorial  Department  are  not  governed  by  any  ejiablijhed  number , 
they  are  limited  to  the  neceffities  of  the  fervice,  and  are  occalionally  increafed  or  reduced  by  that 
principle.  It  was  by  fuch  fpecial  urgency  that  I was  more  particularly  guided  in  my  late  recom- 
mendation of  Dr.  Borland,  w ho,  as  my  Deputy  in  Office,  is  frequently  employed  to  officiate  for 
me  on  millions  to  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  where  the  rank  and  authority  Ihould  be  corres- 
pondent to  the  undertaking,  and  Superior  to  thofe  Officers  whom  he  is  to  coutroul.

Examination  of  THOMAS  KEATE,  Efq. ; taken  upon  Oath, 
th?  29th  September  1807. 

Q.  I.  HAD  you  any  fpecial  authority  from  the  Secretary  at  War  or  Commander  in  Chief,  for 
each  particular  fupply  of  Wine,  Porter  or  Spirits,  ordered  by  you  for  the  ufe  of  Hofpitals  or  into 

Depots;  or  did  you  a6l  on  your  own  judgment? A.  I do  not  recolletff  with  Sufficient 

certainty  at  this  dillance  of  time,  fo  as  to  give  a direct  anfwer  to  this  Queftion.  (a) 

Q_  2.  On  what  credit  were  thefe  Articles  purchafed  ? A.  To  the  bell  of  my  recolleStion, 

the  payment  was  confidered  to  be  at  three  months,  which  was  looked  upon  the  fame 
as  ready  money.  This  was  the  cafe  latterly,  but  I cannot  be  Sure  that  it  was  fo  at  the 
beginning. 

Q^  3.  In  cafes  where  thefe  Articles  were  purchafed  for  the  ufe  of  foreign  Hofpitals,  or  Stations, 
did  you  direSl  the  Merchants  employed  to  deduct  the  Drawback  of  Duty  allowed  by  Government 
on  exportation,  or  to  charge  the  full  price,  Duty  included ; and  what  was  the  ground  of  your 

determination  ? A.  To  the  bell  of  my  recolleclion,  that  Queftion  was  Submitted  to  the  Secretary 

at  War,  and  determined  by  him. 

■ Q.  4.  We  obferve  that  on  the  7th  and  8th  September  1803,  about  50  Pipes  of  Port  Wine  were 

fupplied 
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fupplied  for  Barbadoes  by  two  different  Wine  Merchants,  in  nearly  equal  quantities — in  the  one 
cafe  the  Drawback  was  deduced,  and  not  in  the  other  ; how  do  you  account  for  this  ? 

A.  To  the  beft  of  my  recollection,  the  Wine  Merchant,  who  did  not  deduct:  the 
Drawback  being  called  upon  to  account  for  it,  explained  the  matter  to  the  fatis- 
fadtion  of  the  Secretary  at  War. 

Q^5  Had  you  any  means  of  afcertaining  (the  integrity  of  the  parties  excepted)  that  they  did 
not  receive  the  Drawback  for  their  own  benefit,  to  which  on  exportation  they  would  be  entitled, 

although  not  deducted  from  the  Bills  of  Parcels  ? A.  I believe  that  in  all  cafes  the  Drawback 

was  properly  accounted  for. 

Q,6.  When  Supplies  of  Wine  were  wanted  for  the  Hofpitals  at  Southampton,  Portfmouth, 
Gofport  and  Plymouth,  did  you  procure  ihem  in  thofe  neighbourhoods  or  in  London? 

A.  In  London,  as  my  predeceffor  Mr.  Adair  had  been  accuftomed  to  do,  and  as 
I was  directed  to  do  by  the  Secretary  at  War.  Having  received  many  complaints 
of  the  quality  of  Wine  purchafed  on  the  fpot,  it  was  conceived  the  London  Market 
was  the  beft,  Wine  and  Porter  being  conlidered  as  Articles  of  Medicine;  and  with 
refpedt  to  the  Hofpitals  in  the  W eft  Indies,  the  Lords  of  the  Treafury  themfelves 
diredled  that  Madeira  of  the  very  beft  quality  fhould  be  fupplied. 

0^7.  Was  there  not  heretofore  a difference  in  the  Duty  between  Port  Wine  imported  into 
the  Out-ports  and  that  imported  into  London  ; and  had  you  the  means  of  afcertaining  that  which 
you  purchafed  in  London  was  not  actually  procured  at  the  Out-ports  ? — —A.  I know  nothing  of 
the  difference  of  price,  but  I believe  it  will  appear  by  my  Books  and  thofe  of  die 
Hofpitals,  that  the  Wine  was  fent  from  London  to  the  different  Stations,  (b) 

8.  By  what  means  did  you  check  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  Wine,  Porter,  &c.  furniftted 

by  your  order;  and  what  returns  were  furnifhed  to  you  in  relation  thereto  ? A.  The  Quality 

was  checked  by  the  correfpondence  with  the  different  Hofpitals,  and  the  quantity  by 
the  advice  of  its  receipt,  which  I believe  was  the  only  return  I received,  (c) 

Q,  9.  By  whom  were  the  Bills  examined  and  checked,  and  by  whofe  authority  were  they 
difcharged  ? A.  They  were  examined  and  checked  at  the  Board  Office,  and  they  were  dis- 

charged by  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  at  War. 

10.  In  what  manner  were  the  Porter  Cafks  appropriated  ? A.  I muft  refer  to  my  Books 

for  an  anfwer  to  this  Queftion.  (d) 

Q1  11.  In  what  manner  has  the  confumption  of  thefe  Articles  been  accounted  for  fince  firft: 
provided  by  you  in  1794  ? A.  By  the  Returns  from  the  different  Hofpitals. 

Q,I2.  Have  you  ever  known  any  improper  appropriation  to  have  been  made  of  thefe  Articles  ? 

A.  I certainly  do  not  know  of  any  intentional  milapplication  ; although  it  appeared 
to  me  that  in  fome  inftances  a greater  quantity  of  Wine  was  expended  than  was 
neceffary. 

Q.  13.  Were  the  Hofpital  and  Purveyors’  Stores  furnilhed  by  Meffrs.  Trotter  to  Hofpitals 

and  Depots  ordered  by  you  ? — if  fo,  ftateon  what  authority. A.  Hofpital  and  Purveyors’  Stores 

were  either  ordered  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  or  by  myfelf,  with  his  fan&ion. 

Q.  14.  By  what  Documents  were  you  guided  in  ordering  the  further  Supplies  which  were,  from 

time  to  time,  provided  and  fent  to  the  Depots  ? A.  By  Reports  of  the  want  of  fuch  Articles, 

and  Returns  of  Expenditure  ; in  many  cafes,  I was  guided  by  the  exigencies  of  the 
Service. 

Q.  15.  To  what  purpofe  was  the  large  provifion  of  Bedding  deftined  which  is  ftill  in  Store  ? 

A.  This  may  arife  from  a variety  of  fervices,  which  Mr.  Trotter  can  beft  explain.

Q.  17.  On  what  requifitions,  by  whom  made,  and  how  checked,  are  Hofpital  Stores  ift'ued  from 

the  Depots  at  Chelfea  and  Porchefter  ? A.  The  iffues  would  be  made  for  Home  Service  on 

the  requifitions  of  the  Generals  commanding  Diftridts,  the  Infpedlor  General,  or 
Deputy  Infpedtors  of  Diftridls  ; but  Returns  of  the  f®  ne  would  be  made  to  my  Office. 

For  Foreign  Service  the  iffues  are  ordered  by  th^'Secretary  at  War,  or  by  myfelf, 
with  the  fandtion  of  the  Secretary  at  War.  The  delivery  of  the  Articles  is  under 
the  diredlion  of  the  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Depot  j and  they  are  checked  by  the 
Returns  in  my  Office,  (f) 

Q.  18.  It  appears  by  the  Returns  made  to  us,  that  the  fupply  of  Surgical  Inftruments  in  ftore  in 

1803  was  extremely  large  : what  induced  you  to  add  to  the  provifion  by  further  orders  ? A.  I 

muft  beg  leave  to  refer  to  my  books  to  enable  me  to  anfwer  this  queftion.  (2) 

0,19.  To  what  fervice  are  thefe  inftruments  now  applicable  ? A.  To  complete  divifions 

which  fhall  be  ordered  forall  Foreign  Services  ; to  anfwer  Requifitions  from  all  Foreign 
Services  for  new  Inftruments,  or  to  replace  Inftruments  out  of  repair ; and  to  provide 
Medical  Officers,  Stall'  Surgeons,  and  others,  going  on  Service,  (h) 
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■J'_  xcaUy  Efq.'  Q:  -0.  By  whofe  recommendation  and  on  what  grounds  were  the  Deputy  Infpedfto'rs  affifting  hr 

the  Office  in  Town,  recently  advanced  to  the  rank,  of  Infpedtors  ? A.  I can  only  anfwer  for  the 

Deputy  InfpeHor  in  my  Office,  who  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Infpedtor  at  my 
recommendation,  on  the  grounds  of  the  utility  that  would  be  derived  from  his  holding 
a rank  fuperior  to  that  of  the  Officers  whom  he  was  to  controul ; his  being  the.  fenior 
of  his  rank  as  Deputy  Infpedtor  at  the  time  ; his  being  recommended  to  be  fent  on  a 
million  of  importance  to  all  the  Foreign  Stations  ; and  as  the  Infpedtor  General,  who 
had  recommended  that  both  Affiftants  lhoiild  be  made  Infpe&ors,  had  fucceeded  in  the 
recommendation  of  his  own,  who  wasjunior  to  mine,  I thought  it  but  juft  ice  that  my 
Affiftant  ffiould  not  be  fuperceded,  and  1 accordingly  fent  in  the  recommendation 
as  above  ftated.  Heis  ftill  liable  to  all  the  duties  of  his  rank. 

21.  By  what  rule  is  the  number  of  Hofpital  Mates  on  Foreign  Stations  regulated? 

A.  The  number  is  generally  determined  by  the  nature  of  the  Service.  Our  principle 
has  generally  been  to  double  the  number  of  the  Affiftant  Surgeons  of  the  Regiments 
on  the  fame  Service,  but  we  have  feldorn  had  it  in  our  power  to  complete  this  pro- 
portion. (i) 

22.  In  what  do  their  Duties  differ  from  that  of  Affiftant  Surgeons? A.  The  Hofpital 

Mate,  is  for  the  purpofe  of  General  Service  ; the  Aftiftant  Surgeon’s  Duty  is  chiefly  con- 
fined to  Regimental  Service. 

Q.  23.  What  examination  do  Surgeonsof  Militia  Regiments  undergo  before  their  appointment  ? 

A.  1 believe  it  is  not  neceflary  for  a Surgeon  of  Militia  to  undergo  any  other 
examination  than  that  of  a Surgeon  of  a regular  regiment  at  the  College  of  Surgeons, 
which  is  confined  to  queftions  conne&ed  with  Surgery;  but  1 have  underilood  that 
appointments  have  taken  place  without  fuch  examination. 

(^24.  What  examination  do  Affiftant  Surgeons  of  Militia  Regiments  undergo  before  their 

appointment  ? A.  I believe  the  Affiftant  Surgeons  of  Militia  are  not  under  the  neceffity  of 

paffing  any  examination,  though  forrie  do  pafs  at  the  College. 

(^25.  Are  Affiftant  Surgeons  of  Militia  Regiments  ever  appointed  to  any  medical  fituations 

in  the  Regular  Service  ? A.  They  have  been  received  into  the  Regular  Service  as  Hofpital 

Mates,  on  paffing  their  examination  before  the  Medical  Board,  as  well  as  the  College 
of  Surgeons,  and  if  their  former  condudt  recommends  them,  they  have  generally  been 
promoted  immediately  to  the  fituation  of  Affiftant  Surgeons.  Owing  to  the  great 
fcarcity  of  Affiftant  Surgeons,  it  has  been  recommended  and  approved  of,  within  thefe 
few  weeks  paft,  that  Militia  Affiftants  fhould  beappointed  Affiftant  Surgeons  in  Regu-- 
lar  Regiments,  without  paffing  through  the  rank  of  Hofpital  Mate,  provided  they  pro- 
duce fatisfa&ory  teftimonials  of  their  condudt  and  qualifications. 

Mr.  Keate  having  attended  this  day  (6th  Oclober  1807)  defired 
to  make  the  following  additions  to  his  former  Anfwers : 

A.  r.  (a)  Rcquiftions  of  Stores  (including  Wine,  Spirits,  and  Porter)  for  Foreign  Service  are 
approved  by  the  Officer  commanding  on  the  Station,  and  by  him  tranfmitted 
to  the  Secretary  at  War,  under  whofe  authority  they  are  directed  to  be  fup- 
plied  ; a duplicate  of  this  requifition  is  fent  to  my  Office,  iigned  by  the  prin- 
cipal Medical  Officer  on  the  Station. 

Home  Hofpitals  being  more  immediately  under  my  direction,  Wine,  Spirits, 
and  Porter,  and  Articles  of  Medicine,  I have  ordered  to  be  fent  to  different 
Hofpitals,  guided  by  my  own  judgment,  and  have  frequently  fanHionedthe  pur- 
chafe  by  Medical  Officers  on  the  fpot,  who  were  beft  enabled  to  form  a judg- 
ment of  the  neceffity  for  fuch  Articles. 

This  plan  is  now  purfued  hoth  for  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals. 
Without  fuch  an  authority  being  vefted  both  in  the  heads  of  the  Army- 
Medical  Board,  and  alfo  in  the  Officers  atfting  under  them,  the  fatal  confe- 
quences  that  mull  erifue  are  too  obvious  to  require  pointing  out.  It  is  to  be 
obferved  particularly,  that  the  payment  in  every  cafe,  could  not  be  made  with-' 
out  the  exprefs  authority  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  and  the  amount  required 
fubmitted  to  the  Chief  Examiner  of  Army  Accounts. 

A.  7.  (b)  But  I find  on  enquiry  at  the  Office,  that  a fmall  quantity  of  Port  Wine  was 
furnifhed  to  Plymouth  Hofpital  by  Collier,  in  the  name  of  Scott  and  Idle, 
whofe  Agent  he  was;  the  Bills  of  that  period,  viz.  1796  and  1797,  will  prove 
whether  at  London  prices  or  not : I ftill  think  the  carriage  from  London  could 
not  be  charged  for  Wine  from  Cellars  at  Plymouth.  This  circumftance  did 
not  come  to  my  knowledge  until  many  years  after  delivery  and  payment,  and 
was  difeovered  by  a Clerk  from  my  Office,  whom  I fent  down  for  the  purpofe 
of  inveftigating  the  Accounts  of  Plymouth  Hofpital.  It  may  be  neceflary  to 
obferve,  that  Collier  furnifhed  all  the  Wine  for  Plymouth  Hofpitals,  when  the 
deftru&ive  fever,  and  almoft  unprecedented  mortality,  raged  in  that  town.

infpedtion.  I beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  in  almoft  all  General  Hofpitals  a^ ^ 

principal  Medical  Officer  was  placed,  whole  duty  it  was  to  lign  the  Quarterly 
Abftracis  of  Accounts,  after  duly  examining  their  accuracy  as  to  quantity, 
quality,  price,  and  actual  confumption. 

Very  early  after  the  eftablifhment  of  General  Hofpitals,  a Military  Super- 
intendant  was  added,  with  fomewhat  of  a fimilar  duty;  and  1 think  the  tradef- 
rnen  were  paid  by  feparate  bills,  each  of  which  was  counterfigned  by  the 
principal  Medical  Officer,  and  the  Military  Supcrintendant,  who,  the  Secre- 
tary at  War  informed  me,  were  refponhble  for  any  expenditure  they  put  their 
names  to. 

In  general  the  porter  calks  were  returned  to  the  brewer,  and  credited  by  hirr>,  as 
the  Accounts  themlelves  will  (hew  ; lbmetimes  they  were  fold  on  the  fpot, 
when  too  far  off  to-be  removed,  or  too  much  damaged  to  be  worth  returning, 
and  credited  in  theabftradl  under  the  head  of  damaged  (lores  fold  ; fometimes 
converted  to  the  ufe  of  the  Hofpitals  for  water  butts,  &c.  &c.  &c.  Whenever 
I learnt  that  they  were  not  properly  accounted  for,  I caufed  an  inveftigation  into 
the  cafe,  and  reported  the  circumftances  to  the  Secretary  at  War.  i his  duty, 
and  its  confequent  refponfibility,  appears  to  belong  exclufively  to  the  perfon  in 
charge,  who  is  in  general  a commiffioned  Officer. 

At  the  clofc  of  the  Depots  in  1805,  confiderable  quantites  had  accumulated  in 
the  fevcral  (lores  under  Mefl'rs.  Trotter’s  charge  ; fince  which  time  the  iffues 
have  been  fo  important  as  barely  to  leave  at  the  prefent  moment,  a fupply  for 
the  Tick  and  wounded  of  30  000  men,  as  ordered  to  be  in  readinefs  by  the 
Secretary  at  War  for  eventual  fervice.  T his  accumulation  has  proved  a 
fortunate  circumftance  ; the  preffing  exigencies  ofthe  fervice  having  called  for 
fuch  immediate  fupplies  as  could  fcarcely  otherwife  have  been  anfwered  ; and 
which  is  proved  by  all  the  Expeditions  fince  the  above  period,  fitted  out  at  a 
very  fhort  notice.  To  the  beil  of  my  memory,  fupplies  have  fince  1805  been 
ifiued  to  near  50,000  men  for  Expeditions  only,  without  any  frefti  fupplies 
from  Mellrs.  d rotter. 

Thefe  Returns  are  fent  monthly  and  quarterly  to  my  Office. 

Four  hundred  fets  were  fpecially  ordered  by  the  Infpedlor  General  for  the 
Volunteers  in  1804,  which  were  of  a different  defeription  from  thofe  appropri- 
ated for  foreign  fervice.  As  the  removal  of  the  number  of  Inftrumcnts  in  (tore 
would  have  rendered  the  divifions  and  cherts  incomplete  for  fervice,  it  was  double 
judged  more  proper  to  leave  the  divifions  complete,  as  the  orders  exprefs.  A 
double  proportion  of  inftruments  (hould  always  be  in  (lore,  for  if  fifty  fets  on 
foreign  ilations  require  repair,  fifty  more  mult  be  fent  and  received,  before  the 
others  can  be  returned.  I beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  Inftruments  require  much 
time  in  their  completion,  and  that  they  cannot  be  properiy  repaired  but  in 
London.  The  Service  has  more  than  once  experienced  inconvenience  in  con- 
fequence  of  waiting  for  the  making  of  Surgeon’s  Inftruments. 

In  further  anfwertothis  Queftion,  Mr.  Keate  delivered  in  a Statement  of  Inftru- 
ments now  in  (tore,  &c.  (A.) 

This  applies  to  the  practice  during  the  exiftence  of  the  Medical  Board.  The 
appointment  of  Hofpital  Mates,  is  now  in  the  peculiar  province  of  the 
Infpedtor-  General.

A.  I was  appointed  in  June  1792  by  Sir  George  Yonge  then  Secretary  at  War. 
The  Salary  on  rny  firft  appointment  was  f.  150 ; it  was  afterwards  increafed  to 

f.  300,  and  an  allowance  w.x  added  of  f.  xoo  for  a Clerk,  f.  50  for  houfe-rent,  and 
.20  for  coals  and  candles  : two  cr  three  years  ago  I received  a further  addition  of 
f.  60  for  a fecond  Clerk  ; fo  that  at  prefent  my  Salary  and  Allowances  are  f.  530  a 
year.

A.  On  my  firft  appointment  I received  a letter  from  the  War  Office,  informing 
me  that  I was  to  be  appointed  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals,  and  that  the  lum  of  f.  2,000 
would  be  improved  to  me.  I had  frequent  verbal  communications  with  the  War 
Office,  but  I bad  no  fpeciRc  Inftrudtions  ; I am  under  the  controul  of  the  War  Office, 
to  whom  I have  given  a joint  bond  for  £.  3,000,  myfelf  and  two  other  perfons,  as 
fecurity  for  the  due  performance  of  my  duties.

to  the  Second  Foot  Guards,  was  Agent  to  Army  Hofpitals  before  my  appointment.

L. ) Office  fince  Gdober  1799,  and  was  appoiiited  Secretary  in  June  1804. 

Q.  3*  What  are  your  Payar.d  Emoluments  ? A.  The  Pay  is  now  fettled  at  three  hundred 

pounds  a year;  I have  no  other  Emoluments  than  unfurnifhed  apartments  in  the 
Office  Houfe,  with  coals  and  candles. 

Q.  4.  Is  the  general  bufinefs  of  the  Office  under  your  fuperintendance  ? A.  I have  no- 

thing to  do  with  the  Surgeon  General’s  Department,  further  than  as  he  firms  one  of 
the  Board  : but  the  correfponuence  of  the  Phyfician  General  and  Infpecfor  General 
is  under  my  fuperintendance,  as  are  alfo  the  general  duties,  as  connedfeu  with  tiiofe 
two  Officers. 

CV  5,  State  how  the  bufinefs  of  the  Office,  of  which  you  have  the  fuperintendance,  is  arranged  ? 

A.  The  bufinefs  of  the  Office  may  be  divided  into  four  branches,  namely ; 
Firft,  that  of  the  Board  collectively,  which  is  done  by  me,  with  the  affiftance  of  one 
or  more  Clerks  as  may  be  neceffary,  and  does  not  occupy  much  time;  Secondly,  the 
correfpondence  of  the  Phyfician  General,  which  is  performed  alfo  by  me,  with  occa- 
fional  affiftance,  $nd  is  not  laborious;  Thirdly,  the  correfpondence  and  general  duties 
of  the  Infpedtor  General’s  Department,  to  which  are  attached  two  conftant  Clerks, 
and  may  be  faid  to  be  a continual  occupation  ; to  this  branch  are  alfo  attached  an 
Accountant  and  a Clerk  under  him,  for  the  Accounts  of  Regimental  as  well  as 
General  bJofpitals ; and  Fourthly,  the  Surgeon  General’s  Department,  in  which, 
be!ides  his  Affiftant,  are  three  Clerks  entirely  employed,  who  are  under  the  controul  of 
the  Surgeon  General  : the  Accountant  alfo  affifts  in  this  branch  in  refpect  of  General 
Hofpitals  and  Depots. 

Q.  6.  What  are  the  days  and  hours  of  attendance  at  the  Office?— A.  Every  day  from  ten 

: to  four  o’clock. 

Qa  7-  What  are  the  means  and  checks  ufed  to  enforce  and  afcertain  the  regularity  of  the  at- 
tendance at  the  Office  ? A.  All  the  Clerks  in  the  Office,  as  well  thofe  in  the  Sur- 

geon General’s  Department,  as  thofe  of  the  other  branches,  infcribe  their  names, 
in  a book  kept  for  that  purpofe,  to  the  hour  of  their  attendance  in  the  morning,  and 
no  one  leaves  the  Office  till  four  o'clock,  without  permiffiou. 

Cb  8.  Do  the  heads  of  the  Department,  or  the  Phyfician,  Surgeon,  and  Infpedfor  Generals, 

attend  on  any  certain  days  of  the  week,  and  during  any  certain  hours  ? A.  It  is  under- 

ftood  that  they  are  to  be  at  the  Office  everyday.  The  Phyfician  General  ufuaily 
calls  about  one  o’clock,  but  not  every  day;  but  he  does  not  Itay,  unlefs  he  has  notice 

, of  bufinefs:  when  he  has  notice,  he  attends  very  pundtualiy.  The  Surgeon  General 

is  ulually  there  every  day,  but  at  no  fixed  hour  ; he  fometimes  ftays  half  an  hour, 
fometimes  for  three  or  four  hours,  if  bufinefs  requires  it,  but  it  is  uncertain  how  long 
he  may  fray. 

The  Infpedfor  General  is  ufuaily  there  three  or  four  hours  every  day,  every  Mon- 
day and  Thurfday  certainly,  from  twelve  to  one  o’clock,  of  which  notice  is  polled 
up  in  the  waiting-room.  There  is  notice  on  a brafs  plate  on  the  outer  door  of  the 
Office,  that  the  hours  of  attendance  are  from  twelve  to  three,  as  referring  to  the 
members  of  the  Board  ; the  fame  is  alfo  put  up  in  the  waiting-room,  and  gentlemen 
are  informed  that  they  will  probably  meet  one  or  other  of  the  Members  of  the  Board 
there  every  day. 

Q.  9.  How  long  have  thefe  different  notices  been  put  up  at  the  Office  ? A.  The  notice  on 

•the  door  has  been  up  little  more  than  two  years,  and  the  correfponding  notice  in  the 
waiting-room  the  fame  period.  The  Infpedtor  General’s  notice  of  attendance  on 
Monday  and  Thurfday,  fince  about  the  time  of  his  appointment  in  December  1801. 

Q,  10.  Does  it  often  happen  that  they  who  have  official  bufinefs  with  the  heads  of  the  Depart- 
ment, either  individually  or  collectively,  are  difappointed  in  getting  their  bufinefs  done, 

from  the  want  of  the  attendance  of  thefe  gentlemen  ? A.  1 believe  not  often 

now,  but  I have  formerly  heard  repeated  complaints  on  that  head  ; which  led  to  my 
requefting  the  Board  to  let  me  fix  the  plate  on  the  door,  denoting  the  hours  of 
attendance. 


Q.  11.  What  are  the  peculiar  duties  of  the  affifiants  to  the  Surgeon  General  and  Infpedtor 

General  of  Army  Hofpitals  ? A.  The  duties  of  the  Surgeon  General’s  Affiftant  are, 

to  manage  the  bufinefs  of  his  correfpondence,  and  the  other  duties  of  that  branch, 
which  I cannot  deferibe.  The  particular  duty  of  the  Infpedlor  General’s  Affiftant,  is 
to  check  and  controul  the  returns  of  Regimental  Hofpitals,  as  referring  to  the 
pradtice  and  management  of  thofe  eftablilhments  : he  is  likewife  lent  on  journies  of 
infpedtion  to  any  Military  Hofpital  that  may  call  for  fpecial  notice  or  enquiry ; and 
any  correfpondence  in  medical  matters  relating  to  his  Department  is  referred  to 
him. 

Cb  12.  Do  thefe  Affiftants  attend  in  the  Office  regularly  on  the  days,  and  during  the  hours  you 
ftate  thofe  under  your  fuperintendance  to  attend  ?— — A.  They  ufuaily  attend  from  twelve  till 
four  o’clock. 


Q.  13.  Who 
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13.  Who  are  refponfible  for,  cr  who  are  charged  with  the  Accounts  of  Hofpitals  On  Foreign 

‘Stations? rA.  1 believe  the  heads  of  Departments  on  thofe  Stations;  they  never ^ 

come  to  the  Office  of  the  Army  Medical  Board,  which  has  no  controul  over  the 
Accounts  of  Hofpitals  on  Foreign  Stations. 

.Q.  14.  What  is  the  ftate  of  the  Accounts  of  General  Hofpitals  at  home,  to  the  prefect  time  ? 

A.  They  are  all  made  up  to  the  quarter  ending  25th  March  1807. 

Q.  15.  Who  are  refponfible  for  them  ? A.  The  Surgeon  General. 

Q.  16.  What  is  the  courfe  now  obferved  in  the  examination  of  thefe  home  Accounts  ? A, 

They  are  checked  by  the  bills  and  receipts  of  the  parties,  and  are  required  to  have 
the  approving  fignature  of  the  principal  Medical  Officer,  and  the  Military  Superin- 
dant  at  the  fever'd  Uations  : This  is  the  courfe  of  examination  before  the  Surgeon 
General,  they  are  afterwards  infpefted  by  the  Infpedfor  General,  by  virtue  of  his 
appointment  in  1803  or  1804,  as  Comptroller  of  Accounts  of  Army  Hofpitals. 

Q.  17.  Have  you  reafon  to  believe  that  thefe  home  Accounts  have  been  more  effectually 
checked  and  -controlled  under  the  new  mode,  than  they  were  before  it  was  adopted  ? 
A.  I think  they  have,  but  I cannot  froeak  decidedly  upon  it,  not  having  feen  the 
former  accounts.

Q.  lS.  Who  examines  the  returns  from  Regimental  Hofpitals? A.  The  InfpedW  General 

and  his  Affiftant. 

ig.  Who  conduits  the  correfpondence  with  the  heads  of  the  Medical  Department  onForeign 
•Stations? A.  The  Surgeon  General. 

20.  From  what  fund  are  the  Contingencies  of  the  Office  defrayed  r .A.  They  are  paid 

upon  an  authority  from  the  Secretary  at  War,  by  the  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitaiss 
grounded  upon  a quarterly  abftraft  fubmitted  to  the  War  Office,  fupported  by  bills 
and  receipts,  and  figned  by  the  Infpector  General,  who  is  refponfible  for  their  accuracy. 

Q.2I.  Who  finally  examines  thefe  A.ccounts  of  Contingencies  ? They  come  under  the 

examination  of  the  Auditors  of  Public  Accounts  as  part  of  Mr.  Window’s  payments. 

Q.  22.  Is  there  any  Half-pay  Lift  of  Medical  Officers  regularly  made  out  and  kept  i« 

the  Office,  for  the  purpofe  of  occafional  reference? A.  There  is  a general  Lift  in  the  Office  of 

all  Medical  Officers,  both  on  full  and  Half-pay,  which  is  corredled  from  time  to  time, 
but  not  made  out  at  any  regular  periods. 

Two  or  three  years  ago,  Mr.  Knight  the  Infpe&or  General,  propofsd  to  print  a' 
Lift  of  all  Medical  Officers  on  full  and  Half-pay;  but  it  was  objected  to  at  the  War 
Office. 

23.  Are  any  fees  or  gratuities  to  your  knowledge,  received  diredtly  or  indiredtly  by  any  ene 
holding  a fituation  in  the  Office  ? A.  None  whatever. 

Q^  24.  Have  you  ever  heard  that  a fee  or  gratuity  has  heen  given  to  any  belonging  to  the  Officer 
in  order  to  obtain  an  appointment,  or  in  conlequence  of  having  obtained  one  ? — — -A.  I have  heard 
reports  of  that  nature  formerly,  and  even  fince  I have  been  in  the  Office;  but  I cannot 
particularize  any  perfon  who  has  given  any  thing  of  the  kind. 

25.  In  what  mode  io  Mr.  Window,  Agent  to  the  Army  Hofpitals,  apprized  of  the  payments 

he  will  be  called  upon  to  make  ? A.  He  receives  authorities  for  the  payment  as  foon  as  they 

are  fanctioned  by  the  War  Office,  at  which  time  the  parties  have  notice  to  draw  for 
their  money. 

26.  By  what  rule  are  the  iffues  of  money  to  Mr.  Window  regulated,  and  the  amount  fixed  -? 

A.  When  he  has  nearly  expended  the  money  formerly  iflued  to  him,  he  makes  a 

written  application  for  a farther  iilue,  giving  an  abftradt  of  the  payments  he  has  made, 
and  the  balance  in  hand. 


Q.  27.  Do  the  Abftradts  of  Payments  furnifhed  by  Mr.  Window,  include  all  the  fums  which 

he  has  authority  to  pay,  or  only  the  payments  actually  made  ? A.  They  include  all  the  fums 

which  he  has  been  authorized  to  pay,  but  do  not  diftinguifh  the  payments  actually 
made. 


Mr.  Reed  was  further  examined  5th  May  1807,  as  follows : 

28.  Is  money  at  any  time  iflued  to  Mr.  Window,  before  the  fervices  to  which  it  is  ap- 
plied, are  fanctioned  by  the  War  Office? — ■ — A.  A grofs  fum  is  iflued  in  advance  to  Mr. 

Window  before  the  various  calls  are  fanctioned  by  the  War  Office,  the  Warrant 
fpecifying  that  the  money  is  on  account  of  the  General  Hofpitals  and  the  contingen- 
cies of  the  Medical  Staff. 

Q_,  29.  You  have  ftated  to  us  in  your  former  examination,  that  the  agentmakes  application  for 
tuoney  when  he  has  nearly  expended  that  formerly  iflued  to  him  ; has  not  the  Medical  Board  the 

means  of  knowing  the  ftate  of  his  Accounts  without  fuch  application  ? -A.  They  have  the 

means,  from  the  books  in  which  the  authorities  for  payment  are  entered  ; but  it  has 
never  been  the  practice  to  make  up  fuch  an  account. 
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S.  Reed,  Efq.  Qi  3<3.  Are  the  parties  to  whom  money  is  due,  invariably  apprifed  that  they  may  draw  for  it  fo 

V. ) foon  as  funds  are  provided  in  the  hands  of  the  Agent  ? A.  They  are  apprifed  of  it  as  foon  as 

the  authorities  are  paffed  ; the  Agent  being  always  fuppofed  to  have  money  in  his  hands, 

31.  Can  you  furnifh  the  Board  with  the  feveral  applications  made  by  Mr.  Window,  for 
money  during  the  year  1806,  or  any  other  year  ? — -—A.  Yes,  for  any  year  fubfequent 
to  1 '80 1 or  1802. 

CX  32.  Do  the  Accounts  of  Pay  of  Hofpital  Mates  at  home  and  abroad  come  under  the  revifion 
of  the  Army  Medical  Board  ? — -—A.  They  do  not : the  Infpeflor  General  of  Hofpitals  gi^es  lifts 
to  Mr.  Window  quarterly  of  the  Hofpital  Mates  at  home  who  are  entitled  to  payCtrf- 
thofe  on  foreign  Rations  the  whole  are  paid  with  their  refpedhive  ftaffs,  the  Hofpital 
Mates  in  Canada  and  Jamaica  excepted,  thefe  being  paid  by  Mr.  Window. 

Q_  33-  Whence,  and  on  what  authority  does  Mr.  Window  obtain  money  for  the  pay  of  Hofpital 
Mates  at  home. -A.  I cannot  tell. 

CX  34.  Defcribe  the  duties  performed  by  Mr.  Mofs  in  the  Office  of  the  Medical  Department, 
•how  long  he  has  been  employed  on  them,  and  how  long  it  is  likely  he  may  be  fo  employed  ? 

A.  He  is  employed  by  the  Surgeon  General  to  make  up  and  arrange  the  Returns 
of  Hofpital  Stores  in  the  Depots  and  General  Hofpitals.  He  has  been  fo  employed 
about  15  months ; but  I cannot  fay  how  long  his  further  fervices  may  be  required. 

Q.  35-  Whence  is  money  obtained  for  the  fervice  of  the  Foreign  Hofpitals  at  Eling  and  Lyming- 
£011  ? — - — A.  From  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  War-Office,  through  the  hands  of  Mr.  Difney, 
their  Agent. 

36.  What  degree  of  controul  is  exercifed  by  the  Army  Medical  Department  over  thofe 

■Hofpitals? A.  They  merely  receive  monthly  returns  of  their  Tick,  and  of  the  Medical  Staff. 

The  candidates  for  employment  in  the  foreign  corps,  are  examined  medically  by  the 
Army  Medical  Board.

Gentlemen,  Charing  Crofs,  31ft  July  1805. 

I have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Letter  of  the  24th  inftant,  requiring 
me  to  ftate  immediately  the  balance  that  remained  in  my  hands,  on  (l  prefume)  the  monies  imprefted 
to  me  by  your  recommendation  for  the  ufe  of  His  Majefty’s  Flofpitals,  &c. ; and  in  anfwer  to 
which  I beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  it  is  impoffible  for  me  in  this  fhort  notice  to  give  the  exadl 
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balance  that  remained  hi  my  hands  the  firft  of  July  laft  on  fo  large  a running  account , as  you 
know  mine  has  been  (and  (till  continues) ; but  from  the  beft  ftatementl  am  now  enabled  to  make, 
I believe  that  the  balance  of  receipts  and  difburfements  to  the  before-mentioned  day  was  about 
nine  thoufand  nine  hundred  and  four  pounds  in  favour  of  Government;  this  fum,  however, 
is  of  courfe  reduced  by  fubfequent  difburfements,  and  will  continue  to  diminifh  until  I receive 
another  impreft  on  account,  which  will  be  applied  for  as  ufual:  any  other  information  that  yeu 
may  require  on  this  head  £hall  at  all  times  be  duly  attended  to.

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Examination  of  CHARLES  MOORE,  Efq.  one  of  the  Commiffioners  for 
auditing  the  Public  Accounts;  taken  upon  Oath,  the  23d  April  1807. 

1.  WHAT  Accounts  of  the  Army  Medical  Department,  are  now  under  examination  at 

She  Audit  Office  ? A.  There  are  Accounts  of  various  deferiptions,  confifting  of  Mr.  Window’s  . 

Accounts,  as  Agent  to  the  Infpe&or  General  of  Regimental  Infirmaries,  from  the 
year  1798,  which  are  eight  in  number,  for  as  many  years,  and  are  now  under  ex- 
amination ; there  are  alfo  a great  variety  of  Accounts  of  Purveyors  of  Plofpitals,  who 
have  money  imprefted  to  them  for  the  fervice  of  the  Hofpital  Department,  from  Mr. 
Window  ; thefe  are  in  a courfe  of  Examination,  and  many  others  which  have  not  been 
delivered  into  the  Office  arife  out  of  them  ; the  whole  of  them  originally  forming  a 
part  of  Mr.  Window’s  Accounts,  but  feparated  for  the  convenience  of  Examination  ; 
Mr.  Window’s  Account  having  been  determined  by  the  late  Board  of  Auditors  to 
be  a mere  Cafh  Account,  to  be  difeharged  by  the  general  R«c«i_pts  of  the  Purveyors ; 
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it  was  therefore  found  necefiary,  to  the  due  examination  of  the  Vouchers,  that  the 
Purveyors  (hould  furnifh  feparate  Accounts  to  the  Audit  Office. 

2.  How  do  thefe  Accounts  come  before  the  Auditors  for  Examination  ? A.  Mr.  Win- 

dow has  large  fums  of  money  impreffed  to  him  by  the  Paymafler  General  of  the 
Forces,  on  account  of  the  Hofpital  Expenditure*,  and  becomes  therefore  a Sub- Account- 
ant in  the  Paymafter  General’s  Account,  for  which  Imprefi  he  is  refponfible  to  the 
Audit -Office,  and  delivers  in  Annual  Accounts,  as  I have  already  ftated.  The  Pur- 
veyor’s Accounts  are  either  immediately  called  for,  by  the  Requifition  Department  of 
the  Audit  Office,  in  conference  of  an  InfpeCtion  of  Mr.  Window’s  Account,  or  they 
are  collected  and  tranfmitted  thither,  together  with  the  Vouchers,  by  the  Surgeon  Ge- 
neral. 

EX  What  is  the  defeription  of  the  Authorities,  and  Vouchers  produced  with  thefe  Accounts  ? 

A.  The  Authorities  produced  with  the  Accounts  are  the  Letters  of  recommendation 
from  the  Surgeon  General  to  the  Secretary  at  War  for  Pay  and  Allowance  , and  ge- 
nerally for  the  Hofpital  Diftmrfements.  Mr.  Window’s  Vouchers,  as  I have  already 
{fated,  are  merely  Ca(h  Vouchers,  fach  as  Receipts  and  Bills  of  Exchange,  for  con- 
fiderable  fums.  The  Vouchers,  with  the  Purveyor’s  Accounts,  confift  of  Monthly 
or  Quarterly  Abftracts,  accompanied  by  the  Receipts  and  other  Vouchers  for  the 
tradelmen’s  bills. 

4.  By  whom,  and  to  what  extent  does  it  appear  that  thefe  Accounts  have  been  previoufiy 

examined  ? -A.  In  taking  up  the  Examination  of  thefe  Accounts  in  my  Department,  T found 

them  fo  fu'  l of  errors,  that  they  could  not  have  undergone  any  fatisfadtory  Examination, 
for  the  purpofe  of  Audit,  before  they  came  into  my  hands.  I found  it  necefiary  to  look 
back  to  the  proceedings  of  the  late  Board,  to  know  if  any,  and  what  enquiry  had  been 
made  upon  this  -futrjeCt,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  Expenditure,  contained  in  thefe 
„ Accounts,  had  been  examined  and  controuled  by  the  Surgeon  General.  On  an  appli- 

cation to  him  by  a Letter  of  the  Board  of  the  26th  of  July  1798,  he  was  afked  whether 
the  claims  made  by  him,  the  payments  of  which  were  made  by  Mr.  Window,  in  pur- 
fuance  of  the  Secretary  ar  War’s  Orders,  undergo  any,  and  what  Examination  by  the 
Surgeon  General,  or  any  perfon  in  his  Department,  previous  to  his  requiring  fuch 
payments.  In  anfwer  to  which  the  Surgeon  .General,  in  a Letter  dated  the  30th 
July  1798,  informs  the  Board,  that  all  Accounts  which  are  recommended  by  him  to 
the  Secretary  at  War  for  payment,  were  previoufly  examined  in  his  Office.  On 
■confidering  this  Letter  and  other  Documents  relative  to  thefe  Accounts,  the  Board 
refolved,on  3d  of  April  1799,  that  Mr.  Window  was  merely  a Cafhier,  and  bound  to 
pay  all  Sums  authorized  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  after  a due  inveftigation  of  the 
under  bills  by  the  Surgeon  General,  then  InfpeCtor  General  of  Regimental  Infirmaries. 
A more  particular  Examination  of  Mr.  Window’s  back  Accounts  then  became  ne- 
cefi'ary;  the  errors  of  the  Surgeon  General  in  recommending  payments  a fecond  and 
even  third  time  for  the  fame  fervice,  payments  that  were  incorreCt  in  the  computations 
and  cartings,  rates  and  periods  for  pay  that  were  improper,  and  one  fervice  being 
frequently  found  recommended  for  another,  the  Board  thought  proper  to  flate  thefe 
errors  to  the  Secretatv  at  War.  They  accordingly,  on  the  8th  of  December  1802, 
tranfmitted  a Copy  of  Mr.  Keate’s  before- mentioned  Letter  to  the  Secretary  at  War, 
acquainting  him  that,  notwithfiamling  what  is  therein  Rated  by  Mr.  Keate,  a great 
number  of  errors  had  been  overlooked  in  his  Office,  and  fums  improperly  recom- 
mended for  payment  ; that  the  Board  could  not  furcharge  the  Agent  with  luch  errors, 
•eonfifient  with  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  minute  before  mentioned,  of  3d  April 
3799,  nor  the  Surgeon  General,  he  not  receiving  any  imprelt  ; requefting  his  con- 
fideration  of  the  fame,  and  by  what  means  the  Public  might  have  a refponfible  Account. 
On  the  14th  of  June  1803,  Letters  were  received  by  the  Board  from  the  Surgeon 
General,  through  the  application  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  relative  to  the  due  expen- 
diture of  feveral  Sums  imprelred  to  Purveyors  and  others  for  the  ufe  of  the  Hofpitals. 
In  one  of  thefe  Letters,  dated  the  1 8th  of  Feb.  1803,  Mr.  Keate  ftates,  that  with  refpeCt 
to  the  fuin  of  eight  thoufandtwohundred  pounds  advanced  to  Dr.  Boone,  then  Purveyor 
of  the  Hofpital  at  Plymouth,  he  is  perfectly  fatisfied  that  the  laid  fum  has  been  from  time 
to  time  properly  and  advantageoufiy  expended,  for  the  ufe  of  the  fick.  Dr.  Boon?  having 
fubfequently  delivered  in  an  Account  of  this  fum  to  the  Audit  Office,  it  exhibited  a 
feries  of  irregularity,  confifting  in  extravagant  charges,  want  of  vouchers,  and  large 
fums  charged  againft  the  Public  in  the  abftraCts,  when  the  vouchers  applicable  to  the 
fums  fo  claimed  were  fo  comparatively  finall  in  amount,  as  in  no  degree  to  juftify  the 
extent  of  the  expenditure.  There  were  alfo  eralures  of  figures  in  favour  of  the 
Accountant  to  a confiderable  extent ; 3 s.  changed  into  5t,  and  pounds  inferted  where 
there  were  only  {hillings  and  pence  in  the  vouchers  ; thefe  practices  pervading  the 
whole  Account.  Mr.  Keate,  in  the  letter  lalt  referred  to,  ftates  that  he  had  given  the 
moft  pofuive  directions  to  the  feveral  Officers  entrufted  with  n'loney  on  account,  to 
render  a fatisfabtory  ftatement  thereof  ; and  that  he  had  every  realon  to  believe  that 
juftice  had  been  done  to  the  Public  in  all  fuch  cafes. — He  alfo  ftates,  that  as  to  feveral 
fums  advanced  to  Dr.  Munro,  for  Hofpital  expences,  he  was  perfectly  convinced  thefe 
were  duly  expended  for  the  fervice,  he  being  an  Officer  of  great  refpeCtability.  He 
gives  the  fame  reafon  for  being  perfectly  fatisfied  with  the  expenditure  of  feveral  other 
Army  Medical  Gentlemen,  This  Letter  was  tranfinirted  by  the  War  Office  to  the 
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late  Board  of  Auditors,  inclofed  in  a Letter,  in  which  the  Secretary  at  War  acquaints  C.  Afoore,  Efq. 

the  Board,  that  whatever  reliance  he  might  be  difpofed  to  place  upon  the  afTurances  v 

given  by  Mr.  Keate,  that  theft  fums  had  been  faithfully  and  properly  applied  for  the 
Public  Service,  Mr.  Yorke,  then  Secretary  at  War,  could  not,  confiftently  with  his 
official  duty,  confider  thofe  afTurances  of  refpedbability  of  character  fufficient  to  exempt 
the  feveral  individuals  concerned,  from  rendering  accounts  of  the  application  of  the 
fums  which  they  had  received  for  the  ufe  of  the  Military  Hofpitals ; and  that  Mr. 

Keate  would  be  inftrudbed  to  loft  no  time  in  requiring  proper  accounts  to  be  delivered 
to  him. — On  the  27th  of  Auguft  1805,  Mr.  Keate  informed  the  Board  of  Audi'ors, 
that  when  the  Hofpital  Accounts  firft  came  before  him,  at  the  periods  of  the  expendi- 
ture being  incurred,  he  conceived  it  to  be  his  duty  only  to  examine  into  the  nature  and 
propriety  of  the  articles  charged,  as  far  as  he  was  enabled  from  occafional  infpedlion, 
returns,  and  correfpondence,  to  form  a judgment  thereon  ; and  that  he  left  the  detec- 
tion of  arithmetical  errors  to  his  Clerk,  as  his  own  time  was  too  much  occupied  to 
attend  to  them. — In  the  fame  Letter,  he  dates,  that  the  colledbion  of  the  receipts,  their 
accuracy  and  prefervation,  he  always  thought  the  duty  of  the  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals  ; 
and  he  therefore  had  never  paid  any  attention  to  the  fubjedb. — In  addition  to  thofe 
meafures,  which  the  prefent  Board  of  Auditors  has  thought  proper  to  adopt  for  the 
due  inveftigation  of  this  fubjedt,  it  was  thought  neceflary  to  call  the  Surgeon  General 
before  them,  in  hopes  of  deriving  feme  information  as  to  the  nature  of  the  examination 
of  the  Hofpital  Accounts.  Confidering  the  Documents  in  the  Office,  and  the  Surgeon 
General’s  examination,  I am  perfuaded  that  thefe  Hofpital  Accounts  not  having  been 
duly  controuled  and  examined  at  the  time,  by  the  perfon  whofe  duty  it  was  to  have 
compared  the  abftradbs  with  the  vouchers,  as  the  only  means  of  judging  of  their  accu- 
racy, that  many  errors,  which  might  have  been  effedtually  detedbed  and  provided  for  at 
the  period  of  the  expenditure,  by  the  parties  concerned  being  called  upon  to  explain, 
are  now  wholly  out  of  the  reach  of  fatisfadbory  examination. 

5.  What  progrefs  has  been  made  in  the  examination  of  them  at  the  Audit  Office? 

A.  Of  courfe,  many  of  the  Accounts,  confiding  of  the  largefc  fums,  mud  have  been 
very  accurately  examined,  to  authorize  me  to  give  fuch  a defeription  of  the  Accounts 
as  1 have  done  in  the  latter  part  of  my  lad  anfwer. — Mr.  Window’s  Accounts,  which 
are  connedbed  with  the  whole  of  the  Hofpital  Expence,  will  fhortly  be  brought  before 
the  Board  of  Auditors,  for  the  purpofe  of  determining  the  numerous  queries  which 
arife  upon  them. — I fpeak  of  the  eight  Annual  Accounts  before  mentioned.  All  are 
under  a courfe  of  examination,  and  may  be  dated  to  the  Treafury  in  no  great  length  of 
time. — The  mod  condderable  of  the  Purveyor’s  Accounts  during  the  fame  period,  are 
in  a courfe  of  examination.  With  refpedb  to  the  fmaller  fums  impreded  to  the  Pur- 
veyors, the  Board  will  probably,  when  they  appear  to  be  accurately  vouched,  pafs 
them  to  the  allowed  part  of  Mr.  Window’s  Account,  without  their  going  through  the 
Exchequer  forms,  which  would  be  attended  with  much  labour  and  lofs  of  time.

..  Q.  1,  WHEN  were  you  firft  appointed  to  a fituation  in  the  Medical  Department,  and  what 

j iv.  1 nihips.  wa$  tjjat  fItuation. A.  To  the  beft  of  my  recolledtion,  it  was  in  May  1794;  I was  then  ap- 

pointed  Hofpital  Mate,  at  feven  Shillings  a day,  but  to  a£l  as  Surgeon  to  the  Southern 
Diltridl,  and  about  the  latter  end  of  the  fame  year,  I was  appointed  Surgeon  ro  the 
Forces,  and  continued  attached  to  the  Southern  Diftricl  ror  about  four  years.  On  being 
relieved  from  that  fituation,  I came  to  town,  and  did  occafional  duty  (fometimes  for 
five  or  fix  months  at  a time)  at  the  York  Hofpital,  for  about  a year  and  a half,  (a,) 

Q.  a.  In  what  year  were  you  placed  upon  half-pay  ? A.  I was  placed  upon  half-pay  fhortly 

after  the  conclufion  of  the  war.. 

CX  3.  In  what  year  were  you  again  employed,  and  in  what  fituation  were  you  called  upon  to 

adit  ? A It  was,  I think,  111  the  year  1803.  I was  called  upon  to  infpedt  Recruits  railed  for 

the  Army  of  Referve,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  London. 

<V  4.  When  were  you  appointed  Deputy  Infpedlor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals? A.  I was  ap- 

pointed Affiilant  Infpedlor  of  Hofpitals  on  27th  Auguft  1803.  The  Afliftants  were 
ibme  time  afterwards  diilinguifhed  by  the  name  of  Deputy  Infpedfors. 

CX  5.  How  lonu:  were  you  continued  on  full  pay  as  a Deputy  Infpedlor,  and,  during  that  period, 
where  wTereyou  ftationed,  and  what  duty  did  you  perform: — — A.  I was  continued  on  full  pay  until 
Chriftmas  'aft.-  I was  attached  to  the  South  Inland  Diftridl,  under  the.  command  of 
General  G Wynne;  but  as  there  were  very  few  regular  Troops  in  that  Diftridl,  and  as  a 
Surgeon  to  the  Forces  was  ftationed  the  chief  pare  of  the  time  at  Head  Quarters,  I was 
indulged  with  leave  of  abfence. 

6.  On  whefe  recommendation  were  you  put  on  half-pay  ? A.  I became  unattached  on  the 

South  Inland  Diftricl  being  broken  up,  in  the  fummer  of  1806,  and  received  an  official 
intimation  in  January  laft  from  the  Infpedlor  General,  that  I had  been  placed  on  half- 
pay at  Chriftmas  1806. 

7.  Have  you  ever  applied  to  be  employed  on  Foreign  Service,  or  have  you  ever  been  applied 

to,  to  go  on  fueh  fervice  ? A.  I have  never  applied  to  go  on  Foreign  Service  : about  two  years 

ago,  I received  an  official  notification  from  the  Infpedlor  General,  that  I was  fir (t  on 
the  Roller  for  Foreign  Service  ; in  anfwer  to  which,  I referred  the  Infpedlor  General  to 
a letter  which  was  lent  by  Colonel  McMahon  in  Auguft  1803,  to  Colonel  Clinton,  then 
Secretary  to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  dignifying  to  him  the  Prince  of  Wales’s  particular 
wifh  (for  reafons  expreffed  in  that  letter)  that  I fhould  be  promoted  to  Affittant  In- 
fpedlor, and  attached  to  the  Home  Diftridl  folely  ; in  confequence  of  this  I was  then 
promoted  as  before  ftated,  and  fince  this  reference  was  made,  I have  not  been  called  on 
for  Foreign  Service. 


Mr.  Phillips  attended  the  20th  April  1807;  and  defired  to 
make  the  following  Addition  to  the  firft  Anfwer  of  his  Ex- 
amination ; viz.

LETTER  from  the  Army  Medical  Board  to  the  Commiffioners  of 
Military  Enquiry. 

Gentlemen,  Army  Medical  Board  Office,  Odlober  8th  1807. 

IN  reply  to  your  Precept  of  the  28th  July,  we  beg  leave  to  ftate,  that  Medical  Officers  of 
the  Infpedlorial  Rank  were  firft  employed  on  the  Infpedtion  Duties  of  Regimental  Hofpitals  at  Home 
about  the  year  1798  ; previous  to  that  period,  the  duty  was  performed  chiefly  by  Phyficians  and 
Staff  Surgeons,  arid  it  was  not  confined  excluftvely  to  the  Infpedlorial  Clafs  until  the  year  1802. 

We  are  unable  to  fay  when,  or  on  what  authority,  rank  and  pay  fuperior  to  the  Army  Phyfi- 
cians were  given  to  Inlpedlors,  & c. ; for  it  appears  that,  during  the  American  War,  Medical 

Officets 
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Officers,  of  fuperior  rank  and  pay  to  Phyficians,  were  employed  as  the  controuling  authorities  of 
•the  Hofpital  Scaff. 

The  title  of  Senior  or  Principal  Medical  Officer  was  firft  eftablifhed  by  authority  of  the 
■Commander  in  Chief,  and  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  in  the  commencement  of  1798,  and  a con- 
tingent allowance  of  five  Shillings  a day,  in  addition  to  the  pay  of  their  Commiffion,  was  at  the 
lame  time,  and  under  the  fame  authority,  allowed  to  Officers  fo  employed.

Q.  1.  WHAT  has  been  your  experience  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army  ? A.  I have 

ferved  fifteen  years  in  the  Department,  feven  of  which  i have  been  upon  Foreign  Service. 

My  firft  appointment  was  that  of  Surgeon’s  Mate  of  the  42d  Regiment;  the  next,  that 
of  Hofpital  Mate;  then  in  progreffion,  Surgeon  to  a Regiment,  Surgeon  to  the  Forces, 
Affiftant  InfpeHor,  Deputy  Inlpedfor,  and  1 have  been  recently  appointed  Inspector : I 
ferved  in  the  Army  in  Flanders  in  179^;  then  in  the  Weft  Indies,  from  1794  to  the 
latter  end  of  1798;  in  1799,  in  Holland;  in  1800,  I ferved  with  the  Ruffians  in 
Guernfey  and  Jerfey.  famce  that  period  I have  ferved  at  the  Army  Depot,  firft  at 
Chatham,  and  afterwards  in  the  Hie  of  Wight ; and  in  different  Dillricb  in  England, 
as  Deputy  Infpedior. 

Q,2.  How  long  have  you  been  the  Affiftant  to  the  Infpe&or  General  ? — A.  Since  March  1805. 

Q,  3.  What  are  the  Pay  and  Emoluments  of  the  different  Offices  you  now  hold  ? A.  My 

?pay  as  Infpedlor  is  two  Pounds  a dav,  and  the  extra  pa)',  as  Affiftant  to  the  Infpeiftor  General 
is  ten  Shillings  a day.  The  Lodging-Money  of  an  Infpecftor  is  a Guinea  a week.  • 
I am  allowed  Forage  for  four  horfes,  if  effe&ive  ; but  no  allowance  for  travelling 
when  I am  ordered  on  diftant  InfpeStions. 

Q,  4.  What  have  been  your  bufinefs  and  occupations  fince  your  appointment  of  Affiftant  to 
the  lnlpeftor  General? A.  The  chief  part  of  my  bufinefs  has  been  the  examining  of  all  Re- 

turns received  from  Regimental  Surgeons,  and  conducting  the  correfpondence  with  them, 
as  well  upon  Hofpital  Management  as  upon  Medical  Practice  ■>  and,  in  cafes  of  unufual 
ficknefs,  I am  occaffonally  lent  to  the  different  DiftriSls  to  enquire  into  the  fame,  and 
to  make  a fpecial  Report  thereon. 

Q.  5.  In  the  courfe  of  your  duties  as  Deputy  Infpedtor,  have  you  ever  remarked  anyinftances 
of  inattention  in  Regimental  Surgeons,  either  to  the  care  of  the  Sick,  or  the  expenditure  of  the 

Hofpital  ? A.  Many ; on  one  occafion  I found  it  neceffary  to  profecute  before  a General  Court 

Martial,  when  the  Surgeon  was  difmiffed  the  Service  ; in  another  inftance,  the  Surgeon 
refigned  to  avoid  a Court  Martial.  In  Jerfey,  not  three  years  ago,  a Surgeon  to  the 
Forces,  and  two  Regimental  Surgeons,  were  removed  from  their  licuations,  in  confe- 
quence  of  a fpecial  Report  made  by  me  of  their  inefficiency. 

Q,6.  Si  nee  your  appointment  to 'be  Affiftant  to  the  Infpedor  General,  which  has  afforded  you 
an  opportunity  of  knowing  the  generaDconcerns  of  the  Department,  have  any  fimilar  inftancesof 
r.eglecft  come  within  your  knowledge  ? A.  Several. 

Q,  7.  Do  you  impute  this  negligence  and  inefficiency  of  the  Surgeons  of  Regiments,  to  the 
Commanders  of  Corps  not  attending  to  the  ftate  of  the  Regimental  Hofpitals,  or  to  the  want  of 

fkill  in  the  Surgeons  ? A.  I think  that,  generally,  the  derangement  in  the  concerns  of  the 

Hofpitals  is  more  to  be  attributed  to  the  neglePc  of  the  Surgeon,  than  to  any  inattention

taken  upon  Oath,  28th  May  1 807. 


Ck  1.  WHILST  you  ferved  with  the  Britifh  Army  in  Flanders  in  1793 , what  was  the  fyftem  in 
ufe  in  refped!  of  the  Medical  Eftablifhment,  and  of  the  mode  of  managing  the  Sick  in  that  Army  ? 

A.  In  1793,  the  BritifhTroops  werebut  few  in  number;  the  Sick  were  moftly  kept 
with  their  regiments;  there  were  General  Hofpitals,  however,  and  thefe,  though  but 
loofely  managed,  were  never  much  crowded,  and  the  mortality  of  that  year  was  frnall. 


FF  2.  What  was  the  fyftem  adopted  in  that  Army  during  the  years  1794  and  1795,  in  refpecSF 
alfo  of  the  Medical  Eftablifhment,  and  of  the  mode  of  managing  the  fick  ? A.  Before  i left 


Flanders  in  the  year  1794,  the  Army  had  been  much  augmented,  and  General  Hofpitals 
became  almoff:  the  foie  mode  of  accommodating  the  Tick,  into  which  they  were  colledted 

...  . J 

indifcriminately  in  great  numbers.  The  Hofpital  difcipline  was  feeble,  and  many  of  the 
Medical  Staff  Officers  then  appointed  were  young  in  the  Service,  and  inexperienced  in 
the  management  of  Military  Hofpitals.  In  the  year  1795,  I have  heard  from  perfons 
who  were  prefent,  that  thofe  evils  increafed.  The  controul  and  infpedtion  of  the  De- 
partment had  been  grofsly  neglected,  and  the  Hofpitals,  inffead  of  tending  to  cure  dif- 
eafes,  engendered  contagious  fever  to  fuch  a degree,  that  many  men  fent  therefrom  the 
Regiments  with  flight  ailments  and  wounds,  not  in  themfelves  dangerous,  never  re- 
turned, but  perifhed  by  the  fever  thus  artificially  produced  by  bad  management.  The 
mortality  is  on  all  hands  allowed  to  be  very  great.  In  a few  Regiments  of  Dragoons, 
who  had  the  means  of  tranfporting  their  fick,  and  keeping  them  under  the  eye  of  their 
own  Surgeons,  the  mortality  was  comparatively  final  1.  I have  obferved  fimilar  advan- 
tages to  attend  the  mode  of  treating  fick  in  Regimental  Hofpitals  in  preference  to 
that  of  General  Hofpitals,  in  the  Weft  Indies;  and  it  was  particularly  marked  in  the 
Ruffian  Auxiliary  Army  that  landed  in  Guernfey  and  Jerfey  in  1799,  full  of  contagion, 
and  which  in  fix  months  afterwards,  when  embarked  on  its  return  to  Ruffia,  numbered 
13,000,  and  had  not  100  fick. 


CF  3.  Can  you  fpeak  as  to  the  Expenditure  of  Medicines,  Stores,  and  Wine,  in  thofe  General 
Hofpitals,  during  the  fame  years? A.  From  the  fame  caufes  of  bad  fuperintendance  and  want  of 


due  fyllem,  the  Expenditure  of  Medicines,  Wine,  Stores,  &c.  was  very  great. 


Q.  4.  Did  it  appear  to  you  that  the  Regimental  Surgeons  who  had  been  appointed  before  the 
creation  of  the  Medical  Board  in  1793,  and  who  ufed  to  fucceed  to  the  Medical  Staff  Appointments 
in  the  Army,  were  unequal  to  the  care  of  the  Sick  of  the  Army? A.  They  did  not  appear  un- 

equal, as  far  as  I could  judge.  The  Surgeon  of  the  42d  Regiment,  under  whom  I 
ferved,  and  who  is  now  a Phyiician  in  Bath,  was  a man  of  great  attention  and  proref- 
honai  merit,  and  others  that  I knew  were  equally  refpedtable. 


Q,  5.  Have  you  reafun  to  believe  that  on  the  appointment  of  the  new  Medical  Staff  in  1794,  to 
the  Army  on  the  Continent,  and  the  eftablifhment  of  General  Hofpitals,  the  Regimental  Surgeons 

relaxed  in  their  attention  to  the  Sick? A.  The  Regimental  Surgeons  not  being  permitted  to 

take  care  of  their  own  Sick,  certainly  became  Id’s  active.  I know  that  they  were 


chagrined  at  the  elevation  of  perfons  from  civil  life  to  the  fituations  of  Staff  Phyficians 
and  Surgeons,  and  difcontent  could  not  but  be  ui.;avourable  to  zeal  and  diligence. 


Q_  6.  From  the  opportunities  which  you  have  had  of  observing  the  General  Plofpitals  in 
England,  what  is  your  opinion  of  the  Medical  Ei'tablifhments  belonging  to  them,  in  refped!  of  the 
number  and  rank  of  the  Members,  and  of  their  efficiency  in  the  care  of  Military  Patients;  and  in 
refped!  alfo  of  the  ceconotny  purfued  in  thefe  Hofpitals  in  the  expenditure  of  all  kinds,  and  their  ge- 
neral utility  in  companion  with  Regimental  Hofpitals,  properly  conducted  ? — —A.  General  Hof- 
pitals in  England  appeared  to  me  to  have  more  Medical  Officers  and  fervants  than  were 
neceffary.  In  the  early  part  of  this  war,  there  were  General  Hofpitals  with  eftablifhments 
of  Officers,  Stewards,  Nurfes,  &c.  without  a tingle  Patient;  Chatham,  for  inftance, 
was  completely  equipped.  At  other  places,  Dumnow  in  E-Tex,  for  example,  principal 


Medical  Officers  were  appointed  in  anticipation  of  Hofpitals  intended  to  be  eflablifhed. 


I had  occafion  to  remark  that  Soldiers  tarried  very  long  in  General  Hofpitals,  and  that 
the  won!  charadters  in  the  Army,  malingerers,  as  they  are  termed,  found  their  way  into 
them,  and  frequently  impofed  upon  the  Medical  Officer  of  no  previous  Regimental  ex- 
perience. This  was  particularly  evident  at  Gofport  Hofpital,  which  I was  employed 
to  aboltfh.  1 he  expenditure  of  ail  kinds  has  ever  been  higher  in  General  than  Regi- 
mental Hofpitals.  The  greater  utility  of  the  latter  I coniider  demonftrable,  both  in  a 
great  laving  of  money,  and  prelervitjg  the  eft’ediive  ftrength  of  regiments,  as  may  be 
iliuftrated  by  a Statement  from  the  Books  of  the  InfpedLr  General’s  Office,  which  I 
Ihall  obtain,  and  furnifh  to  the  Board,  (a.) 


CF  7.  Have  you  had  any  means  cf  knowing  the  ftate  of  the  Medicine  Depots  which  were  efla- 
blifhed in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom  during  the  prefent  war,  and  of  judging  of  their  utility, 
and  of  the  care  which  was  taken  of  the  Medicines  placed  in  them  ?— — A.  I know  that  large 

Depots 
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Depots  of  Medicines  and  Hofpital  Hones  were  eftabliftied  in  different  parts  of  the  king-  Dr.  Borland,. 
dom,  under  the  expectation  of  Invafion,  but,  in  my  opinion,  unwifely  and  unneceffarily,  t ^ } 

becaufe  every  town  in  the  kingdom  would  have  furnifeed  the  required  fupply  of  thofe 
articles.  A great  part  of  the  articles  in  ftore  would  neceffarily  fpoil  in  time,  however 
good  their  original  condition  and  quality;  which,  in  fad,  has  been  the  cafe. 

Q,  8.  Would  it,  in  your  opinion,  have  been  practicable  to  have  procured  in  London  the  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  Medicines  which  the  adual  exigencies  of  the  Service  might  have  required  in 
England,  and  to  have  fent  them,  when  actually  wanted,  and  that  thereby  the  great  expence  of 
Depots,  and  the  great  lofs  from  thewafte  and  perilling  of  the  Medicines,  might  have  been 
avoided? A.  I have  no  doubt  of  it. 

Q,  9.  If  the  Regimental  Surgeons  were  properly  educated  and  feledcd,  and  a ft  rid  controui 
and  infpedion  were  exercifed  over  the  Regimental  Hofpitals,  is  it  your  opinion  that  General  Hos- 
pitals would  be,  in  a great  degree,  unneceifary  ? A.  Certainly. 

Q.  10.  At  what  period  did  it  appear  that  the  Surgeons  of  Regiments  were  lefs  equal  to  the 
duties  of  their  fituations  than  you  dcfcribe  them  in  your  Anfwer  to  the  4th  Queftion  ? 

A.  About  the  year  17955  when  Surgeons  were  frequently  appointed  to  new  levies,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Colonels. 

Q.  11.  From  the  experience  which  you  have  had  of  the  Hofpitals  lately  eftablifhed  at  Hdfca 
and  at  Maidftone  Depot,  both  of  which,  we  underftand,'are  conduded  on  the  Regimental  fyftem, 
is  it  your  opinion  that,  both  in  refped  of  the  treatment  of  the  lick,  and  of  the  gr-eat  faving  of 
expence,  the  remaining  General-  Hofpitals,  if  continued,  might  be  beneficially  put  on  the  fame 
footing  ? A.  Mod  affuredly. 

Q,  12.  In  the  fervices  on  which  you  have  been  employed,  what  has  appeared,  relative  to  the 
Medicines  furnifhed  under  the  diredion  of  the  Surgeon  Genera!  by  the  Apothecary  General,  in 
refped  of  their  afiortment  as  adapted  to  the  particular  fervice,  their  quality,  and  the  proper  pack- 
age of  them  ? A.  I think  they  have  frequently  been  ill  afibrted.  In  the  Weft  Indies  I have 

known  ufefui  articles  in  a chcft  exhaufted,  while  others,  Ids  adapted  to  the  pradice  of  the 
country,  remained  untouched,  and  to  obtain  an  ufeful  article  another  cheft  was  opened", 
whereby  great  quantities  of  ufelefs  articles  have  accumulated  in  ftore.  The  original 
quality  might  have  been  generally  good,  but  frequently  before  brought  to  ufe  they  were 
effete  from  the  fpoilage  of  time  ; and  the  package,  in  many  inftances,  by  no  means  good, 

I have  known  bottles  to  have  been  broken,  the  contents  of  which  had  deftroyed  other 
articles  in  the  fame  cheft. 

13.  Do  you  fee  any  objedion  to  the  old  fyftem  being  revived,  of  Surgeons  providing  the 
Medicines  for  their  refpedive  Regiments  upon  receiving  an  annual  allowance  for  that  fervice,  if 
fubjed,  as  at  prefent,  to  a fuperior  controui  and  infpedion  ? — — A.  I think, . contrafteJ  w ith  the 

prefent  expenftve  lyilem,  that  benefit  would  refult  from  it.  The  faving  on  bottles, 
boxes,  and  carriage,  would  alone  be  confiderable. 

14.  Had  the  Medical  perfons,  doing  duty  in  the  General  Hofpitals  in  England  which  you 
have  obferved,  been  previoufiy  acquainted  with  Regimental  Medical  pradice? 

A.  The  greater  number  of  the'  Phyficians  were  not.

In  the  Foreign  Service  on  which  you  were  employed,  have  you  had  an  opportunity  of 
noticing  the  fets  cf  Surgeon’s  Inftruments  fent  cut  by  tiie  Apothecary  General?— — -A.  I have 
feen  Inftruments  arrive  in  the  Weft  Indies  (0  loaded  with  ruft  as  to  be  unfit  tor  ufe; 
and,  laft  year,  I faw  a pocket  cafe  of  Inftruments  fent  home  by  Deputy  Infpedor 
Somerville,  from  Sicily,  as  afpecimea  of  the  ftate  in  which  the  Inftruments  were  fent 
out,  in  which  cafe  the  Inftruments  were  fo  completely  enveloped  in  ruft  as  to  be  totally 
ufelefs. 


Q^  16.  Is  it  your  opinion  that  the  Staff  Surgeons  ftiould  fupply  themfelves  with  Inftruments, 

as  the  Regimental  Surgeons  now  do  ? A.  I here  is  no  reafon  why  the  Staff  Surgeon  fhould  not 

furnifh  his  own  Inftruments  as  well  as  the  Regimental  Surgeon.  But  a certain  propor- 
tion of  Inftruments,  the  property  of  the  Public,  ftiould  accompany  every  Army,  to 
meet  the  contingencies  of  Service.

LETTER  from  Dr.  J.  Borland,  to  the  Commiflioners  of  Military  Enquiry, 

dated  June  22,  1807. 


Hereto  I annex  a Memorandum  relating  chiefly  to  the  fupply  of  Medicines  and  Materials  to  the 
Army  at  Home , which  I beg  to  offer  as  a fupplement  to  my  examination  ; and  as  the  mode  of  fupply- 
ing  Surgical  Injlruments  forms  part  of  your  inveftigation,  I have  curforily  given  my  opinion  there- 
on in  the  memorandum.

MEMORANDUM  relative  to  the  fupply  of  Medicines,  he. 
to  the  Army. 

ALTHOUGH  the  mode  of  fupply,  the  package,  and  the  aflortment  of  Medicines  and  Materials 
were  much  and  juftly  complained  of  in'  the  former  war,  particularly  the  fupplies  for  Foreign  Service 
and  General  Hofpitals,  and  although  flmilar  errors  might  exift  in  the  prefent  war,  chiefly  arifing 
out  of  the  ufelefs  and  expenfive  formation  of  Depots  in  the  different  Military  Diftridts  in 
Britain;  yet  it  is  neceflfary  the  Commiffior.ers  Ihouid  be  informed  that  fince  the  abolition  of  thefe 
Depots,  the  Regimental  Supplies  of  Adedi  cities  and  Materials  at  Home , have  been  blued  half-yearly 
on  requifiticn  from  the  refpedtive  Surgeons,  addrefled  to  the  Infpecfor  General,  by  whom  they  are 
examined,  checked,  approved,  and  remitted  to  the  Apothecary,  to  be  furnifhed  by  him  from  the 
Army  Elaboratory.  In  making  out  thefe  requifitions,  to  meet  the  probable  wants  of  the  enfuing 
half-year,  the  Surgeons  are  guided  by  the  expenditure  of  the  previous  half-year,  as  a general  mea- 
fure  of  quantity , and  by  their  own  judgment  and  peculiarity  of  profeffional  practice,  in  thepreference 
they  may  give  to  particular  fpecies  ot  the  remedies  enumerated  in  the  Book  of  Inflruilions  to 
Regimental  Surgeons.  Where  unufua!  unexpected  ficknefs  occurs,  occafioning  unufual  expen- 
diture, and  demanding  extraordinary  intermediate  fupply,  the  Surgeons  are  fometimes  permitted  to 
purchafe  what  is  necefiary  on  the  (pot,  if  the  furplus  of  the  Hofpital  Fund  be  confiderable;  or  if  the 
Fund  be  final!,  and  the  demand  large,  the  intermediate  fupply  is  drawn  from  the  Apothecary 
General. 

The  Medicines  having  been  thus  furnifhed  to  each  Battalion  in  fpecies  and  in  quantities, 
according  to  the  demands  of  the  Surgeon,  and  the  proper  fubfequent  application  of  thefe  Medicines 
in  practice,  having  been  duly  fuperintended  and  afeertained  by  the  Infpeflor  General  and  his 
Deputies,  the  laft  year’s  fupply  to, regiments  has  been  rendered  economical  beyond  all  former  pre- 
cedent. Since  my  interview  with  the  Commiflioners,  i have  made  minute  enquiry  on  this  point, 
and  am  led  to  believe  that  the  annual  expence  for  Medicines  to  each  Corps,  has  not  averaged  be- 
yond 50 1.  alum  I coniider  extremely  moderate,  even  lefs  than  the  Regimental  Surgeons  themfelves 
would  undertake  to  contradl  for. — But  that  pofitive  information  on  this  head  may  be  obtained,  it  is 
fuggefled  that  Mr.  Calvert  Clarke,  who  conducts  the  bufinefs  of  the  Apothecary  Genera!,  be 
called  on  for  a detailed  lift  of  the  total  Battalions  or  Corps  fupplied  with  Medicines  at  home , under 
the  authority  of  the  Infpedfor  General  of  Army  Hofpitals,  from  the  25th  December  1805,  to  the 
24th  December  1806,  to  which  Return  fliould.be  annexed  the  total  coft  of  the  Medicines,  as 
charged  againft  the  Public  by  the  Apothecary  General.  If,  from  this  document,  it  fhall  appear 
that  40,  50,  or  even  60/.  covers  the  annual  expence  of  Medicines  to  a Battalion,  then  the  plan  of 
commutation  or  allowance  in  money  to  the  Surgeon,  in  lieu  of  Medicines,  fliould  doubtlefs  be 
abandoned  on  the  fcore  of  economy  aione;  but  there  are  other  obj editions  to  commutation,  and  two 
objections  of  confiderable  moment,  that  did  not  flnke  me  at  the  time  I was  before  the  Commiflion- 
ers, have  lince  offered  themfelves  to  my  refledtion; — the  jirjl  is,  that  by  the  regulations  now  in 
force,  all  Regimental  Surgeons,  whether  of  the  Line,  Artillery,  or  Guards,  are  enjoined  to  accom- 
modate in  their  Hofpitals  the  Sick  of  Detachments  of  other  Corps,  and  to  fupply  them  with  Medi- 
cines, and  every  thing  elfe  their  fituation  requires.  Moreover,  Regiments  embarking  for  Foreign 
Service  at  Deal,  Ramfgate,  Portfmouth,  he.  frequently  from  neceflity  leave  fick  behind,  who  tome 
to  be  entertained  in  the  Hofpitals  of  the  Regiments  ftationed  at  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  places  of 
embarkation; — and  thus  it  often  happens  that  a Surgeon  has  in  his  Hofpital  feven  or  eight  times 
the  number  of  hi?  own  fick,  belonging  to  other  Corps,  to  whom  he  adminiffers  Medicines,  and 
for  whom  the  propriety  of  the  id'ue  has  never  been  queftioned  ; becaufe  the  Medicines  in  the 
Surgeon’s  pofleflion  being  public  property,  the  fick  of  all  Regiments  are  equally  entided  to  aid 
therefrom;  but  the  cafe  would  be  different,  were  the  Medicines  the  private  property  of  the  Sur- 
geon. He  might  then  refufe  todifpenfe  his  property  to  other  fick  than  thofe  of  his  own  Corps, 
and  he  would  object  in  reafon,  for  the  expence  might  be  great,  even  exceeding  his  income;  the 
fick  left  behind  in  fuch  circumffances  being  in  general  bad  cafes,  requiring  the  moff  expenfive 
iremedies,  fuch  as  Peruvian  bark,  &c.  The' occurrence  is  not  mere  fuppofition,  it  was  ftrongly 
exemplified  at  Derd  and  R.amfgate  laft  year,  in  the  in  fiances  of  fick  left  behind,  by  regiments  pro- 
ceeding to  Hanover  ; and  it  happens  at  Portfmouth  almoft  every  week. 

The  fecond  objection  to  the  plan  of  commutation  is,  that  it  would  interfere  with  the  excellent 
economical  mode  of  defraying  the  expence  for  Medicines,  and  attendance  given  by  country  prac- 
titioners to  Detachments  of  "Regiments  where  no  Military  Surgeon  is  prefent.  The  regulated 
allowance  to  country  practitioners  is  id.  per  man  per  week,  where  the  Detachment  exceeds  fifty 
men,  and  fixpenceper  month  where  the  Detachment  is  under  fifty.  But  this  rule,  fo  beneficial 
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m its  operation  would  neceffarily  be  abrogated,  were  the  Regimental  Surgeon  to  again  become  the 
Purveyor  of  Medicines  to  his  own  Battalion. 

The  fyftem  of  ifTuing  proviftons  of  2I!  kinds,  according  to  the  a&ual  wants  of  the  fervice,  and 
nothing  beyond  the  aituai  wants,  is  the  bafis  on  which  ail  the  late  improvements  in  the  manage- 
ment of  Regimental  Hofpitals  are  founded.  It  is  deviation  from  this  Ample  fyftem  in  the  manage- 
ment of  Genera!  Hofpitals  and  on  Foreign  Stations,  that  has  long  entailed  on  the  Public  enormous 
expenee,  by  the  accumulation  of  fuperfluous  and  perilhable  ftores. 

A {Turning  it  then  a truth,  on  the  ground  above  ftated,  that  it  will  be  more  expedient  to  fupply 
Regiments  with  Medicines  from  time  to  time,  under  the  authority  of  the  Infpe&or  General,  than 
to  give  the  Surgeons  an  allowance  in  money  to  equip  themlelves;  it  remains  to  be  determined 
from  what  market  thofe  Medicines  are  to  be  procured,  whether  from  the  Apothecary  General, 
from  Apothecaries  Hall,  or  from  a refpeclable  perfon  employed  by  the  Public  ? On  this  point  it 
is  not  for  me  to  determine,  but  I am  of  opinion  that  the  fupply  fhould  be  open  to  fair  competition  ; 
the  Medicines  to  be  bought  at  the  beft  market,  the  Public  retaining  the  power  of  changing  the 
drug  merchant  who  fupplies  a faulty  article  ; contract  by  no  means  to  be  permitted. 

But  fuppofing  the  fcurce  fixed,  [ would  fuggeft  the  following  Rules  to  be  obferved  in  the  mode 
of  fupply,  and  in  the  payment  and  fetfclement  of  Accounts. 

ift.  The  Regimental  Surgeon  to  fend  in  (as  at  prefent)  his  half-yearly  requifition  to  the  Infpeilor 
General,  on  or  before  the  24th  December  and  24th  June  of  each  year. 

2d.  The  Irfpeftor  General  to  examine  and  check  the  fame,  and  to  tranfmit  it  with  his  approving 
fignature  to  the  druggift,  or  perfon  appointed  to  furnifh  the  Army  with  Medicines,  dire&ing  him 
whereto  forward  the  articles  required. 

3d.  This  perfon, before  the  Medicines  are  packed  up,  to  report  to  the  Infpedtor  General,  that 
they,  are  in  readinefs,  in  order  that  he  may  depute  a Medical  Officer  to  examine  them;  and  on 
fending  off  the  package,  the  druggift  to  advife  the  Surgeon  thereof,  accompanying  the  letter  of 
advice  by  the  invoice  and  bill  of  cofts  in  duplicate. 

4th.  The  Surgeon  on  receipt  of  the  Medicines  to  examine  the  quality  and  quantities,  and  report 
to  the  Infpeilor  General,  who  will  then  authorize  him  to  remit  to  the  druggift  the  amount  of  his 
bill,  provided  it  be  found  to  agree  with  the  invoice  certified  by  the  Officer  who  examined  the 
Medicines  in  town,  otherwife  deficiencies  to  be  deducted. 

5th,  The  amount  of  the  drug  bill  to  conftitute  one  of  the  charges  in  the  Surgeon’s  contingent 
account,  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Hofpita!  Fund,  where  that  is  equal  to  it ; but  where  the  Fund  is 
inad-  quate,  the  deficiency  to  be  made  up  by  the  Paymafter,  and  inlerted  in  his  Public  Aecompts. 

6th.  That  at  the  completion  of  each  year,  the  lnfpeilor  General  of  Army  Hofpitals,  (hall  lay 
before  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  Secretary  at  War,  a general  Account  of  Hofpital  Management 
In  detail,  contrafting  and  balancing  the  whole  expences,  including  Medicines,  with  the  amount  of 
ftoppages  from  the  fick  Soldiers’  pay. — -This  Accompt  to  be  publifhed  annually  lor  general  in- 
formation. 

I have  no  doubt,  that  by  the  adoption  of  thisplan,  and  by  the  continuance  of  rigid  infpeilorial  con- 
troul,  the  ordinary  ftoppage  will  go  very  far  to  cover  all  Hofpital  expences,  including  Medicines  and 
Materials.  The  management  will  be  exhibited  to  the  Public  at  one  view;  there  will  be  no  pro- 
tracted unvouched  Accompts ; and  the  double  purpofe  of  efficient  aid  to  the  fick  Soldier,  and  great 
faving  of  expence  to  the  Country,  will  be  completely  obtained. 

What  is  ftated  above  relates  chiefly  to  the  mode  of  fupplying  Medicines  to  Regiments  at  home  ; 
but  I may  here  take  occafion  to  obferve  that  the  principle  affumed,  may  alfo  apply  to  Corps  abroad > 
with  this  difference,  that  as  the  general  Medicinal  Stores  to  accompany  the  Army  mult  be  paid  for 
in  the  aggregate  in  the  firft  inftance  by  Government,  the  iffues  made  to  the  different  Regiments  from 
time  to  time  will  call  for  no  immediate  difburi'ement  out  of  the  Regimental  Hofpital  Fund,  confe- 
quently  the  Hofpital  Surplufl'es  of  Regiments  ferving  abroad , will  be  greater  than  thofe  of  Corps 
at  home ; but  asthefe  Surplufl'es  will  come  to  be  credited  to  Government  by  the  Paymafters  in  their 
abftracfts,  the  Public  will  be  thereby  eventually  repaid  the  money  advanced  in  the  firft  inftance. 

The  affortment  and  proportions  of  Medicinal  Stores  for  an  Army  proceeding  on  fervice,  muft 
vary  according  to  climate,  diftance,  &c.  A certain  prcfpeclive  fupply  is  in  every  cafe  indifpenfable  ; 
but  when  the  deftination  is  to  a populous  civilized  country  offering  ready  markets,  the  firft  equip- 
ments need  be  but  moderate,  as  after  fupplies,  according  co  the  wants  of  the  army,  may  be  purchafed 
on  the  fpot,  under  the  check  and  controul  of  the  Infpedtor  of  Hofpitals,  with  the  authority  of  the 
General  in  command. 

With  regard  to  Inflruments^  as  Regimental  Surgeons  are  enjoined  to  equip  themfelves,  fo  ought 
Staff  Surgeons  ; yet  to  meet  unlooked-for  exigencies,  and  to  fupply  fuch  Surgeons  as  may  lofe 
their  Inftruments  by  the  accidents  of  War,  an  extra  provifion  of  capital  Inflruments  fhould  be 
included  in  the  General  Stores ; this  provifion  not  to  exceed  the  proportion  of  one  complete  Cafe 
of  Inftruments  to  every  thoufrnd  men. 

And  were  every  Adedical  Officer,  of  whatever  rank,  from  Hofpita!  Mate  upwards,  required  to 
provide  himfelf  abundantly  with  Pocket  Inflruments  for  the  more  trivial  operations,  for  drefiing 
wounds,  &c.  there  would  be  no  occafion  for  any  extra  provifion  of  Pocket  Cafes  of  Inflruments^ 
articles  heretofore  fuperabounding  in  the  Stores,  and  adding  considerably  to  general  expence. 

It  is  almoft  needlefs  to  add,  what  muft  be  obvious,  that  all  Inftruments  for  the  Public  Service 
fhould  be  obtained  from  the  maker  direcl,  at  open  fair  price,  inftead  of  coming  through  an  Apo- 
thecary General  or  intermediate  perfon,  who  may  be  fuppofed  to  enjoy  a centage,  or  contrail 
emolument,  that  ftiould  be  faved  to  the  Public.  Indeed  it  feems  odd  that  Inflruments  fhould  ever 
l ave  formed  part  of  the  fupplies  by  the  Apothecary  General,  for  by  no  conftruclion  can  they  be 
claffed  among  the  lift  of  Medicines  ! Surgical  Inflruments  are  not  to  be  found  in  the  Ihop  of  the 
Druggift  or  Apothecary  in  civil  life.

There  were  four  others,  at  Deal,  Chatham,  Gofport,  and  Plymouth,  before 
thofe  hofpitals  weie  reduced;  when  that  took  place,  the  refident  Superintendant  at 
Oofport  was  removed  to  the  Army  Depot  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight.  Under  my  prede- 
cefl'or.  Colonel  Sontag,  the  Deputies  were  Captains  in  the  Army  and  had  the  allow- 
ance of  five  {hillings  a day  m addition  to  the  full  pay  of  their  rank.  This  continued 
till  1803,  when  the  refponfibility  being  increafed,  it  was  thought  proper  to  appoint

additional  Intlrudtions  refpebling  Soldiers  returning  from  the  Eaft  Indies,  (b)  which 
I al.o  give  in  (C.)  Jn  addition  to  thetc  Initructions,  I beg  leave  to  give  in  copies 
of  three  Regulations  refpedling  the  Accounts  and  ftores  of  the  Hofpitals;  (No.  1.) 
dated  20th  January  1801,  intituled,  “ Regulations  for  Purveyor’s  Department;” 

(No.  i.)  dated  8th  July  i8or,  intituled,  “ Regulations  on  Supply  and  Expenditures

A.  I confider -General  Military  Hofpitals  as  highly  beneficial,  with  refpedf  to  the 
number  on  the  Eftablifhment ; the  fubjedt  has  been  under  my  confideration,  and  I beg 
leave  to  give  in  a Paper,  (D.)  in  which  I have  fketched  out  what  1 conceive  to  be 
■..nd.fpenfable  for  a General  Hofpital  in  time  of  war,  but  which  may  be  reduced  in 
time  or  peace.  It  is  to  be  underfteod  that  this  hftabiifhment  is  to  be  increafed  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  lick  admitted  into  the  Hofpital. 

Q.  9 Has  it  appeared  to  you  either  -that  the  Eftablithment  is  difproportionate  to  the  fervice 
required  or  that  other  fuperintendance  and  infpedtion  have  been  wanting  for  the  controul  and  ma- 
nagement of  Aimy  Hofpitals  ? A.  I have  underflood  that  the  Eftabhfhments  of  the  Temporary 

General  Hofpitals  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  and  Dunmow,  were  too  large  in  the  inferior 
iervants  : the  Eftablifhments  of  the  permanent  Hofpitals  in  general,  I do  not  think  fo  ; 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Military  Superintendant  to  prevent  it.  In  the  Temporary 
Hcfpitals  which  I have  juft  mentioned,  the  Service  did  appear  to  me  to  require  each  a 
Military  Superintendant  ; but  before  any  determination  was  had  on  this  fubjedt,  thofe 
Hofpitals  were  difeontinued. 

Q,  10.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  the  Reports,  and  Returns  made  to  the  Medical 
Board  from  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals  ? — —A.  No,  I am  not.  (c) 
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Cvl' Burnet . Q.  it.  What  is  your  opinion  relative  to  the  appointment  of  Infpedlors  and  Deputy  Infpe&ors 

v ^ J of  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals  ? Do  you  think,  taking  into  conhderation  the  great  expence 

attending  thefe  appointment  that  the  fervices  of  thefe  Officers  are  proportionate  to  the  expence 

incurred  ?- A.  My  opinion  is,  with  refpedt  to  General  Hofpitals,  that  they  are  not  neceflary  ; 

and  with  regard  to  Regimental  Hofpitals,  I conceive  that  the  Commanding  Officer  of 
the  Regiment  is  the  moft  competent  to  fupei  intend  the  general  fyilem  and  economy  ; 
and  as  to  Medical  Practice,  I think  that  Phyficians  might  be  lent  when  neceflary, 
and  when  the  duty  was  performed,  return  to  their  Station. 

Colonel  Burnet  having  attended  this  day,  (13th  April  1807)  defired 
to  make  the  following  Additions  to  his  Anfwers  of  9th  lnftant: 

A.  5.  (a)  I have  alfo  a difpenfing  order  for  receiving  my  Half-pay,  having  myfelf,  as  well  as  the 
Officers  under  me,  been  placed  on  the  Half-pay,  for  the  purpofe  of  holding  our 
prefent  appointments. 

A.  6.  (b)  For  “ Eaft  Indies”  I beg  to  fubftitute  “ Foreign  Stations.” 

A.  io.  (c)  I wifh  to  add  “ farther  than  what  I learned  from  the  printed  Inftru&icns.” 


Colonel  Burnet  was  then  further  examined  as  follows  : 

■Q.  T2.  In  what  manner  is  money  advanced  to  you  for  the  expences  of  your  Department  ? 

A.  I do  not  receive  any  money  in  advance,  I make  up  two  half-yearly  Accounts, 
one  for  my  Extra  Pay  and  the  Pay  of  the  Officers  under  me,  the  other  for  the  Pay  of 
my  Clerk,  and  their  Clerks,  and  Quarter  Mafter  Serjeants,  allowance  for  Poftage  and 
Stationery,  Foraee  for  their  Horfes,  and  Lodging  Money,  and  any  other  contingencies 
that  may  occur.  Thefe  Accounts  are  given  in  to  the  War  Office,  and  upon  being  ap- 
proved are  paid  by  King’s  Warrant  on  the  Paymafter  General  of  the  Army.  My  laft 
Accounts  are  made  up  to  24th  December  1806,  and  given  in.  The  Account  of 
Forage  for  my  own  horfes  goes  with  that  for  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  Staff. 

13.  You  ftate  in  the  Anfwer  to  the  firft  Queftion,  that  you  have  the  controul  of  the  Accounts 
of  the  General  Army  Hofpitals  inEngland  ; what  Accounts  do  you  mean,  and  what  is  the  nature  of 

your  controul,  in  refpedl  of  the  examination  and  approval  of  the  Accounts  ? A.  I mean  the 

Purveyors’  Accounts  of  the  General  Hofpitals.  The  nature  of  the  controul  of  the 
Military  Superintendant  at  each  Hofpital,  is  to  examine  in  the  firft:  inftance,  the  daily 
orders  of  the  Medical  Department,  called  the  Diet  Tables,  and  to  fee  that  thefe  are 
regularly  entered  and  compared  with  the  Purveyor’s  Weekly  Account  of  Receipts  and 
Expenditures,  and  from  thefe  carried  on  to  the  Quarterly  Accounts.  Alfo  to  examine 
weekly  every  fmall  expenditure  of  the  Hofpital,  and  in  examining  the  Quarterly  Ac- 
counts, minutely  to  compare  them  with  the  different  Tradefmen’s  Accounts,  and  to 
fee  that  they  correfpond  with  the  deliveries  and  with  the  terms  of  exifting  contrails. 
None  of  thefe  can’pafs  in  the  Public  Accounts  of  the  Hofpitals,  without  the  ftgnature 
of  the  Military  Superintendant  at  each,  nor  are  the  Purveyor’s  Bills  valid  without  his 
approving  ftgnature,  as  diredled  in  the  Regulations  of  20th  January  1801.  Where 
any  thing  occurs  which  may  make  it  neceflary  to  report  upon,  I receive  Reports  from 
them,  whereupon  I communicate  with  the  Commander  in  Chief,  or  Secretary  at  War, 
as  occafion  may  require.  Copies  of  the  Purveyor’s  Quarterly  Accounts,  are  always 
fent  to  me  for  my  infpeilion.  (e) 

Q.  1 4.  You  ftate  in  the  Anfwer  to  the  6th  Queftion,  that  you  are  under  the  fame  orders  and 
infiructions  as  your  predeceffor  ; by  thefe  it  appears  that  you  fhould  be  the  Refident  Superin- 
tendent at  the  York  Hofpital,  and  fhould  govern  yourfelf  according  to  the  orders  which  were 
to  regulate  the  Superintendants  at  the  other  Hofpitals ; when  therefore,  and  by  authority  was  a 

Deputy  appointed  to  you  at  the  York  Hofpital  ?- A.  I think  in  the  year  1803;  when,  from  the 

profpedt  of  invafton  I naturally  expedited  to  be  much  employed  about  the  Kingdom, 

I applied  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  an  Officer  for  the  particular  duty  of  the 
York  Hofpital. 

Q.  15.  What  is  the  prefent  number  of  Patients  in  that  Hofpital  ?•— — -A.  I believe  between 
feventy  and  eighty. 

Q.  16.  What  has  been  the  average  number  of  Patients  in  it  for  the  laft  two  years,  ending  24th 
December  1806  ? A.  Poftponcd.  (d) 

Q^  17.  What  is  the  prefent  Eftablifhment  of  that  Hofpital,  including  thofe  under  your  controul, 

and  thofe  under  the  Medical  Department  ?— - A.  The  Military  Superintendant,  his  C.erk,  and 

a Quarter  Mafter  Serjeant,  a principal  Medical  Officer,  a Phyftcian,  two  Surgeons, 
(one  of  whom  generally  does  the  duty,  the  other  being  in  waiting)  an  Apothecary 
for  the  care  of  the  General  Depot  of  Stores,  and  .a  packer  of  Medicines  under  him, 
a refident  Mate,  and  I believe  three  Hofpital  Mates;  a Steward,  a Matron,  a Porter 
at  the  gate,  a Ward  Mafter,  a head  Nurfe,  a Sempftrefs,  I believe  three  Nurfes,  and 
one  orderly,  and  a furgery-man.

A.  16.  (d)  In  Anfwer  to  Queftion  16,  Col.  Burnet  defires  to  ftate  the  number  of

Colonel  Burnet  was  then  further  examined. 

Q.  18  You  have  ftated  the  prefent  Medical  Eftablithment  of  York  Hofpital;  are  there  any 
other  pei Tons  now  or  were  there  during  the  two  preceding  years,  attending  at  that  Hofpital,  and 

fubjea  to  be  employed  in  any  medical  capacity? A.  There  are  none  at  prefect;  there  have 

been  feveral  during  the  two  preceding  years,  perhaps  from  five  to  ten  Surgeons,  and 
as  many  or  more  Mates. 

Q.  19.  How  were  they  occafionally  employed,  and  how  ultimately  difpofed  of  ? A.  There 

were  occafionally  employed  on  infpedions  of  men  and  ftores,  and  they  were  difpofed 
of  to  b oreign  Stations  in  general. 

Q,  20.  Does  any  objedion  occur  to  you  to  requiring  the  Candidates  for  Medical  and  Sur- 
^ical  fituations  in  the  Army,  to  attend  for  a certain  period  at  the  York  Hofpital,  previous  to  their 
appointment,  in  order  to  learn  the  treatment  of  Army  Hofpital  Patients,  and  the  general  economy 
of  Army  Hofpitals  ? A.  No  objection  occurs  to  me,  provided  there  were  fome  tie  on  their 
continuance  in  the  fervice ; with  this  provifo,  I think  it  would  be  a defirable  meafure. 

Q:  2 1*  Could  Leisures  and  Inftrudions  from  experienced  medical  perfons  in  the  Army,  be 
conveniently  given  in  York  Hofpital  ? — —A.  Yes.

When  Soldiers  are  reported  to  you  to  be  in  a itate  to  be  fent  to  their  refpedive  Corps,  you  art 
to  dired  the  neceffary  fteps  for  that  purpofe,  ordering  thofe  that  belong  to  Regiments  on 
Foreign  Service  to  proceed  to  Chatham  Barracks,  and  applying  to  the  War  Officer  for  routes 
for  the  march  of  recoverd  men,  in  cafes  where  fuch  application  may  be  neceffary. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  defires  you  will  immediately  recommend  proper  Officers  of  the  rank  of 
Captain,  to  ad  under  your  orders  at  the  feveral  Hofpitals  of  Deal,  Gofport,  and  Plymouth,  who 
are  to  be  taken  from  the  half-pay,  or  reduced  Regiments,  and  who  will  be  allowed  the  full  pay 
of  Captain,  with  an  addition  of  5;.  per  diem,  which  is  to  be  confidered  in  lieu  of  all  contingent 
charges,  poftage  of  letters  excepted,

HIS  MajeRy  having  been  pleafed  to  appoint  you  to  under  Lieut.  Col.  Sontag,  Military 
, Commandant  of  Hofpitals,  I have  received  the  Duke  of  York’s  commands  to  defire  you 
will  immediately  repair  to  there  to  take  upon  you  the  immediate 

fuperintertdance  of  the  Hofpital  at  that  place,  conforming  yourfelf  in  the  execution  of  that  duty, 
to  the  following  Inltrudlions. 

On  your  arrival  at  the  Hofpital,  you  will  require  from  the  Senior  Medical  Officer,  a copy  of 
the  {landing  Rules  and  Regulations  which  have  been  drawn  up  and  eftabliflbed  by  the  Medical 
Board,  for  the  government  of  the  feveral  Departments  belonging  to  the  Hofpital,  communicating 
to  him  your  own  Orders  and  Inftrudlions  as  herein  detailed,  thereby  to  eftablifn  a mutual  good 
underftanding  between  each  party. 

You  are  to  vifit  the  Hofpital  frequently,  and  at  uncertain  hours,  and  above  all,  to  obferve  whether 
it  is  kept  conftantly  cleaned  and  well  ventilated. 

You  are  to  inform  yourfelf  whether  the  lick  are  properly  attended,  and  receive  their 
Medicines  regularly,  whether  they  conduft  themfelves  in  a fubmiffive,  orderly  manner,  and  com- 
ply, without  difeontent  or  murmuring,  with  all  the  et'tablifhed  rules  of  the  Hofpital. 

You  are  to  require  a written  Report  from  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  every  morning,  of  the 
general  Rate  of  the  Tick,  and  of  any  extraordinaries  that  may  have  happened  during  the  night. 

On  the  admiffion  of  any  lick  man,  you  are  to  caufe  immediate  inflection  to  be  made  of  the 
neceffaries  he  brings  with  him,  to  fee  chat  they  are  both  good  and  fufficient  in  quantity  fur 
change,  as  cccafion  may  require. 

You  are  to  make  entries  of  all  Soldiers  that  are  to  be  received  into  the  Hofpital,  and  of  all 
thofe  who  die,  and  are  difeharged  From  it,  Rating  the  date  of  their  admiffion,  and  periods  to  which 
they  are  paid  on  their  arrival,  and  report  monthly  to  the  fuperintending  Field  Officer,  (or  oftener 
if  he  may  judge  expedient  to  require  it)  all  cafualties  that  may  take  place  in  it. 

You  will  take  care  that  the  Hofpital  be  fupplied  with  as  many  non-commiffioned  Officers  and 
orderly-men,  as  may  be  neceffary  for  a due  attendance  upon  the  Tick,  for  obliging  them  to  take 
their  Medicines  regularly,  and  tor  keeping  up  a proper  degree  of  difeipline  amonglf  them. 

■ The  Rrength  of  the  Hofpital  guard  and  the  number  of  {entries  to  be  potted  both  by  night  and 
day,  you  will  proportion  according  as  circumftances  may  require,  communicating  on  this  head 
with  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Troops  Rationed  at  under 

whole  authority  you  are  to  confider  yourfelf,  if  a Senior  Officer.  ' 

You  are  not  to  fuffer  any  thing  to  be  carried  into  the  Hofpital,  that  is  forbidden  by  the  Hof- 
pital Regulations,  nor  any  of  the  lick  men  to  ttir  out  of  it  without  the  Medical  Officers  certify- 
ing their  being  in  a Rate  to  require  that  indulgence. 

You  are  to  ufe  your  utmoft  diligence  in  obferving  whether  the  feveral  Officers  and  others 
attached  to  the  Hofpital  arc  properly  affiduous  in  the  performance  of  their  refpeettive  duties,  and 
whether  all  poffibie  attention  be  uniformly  paid  to  the  lick,  to  endeavour  to  deteett  all  malingerers, 
and  other  impofitions  and  abufes  of  every  kind,  and  to  lee  that  the  entire  fyftem  is  conducted 
ttridtly  and  economically,  according  to  thofe  principles  and  rules  which  have  been  eftabliihed  by 
competent  authority,  for  the  beneficial  purpofes  they  were  intended. 

You  are  to  cake  particular  care  that  no  Phyfician  or  other  Medical  Officer,  under  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  employs  a Soldier  as  a fervant,  nor  are  you  to  confider  yourfelf  free  from  this  prohibition. 

You  are  to  eftablifh  a regular  difeipline  among  the  convalefcems,  order  them  to  parade  fre- 
quently, and  attend  to  their  cleanlinefs  and  Soldier-like  appearance,  and  to  their  orderly  and  proper 
conduct. 

When  Soldiers  are  certified  fit  to  be  fent  to  rheir  refpective  Regiments,  you  are  to  report  the 
fame  to  Lieut.  Colonel  Sontag,  who  will  give  the  neceffary  directions  in  confequence;  and  you 
are  likewife  to  report  to  him  any  deficiency,  negledt,  or  irregularity,  which  may  appear  in  any 
Department  of  the  Hofpital,  conlidering  yourfelf  in  every  relpect  as  under  his  immediate  orders, 
and  accountable  to  him  for  all  matters  that  come  under  your  obfervatmn,  and  which  are  of  a 
nature  to  be  enquired  into  or  made  known. 

You  will  be  provided  with  apartments  fuitable  to  your  rank,  in  the  Hofpital  or  Barracks

General,  dated  20th  January  1801. 

nft.  WHEN  any  new  Contrail  is  to  be  made,  public  notice  is  to  be  given,  and  all  tenders  are 
to  be  delivered  in,  fealed,  and  are  not  to  be  opened  but  in  the  prefence. of  the  Military  Superinten- 
dant,  who  is  to  prefide  at  the  examination  thereof,  and  no  Contrail  is  to  be  entered  into  by  the 
Purveyor,  without  the  exprefs  concurrence  of  the  faid  Supenntendant,  who,  if  he  fhould  entertain 
any  doubts,  is  to  report  thereupon  to  the  Military  Superintendant  of  Hofpitals  in  South  Britain, 
and  to  await  his  direitions. 

The  Superintendant  and  Purveyor  will  each  of  them  be  held  refponfible  for  the  propriety  of  any 
Contrail  entered  into  in  future. 

All  Contrails,  Bonds,  &c.  are  to  be  made  according  to  a general  and  approved  form  ; no  verbal 
Agreements  are  to  be  admitted, 

2 z.  U u Y® 
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To  furnifh  a check  on  the  quality  of  articles  delivered  by  Contradfors,  the  Military  Superinten- 
dant  is  to  vifit  and  examine  the  Purveyor’s  Stores,  whenever  he  (the  Superintendant)  fhall  fee 
eccafion  ; and  in  cafe  the  Purveyor,  or  any  Medical  Officer,  (hall  propofe  to  condemn  any  articles  of 
the  Purveyor’s  Stores,  fuch  condemnation  fhall  not  take  place  without  the  previous  examination 
and  concurrence  of  the  Military  Superintendant,  who  is  to  take  care  that  articles  which  may  be 
fit  for  other  purpofes  fnall  be  converted  thereto.

accompts,  fhall  either  be  drawn  by  the  refpeefive  perfons  to  whom  the  accounts  are  due,  and  be 
authenticated  by  the  fignature  of  the  Military  Superintendant,  and  of  the  Purveyor,  or  if  drawn 
by  the  Purveyor,  fhall  be  made  payable  to  the  perfons  to  whom  the  fums  ate  due,  or  their  order,  and 
fhall  be  Authenticated  by  the  fignature  of  the  Military  Superintendant. 
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Gentlemen,  War  Office,  8cb  July  i8oi„ 

Having  paid  due  attention  to  the  fuggeftions  contained  in  Mr.  Keate’s  Letter  of  the  29th 
April  lafi,  for  eftablifhing  a proper  controul  over  the  Supply  and  Expenditure  of  Medicines  and 
Hofpital  Stores,  and  to  the  feveral  points  which,  on  a further  confideration  of  the  iubjedt,  have 
appeared  mod  neceffary  to  be  provided  for,  I fubmitted  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  the  following 
Regulations  for  the  future  conduct  of  this  branch  of  the  Public  Service  ; and  with  His  Royal 
Highnefs’s  approbation,  I am  now  to  communicate  them  to  you  for  your  information  and  guidance, 
and  to  be  by  you  circulated  to  the  refpedtive  Officers  of  the  Medical  Department  abroad  and 
at  home. 

No  Orders  (hall  be  given  to  the  Apothecary  General  on  Meflrs.  Trotter1;,  for  Supplies  for  the 
General  Hofpitals  at  home  or  abroad,  except  through  the  Surgeon  General,  nor  for  Regimental 
Supplies,  except  through  the  Infpedtor  of  Regimental  Hofpitals. 

Thefe  Officers  fnall  fign  the  refpedtive  Invoices,  and  enter  them  in  books  kept  for  that  purpofe, 
before  they  arefent  to  the  Apothecary  General,  or  to  Meflrs.  Trotters  for  execution. 

In  the  cafe  of  Supplies  for  General  Hofpitals,  the  Apothecary  General  and  iMtflrs.  T rotters,  who 
it  is  prefumed  of  courfe  fend  Invoices  with  every  parcel  of  Medicines  and  Stores,  fhall  tranfmit 
duplicate  Invoices  to  the  Surgeon  General,  to  be  compared  with  the  original  orders  entered  in  his 
book,  and  if  found  correcl,  to  be  forwarded  by  him  to  the  Senior  Officer  of  Hofpitals  on  the  ffation 
for  which  the  Medicines  and  Stores  are  deffineJ.  Duplicates  of  the  Invoices  of  Medicines  and 
Stores  furnifhed  regimental!}',  are  in  like  manner  to  be  lent  to,  and  entered,  and  forwarded  by  the 
Infpecior  of  Regimental  Hofpitals. 

The  Bills  of  the  Apothecary  General  and  of  Meflrs.  Trotters,  for  articles  delivered,  are  to  be 
compared  with  the  Books  of  Orders  kept  by  the  Surgeon  General  and  Infpedlor  General,  without 
whole  ref^ectiv-e  fignatures  of  approval,  the  Certificate  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  in  the  cafe  of  the 
Apothecary  Genera!,  and  of  the  order  for  payment  in  the  cafe  of  Meflrs.  Trotters,  will  not  here- 
after be  given. 

The  Packers  fnall  make  a return  to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  periods  at  which  any  Medicines 
and  Stores  have  been  (hipped,  and  of  the  veffels  they  are  on  board. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  any  Supplies  abroad,  the  fenior  Hotpiral  Officer  on  the  ft.  cion  fhall  appoint  a 
Medical  Board,  confifting  of  not  lefs  than  three  cornm.iffioried  Officers,  if  that  number  can  conve- 
niently be  had  ; whole  duty  it  will  be  to  examine  the  condition  in  which  they  are  received,  to 
afeertain  whether  they  correfpord  with  the  Invoices  forwarded  by  the  Surgeon  General,  to  notice 
any  omiffionsof  articles,  or  deficiencies  in  their  quantity,  or  deredis  in  their  quality  ; and  where  they 
find  any  damage  fuftained,  to  endeavour  to  learn  whether  trie  fame  has  proceeded  fiom  want  of  care 
on  board  (hip,  or  in  the  original  packing  and  fnipping  of  the  articles. 

Of  thefe  feveral  particulars,  a Report  is  to  be  made  by  the  fa i d Board  to  the  fenior  Hofpital  Officer 
on  the  ftation,  who  will  tranfmit  a copy  thereof,  with  his  own  remarks,  to  the  Surgeon  General, 
in  01  der  that  it  may  be  laid  before  the  Secretary  at  War. 

The  like  method  is  to  be  purfued  in  regard  to  Stores  received  at  the  General  Hofpitals  at  home, 
for  their  own  confumption. 

When  Supplies  are  to  be  depofited  at  Deal,  Gofport,  or  Plymouth,  for  the  future  exigencies  of 
Foreign  Service,  on  their  arrival  at  thole  Ports,  the  packages  are  to  be  carefully  infpedded  by  a 
Medical  Board  conftituted  as  above  directed  ; any  that  appear  damaged,  are  to  be  opened,  and 
their  contents  more  minutely  examined, and  a Report  is  to  be  made  accordingly,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  is  before  fpecified  ; when  they  are  required  to  be  fhipped  for  Foreign  Service,  a frefh  infpedtion 
into  the  ftate  of  the  packages  is  to  be  made  by  a Board,  as  before  diredied. 

The  lupplies  depofited  at  Deal,  Gofport,  and  Plymouth,  for  Foreign  Service,  are  to  be  put  into 
ftores  entirely  apart  from  thefe  for  the  ufe  of  the  Hofpitals  there,  although  in  charge  of  the  fame 
Storekeeper,  and  feparate  books  are  to  be  kept  of  the  receipt  and  expenditure. 

No  fpecial  appointments  are  deemed  neceffary  for  that  purpofe,  as  the  requifitions  from  abroad 
will  only  be  occafionally  anfwered  from  the  Depots  at  Deal,  Gofport,  and  Plymouth,  and  then 
chiefly  by  fending  the  Lupplies  in  divifions  already  packed  and  invoiced. 
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The  refident  Mates,  therefore,  it  is  conceived,  may  very  well  receive,  arrange,  and  forward  thefe 

Jftores,  a (Riled  if  neceflary,  at  the  times  of  receiving  and  (hipping,  by  the  Deputy  Purveyors,  or 
jfome  of  the  other  Mates. 

■ Whenever  an  infpedlion  or  embarkation  of  thefe  (tores  is  about  to  take  place,  previous  notice 
thereof  (hall  alwaysbe  given  by  the  fenior  Medical  Officer  to  the  refident  Military  Superintendant, 
Who  may  attend  as  he  (Pall  fee  lit ; any  negligence  in  the  receiv  ing  or  (lowing  them  on  board  (hip, 
is  to  be  immediately  reported  to  him,  in  order  that  he  may  apply  to  the  Commanding  Genera],  or 
make  fuch  other  representation  as  may  be  neceliary  ; and  the  expences  attendant  on  fucir  receipt, 
Infpedrion,  and  (hipping  offupplies  at  the  General  Hofpitals,  are  not  to  be  deemed  admiffible,  unlefs 
vouched  by  the  approving  (ignature  of  the  Military  Superintcndants. 

No  articles  which  have  been  ufe-d  or  kept  a long  time  in  (lore,  (hail  be  fent  to  Foreign  Stations. 
At  each  General  Hofpital  at  home,  a Board,  confiding  of  at  lead  two  commiffioned  Medical 
Officers,  to  be  named  by  the  fenior  Hofpital  Officer,  (hall  once  in  every  month  inlpecl  the  Stores, 
and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  arranged,  examine  the  Apothecary  and  Purveyor’s  returns  of 
leceipts,  expenditure,  and  remains,  and  compare  them  with  the  vouchers,  and  (hall  deliver  their 
Report  of  the  refult  of  every  fuch  Jnfpedlion,  together  with  a datement  of  fuch  articles  as  may  be 
required  to  fupply  deficiencies,  to  the  fenior  Hofpital  Officer. 

The  Military  Superintendant  (hall  be  apprized  when  every  fuch  Monthly  Infpedlion  is  to  take 
lace,  and  it  is  expecled  that  both  he  and  the  fenior  Hofpital  Officer  (hall  attend  the  fame,  the 
[dinner  for  the  purpofe  of  communicating  his  obfervations,  particularly  in  refpedl  to  the  Purveyor’s 
(Department,  to  the  Military  Superintendant  General  at  Chcllea  ; and  the  latter,  in  order  to  receive 
the  Report,  and  datement  of  the  Board,  and  to  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  Surgeon  General,  accom- 
anied  by  any  obfervations  or  further  information  that  he  rnay  think  neceflary  thereupon  ; but  it  is  to 
e clearly  underilood,  that  the  Monthly  Infpediion  herein  directed  is  not  to  be  confidered  as  f ubff i - 
tuted  for, or  in  any  degree  interfering  with  that  controul  over  the  Expenditure,  and  Accompcs  of  the 
Hofpitals,  which  have  been  affigned  to  the  Military  Superintendants  by  the  preceding  Regulations, 
particularly  by  the  Secretary  at  War’s  Letter,  dated  20th  January  1801. 

1 he  view  and  approval  of  all  the  Medicines  by  the  Phyfician  and  the  Surgeon  General,  will  of 
ourfe  continue,  as  required  by  His  Majedy’s  Patent,  to  the  Apothecary  General,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected, that  that  duly  (hall  be  performed  with  the  moil  unremitting  and  Icrupulous  attention.

driSllv  attended  to  upon  this  head. 

The  condemnation  of  unferviceable  Stores,  Medicines,  and  Inftruments,  at  the  feveral 
General  Hofpitals  in  Great  Britain,  is  to  he  made  twice  only  in  every  year. 

AlUTents  and  other  Camp  Equipage,  Wood,  Pewter,  Brafs,  Copper,  Iron  or  Tin,  condemned 
hs  ufeWs,  are  (by  the  Purveyor  of  the  Hofpital  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Military  Superindant) 
to  be  di f poked  of  on  the  fpot ; except  when  Mefirs.  Trotters  may  have  a refident  Agent,  in 
Which  cale  they  are  to  be  delivered  to  him  ; except  alfo  where  there  being  no  Agent  at  the  place, 
the  magnitude  of  the  Stores  may  juftify  their  being  fent  in  a Tranfporc  to  London  conligned 
to  Mefirs.  Trotters. 

The  Stores  of  the  above  defeription  condemned  at  \ork  Hofpital  are  invariably  to  be  fent  to 
Mefirs.  Trotters. 

Bedding  and  DrefTes,  no  longer  applicable  as  fuch,  are  to  continue  to  be  appropriated,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  other  ufeful  purpofts  in  the  Hofpital.  , 

Condemned  Medicines  to  be  burnt  or  buried  in  pretence  of  the  Board  that  condemned  them,  any 
part  thereof  excepted  that  may  be  judged  (aleable,  under  which  head  may  be  confidered  the  greafe 

1 contained  in  Ointments  or  othervvife. 

All  cheffs,  bottles,  or  other  veffels  in  which  Medicines  may  have  been  fent  down,  and  alfo  all 
Inltruments  found  ulelefs,  are  to  be  forwarded  to  Mefirs.  Trotters  for  fale  in  London. 

The  whole  of  the  above  is  to  be  under  the  controul  of  the  Military  Superintendant  at  the 
different  Hofpitals,  who  with  refpeefi  both  to  the  articles  that  are  faieable,  and  to  thofe  which  are 
to  be  deftroyed,  will  be  confidered  refponffble,  that  none  of  them  be  brought  forward  again  in 
any  (hape  to  the  prejudice  of  Government.

Examination  of  Sir  JOHN  M A C N A M A R A H A Y E S,  Bart.; 
taken  upon  Oath,  3d  June  1807. 

1.  WHEN,  and  by  whom  was  you  appointed  Infpeftor  General  in  the  Military  Medical  J Hayes, 

Department  of  the  Ordnance? -A.  By  the  King’s  Commiffion,  dated  the  7th  of  May  1806,  Bart. 

on  the  recommendation  of  the  Earl  of  Moira,  then  Mafter  General.  v ^ 

2.  Had  any  one  held  the  fame  Office  previous  to  your  appointment? •—  A.  Dr.  Brocklefby 

was  at  the  head  of  the  Department,  under  the  title  of  Phyfician  General,  until  his  death. 

3.  Have  you  any  Pay  or  Emolument  beyond  three  Pounds  per  day?- A.  Befides  the 

falary  of  three  Pounds  per  diem,  I receive  feventy-feven  Pounds  a-year  for  houfe-rent,  coals, 

and  candles;  I am  allowed  Forage  for  fix  Borfes,  but  I only  draw  for  two  effectives. 

When  fent  on  fervice  beyond  thirty  miies,  I am  allowed  20  s.  a-day  for  my  travelling 
expences  ; alfo  my  poft-chaife  hire. 

4.  What  has  been  your  experience  in  Army  Medical  practice  ? A.  My  firft  Commiffion 

sin  the  Army  was  that  of  Surgeon  to  the  Forces  lerving  in  America  under  General  Burgoyne,  and 

was  dated  ift  January  1776.  After  the  buimefs  of  Saratoga,  and  being  exchanged,  i 
joined  Sir  Henry  Clinton’s  Army  at  New  York,  and  on  the  20th  November  1779,  1 
was  appointed  Phyfician  to  the  Forces;  and  in  December  following,  I was  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  Aledical  Department  on  an  Expedition  againff  South  Carolina,  where  I re- 
mained in  charge  of  the  Medical  Department  until  1782,  when  I returned  to  New 
York,  and  on  the  Peace  returned  to  England  ; at  Chrilimas  1783,  I was  placed  on  the 
Half-pay,  on  which  I continued  until  the  20th  November  1793,  when  I was  appointed 
Infpedfor  General  of  Hofpitals  to  the  A_rmy  under  the  command  of  the  Earl  of  Moira  ; 
with  that  Army  I continued  till  it  was  placed  under  the  orders  of  General  Sir  Ralph 
Abercromby,  on  ift  September  1795;  and,  after  fitting  it  out  for  the  Wed  Indies,  I 
was  allowed  to  rclire  or.  the  Half-pay  at  Chriftmas  1795,  in  which  fit  tuition  1 remained 
till  I was  appointed  to  my  prelent  office,  in  May  1806. 

5.  Do  you  hold  any  public  employment  befides  that  of  Infpedfor  General? A.  None.

22.  In  what  manner,  or  by  what  rule  are  the  prices  of  the  Medicines  (Applied  by  the  Com- 
pany fixed  ? A.  1 he  prices  of  the  Adedicines  are  fixed  by  the  Apothecaries’  Company  ac- 

cording to  the  market  price  of  the  day. 

23.  Are  any  means  ufed  by  the  Tranfport  Board  to  afeertain  that  the  prices  charged  by  the 

Company  are  fair  and  according  to  the  market  price  ? A.  The  Tranfport  Board  are  not  aware 

of  any  means  by  which  they  could  afeertain  the  fairnefs  of  the  prices  charged  by  the 
Apothecaries’ Company ; but  the  Adafler  and  Wardens  are  now  required  to  make 
oath,  that  the  prices  charged  by  them  are  the  loweft  at  which  the  different  Articles 
could  be  fupplied.  (b) 

O.  24.  At  w'nat  periods  are  the  Company’s  Bills  given  in — how  foon  after  the  delivery  of  the 

Medicines and  in  what  mode  are  they  difeharged  A.  The  Apothecaries’  Company  deliver  in 

their  Bills  quarterly,  when  they  are  examined,  and  are  now  paid  by  90  Day’s  Bills 
without  Ititereft  ; formerly  they  were  paid  by  Bill  at  Sight  op  the  Treafurer  of  the 
Navy. 

Q.  25.  Has  any  attempt  been  ever  made  to  procure  the  Navy  Medicines  by  open  Contract  or 

on  the  principle  of  Competition  ? A.  No  attempt  has  ever  been  made  to  procure  Adedicines 

bv  open  Contract,  or  on  the  principle  of  Competition.  The  Articles  of  Medicines 
are  fo  various,  and  generally  of  fo  changeable  or  perifhable  a nature,  and  the  fuccefs  of 
pradtice  fo  much  depends  on  their  quality  being  genuine,  as  to  render  the  mode  of 
procuring  them  by  Contract  highly  improper  and  inadmifftble  ; as  a Contract  in  fuch  a 
cafe,  although  it  may  regulate  the  price,  can  never  infure  the  proper  quality,  which 
is  the  paramount  confideration. 

O 26.  Have  complaints  been  at  any  time  made  of  the  quality  of  the  Medicines  fupplied  by  the 

Company,  or  cf  the  manner  in  which  they  were  packe  d ? A.  Complaints  have  been  very  rarely 

received  of  the  quality  or  package  of  Alcdicines  fupplied  by  the  Company. 

q 27.  Has  the  Board  found  any  difficulty  in  procuring,  according  to  the  exigencies  of  the 
Service,  the  requiiite  quantity  of  Medicines  from  the  Apothecaries  Company  ? A.  1 he  Board 
has  never  found  difficuliy  in  procuring  from  the  Apothecaries  Company  the  quantity 
of  Aledicines  requiftte  for  the  Service. 

Q 28  Does  the  Tranfport  Board  fiirnifh  Surgical  Jnftruments  to  any  defeription  of  the  Navy 

Medical  Department  ? A.  The  Tranfport  Board  furnifn  Surgical  I nftruments  only  to  Hofpitals, 

and  Hofpital  Ships.  The  Surgeons  and  Affiftant  Surgeons  of  Ships  arc  required  to 
provide  Inftruments  at  their  own  expence. 

n,  29  How  are  they  procured  ? A.  The  Inftruments  furnifhed  by  the  Board  are  at  pre- 

1 fent  purchased  from  Mr.  Evans,  an  fnftrument  Maker  in  the  Old  Change.  The 
Surgeons  and  Affiftants  are  allowed  to  provide  their  own  Inftruments  from  any  maker 
whom  they  mav  prefer;  but  before  thefe  being  taken  on  board  Ship,  they  mull  be  iub- 
mitted  to  the  IiifpecUcn  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  of  London.

Do  thev  give  fecurity  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duty  — A.  They  are  not 
requi1  ed  to  give  fecurity,  their  crafure  from  the  JLiil  in  cafe  of  defalcation  being  elteem- 
eU  fufficient. 

Q_  37.  Are  there  Depots  of  Medicines  and  of  Hofpitai  Articles  for  the  ufe  of  the  Navy  at  the 

Stations  abroad  ? -A.  There  are  Depots  of  Medicines  for  Ships  at  all  the  Naval  Hofpitais  oa 

ir  orcign  Stations. 

a 38.  How  r re  thefe  conduced  ? A.  Thefe  Depots  are  fubjedt  to  the  fame  regulations  as 

thofe  at  home,  excepting  that  the  quantities  to  be  demanded  from  time  to  time  are  left 
to. the  accretion  of  the  Officer  in  charge,  fuhject  to  the  controul  of  the  Medical  Member 
of  the  Board,  to  whom  the  demands  are  in  all  cafes  fubrrmted. 

Q.  39.  What  is  the  controul  and  check  which  the  Tranfport  Board  has  on  the  Receipt  and  IfTues

a Difpenfer  in  charge  of  the  Medical  Stores, and  an  Agent  having  charge  ofthe  furniture 
.and  other  fores  of  the  Hofpitai,  keeping  the  Accounts  of  the  entry  and  difeharges  of 
the  men,  Ac.  fuperintending  and  checking  the  Victualling  Department  ; — HolpitaJ 
Mate’s  are. added  as.  the  extent  of  the  fervice  may  require.

Q.  4.3.  What  is  the  Form  of  the  Journals  which  the  Surgeons  of  Ships  tranfrnit  to  the  Tranfport 

Board  ? A.  A printed  Form,  in  which  Surgeons  are  required  to  make  out  their  journals,  is  in 

your  pofl'eflion. 

Q.  44.  What  are  the  Duties  of  the  Agent  and  Steward  of  the  General  Hofpitals  at  home  ? 

A.  1 lie  Agent  (or  an  Hofpital  at  home  keeps  Accounts  of  the  entry  and  difeharge 
of  Patients,  mufters  them,  has  the  charge  of  the  cloathing  they  bring  with  them,  has 
alfo  the  charge  of,  and  i flues  all  (lores  for  the  fen  ice  afloat,  which  are  not  fent  from  the 
Difpenfary.  The  Steward  fgperintends  and  keeps  the  Accounts  of  the  Victualling 
Department,  he  has  the  charge  of  all  the  Hofpital  Furniture,  and  mufters  and  fuper-. 
intends  the  conduct  of  the  inferior  fervants  of  the  Hofpital. 

Q_  45.  Who  has  the  conduCt  of  what  relates  to  the  making  of  Contrails  for  Hofpital  Stores  ? 

A.  Aft  ConcraCts  are  entered  into  by  the  Board  at  large. 

Q.  46.  In  what  manner  does  the  Board  fccure  the  ftriCt  observance  of  the  terms  of  the  Contracts  r 
A.  By  fending  fam pies  of  the  different  Articles  contracted  for,  under  the  teal  of 
Office,  to  the  different  Depots. 

Q,  47.  In  an  Anfwer  to  one  of  the  Queftions  which  we  fubmitted  to  your  Board,  it  is  ftated 
that  the  price  at  which  Articles  wanted  for  the  Hofpitals  could  fee  procured  in  the  neighbourhood,  is 
inferted  in  the  form  of  the  demands.  Is  it  often  found  that  the  prices  fo  infected,  are  lefs  than 
thofe  at  which  they  could  be  fent  from  London  ? A.  Frequently. 

Q.  48.  When,  and  by  what  authority  were  the  Surgeons  of  Ships  firft  fupplied  with  Medicines  by 
the  Tranfport  Board  ? A.  By  order  of  the  King  in  Council,  I think  in  January  1805. 

Q 49.  What  has  been  your  experience  in  the  Medical  Service  of  the  Navy  ? A.  I entered 

into  the  Service  in  the  year  1776,  fir.ee  which  period  1 have  ferved  in  different  parts  of 
the  world,  both  in  Hofpitals  and  afloat.  In  the  early  part  of  1793  I was  appointed  by  the 
Lords  CommilTioners  of  the  Admiralty,  Phyircian  to  His  Majeffy’s  Fleet  deftined  for  the 
Mediterranean,  under  the  command  of  Lord  Hood,  in  which  fituation  I continued 
about  fix  years,  fince  which  period  I have  been  a Member  of  the  Sick  and  Wounded 
Board.

LETTER  from  the  Army  Medical  Board, to  Peter  Grant,  Efq. 
dated  November  4th  1807. 


BEING  called  upon  by  the  Commiffioners  of  Military  Enquiry  to  explain  more  fully  the 
grounds  for  appointing  principal  Medical  Officers  to  prefide  over  General  Hofpitals,  we  beg  to 
lubjoin  the  following  circumftances  attending  that  appointment. — That  it  was  found  to  be  extremely 
inconvenient,  upon  tne  frequent  ordering  of  Medical  Officers  to  Foreign  Duties,  that  the  Head,  or, 
as  he  was  at  firft  called,  the  Superintending  Medical  Officer,  fhould  fudJenly  quit  fo  important  a 
charge  as  that  of  a General  Hofpital,  to  the  duties  of  which  he  had  applied  himfelf,  and  was  begin- 
ning to  have  a knowledge  of,  with  regard  to  Sick,  Stores,  &c.  and  to  leave  all  to  a fucceflor  next  in 
rank,  who  would  have  every  thing  to  learn  ; — this  was  found  to  be  very  detrimental  and  injurious  to 
the  Service;  and  therefore  a proper  perfon  from  any  rank  was  chofen,  whofe  pay  as  well  as  rank 
were  perhaps  inferior  to  others  under  his  direction  in  the  fame  Hofpital  ; and  for  this  and  other 
reafons,  it  was  judged  expedient  to  give  him  a fuperior  title  and  authority  to  manage  and  di reel  the 
concerns  of  the  Hofpital,  with  an  addition  of  5;.  a day,  fo  long  as  hefhould  be  doing  the  duty  of  the 
Hofpital  and  of  the  Depot  of  Stores,  that  was  always  under  hi-s  charge  ; and  this  addition  of  pay 
was  confidered  as  the  more  neceffarv,  fince  we  did  not  at  that  period  employ  InfpcHors  or  Deputy 
27.  Z z.  Infpe&ors 
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Infpe&ors  on  that  duty,  but  confined  our  recommendations  to  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  Apothecaries, 
and  even  an  Hofpital  Mate,  if  he  was  found  to  anfwer  the  purpofe,  as  was  the  cafe  formerly  at  \ ork 
Hofpital ; he  was  at  firft  called  the  Superintendant,  then  the  Senior,  then  .Head*  and  ultimately 
Principal  Medical  Officer.

1 have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Letter  of  the  7th  inftant,  and  lamenting 
to  perceive  that  His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief  cannot  help  obferving — “that  fre- 
“ quent  Promotions  are  recommended  by  me  in  my  Department,  of  which. His  Royal.  Highneis 
“ does  not  fee  the  neceffity,  when  other  Officers  of  the  fame  rank  are  to  be  placed  upon  Hal --pay.” 

I therefore  humbly  hope  His  Royal  Highnefs  will  be  pleafed  to  lend  a momentary  attention  to  a 
reprefentation  of  the  circumftances  ; and  I have  then  no  doubt  but  His  Royal  Highneis  will  fee, 
for  thereafons  alleged,  that  what  His  Royal  Elighnefs  has  been  pleafed  to  confider  as  an  ii.con- 
iiftency,  will  appear  to  His  Royal  Highnefs,. from  obferving  the  difference  of  Time  between  the  re- 
commendations 
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mendations  for  Promotions,  and  thofe  for  Half  pay,  together  with  the  motives  for  each,  that  I have 
had  only  the  good  and  efficiency  of  the  Service,  with  attention  to  unneceflary  expenditure,  in  view. 

With  regard  to  Promotions,  a Lift  of  which  for  the  year  1800,  I have  the  honour  to  inciofe, 
I beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  the  Service  of  the  year  required  many  effe&ive  Officers  in  the  room 
of  fome  that  died,  of  others  that  were  lick,  and  in  confequence  of  new  ftations  for  Regimental 
I ^fpeffion,  or  Foreign  Service  ; and  it  is  proper  I ffiould  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  His 
Royal  Highnefs,  that  I had  the  honour  to  recommend  fome,  of  whom  His  Royal  Highnefs  was 
pieafed  to  approve,  and  to  fubmit  others,  concerning,  whom  I have  not  been  honoured  with  an 
Anfwer,  except  in  the  cafe  of  Mr.  Lockley,  whom  I recommended  to  be  Staff  Surgeon,  vice 
Achefon  deceafed,  which  recommendation  His  Royal  Highnefs  was  pieafed  to  conlider  unneceffarv  • 
but  the  objection  1 underftood,  did  not  arife  to  the  perfon,  and  was  in  confequence  of  Affiftant 
Jnfpedtor  Mffntire  being  di redded  to  do  the  Iiffpedtorial  Duty  of  the  Weftern  Diftricl.  i bep-  leave 
to  obferve,  that  Mr.  Lockley  was  not  intended  for  that  duty,  but  for  Foreign  Service. 

The  four  Affiftant  Infpeffors  recommended,  were  in  confequence  of  extreme  long  fervice,  and 
their  efficiency  for  infpedtion  at  home,  and  that  fome  of  them  did  duty  at  that  time  upon  Surgeon's 
pay. 

With  refpeff  to  recommendations  for  Half-pay,  it  has  been  ufual  about  Chriftmas,  to  examine  the 
Lift,  and  fee  what  Medical  Officers  were  likely  to  be  wanted  for  the  Service  of  the  enfuing  year,  and 
fuch  as  probably  would  not  be  called  upon,  have  been  generally  placed  upon  Half-pay. 

For  the  year  1800,  the  number  amounted  to  fixteen,  yet  feveral  of  thefe  were  afterwards  em- 
ployed. 

For  the  year  1801,  the  number  amounted  only  to  fix,  whom  I beg  leave  particularly  to  mention., 
becaufe  thefe  recommendations  appear  to  His  Royal  Highnefs  to  be  connedled  with  the  preceding 
promotions;  two  of  them,  viz.  Williams  and  Hugo,  were  in  a ftate  of  inability  from  ill  health 
for  fervice  ; Affiftant  Infpeffor  L.  S.  Wilfon  is  lame,  and  therefore  not  efficient  for  aRive  fervice  , 
with  refpeff  to  Surgeon  Richard  North,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  firft  this  war  for  a particular 
fervice;  Affiftant  Infpedlor  Ker  had  very  recently  objected  to  go  on  Foreign  Sendee,  unlefs  upon 
conditions  of  his  own,  that  could  not  be  complied  with,  in  confequence  of  which  the  armament  he 
was  intended  to  accompany,  had  nearly  proceeded  without  an  Inipedor  ; and  the  laft,  Deputy  Pur- 
veyor Warner’s  refidence  is  in  town,  fo  that  whenever  called  upon,  he  is  certain  to  be  ready  for 
fervice  ; thus  it  appeared  to  me,  that  the  full  pay  of  thefe  fix  Officers  might  for  the  prefent  be  faved 
to  the  Public,  and  each  placed  on  Half-pay,  liable,  as  they  are  always  informed,  to  be  called  upon 
again  during  the  war  ; and  of  courfe,  if  the  iervices  of  any  of  them  (hould  be  wanted,  provided  they 
are  fit  and  able  to  undertake  the  duty  required,  they  would  be  employed  before  any  new  appoint- 
ments would  have  been  recommended. 

I humbly  hope  that  His  Royal  Highnefs  will  think  me  juftified  in  recommending  thefe  fix  for  Half- 
pay,  as  I conceived  it  my  duty,  on  revifing  the  Lift  in  December,  to  recommend  fuch  as  had  been  long 
lick,  inefficient,  or  unwilling  to  lerve,  to  be  placed  upon  Half-pay  until  they  were  again  called  upon.; 
and  that  it  could  have  no  reference  to  the  preceding  promotions  ; and  I therefore  humbly  hope  and 
truft  his  Royal  Highnefs  will  be  pieafed  to. fee  my  conduct  in  a different  light  from  that  in  which  it 
has  appeared  to  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  is  exprelfed  in  your  Letter.

Examination  of  Dr.  JAMES  Mc  G RIGOR,  Deputy  Infpeffor  of 
Hofpitals;  taken  upon  CLth,  2gth  May  1807. 

0,1-  ON  what  Services  have  you  been  employed  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army  f 

A.  On  the  Continent,  as  .a  Regimental  Surgeon,  from  May. 1794  to  April  1795;  ■ 
I went  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  the  Expedition  under  Sir  Ralph  Abercrombie,  in  the 
latter  end  of  1795  ; in  1798  I went  to  the  F.afr  Indies  as  a Kegimental  Surgeon,  and 
in  1801  I was  appointed  Head  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Indian  Army,  fent  from 
Bombay  to  Egypt,  I returned  to  England  in  1802,  and  was  appointed  Surgeon  to  the 
Royal  Horfe  Guards  (Blues);  in  July  1805  1 was  appointed  Deputy  Infpeffor  of 
Hofpitals,  and  at  firft  had  charge  (ft  the  York  Diftriff,  from  which  I was  removed  in 
.1806,  to  the  South-Weft  and  Portl'mouth  Diftrid. 

Q.  2.  Whan  was  you  direded  to  infpect  the  Depot  of  Medicines  at  Porchefter  Caftle  ? 

A.  In  December  laft. 

Q.  .3.  With  whom  and  in  what  manner  have  you  proceeded  in  making  this  Infpedion  ? 

A.  With  the  Staff  Surgeon  ftationed  at  Portfmouth,  and  the  Apothecary  Rationed 
. at  Porchefter  Caftle.  The  different  divifions  of  Medical  Stores  are  opened  by  the 
Apothecary  and  his  packer,  the  contents  of  every  Cafe  in  each  divifion  are  examined 
and  compared  with  the  Invoices,  and  a Report  made  to  the  Surgeon  General,  ftating 
the  deficiencies,  breakages,  and  damaged  Articles,  affigning  the  caufes,  when  they  can 
be  difeovered  ; this  Report  is  figned  by  myfelf  as  Prefident  of  the  Board,  and  by  the 
Staff  Surgeon  and  Apothecary. 

27.  Q;.  4’  Did 
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D’  J V MG  rigor . 0^4-  Did  you  learn  whence  the  different  Packages  of  Medicines  came,  and  when  they  were 

^ — - — ) iiTued  from  the  Army  Elaboratory  ? — — A.  We  knew  the  places  they  laft  came  from,  but  had  no 
means  of  knowing  when  they  came  from  the  Army  Elaboratory,  for  the  Invoices 
which  accompanied  them,  were  made  at  the  places  the  Packages  lait  came  from. 

Q.  5.  How  do  you  account  for  the  deficiencies  of  the  Quantities  as  compared  with  the  Invoices  ? 

A.  The  deficiencies  appeared  chiefly  to  proceed  from  improper  package,  and  in  one 
inftance  the  breakages  from  that  cauie  were  fo  enormous,  that  in  a I'pecial  Report  to 
the  Surgeon  General,  I ftated  that  it  was  Inch  as  no  Surgeon  would  in  any  cafe 
fubmit  to  from  his  Druggift.  (a) 

0^6.  Was  you  able  to  judge  of  the  original  quality  of  the  Drugs,  and  preparations  which  you 
have  mfpedled'? A.  No. 

Qv  7.  Have  you  found  it  neceflary  to  condemn  many  Articles  as  unfit  for  fervice  ? A.  Yes* 

of  Peruvian  Bark,  a very  confiderable  quantity,  alfo  of  various  Ointments,  and  of 
Oatmeal  and  Barley  feveral  Cafks. 

Q.  8-  What  is  your  opinion  of  the  remaining  Articles  in  ftore,  in  refpeSt  of  their  fitnefs  for 

Foreign  Service? A.  Such  Articles  as  palled  inlpedfion  are  fit  tor  for  vice,  and  the  deficiencies 

have  been  completed  from  Town. 

Q.  g.  What  quantity  of  Medicines  have  you  infpedted  at  Porchetter  CafMe,  which  it  appeared 

were  brought  from  other  Depots  ? A.  For  an  Anfwer  to  this  Quefiion,  1 beg  to  refer  to  the 

Reports  which  I made  to  the  Surgeon  General  on  the  ttate  of  thole  Stores. 

Q.  10.  What  number  of  fets  of  Surgeons*  Inflruments  are  in  {lore  at  Porchetter  Cattle  ? 

A.  That  will  be  found  in  the  Reports  1 have  jutt  referred  to. 

n.  In  what  condition  did  you  find  them  ? A.  They  were  in  general  damaged. 

Q.  12.  To  what  caufe  do  you  impute  this  ? A.  Sometimes  to  the  package;  and  the 

ftore  in  which  they  are  kept  is  not  fit  for  Articles  of  that  description,  nor  even  for 
Medicines. 

0^13.  Is  there  any  quantity  of  Purveyors’  Stores  depoilted  in  Porchetter  Cattle  ? A.  A very 

confiderable  quantity. 

Q.  14.  Have  you  infpedted  them  ? A.  I was  only  appointed  two  days  ago  to  infpeft  them. 

F urther  Examination  of  Dr.  Mc  Grigor,  :ft  June  1807  : 

QM5-  it  your  opinion,  from  the  quantity  of  Medicines  in  {lore  at  Porchetter  Cattle,  and 
the  perifhable  nature  of  fome  of  them,  that  it  would  be  prudent  to  ittue  from  this  Depot  to  the 
Regimental  Holpitals  r -A.  Certainly. 

Q,  16.  Whilft  you  was  ferving  as  a Regimental  Surgeon  on  the  Continent  in  the  years  1 794  and 
1795,  had  you  any  opportunities  of  obferving  the  manner  in  which  the  General  Hofpitals  attached 
to  the  Britilh  Army  there  were  condudleJ,  and  the  expenditure  of  them  ? A.  I had  opportu- 

nities of  obferving  the  manner  in  which  the  Hofpitals  were  conducted,  hut  very  little 
of  obferving  the  expenditure  in  them  ; I only  know  In  geneial,  that  the  expenditure 
of  Wine  and  Spirits  was  very  confiderable. 

17.  Had  the  Medical  Perfons  fent  from  England  to  condudt  thofe  Hofpitals  been  previoutty 
acouainted  with  Regimental  Practice,  and  Military  Life  ? — • — A.  I have  underftood  in  genera), 
that  they  came  from  Civil  Life;  and  1 recoiled!  that  the  Regimental  Surgeons  were 
difgulled  at  the  care  of  their  own  Sick  being  taken  from  them,  and  font  to  the  General 
Hofpitals  under  the  care  of  others. 

QMS.  What  was  the  confequence  of  the  Sick  being  fent  to  the  General  Hofpitals,  and  put 

under  the  care  of  the  newly  conilituted  Staff? A.  The  mortality  was  certainly  much  greater 

in  proportion  in  the  General,  than  in  the  Regimental  Holpitals,  and  the  expences 
of  the  latter  were  very  moderate. 

19.  Had  it  been  ufual  to  preferibe  Wine  and  Spirits  to  the  Sick  in  Regimental  Hofpitals, 
prior  to  the  eftablifhment  of  thefe  General  Hofpitals  on  the  Continent? — —A.  It  was  ufual 

to  preferibe  Wine  and  Spirits  in  certain  cafes  in  the  Regimental  Hofpitals,  but  not 
in  fuch  quantities  as  it  was  given  in  General  Holpitals. 

20.  When  you  was  at  the  head  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Indian  Army  fent  from  Bombay 

to  Egypt  in  1801,  what  was  the  Medical  Ettablifltment  belonging  to  that  Army? A.  The 

Army  confuted  with  followers  of  about  8,000  Men,  and  with  the  exception  of  myfolf 
and  a Storekeeper  (who  was  appointed  after  our  landing  at  Keffier)  we  had  only  the 
ufual  R egimental  Eftablifhment  ; hut  about  a month  after  our  landing,  we  were 
joined  by  a complete  Medical  Ettabliftimenf,  amounting  to  between  twenty  and 
thirty  in  number,  font  from  England  by  the  way  of  tire  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  who 
took  the  charge  of  the  Medical  Department  of  our  Army;  but  Sir  David  Baird,  on 
the  part  of  the  Eaft:  India  Company,  refufing  to  defray  fo  large  an  expence,  they  joined 
the  Englifh  Army  in  Egypt,  except  feme  Hofpilal  Mates  who  were  detained,  and  I 

refumed 
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refrimed  the  fuperintendance  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Indian  Army,  the  DrJalMcGr:gor, 
Regimental  Surgeons  taking  care  of  their  own  Sick  as  before,  (b)  , ^ > 

21.  Were  any  Medicines  and  Purveyors’  Stores  fent  out  with  the  Staff  which  came  by  way 

of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope?- A.  Yes,  there  was  a very  large  quantity  of  Medical  and 

Purveyors’  Stores,  including  much  Wine,  fent  out  in  two  Tranfports. 

Q.  22.  Did  you  bring  Medicines  with  you  from  India? A.  Yes. 

Q.  23.  What  was  the  fyftem  obferved  in  that  Army,  in  refpedt  of  the  difpofal  of  the  Sick,  and  of 

the  mode  of  examining  and  checking  the  Expenditure  on  account  of  them  ?- A.  The  Sick  were 

treated  Regimentally,  not  difpofed  of  in  General  Hofpitals ; every  Medical  difburfement 
was  approved  by  me,  and  counterfigned  by  the  Commander  in  Chief.  There  were 
two  Perfons  attached  to  that  Army  for  the  purpofe  of  auditing  the  Accounts,  to 
whom  my  Accounts  were  remitted,  and  their  decifion  upon  them  was  final. 

24.  From  the  experience  which  you  had  of  this  fyftem,  during  your  fervice  with  the  Indian 
Army,  are  you  of  opinion,  if  a fimilar  fyftem  was  adopted  generally  in  the  Army  when  on  Foreign 

Stations,  that  it  would  be  beneficial  to  the  Public? A.  I think  it  would,  with  the  exception  of 

making  proviiion  for  an  extraordinary  number  of  wounded  men,  and  for  that  purpofe 
a few  Staff  Surgeons  and  Hofpital  Mates  might  be  fufficient. 

Further  Examination  of  Dr.  M/Grigor,  2d  June  1807. 

Q.  25.  Whilft  you  ferved  with  the  Army  in  the  Weft  Indies,  had  you  an  opportunity  of  ob- 
ferving  the  comparative  advantage  of  taking  care  of  the  Sick  Regimentally,  inftead  of  fending  them 

to  General  Hofpitals? A.  I had;  in  the  Ifiand  of  Grenada,  in  the  year  1796,  from  the  want  of 

a Medical  Staff,  the  Sick  and  Wounded  were  treated  Regimentally  while  the  Army 
continued  in  the  Field.  Though  under  many  di  fad  vantages,  the  mortality  was 
trifling,  till  the  return  of  the  Army  to  Quarters,  when  the  Sick  were  ordered  to  be 
fent  to  General  Hofpitals,  and  then  the  mortality  was  very  conflderable  indeed. 

26.  What  is  your  opinion  on  the  propriety  of  making  an  allowance  to  the  Surgeons  of  Regi- 
ments at  home,  in  order  to  provide  Medicines,  according  to  the  former  pradice,  inftead  of 

the  Medicines  being  fupplied  as  at  prefent  from  the  Army  Elaboratory  ? -A.  I fear  that 

under  every  circumfvance  it  would  not  be  attended  with  advantage.

dated  6th  July  t8oy. 

I ef.G  to  embrace  this  opportunity  of  correding  one  part  of  the  evidence  which  I gave  to  the 
Board  (fee  Anfwer  4.)  refpeding  the  Stores  at  Porcbefter  Caftle.  On  making  enquiry,  I find  that 
all  the  Invoices  of  the  divifions  of  Medicine  which  I examined  at  Porchefter,  are  the  Invoices  of 
the  A.pothecary  General,  and  ot  as  I imagined  Invoices  made  up  at  Plymouth,  Deal,  Sevenoaks, 
or  am.  intermediate  Depot,  where  thefe  Medicines  had  been  for  fotne  time.  This  corredion  of 
the  date  of  thefe  Invoices  it  will  be  perceived  is  very  material. 

Before  concluding,  I have  one  propofal,  which  as  I think,  if  adopted,  will  greatly  benefit  the 
Public  Service,  1 beg  you  will  make  to  the  Board  from  me. 

« I believe  that  in  the  courfe  of  my  evidence,  I faid  that  though  the  lofs  to  the  Public  by  the 
damage  of  Articles  of  Medicine  was  very  confiderable  at  Porcheller  Caftle,  yet  that  the  damage  of 
Surgical  Inftruments  was  flill  greater;  the  accumulation  of  thtfe  at  Porchefter  is  irnmenfe,  the 
value  of  them  or  rather  the  firft  coft  of  them  very  confiderable.  My  propofal  is,  that  henceforth 
Staff  Surgeons  fhall  provide  their  own  Inftruments,  and  be  anfwerable  that  they  are  complete,  and 
in  perfed  order  at  all  times  when  called  for,  as  Regimental  Surgeons  now  do.  If  they'  do  this 
on  Service  or  on  Foreign  Stations,  it  will  be  neeefiary  that  each  Staff  Surgeon  has  two  or  three  fets, 
and  it  will  be  but  fair,  that  for  this  an  allowance  be  made  to  them.” 

The  prefent  Magazines  of  Surgical  Inftruments  at  Porchefter,  Hie  of  Vv  ight,  and  York  Hofpi- 
' tal,  fufficient  for  alfthe  Armies  in  Europe  for  a Century,  might  be  repaired  by  London  Cutlers  ; a 
27,  3 A moderate 
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moderate  price  fhould  be  put  on  them,  and  Staff  and  Regimental  Surgeons  ought  henceforth  to 
provide  themfelves  with  Inftruments  from  this  Grand  Magazine. 

I remember  the  time,  when  the  Inftruments  of  Regimental  Surgeons  were  not  in  the  mod  per- 
fect ftate  ; it  is  now  part  of  my  duty  to  inlpedf  the  Inftruments  of  every  Regimental  Surgeon,  and 
to  fee  that  they  are  complete  and  in  good  order ; and  I almoft  invariably  find  them  in  as  good  order 
as  in  any  Cutler’s  Shop.  The  Inftruments  arc  now  the  property  of  the  Surgeons.

the  Stores,  which  being  approved  of  by  him,  I carried  into  execution,  and  then  returned 
fome  time  afterwards  had  an  Official  Notice,  that  I was  to  be 


myfelf  to  England  ; and  fome 
placed  on  Half-pay  ; but  His  Majefty  has  been  pleafed,  in  coniideration  of  my  Services, 
to  allow  me  to  retain  my  full  Pay  of  three  pounds  per  diem. 


Q__  2.  From  the  opportunities  of  Obfervation  which  you  have  had  during  tbefe  different  periods 
of  Service,  what  is  your  opinion  on  the  formation  of  the  Medical  Staff  for  Expeditions,  particularly 
in  refpedt  of  the  number  and  the  different  fttuations  of  the  perfons  attached  to  the  Staff,  and  of  the 

controul  and  rank  given  to  them  in  relation  to  each  other?— A.  In  the  Weft  Indies  a larger 

Staff  appears  to  me  neceffary,  for  obvious  caufes,  than  in  Europe.  In  the  inrtance  of 


Sir  Ralph  Abercrombie’s  Expedition  in  1795,!  found  it  neceffary  on  my  arrival  at 
Portfmouth,  to  apply  for  an  additional  number  of  Hofpita!  Mates;  in  other  refpects,  the 
Medical  Staff  of  that  Expedition  was  lufficient,  according  10  the  beft  of  my  recollediion. 

With  refpedt  to  the  Eftabliihment  with  the  Expedition  to  the  Texei,  I have  not  at 
this  moment  a recollection  of  the  original  number,  but  I well  remember  that  I had  oc- 
cafion,  from  circumftances  unforefeen,  to  require,  foon  after  our  arrival  in  Holland, 
additional  affiftance  of  Hofpitai  Mates. 

With  regard  to  the  Staff  for  the  Egyptian  Expedition,  I have  already  faid  that  I 
joined  the  Army  in  Marmorice  Bay,  where  I received  from  Dodtor  Frank,  then  at  the 
Head  cf  the  Department,  a return  of  the  Officers  under  his  direclion,  which  thinking 
inadequate  to  the  Service  in  point  of  number,  I made  application  for  additional  affiftance 
from  home,  but  in  the  mean  time  I folicited  all  the  affiftance  that  could  be  fupplied  from 
Malta,  Minorca,  and  Gibraltar,  (I  think)  and  the  Navy  alfo  aforded  me  that  affiftance, 
which  I couid  not  have  done  without.  Some  additiopal  afliftance  foon  arrived  from 
England,  and  on  my  return  from  Egypt,  1 found  at  Malta  a number  who  had  arrived 
there,  fome  of  whom  I diredted  to  proceed  to  Egypt,  and  others  were  remanded  to 
England,  becaufe  their  fervices  were  no  longer  required. 

With  refpedt  to  the  fituations,  I think  that  for  particular  fervices  it  would  be  more 
convenient  to  employ  a greater  number  of  Deputy  Infpeclors  cr  Surgeons  than  Phy- 
ficians,  becaufe  they  can  be  occafionally  employed  either  Medically  or  Surgically. 

With  regard  to  the  controul  and  the  rank  in  relation  to  each  other,  I think  the  pre- 
sent fyftem  founded  on  good  principles. 


Examination  of  THOMAS  YOUNG,  Efq.  Infpedtor  of  Hofpitals ;

Qt1-  IN  what  capacities,  and  during  what  periods,  have  you  ferved  as  a Medical  Officer  in 

the  Army? A.  Early  in  1776,  1 was  appointed  an  Hofpita!  Mate  in  America,  and  adfed  for  a 

time  as  Surgeon  to  the  fecond  Battalion  of  Grenadiers.  In  1778,  1 was  fent  to  the 


Bahama  Iftands,  with  a detachment  of  the  Garrifon  Battalion,  and  remained  there 
about  eleven  months.  In  1780,  I was  appointed  Surgeon  to  the  firft  Battalion  of  the 
Royal  Regiment  of  Foot,  then  embarking  for  the  Weft  Indies.  In  1791  and  1792, 
I was  appointed  Garrifon  Surgeon  in  the  llleof  Grenada.  In  the  latter  end  of  March 
1793,  I was  lent  to  the  Continent  of  Europe  as  Senior  Surgeon  to  the  Forces  under 
the  Command  of  His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York,  from  whence  I returned  in 
the  latter  end  of  1794  or  beginning  of  17-95.  I was  afterwards  ordered  to  Hampfhire, 
to  infpedt  the  Barracks  and  Hofpitals  of  the  Forces  under  the  Command  of  Lieutenant 
General  Prefcott.  In  Auguft  1795, 1 was  appointed  Infpedlor  General  of  Hofpitals 
to  the  Forces  under  the  Orders  of  the  late  General  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby,  then  about 
to  proceed  to  the  Weft  Indies.  During  my  attendance  on  that  Expedition,  I vifited 
many  of  the  Iftands,  and  infpedted  the  Hofpitals.  The  then  Commander  in  Chief 
Lieutenant  General  Cuyler,  who  fucceeded  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby,  directed  me  to 
appropriate  a fufficient  Staff  for  the  feveral  Colonies,  with  Stores  and  Medicines  to  be 
occafionally  fupplied  from  the  General  Depots  at  Martinique  and  Barbadoes,  and  to 
remand  the  Supernumerary  Staff'  to  England  ; and  as  my  prefence  was  no  longer 
neceffary,  I then  alfo  returned,  and  was  placed  upon  Half-pay;  Upon  the  Expedition 
to  the  Texei  in  1799,  I was  again  employed  as  Infpedtor  General  of  Hofpitals,  and 
remained  there  till  the  clofe  of  that  Service.  In  November  1800,  I was  again  called 
upon  to  refume  rpy  ftation  in  the  Army  in  the  Mediterranean,  and  I joined  it  in  Mar- 
morice Bay,  in  Alia  Minor,  and  proceeded  with  that  Army  to  Egypt,  where  1 re- 
mained with  it  until  it  was  again  neceffary  to  reduce  the  Staff;  and  in  November  1801, 
I returned  to  Malta,  where  I fubmitted  to  Lieutenant  General  Fox,  the  then  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  a Plan  for  the  proper  Arrangement  of  the  Medical  Staff,  and  of 
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Q.  3.  From  the  fame  opportunities  of  judging,  what  is  your  opinion  in  refpe£I  of  the  Quantity

which  Medicines  are  afterwards  fupplied  ? A.  I think  the  general  Arrangement  of  Medicines 

fent  out  with  Foreign  Expeditions  is  imperfedt,  many  of  the  Articles  not  being  wanted, 
according  to  the  modern  practice  of  the  Army  ; nor  are  they,  in  my  opinion,  properly 
proportioned.  The  future  fupply,  in  my  opinion,  fiiould  be  governed  by  requihtions 
from  the  Head  of  the  Department  abroad  to  the  Surgeon  General,  except  upon  parti- 
cular occahons  where  the  urgency  of  the  Service  renders  it  neceffary  to  provide  them 
on  the  fpot. 


Q.  4.  Is  the  mode  adopted  with  Expeditions  abroad,  of  fuperintenaing  and  controlling  the  Ex- 
I penditure  of  Medicines  and  Kofpital  Stores,  fufficient,  in  your  opinion,  to  prevent  Wafte  and  Pecu- 
lation ?- A.  I think,  it  is,  under  attentive  fuperintendance. 

Qa  5-  When  it  is  deemed  neceffary  to  procure  any  Medicines  or  Hofpital  Stores  abroad,  on  what 
■ authority  are  they  procured,  and  how  and  by  whom  are  the  Prices  paid  for  them  checked  and  n(~ 

: certained  to  be  juft  ? A.  They  are  procured  on  a reprefentation  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  by 

jl  the  Head  of  the  Medical  Department.  It  would  be  the  Duty  of  the  Head  of  the  Depart- 

ment to  check  the  prices  and  afeertain  them  to  be  juft  ; but  except  in  Egypt,  I do  not 
recollect  that  any  Medicines  or  Stores  were  purchaled  abroad. 

Q.  6.  Has  it  appeared  to  you  that  the  Returns  which  are  periodically  made  to  the  Medical  Board 
I at  home,  are  fufficient  to  enable  the  members  of  it  to  judge  of  the  condudt  of  the  Medical  Staff,

fent  home  from  the  Weft  Indies,  while  I was  Infpedtor  General  there,  related  to  the 
Pick  and  wounded  admitted,  died,  and  difeharged ; and  there  were  feveral  other  Returns 
made,  but  of  what  defeription  I do  not  immediately  recollect,  and  not  having  thofe 
Returns  before  me,  I cannot  give  any  further  anfwer  to  the  queftion.  (a) 

With  refpedt  to  the  Expeditions  Egypt,  the  nature  of  the  fervice  did  not  admit  of 
many  Returns  being  made.  Some  were  made  by  the  Purveyor,  but  £0  what  purport  I 
do  not  at  this  moment  remember. 


7.  Have  you  any  information  to  communicate  relative  to  the  quality  and  fttnefs  of  the 
I Medicines,  and  of  the  Surgical  Inftruments  fent  out  to  the  Weft  Indies  during  the  laft  war,  and 

of  the  manner  in  which  they  were  packed  ? A.  There  were  a great  number  of  Articles  ofMedical 

Stores  fent  out  that  appeared  to  me  to  be  totally  unneceffary  for  the  Army  Medical  Practice 
in  thofe  Colonies,  which,  on  my  return  to  England,  I fuggefted  to  be  fent  to  America 
to  be  fold.  I think  the  packing  in  general  was  not  proper,  for  the  Liquids  and 

! Powders  fhould  have  been  packed  in  feperate  boxes.  Part  of  the  Surgical  inftru- 

ments arrived  in  unferviceable  condition,  but  from  what  caufe  I cannot  fay.  Previous 
to  my  departure  from  the  Weft  Indies  in  1798,  I fummoned  a Medical  Board,  to 

! report  to  me  what  Medicines  they  conceived  to  be  neceffary  for  Weft  India  practice 

in  the  Army,  and  which  Report  I tranfmitted  to  the  Surgeon  General  ; but  I do  not 
know  whether  it  was  ever  added  upon. 

8.  Have  you  heard  that  a fhip  containing  Army  Medicines,  was  deftroyed  in  the  harbour 
of  Bridge-Town,  Barbadoes,  during  the  laft  war,  owing,  as  was  fuppofed,  to  fotne  cf  the  prepara- 

j tions  (from  bad  package)  coming  in  contact  and  catching  fire  ? A.  I never  heard  of  the  cir- 

cumftance. 

9.  Whilft  you  ferved  as  Surgeon  to  the  Forces  on  the  Continent  in  1793  ar)d  1 704.,  had 
I you  opportunity  of  obferving  the  Expenditure  in  the  Hofpitals,  particularly  of  Wine  ?— A.  I was 
fo  generally  with  ihe  Army  in  the  Field,  that  1 had  little  opportunity  of  knowing  of 
the  Expenditure  in  the  Hofpitals. 

Q_.  10.  What  is  your  opinion  of  the  propriety  of  the  Eftablilhment  of  Medicine  Depots  in  the 

1!  Weft  Indies,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  they  are  fupplipd  and  conducted  ? A.  I think  it  is 

indifpenfibly  necefiary  that  there  Ihould  be  Depots  of  Medicines  in  the  Weft  Indies. 
With  regard  to  the  kind  of  fupply  of  Medicines  to  the  Weft  Indies,  I have  already 
fpoken.  The  Depots  appeared  during  my  time  to  be  properly  conduced. 


11.  During  your  fervice  in  the  Mediterranean,  particularly  in  Egypt,  did  you  ever  notice 
lj  that  the  Medicines  fent  from  England,  were  of  bad  quality,  or  that  any  injury  had  arifen  from  the 

•;  bad  package  of  them  ? A.  I can  fay  nothing  as  to  their  quality,  for  it  was  not  in  my  power  to 

examine  them,  but  I never  heard  that  their  quality  was  complained  of.  In  refpedf  of 
the  package,  1 have  known  that  fome  fets  of  Inftruments  fent  out,  were  fpoiled  by 
improper  package,  as  I have  underftood,  from  lome  Oil  of  Vitriol  being  packed  in 
the  fame  cafes  with  them. 

1 2'  As  the  Surgeons  attached  to  Regiments  are  required  to  provide  their  own  Inftruments, 
what  is  the  expediency  of  the  Staff  Surgeons  being  furnifhed  with  Inftruments  at  the  public 
expence  ? A.  I do  not  know. 

Q,  13-  Can  you  fuggeft  any  alteration  in  the  general  arrangement  and  conduct  of  the  Medical 
Staff  on  Foreign  Service,  or  in  the  mode  of  furnifhing  Medicines  and  Hofpital  Stores,  and  of 
accounting  for  the  expenditure  of  them,  or  in  any  branch  of  the  Army  Medical  Department  at 
home  or  abroad,  which  you  think  may  be  beneficial  to  the  Public  ?— — A.  Poftponed.  (b)

A.  6.  (a)  I communicated  to  the  Surgeon  Genera!  from  time  to  time,  from  the  Well- 

Indies,  every  Report  and  Return  which  I conceived  necelTary  for  his  informa- 
tion. 


Mr.  Young  was  then  further  examined  as  follows  : 


Q.  14.  Do  you  think  that  perfons  who  have  never  been  upon  any  Foreign  Medical  Service, 
can  be  competent  to  judge  of  the  neceffary  Medicines  and  Hofpital  Stores  wanted  from  time  to 

time  for  fuch  Service  ? A.  1 think  not  fo  much  fo  as  thofe  who  have  been  employed  on 

Foreign  Service. 

Q.  15.  Would  any  benefit  to  the  Service,  in  your  opinion,  be  obtained  by  requiring  the  Candi- 
dates for  Medical  'and  Surgical  Appointments  in  the  Army  to  go  through  a certain  Courfe  of 

Attendance  and  of  Ledlures  at  an  Army  Hofpital  previous  to  their  being  employed  ? A.  I 

think  there  would.

The  following  was  received  fiom  Mr.  Young  in  writing  in  anfwer  to  the  polfponed 
Queftion  of  his  Examination. 


A.  13.  (b)  In  anfwering  the  thirteenth  Query,  allow  me  to  fet  out  by  remarking  in  general, 

that,  when  firll  I had  the  honour  of  being  Chief  of  a Medical  Staff  abroad,  I 
was  altogether  unprovided  with  Inffrudfions  for  my  guidance,  found  it  ne- 
ceffary  wholly  to  fyllemize  the  proceedings  of  the  Dep  artment,  and  with  that 
view  framed  Regulations  for  the  Purveyors  and  other  Officers;  Copies  of  which 
Regulations  I left  with  my  fucceffors  at  the  feveral  places  wheie  I had  prefided, 
and  which  probably  at  this  day  continue  to  be  followed.  Some  points  in  the 
Query,  it  appears  to  me,  may  be  belt  anfwered  by  a reference  to  claufes  in  the 
Inffrudtions  herewith  tranfmitted,  which  were  compiled  by  mvfelf  for  the 
regulation  of  Purveyors,  and  were  approved  of  by  the  late  General  Sir 
Ralph  Abercrombie,  than  whom  no  man  ever  paid  more  Uriel  attention  to 
the  intereft  and  economy  of  the  Public  Service.  Being  the  original,  I requeft  it 
may  be  returned  to  me. 

The  Query  feems  to  be  formed  of  four  different  Claufes,  which  I take  the  liberty  to  feparate  as 
under,  and  anfwer  in  order. 

iff.  Can  you  fuggetl  any  alteration  in  the  general  arrangement  and  condudl  of  the  Medical 
Staff  on  Foreign  Service  ? 

2d.  Or  any  mode  of  furnishing  Medicines  and  Hofpital  Stores? 

3d.  And  of  accounting  for  the  Expenditure  of  them  ? 

4th.  Or  in  any  branch  of  the  Army  Medical  Department  at  home  or  abroad,  which  you 
think  may  be  beneficial  to  the  Public. 


In  anfwer  to  Claufe  iff,  I beg  leave  to  fubmit  the  following  Remarks.  I would  recommend 
that  particular  attention  fhould  be  had  in  the  feledtion  of  Officers  for  Foreign  Service.  The  Head 
t>f  the  Medical  Department  fhould  be  permitted  to  point  out  the  number  and  rank  of  Officers  for 
the  particular  fervice  in  which  he  is  to  be  engaged.  Being  held  refponuble  for  the  conduct  of  his 
Staff,  it  feems  reafonable  that  he  fhould  have  the  nomination  of  the  Officers  with  whom  he  is 
to  a£t.  v 

As  to  the  effablifhment  of  a Regimental  Staff,  I conceive  that  one  well  qualified  Surgeon  and 
two  Afliftants  fhould  be  appointed  to  each  Regiment  on  Foreign  Duty;  wiuen  would  coniiderably 
eafe  the  General  Hofpital  Department. 

I here  think  it  right  to  notice  the  following  occurrence.  When  I had  the  honour  of  being  atthehead 
cf  the  Medical  Departure:  t at  different  times,  on  various  fervices  abroad,  It  repeatedly  happened 
that  I found  a deficiency  in  the  number  of  Hofpital  Mates,  a ciafs  of  Officers  whom  I have 
always  CQiffi.dered  as  of  very  material  importance  to  ihe  Army.  My  requifitions  to  the  Surgeon 
General  from  time  to  time  for  this  ciafs  of  Officers  did  not  always  procure  me  the  number 
wanted.  In  place  of  Hofpital  Mates,  Commiffioned  Officers  were  fometimes  fent,  who  being 
reported  by  me  in  my  public  capacity  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  as  fuperabundant,  were  directed 
by  him  to  be  returned  to  England,  fo  that  great  inconvenience  was  created  to  the  Officers  them- 
felves,  and  an  unneceflary  expence  to  the  country.  It  would  have  been  hard  to  have  retained  them, 
and  to  have  failed  to  fill  fuch  vacancies  as  might  through  deaths,  Sit.  occur,  by  the  promotion  of 
Officers  in  inferior  iiaiions,  vho  had  for  confiderable  periods  been  employed  in  adfivc  and  arduous 
Duties,  which  they  had  performed  to  my  fatisfadlien. 
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It  is  unqueflionable,  that  the  great  expence  of  Medicines,  Stores,  and  Inftruments,  may,  under 
a proper  arrangement,  be  greatly  diminifhed..  I here  candidly  and  freely  Rate  my  opinion  on 
regulations  for  their  requifition,  their  purchafe,  their  conveyance  abroad,  and  their  prelervation. 

It  is  obvious,  that  for  troops  gomg  to  different  climates,  or  to  be  engaged  in  fervices  of  different 
deferiptions,  a difference  in  the  kinds  of  Stores  to  be  provided  may  be  neceffary.  In  the  event  of 
an  Expedition  taking  place,  if  it  can  poffibly  be  done,  it  would  be  proper  to  give  a confidential  com- 
munication to  the  Medical  Commanding  Officer  of  the  fervice  to  be  undertaken,  that  he  may  be 
enabled  tojudge  ofthe  quantity  and  quality  of  Stores,  &c.  proper  for  fuch  fervice,  and  which  fhould 
be  fubinitted  to  the  head  of  the  Department  at  home.  Requifitions  from  the  Officers  dire&ing  the 
Department  abroad  to  the  Department  at  home  fhould  be  punctually  complied  with,  and  thefe 
Officers  beheld  ftridtly  refponfible  for  their  requifitions.  I had  frequently  occafion  to  regret  that 
my  communications  were  not  pointedly  attended  to. 

The  Purveyor  and  Apothecary  fhould  give  timely  notice  to  the  head  of  the  Department  of  the 
decreafe  of  Stores  under  their  feveral  charges,  that  (applies  may  be  piocured  from  England,  to  prevent 
the  purchafe  cf  them  abroad  at  a greater  expence  to  the  Public. 

Medicines  have,  I believe,  in  general  been  provided  by  the  Apothecary  General  from  the  Army 
EJaboratory,  unlefs  his  Patent  fecure  to  him  the  excluiive  privilege  of  furnilhing  Medicines  ; it 
would  be  defirable  that  a companion  be  made  between  the  prices  and  qualities  of  thole  he  furnifties, 
and  of  the  Medicines  at  Apothecaries’  Hail,  and  a preference  be  given  where  they  can  be 
of  the  bed  quality  and  at  the  cheapeft  rate.  It  is  certain  that  a proper  arrangement  and 
ment  of  them  would  greatly  diminifh  the  expence  to  Government, 

The  Stores  have  ufually  been  provided  by  the  Meffrs.  Trotters,  and  I do  not  know  that  they  Purchafe  of  Stores, 
could  be  furnifhed  from  any  better  quarter.  I may  remark,  however,  that  the  expence  to  Govern- 
ment might  be  conliderably  reduced  by  a proper  arrangement  and  abridgment  of  thofe  Stores. 

The  following  Miscellaneous  Obfervations,  which  feem  proper  under  this  Claufe,  would,  i am  of 
opinion,  if  attended  to  in  practice,  tend  materially  to  economise  and  preferve  Stores,  Inftruments, 
and  Medicines. 

Ointments  fhould  be  furnifhed  in  fuch  quantities  only  as  may  be  wanted  for  immediate  ufe.  By  Ointments, 
fupplying  the  Articles  for  compounding  them  they  may  be  made  frelh  on  the  fpot  when  nee  ded. 

As  confedlions  too,  are  apt  to  ferment  in  hot  climates,  the  Materials  for  making  them  fhould  be  Confections, 
furnifhed  in  like  manner,  and  for  the  fame  reafom 

Inftruments  when  ferit  abroad,  fhould  in  all  refpeefs  be  guarded  againft  being  injured.  To  Inftiuments. 
effedt  this,  I would  recommend  that  befides  being  put  in  their  own  cafes,  they  fhould  be  packed 
in  clofe  dove-tailed  cafes  painted,  have  one  or  two  oil-llcin  covers  over  all,  be  properly  corded  and 
placed  in  the  (hip’s  cabin  in  a dry,  fife  fituation.  For  cleaning  and  repairing  Inftruments  as  occa- 
sions might  require,  it  would  be  expedient  that  a Cutler,  with  apparatus,  fhould  be  attached  to  the 
Apothecary  having  charge  of  Medicines  and  Inftruments. 

The  praflice  obfervedat  the  Army  Elaboratory  of  putting  Liquids  in  thin  glafshottles,  is  highly  Liquid*, 
objedfionable.  Double  flint  or  ftrong  thick  bottle  glals  fhould  be  preferred. 

Powders  I conceive  would  be  better  fecured  in  thick  bottle  glafs  than  in  tin  car.ifters,  the  latter  Powders, 
being  apt  to  imbibe  humidity. 

Oil  of  Vitriol  fhould  be  put  in  fecure  veffels  and  placed  by  itfelf,  to  guard  againft:  the  danger  of  the  Oil  of  Vitriol, 
mifenievous  effects  which  would  refuit  from  it,  were  it  to  come  in  contact  with  other  (tores. 

With  reipect  to  Wine,  I refer  to  Article*  24th  of  the  accompanying  InftrucHons  for  Purveyors,  wine, 
and  recommend  the  observance  of  th2t  Article  as  the  beft  mode  of  fupplying  Wine. 


Ships  for  the  conveyance  of  Stores,  Medicines,  and  Inftruments,  fhould  be  particularly  examined 
and  ascertained  to  be  fea- worthy,  and  in  every  re-fpect  fit  for  that  fervice,  to  prevent  the  recurrence 
■of  the  very  great  leffes  fuftained  by  Government  from  inattention  to  this  matter.  The  Tranfport 
Board  fhould  in  future  be  held  refponlible. 

In  carrying  Cafes  to  the  places  of  embarkation,  to  prevent  breakage,  care  fhould  be  taken  to 
■convey  them  properly  with  their  tops  uppermoft,  and  that  they  fhould  not  be  rolled,  as  1 have 
underftood  h2S  happened.  Care  likewife  fhould  be  obferved  that  the  Articles  rr.oft  likely  to  be 
fooneft  wanted,  fhould  be  placed  where  there  may  be  eafy  accefs  to  them,  as  I have  feen  much 
difficulty  refuit  from  hafty  and  injudicious  ftowage;  I would  upon  the  whole,  recommend  that  the 
Officer  whofe  particular  duty  it  is,  fhould  bellow  the  utmoft  attention  in  the  infpeeffon  of  the  Stores, 
Inftruments,  and  Medicines, 3 previous  to  and  after  they  are  packed,  and  that  a proper  Officer  be 
appointed  to  fuperintend  their  Embarkation. 

Befides  the  utility  of  a Cutler  to  be  attached  to  the  Apothecaries’  Department,  for  the  purpofe 
already  notised,  it  would  be  highly  advantageous  that  a Cooper,  a Joiner,  and  a Mattrefs-maker,  a 
clafs  of  fervants  who  might  be  obtained  from  the  Out-penfioners,  fhould  be  attached  to  the  Purvey- 
or’s Department  for  the  purpofes  following  : The  Cooper  to  make  and  repair  the  Cafks  and  Cafes ;

* When  Wine  is  received  by  the  Purveyor,  every  Cafk  fhould  be  guaged,  and  the  quantity  it  con- 
tains certified  under  the  hands  of  the  Captain  of  the  veffel  from  whom  it  has  been  received.  A fam- 
fte  of  the  Wine  fhould  be  left  under  the  Purveyor’s  Seal,  that  the  quality  of  it  may  at  any  time  be 
ascertained  by  the  Infpedtor  General,- fhould  any  complaint  be  made  to  him. 
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the  Joiner  to  make  and  repair  Bedfteads,  cot-frames,  &c. ; and  the  Mattrefs-maker  to  repair  bed- 
J ding,  tents,  &c.  all  which  are  Cervices  frequently  in  demand. 

Soft  Bread,  Frefh  provifions,  and  other  articles  ufually  provided  by  the  Commiflariat,  I conceive 
fhould  be  continued  through  the  fame  channel. 

The  17th  Article*  of  the  accompanying  Inftrudlions  for  Purveyors,  appears  connected  with 
this  part  of  the  Query,  and  to  that  Article  therefore  I beg  to  refer. 

For  the  better  management  of  the  Apothecary  Department,  I would  recommend  that  an  intelli- 
gent Apothecary,  a man  of  probity,  fhould  be  appointed  at  each  Depot,  to  take  charge  of  all 
Medicines,  Inflruments,  &c.  and  to  account  for  the  Receipts,  Blues,  and  Expenditure  of  them  in  the 
feveral  General  and  Regimental  Hofpitals.  He  fhould  make  his  Reports  every  week,  and  be  pro- 
vided with  as  many  Mates  as  may  be  deemed  neceffary  for  his  affiftance.  No  other  duty  fhould 
be  exacted  from  him,  and  it  v/ouid  feern  reafonable  to  allow  him  the  Pay  and  Half-Pay  of  a Staff 
Surgeon. 

An  Officer  of  the  Commiflariat  Department  fhould  form  one  of  a Board  to  meet  weekly,  for  the 
purpofe  of  examining  the  Purveyor’s  Accounts,  by  comparing  the  Blues  of  the  Commiffiiry  with 
the  Purveyor’s  Receipts.  Thefe  fhould  Oe  made  up  and  transferred  quarterly  to  the  Commiflariat 
Department,  the  Purveyor  receiving  a Receipt  as  his  voucher. 


In  my  Anfwer  to  this  part  of  the  Query,  I would  deem  it  unbecoming  to  make  perfonal  aliufions  to 
the  conduct  of  any  of  the  Individuals  forming  the  Army  Medical  Board.  It  is  efficient  for  me  to 
f2y  that  it  has  long  been  my  opinion  that  the  duties  of  the  Department  at  Home  might  be  conducted 
as  has  been  done  before,  by  one  intelligent  Officer,  whoever  his  Majefty  might  appoint,  aided  by 
fuch  affiftance  as  might  be  deemed  expedient.  Their  appointments  fhould  be  fuch,  that  their  whole 
attention  might  be  given  to  that  important  Office. 

Should  the  Commiffioners,  however,  be  of  opinion  that  three  would  conduct  the  Duties  of  the 
Department  better  than  one,  it  is  neceflary  for  me  to  ftate  that  it  appears  to  me,  a reform  in  the 
prefent  Board  would  be  highly  proper.

Q^  j.  WHAT  has  been  your  Service  in  the  Military  Medical  Department  in  India? A.  In 

J the  ufual  mode  in  which  the  Medical  Department  in  the  Eaft  India  Service  is  regulated, 

I went  into  it  as  an  Affiftant  Surgeon  in  the  year  1795,  and  became  Surgeon  in  courfe 
of  feniority  ; I ferved  in  the  General  Hofpital  at  Calcutta,  from  whence  I was  detached 
to  Ceylon,  and  was  eventually  appointed  Garrifon  Surgeon  at  Point  deGalle,  where 
I ferved  feven  years. 

Qk  2.  Whilft  you  ferved  as  Garrifon  Surgeon  in  Ceylon,  did  you  notice  the  Medicines  and 

Holpita!  Mateiials  and  Stores  received  from  England  ? A.  [ once  had  an  opportunity  of  feeing 

an  inveftment  of  Medicines  landed  at  Point  de  Galle  for  the  ufe  of  the  Troops  in  the 
Bland,  which  I was  ordered  to  take  charge  of,  until  they  could  be  removed  to  Head 
Quarters. 

Qc3-  What  was  your  opinion  as  to  the  quantity,  the  afTortment,  and  quality  of  the  Articles,  and 

the  manner  in  which  they  were  packed  ? A.  My  orders  were  to  divide  the  packages  which  were 

large,  io  as  to  make  them  of  a fize  convenient  to  be  carried  by  land  to  Colombo. 
They  appeared  to  have  been  well  packed,  and  the  quality,  as  far  as  I recoiled!,  was 
pretty  good ; but  there  were  feveral  Articles  in  large  quantities,  which  appeared  to  be  of 
little  or  no  ufe  in  that  country;  and  I afterwards  heard  from  Mr.  Chriilie,  the  Staff 
Surgeon  and  Medical  Superintendant  of  Hofpitals,  that  fome  of  the  ufeful  and  efficient 
Medicines  were  in  fmali  quantities,  and  that  Articles  were  ftnt  out,  of  which  an 
abundance  could  be  procured  on  the  Bland,  fuch  as  Sago,  Sugar,  Crutches,  &c.

* A ftate  of  ail  expences  incurred  in  the  Hofpital,  is  to  be  prefented  weekly,  with  proper  vouchers 
for  the  examination  of  a Board;  when  approved,  all  the  Officers  compoftng  the  Board  fhould  ftgn  it  and 
return  it  to  the  Purveyor,  who  will  fend  a copy  of  it  to  the  Infpedior  General.  Thefe  collectively 
to  be  produced  to  the  Infpector  General  every  month,  to  be  examined  and  approved  previous  to 
their  going  to  the  Commilfary  of  Accounts.  The  Weekly  Returns  of  Expenditures  being  abfo- 
lutely  neceflary,  muft  be  conducted  regularly  by  the  commillioned  Officers  attending  the  Tick,  for 
which  purpofe  the  Ward  Mailer  or  Clerk  viflting  with  the  Medical  Attendants  will  take  every 
article  down,  and  fum  up  the  whole  in  their  prefence,  and  take  an  abftracl  of  each  day’s  expenditure, 
nnd  at  the  end  of  each  week  compare  his  own  private  note  with  the  Diet  Table  and  Steward’s  Books.

them  ? — • — A.  I did  not  infpedt  the  Inftruments  received  at  that  time.  ^ ^ — * 

5.  What  is  the  defcription  of  the  Medical  Perfons  attached  to  the  Army  in  India? 

A.  There  is  a feparate  Medical  Eftablifhment  in  each  Prefidency;  that  at  Madras, 
which  I am  bed  acquainted  with,  confifted  of  a Board  formed  of  the  three  Senior 
Surgeons  of  the  Medical  Department  of  Staff  Surgeons  (called  Superintending  Sur- 
geons of  Divifions)  ; of  Surgeons  and  Affiftant  Surgeons,  who  are  promoted  accor- 
ding to  feniority.  There  are  no  Phyficians  on  the  Eftablifhment  in  the  Company’s 
Service. 

0^6.  Who  is  refponfible  for  the  appointment  to  Medical  Situations? A.  The  Medical 

Board  ufed  formerly  to  nominate  to  Situations,  but  for  leveral  years  paft,  the  patronage 
is  entirely  with  the  Governor  and  Council. 

Q.  7.  What  are  the  Duties  of  the  Medical  Board?— — A.  Their  Duties  are  to  fuperintend 
the  conduit  of  the  whole  Department.  The  Superintending  Sugeons  of  Divifions 
receive  from  the  Surgeons  and  Affiflant  Surgeons  within  their  Diftricts,  monthly 
Reports,  which  they  communicate  to  the  Board,  v/ith  fuch  general  report  andcommenc 
as  they  may  deem  neceffary,  and  the  Board  reports  on  the  whole  to  the  Commander 
in  Chief;  the  Board  has  alfo  the  immediate  fuperintendance  of  the  General  Hofpitai  at 
Madras. 

Qa  8.  W hat  are  the  Duties  of  the  Staff  or  Superintending  Surgeons  of  Divifions? —A.  The 

Duties  of  the  Superintending  Surgeons  of  Divifions  are  to  infpecl  the  Kofpitals  within 
their  Divifions,  and  to  regulate  the  practice  of  the  Surgeons  and  Affiflant  Surgeons; 
to  receive  monthly  from  each  a copy  of  a daily  Journal  (which  it  is  their  duty  ro 
keep)  of  the  number  of  Sick  admitted,  their  difeafes,  treatment,  and  the  event;  the 
quantity  of  Medicines  expended,  remaining,  and  wanted.  It  is  alfo  their  Duty  to 
infpedl  each  Hofpitai  in  their  Divifion  once  in  three  months. 

0,9-  Does  the  Company  furnifh  Medicines  to  the  Surgeons  of  Regiments,  or  have  they  an 

allowance  for  providing  them  ? A.  The  Surgeons  and  Affiflant  Surgeons  are  fupplied  by  the 

Company  with  Medicines  imported  from  Europe  on  an  Indent  approved  and  counter- 
fig  ned  by  the  Staff  Surgeon  of  the  Divifion.  All  the  country  Medicines  and  other 
neceffaries  for  the  Sick,  are  fupplied  by  the  Surgeons  and  Affiflant  Surgeons,  for  which 
they  have  a fpecified  allowance  from  the  Company. 

Or  10.  What  is  the  Eftablifhment  of  the  Medical  Department,  when  the  Army  takes  the  Field 

for  adlive  fervice  ? A.  The  fyffem  is  the  fame  as  I have  already  dated,  with  the  addition  of  a 

Staff  Surgeon  appointed  to  fuperintend  the  whole  Medical  Department  of  the  Army, 
and  a Medical  Gentleman  to  take  charge  of  the  Hofpitai  Stores  ; there  is  fometimes 
occafion  for  three  or  four  additional  Affiftant  Surgeons,  who  are  at  the  difpofal  of  the 
Staff  Surgeons. 

11.  Is  it  your  opinion  that  th?  Medical  Department  of  the  Company’s  Army  in  India  is 
efficient  for  the  Service  ?■  ■ .A.  I conceive  it  is,  when  the  numbers  are  complete.

Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief’s  pleafure,  that  the  Order  for  pioviding 
General  Hofpitals  at  Dunrnow  and  Bury  St.  Edmunds  fcould  be  revoked,  buc  that  the  Beading 
and  Utenfils  fhculd  be  prepared  for  the  full  Eftabljfhments,  and  lodged  in  More  at  the  above  places  ; 
in  anfwerto  which,  I requeft  you  will  be  pleafed  to  inform  Mis  Royal  Highnefs,  that  in  confequence 
of  former  orders  to  that  effect,  I appointed  a regular  Hoipital  otaft  tor  each  of  the  places  in  qudcion, 
as  well  as  for  the  propofed  General  Hofpital  at  Edinburgh  (which  arrangement  has  fince  oeen  ap- 
proved by  His  Royal  Highnefs)  and  ordered  them,  with  the  requifite  complement  of  fuperior  (er- 
vants,  to  their  refpeCtive  deftinutiens.

HAVING  laid  before  the  Secretary  at  War  your  Letter  of  3d  inftant,  with  the  Papers  to 
which  it  refers,  I am  diredted  to  enquire  on  what  account  Meffrs.  Grant  and  Nicolay  have  been 
appointed  Principal  Medical  Officers,  when  it  appears  that  there  are  no  General  Hofpitals  at  the 
Pofts  where  they  are  refpedtively  Rationed,  nor  any  extraordinary  Medical  Duty  affigned  to  them. 

Mr.  Dundas,  in  making  this  enquiry,  jis  not  difpofed  to  objecl  to  granting  the  above  Officers 
the  ulual  Allowance  of  five  (hillings  a day,  for  the  period  that  has  elapfed  from  the  date  of  their 
Appointment  to  the  prefent  time,  although  it  may  appear  proper  not  to  continue  them  any  longer 
in  the  capacity  of  Principal  Medical  Officers.

Majefty’s  Foreign  Forces. 


Colonel  Nesbitt,  Infpeftor  General  of  the  Foreign  Corps,  having  in  September  17951 
reprdented  to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  that  it  would  be  advifabie  to  form  an  Hofpital  Staff  for 
the  fervice  of  the  Foreign  Corps  in  the  Britifh  Service,  compofed  of  qualified  Medical  Officers 
acquainted  with  the  Foreign  Languages,  &c.  Confi itution,  Cuftoms,  and  particular  Difeafes  of 
Foreign  Soldiers,  becaufe  it  was  (elf-evident,  and  muff  be  generally  admitted  that  the  greatelt 
confolation  for  any  perfon,  who  has  the  misfortune  to  want  Medical  or  Surgical  Afliftance,  is  to  be 
able  to  explain  his  Complaint,  and  converfe  with  thofe  Profeffional  Men  who  are  appointed  to 
attend  him  ; whereas  it  is  a truth  not  to  be  denied  or  conteffed,  that  the  moft  diflreffing  miftakes 
muff  aril'e,  when  Medical  Men  can  folely  be  informed  by  an  Interpreter,  or  only  guefs  by  figns, 
and  fuch  precarious  and  uncertain  means,  the  real  difeafe  and  conffitution  of  a Patient  put  under  their 
care.

Regulations.

MUTATIONS  and  REMARKS  fince  the  Effa- 
blimment  of  the  Foreign  Hofpital  Department 
on  the  25th  November  1795,  to  the  24th  June 
1807. 


On  the  25th  December  1802,  the  fituation  of 
Military  lnfpedtor  General  to  the  Foreign  Corps  was 
(upprelled,  and  the  Foreign  Depot  was  put  under  the 
immediate  orders  of  the  Infpedtor  General  of  the 
Britifh  Depot.  The  Foreign  Depot  was  however 
kept  feparate  under  a Deputy  Infpetffor  General  a£tirig 
under  the  fuperintendance  of  the  Infpedtor  General 
of  the  Britifh  Depot,  but  the  Medical  Department 
was  continued  upon  the  fame  footing,  and  thefe  In- 
ftru£lions  again  approved  by  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
by  Letter  ot  the  17th  January  1803,  of  which  an  Ex- 
tract is  here  added.  (A.) 


When  in  1798  moff  of  the  Foreign  Corps  was

Capitulation  or  Agreement,  figned  by  the 
InfpeCtor  General  with  the  approbation  of 
Government. 

Instructions  for  the  Chief  of  the  Fo- 
reign Hofpital  Staff. 

This  Chief  is  to  be  directed  to  frame 
with  all  pofiible  fpeed  the  neceffary  Regu- 
lations for  the  Foreign  Hofpital  and  Staff, 
and  to  be  recommended  to  him  to  affimi- 
late  thofe  Regulations  as  much  as  pofiible 
to  the  Regulations  of  Britifh  Hofpitals. 

Thofe  framed  Regulations  to  be  fub- 
mitted  to  the  opinion  of  the  InfpeCtor  '

as  may  from  time  to  time  be  pointed  out 
to  him  by  the  InfpeCtor  General.

On  the  8th  February  1800,  the  Chief  cf  this  Staff 
received  directions  from  the  Secretary  ar  War  to 
correfpond  with  the  Army  Medical  Board  refpeCting 
the  Surgical  and  Medical  Service  of  the  Foreign  Hof- 
pital Department,  without  going  through  theOffice  of 
the  Military  InfpcCtor  General,  and  the  Medical  Board 
received  alio  information  of  this  by  Letter  of  the  5th 
March  1800,  of  which  a Copy  is  here  annexed.  (C.) 

The  manner  in  which  money  was  to  be  drawn,  and 
the  method  of  fettling  the  Accornpts  was  likewife 
ordered  by  Letter  from  the  War  Office*  of  wh  ich  an 
ExtraCI  is  here  added.  (D.) 


A Capitulation  or  written  Agreement  as  here  alluded 
to,  was  figned  on  the  14th  March  1796  by  Colonel 
Nefbitt,  at  that  time  InfpeCtor-General  to  the  Foreign. 
Corps,  and  the  original  delivered  to  Dr.  Verfturme. 


A Regulation  for  the  Foreign  Hofpital  and  Staff 
made  by  Dr.  Verfturme  was  approved  on  the  i6tii 
March  -1796,  and  printed. 


In  1797  Government  ordered  to  the  Chief  Medi- 
cal InfpeCtor,  not  to  admit  as  Recruit  any  perfon  be- 
longing to  a country  at  war  with  England,  and  to  be 
particularly  attentive  that  no  Frenchman  fhould  flip 
amongft  them  under  a difguifed  name  or  country-. 
When  a perfon  of  that  description  was  difeovered,  he 
was  direCted  to  fecure  fuch  man,  and  to  report  him  to 
the  next  Britifh  Military  Commander,  but  on  no 
account  whatever  to  give  him  over  to  that  perfon  who 
inlifted  him,  or  propofed  him  for  Inflection;  he  was 
alfo  defired  not  to  propofe  in  future,  any  Medical 
Officer  for  the  Foreign  Hofpital  Staff,  but  fuch  as  was 
acquainted  with  the  German  Language. 

It  having  been  represented  to  Government,  that 
fev era-1  Hanoverian  Recruits  intended  for  the  King’s 
German  Legion  had  been  rejeCtecl  for  flight. DefeCt  sand 
fina'll  Ruptures,  with  whofe  Defers  and  Ruptures  they 
ferved  formerly  in  the  Hanoverian  Army,  and  that 
thofe  rejeClea  men  could  not  without  danger  return  to 
Hanover,  from  fear  to  be  ill-treated  by  the  French 
Army,  for  having  left  Germany  to  ferve  in  England, 
Ac.  &c.  Dr.  Verfturme  received  direction  in  No- 
vember 1803,  from  the  Commander  in  Chief  through 
Colonel  Howard,  to  admit  in  future  all  Hanoverian 
Recruits  with  fuch  flight  DefeCts  as  before  mentioned. 
In  confequence  of  this  order  about  igo  men  of  that 
description  have  been  ad  mitred,  but  their  DefeCts  ate 
mentioned  in  the  M-edic.fi  ioipecfioneis  Teturns. 
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As  it  may  happen  that  the  Services  of 
■this  MedicaJ  Chief  may  be  more  wanted 
in  a quarter  or  country  too  far  remote 
from  the  Foreign  Depot,  to  perform  the 
duty  at  both  places,  or  that  Government 
may  find  proper  to  order  him  on  duty 
abroad,  with  '.fitch  a number  of  Foreign  | 
Corps  in  the  Britifh  fcrvice,  or  in  the  j 
Britifh  pay,  by  which  his  prefence  there  j 
may  become  abfolutely  neceffary,  he  is  to 
be  directed  to  qualify  a perfon  of  his  Staff 
in  order  to  take  his  duty  at  the  Foreign 
.Depot,  during  his  ablence. 


The  Medical  Superintendance  ar.d  Infpedion  of  all 
Foreign  Corps  in  the  Britifh  Service,  though  not 
under  the  immediate  Military  Directions  of  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  Foreign  Depot,  remains  by 
order  ot  Government  always  under  the  direction  of 
the  Chief  of  the  Foreign  Hofpitals,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent impofttion  with  rcfpecb  to  the  Recruits  for  tnofe 
Corps,  and  for  many  other  obvious  reafons  pointed 
out  in  thefe  Inftrudions. 

When  the  King’s  German  Legion  was  raifed,  it 
was  therefore  alfo  put  under  the  Medical  direction  of 
the  Chief  of  the  Foreign  Medical  Staff,  as  proved  by  a 
Copy  of  the  Letter  from  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
here  added.  (E.) 


As  it  is  the  intention  of  Government 
'to  appoint  in  future  Medical  Officers  to 
the  Foreign  Corps  acquainted  with  the 
Foreign  Languages,  if  a fufficient  number 
of  well  qualified  perfons  can  be  obtained, 
but  as  it  is  alfo  the  intention  of  Govern- 
ment not  to  allow  Foreign  Medical  Offi- 
cers to  be  admitted,  but  thofe  who  can  give 
evident  proofs  of  their  profeffional  abilities, 
■it  is  expected  that  this  Chief  Medical 
Officer  will  always  be  prepared  when 
called  upon  by  Government,  or  the  Army 
Medical  Board,  to  give  his  opinion  or  any 
other  information  rel'peding  the  qualifica- 
tion, character,  &c.  of.  fuch  Medical 
Officers  already  admitted,  or  in  future  to 
be  admitted  ; and  it  is  likewife  expedited 
that  he  will  at  all  times  be  able  to  pro- 
pofe,  when  called  upon,  proper  perfons  for 
the  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  any  of 
the  Foreign  Corps. 

He  is  therefore  authorized  to  fubmit  to 
Government,  through  the  Infpedor  Ge- 
neral, fuch  a Plan  as  he  may  deem  necef- 
fary, in  order  to  provide  fuch  Medical 
Officers  when  neceffary. 


In  January  1803,  it  was  propofed  by  the  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Foreign  Ilofpital  Staff, 
Dr.  Verfrurme  (F.)  that  in  future  all  Foreign  Medi- 
cal Officers  fhould  be  examined  by  the  Medical 
Board,  before  definitively  admitted  into  the  Britifh. 
Service,  and  to  give  to  them  the  fame  Denomination, 
Bay.  Allowances,  &c.  as  to  thofe  of  the  Britifh  Hofpital 
Staff  of  the  fame  rank.  This  plan  was  adopted  by 
Government,  and  the  Denomination  ofPhyfician  Ge- 
neral, .Di  red  or,  and  InfpeCtor  of  all  Foreign  Hofpitals 
was  dropped,  and  the  Title  of  Chief  Phyhcian  and  In- 
fpedor  to  the  Foreign  Forces  adopted.  The  Peace 
Ellablifhment  of  the  Foreign  Hofpital  Staff  was  at 
that  time. alfo  fixed  as  follows :

By  the  inclofed  Copies  and  Comptrcl  Returns  of  the  faid  Accounts,  from  25th  December 
1804  to  24th  December  1806,  as  approved  by  the  Army  Medical  Board,  it  will  be  perceived, 
that  thofe  Accounts  are  fettled  and  balanced  every  quarter;  and,  upon  inveftigation  of  the  whole  ex- 
penditure,- it  will  be  found  that  the  amount  of  the  expence  of  each  man  per  day,  is  about  9 \d. 
pence,  which,  when  it  is  conlidercd  that  moft  of  the  Patients  are  Invalids  whole  conftitution  is 
worn  out  by  long  Cervices  in  the  Weft  Indies,  and  for  whefe  recovery  fome  articles  high  in  price, 
fuch  as  wine,  eggs,  Ac.  were  requifite,  J hope  that  the  expenditure  will  be  deemed  ceconomical. 

I take  advantage  of  this  opportuhinty  to  repeat  the  lame  fuggeftion,  which  I had  the  honour 
to  intimate  to  one  of  the  Commiffioners  at  an  interview  on  the  30th  of  April  laft  ; viz.  that  it 
would  be  a faving  to  the  Public  of  above  £.1,000  a year,  if  the  Eftablilhment  of  Eiing  (diftant 
from  Lymington  13  miles)  could  be  removed  to  or  near  Lymington,  and  the  two  Eftablilhments 
put  under  one  roof,  becaufe  it  would  lave  the  pay  of  one  Surgeon,  two  Hofpital  Mates,  four 
Orderlies,  the  Rent  of  one  Hofpital,  Lodging- Money,  Coals  and  Candles , Ac.  ; but  I beg  leave  at 
the  fame  time  to  ltate,  that  it  would,  firjl , be  requifite  to  provide  or  find  out  buildings  able  to 
contain  about  200  Patients,  with  the  neceflary  room  for  the  Stores,  &c.  and  I am  forry  to  fay, 
that  I have  not  been  able  to  find  out  a building  in  or  near  this  place  large  enough,  or  fit  for  fuch 
an  Eftablilhment.  I beg  however  leave  to  ftate,  that  there  are  feveral  Commons  near  this  Town, 
of  which  the  foil  is  excellent  for  building.,  and  the  fituation  healthy;  I alfo  beg  leave  to  inform  the 
Commiffioners,  that  by  defue  of  Lieut.  General  Don,  whilft  commanding  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight, 
and  Lieut.  General  Hewitt,  whilft  Infpeclor  General,  I have  given  in  two  Plans  for  building  a 
temporary  Hofpital,  of  the  dimenfion  above  fpecified,  and  I am  of  opinion,  that  if  a budding  of 
that  defeription  had  been  eredfed  near  this  place,  or  was  erected,  it  would  be  a faving  to  the  Public, 
and  the  Sick  better  accommodated  than  in  Old  Barns,  Ac.  for  if  the  amount  ol  Rent  paid  for 
Eiing  Hofpital,  and  for  the  Hofpital  at  this  place,  was  added  to  the  £ .1,000  additional  expence  for 
Pay  of  Medical  Officers  for  two  Eftablilhments,  I think  that  it  would  be  difeovered,  that  the 
total  futn  furpafies  the  probable  expence  which  the  building  of  a temporary  Hofpital  would 
have  occafioned.

THE  Regulation  for  improving  Regimental  Hofpitals,  bearing  date  in  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember 1799,  having  directed  that  the  fum  of  four  Shillings  per  Week  fhould  be  retained  out 
of  the  Pay  of  the  Soldier,  for  his  maintenance  while  in  the  Regimental  Hofpital,  and  for  the 
incidental  expences  of  the  faid  Hofpital : and  it  being  thought  proper  to  eftablilh  a new  Rate  of 
Stoppage  applicable  to  the  above  purpofes,  and  to  the  other  perfon  hereafter  mentioned  . It  is 
His  Majefty’1  pleafure,  that  from  the  25 th  September  next  inclufive,  the  fum  of  ten  Pence  a-day 
{hall  be  retained  by  the  Paynafter,  or  adding  Paymafter,  out  of  the  Pay  and  Beer-money  of  each, 
non-commiflioned  Officer,  Trumpeter,  Drummer,  and  private  man  of  His  Majefty’s  Regiments, 
of  every  defcription,  during  the  time  of  their  being  in  the  Regimental  Hofpital  ; and  that  the  fame 
be  paid  over  to  the  Regimental  Surgeon,  as  a F und  to  be  applied  by  him,  under  the  fuperintendance 
of  the  Commanding  Officer,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Men,  and  the  general  Expences  of  the 
Hofpital 

It  is  Fis  Majeftv’s  further  Order,  that  regular  Accompts  of  the  Expenditure  for  the  above 
Services  be  kept  by  the  Regimental  Surgeons  of  the  Regiments  of  Cavalry  and  Infantry  of  the 
Line,  to  be  furni'hed  by  them  ( being  previoufly  certified  by  the  Commanding  Officer)  to  the 
InfpeStor  General  of  Army  Hofpitals,,  at  fuch  times,  and  in  fuch  forms  as  fhall  be  prelcribed 
through  the  faid  Infpetftor  General,  in  order  that,  in  the  cafe  of  a deficiency  of  the  faid  Fund, 
the  lame  may  be  made  good,  and  that  in  the  cafe  of  a furplus,  the  fame  may  be  applied  to  the 
general  Medical  Expences  of  the  Corps.

THE  Commander  in  Chief  has  obferved,  that  the  benefit  to  be  expected  to  the  Service  from, 
the  increafed  Eftablifhment  of  the  Regimentai  Medical  Staff  Officers,  has  been  in  many  mftances 
entirely  1 ft  by  thefe  Officers  having  been  permitted  to  go  on  leave  of  abfence  in  common  with 
other  Officers  of  the  Regiment,  without  a due  attention  to  the  particular  nature  of  their  employ- 
ment, and  to  the  importance  and  neceffity  of  their  conftant  attendance  ; nor  has  the  expence  to  the 
Public,  for  the  extra  attendance  of  Country  Practitioners,  been  diminifned  in  the  proportion  which 
might  have  been  expcded,  from  the  increafed  Medical  aid  which  has  been  afforded  to  Regiments. 

His  Royal  Hig’nnefs  recommends  thefe  obfervations  to  the  fcrious  confideration  of  Officers  in 
the  command  of  Regiments,  and  enjoins  them  to  be  very  circumfpect  in  the  leaves  of  abfence 
which  they  hereafter  recommend  for  their  Regimental  Surgeon  and  Aififtant  Surgeon.  The  appli- 
cations can  be  proper,  only,  in  one  of  the  following  inftances  ; either  that  from  the  Regiment  being 
affembled  in  one  or  two  quarters,  and  remarkably  healthy,  the  attendance  of  one  of  the  Medical 
Staff  Officers  can  for  a time  be  difpenled  with;  or  eife,  that  from  particular  circurnftances,  the 
indulgence  of  leave  of  abfence  to  an  Officer  of  this  defcription  becomes  an  objeCl  of  moff 
material  importance  to  his  private  concerns. 

Officers  commanding  Detachments,  not  having  any  Medical  Staff  Officer  attached  to  them,  are, 
immediately  on  arriva;  at  their  ftations,  to  enquire  whether  there  are  any  means  of  obtaining 
Medical  affiftance  from  a Military  Staff  Officer  in  the  vicinity;  and  it  is  only  in  cafes  when 
fuch  aid  cannot  be  obtained,  that  they  are  juflified  in  having  recourfe  to  the  Practitioners  of  the 
Country,  of  which  a fpecial  Report  is  immediately  to  be  made  to  the  Officer  commanding  the 
Regiment,  who  will  ftate  the  fame  to  the  Infpector  General  of  Regimental  Hofpitals.  Hereafter, 
no  charge  will  be  admitted  for  extra  expences  incurred  for  Medical  affiftance,  the  neceffity  of 
which  has  net,  at  the  time,  been  reported  in  the  manner  above  directed.

Surgeons  to  the  Forces,  are  precifely  Similar,  except  that  rhe  former,  when  gazetted  for  one 
fpecific  Station  or  Garrifon,  are  not  deemed  removeable  to  other  Stations  on  any  emergencies  of 
Service,  and  are  not  fo  univerfally  difpofable  as  thole  Gentlemen  who  are  merely  gazetted  as 
Surgeons  to  the  Forces.

With  refpect  to  your  firft  quere,  I have  to  ftate,  that  on  my  coming  into  office,  I found  Officers 
on  duty  on  Foreign  ftations,  titled  Garrifon  Surgeons;  that  when  any  vacancies  occurred,  (hey 
were  filled  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Arm ; Medical  Board,  collective!},  previoufly  to  1798  ; 
.and  on  my  recommendation  lublequently,  as  Surgeon  General. 

With  relpedt  to  the  lecond  queie,  which  is  in  part  anfwered  above,  the  duties  are  precifely 
fimilar  ; for  the  Garrifon  Surgeons  and  Surgeons  to  the  Forces  are  co.ilidered  as  the  fame  delcrip- 
tion  of  Officers;  the  inconvenience  of  not  being  readily  difpofable  for  every  fervice  attaching  to 
the  former,  and  not  to  the  latter  title,  and  each  may  be  confidered  as  attached  to  the  Hofpital  Staff 
of  a particular  Army.

but  the  number  of  Hofpital  Mates  varies  with  the  number  of  Patients. 

2dly.  All  perfons  offering  themfelves  candidates  for  employment  in  the  Medical  Department  cf 
the  Ngvy,  are  required  to  undergo  an  examination  as  to  their  abilities  in  Surgery  by  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  at  London,  Dublin,  or  Edinburgh,  and  fubfequently,  as  to  their  (kill  in  phyfic, 
by  the  Medical  Member  of  this  Board.  The  certificates  of  qualification  from  the  Colleges  of 
Edinburgh  and  Dublin  are  received  for  Affiftants  only  ; but  in  London,  candidates  are  permitted 
to  undergo  examination  for  Surgeon  in  the  firft:  inftance  : all  perfons  entering  into  the  Set  vice,  are 
required  toferve  as  Affiftants. 

3dly.  Perfons,  for  promotion  to  the  rank  of  Surgeon,  are  feledted  from  among  thofe  Affiftant 
Surgeons  who  have  proved  themfelves  qualified  for  the  ftation  by  the  required  examinations  in 
London,  and  who  have  ferved  the  longeft  time,  with  the  beft  character  for  general  good  conduct 
and  profefllonn!  affiduity. 

The  Phyficians  for  Fleets  are  appointed  by  the  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty  ; but 
muft  have  ferved  as  Naval  Surgeons  at  leaft  five  years.  Surgeons  for  Hofpitals  are  alio  nomi- 
nated by  the  Admiralty,  and  muft  be  feledted  from  the  lift  of  Naval  Surgeons. 

Phyficians  of  Hofpitals  derive  their  appointment  from  the  Admiralty;  they  muft  neverthelefs 
be  feleifted  frr  m the  Lift  of  Naval  Surgeons,  in  which  capacity  it  is  required  that  they  lball  have 
1'erved  at  leaft  five  years. 

4thly.  The  means  which  the  Tranfport  Board  have  of  judging  of  the  conduct  of  Affiftant 
Surgeons  ferving  on  board  of  ftfips,  are  founded  on  the  Reports  from  time  to  time  made  to  them 
by  the  Captains  or  Surgeons  under  whom  they  may  be  ferving,  and  on  certificates  from  thofe 
Officers  produced  annually,  by  the  Affiftants,  before  they  are  allowed  to  receive  their  pay. 

Of  the  general  conduct  of  Surgeons,  they  judge  from  the  communications  which  they  occafion- 
ally  receive  from  Captains  of  Ships;  and  of  their  profeifional  conduct,  by  the  reports  of  the  Irt- 
fpe&crs  of  Hofpitals,  and  by  the  opinion  formed  by  the  Medical  Member  of  the  Board,  on  his 
perufal  of  the  journals  which  they  are  required  to  keep  of  their  practice  on  board  of  fhip,  and  to 
produce,  before  their  pay  can  be  received. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Hofpitals  is  under  the  controul  of  the  Sea 
Officers,  appointed  as  Governors  of  thofe  Holpitals  ; and  their  profeffional  practice  is  open  to  the 
animadveriion  of  the  Infpedtors  on  their  vifuations. 

5thly.  Medicines  are  provided  by  the  Apothecaries  Company,  agreeably  to  the  orders  fent  to 
them  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board,  grounded  on  the  applications  which  they  receive  from  the 
Difpenfers  of  the  Hofpitals,  approved  by  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  of  the  refpedfive  Hofpitals. 

Stores  of  other  deferiptions  are  demanded  in  a fimilar  manner,  and  are  either  furnifhed  by 
contrails  made  by  the  Board,  and  purchafed  from  different  Tradelmen  on  the  fpot,  or  fent  from 
London,  as  the  confumption  and  nature  of  the  article  feem  to  require ; and  when  demands  are 
made,  the  form  requires  that  there  foould  be  ftated  therein  the  price  at  which  the  articles  wanted 
may  be  procured  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Hofpital  ; in  order  that  the  Board  may  be  enabled 
to  judge  whether  it  may  be  more  ceconomical  to  provide  them  there,  than  to  fend  them  from 
London. 

6thly.  When  a foip  is  put  into  commiffion,  the  Board’s  Officers  at  the  Port  are  ordered  to 
furnifo  the  Surgeon  with  Medicines  and  nectftaries,  according  to  an  cftablifoed  proportion. 

Surveys  are  taken  at  times,  and  upon  occafions  pointed  out  in  the  Surgeon’s  Inftruciionc,  to 
foew  the  remains  of  Medicines  and  Necefiaries  in  his  charge.  On  the  report  of  this  furvey  being 
produced,  the  Officers  at  the  Hofpital  are  directed  to  complete  the  quantity  according  to  the

eftablifhed  proportion  ; and  the  Surgeon  is  required  to  produce,  annually,  an  Account  of  the  Re- 
ceipt and  Expenditure  thereof,  before  he  is  allowed  to  receive  his  pay. 

The  charge  againft  him  fcr  the  quantity  of  Medicines  received  by  him  is  checked  by  the 
A ccounts  of  the  Officers  from  whom  he. received  them,  and  the  receipts  given  by  him  for  them  : 
to  the  expenditure  he  makes  an  affidavit. 

The  Medicines  for  the  fervice  of  the  Patients  in  Hofpitals  are  iiTued  according  tq  the  preferip- 
tions  of  the  different  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  ; and  that  they  are  fo  iiTued,  an  affidavit  is  made 
quarterly. 

Wine,  Porter,  Grocery,  and  other  neceiTaries,  kept  in  the  Difpenfary,  are  alfo  iiTued  in  con- 
formity to  the  preferiptions  of  the  Medical  Officers:  the  fupplies  of  thole  articles  are  charged  in 
this  Office  againft  the  Difpenler,  and  his  Account  of  the  lilues  is  checked  by  Accounts  furnifhed 
to  us  by  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  of  the  quantities  preferibed  by  them. 

The  quantities  remaining  at  the  end  of  each  month  are  ascertained  by  furvey,  and  the  faithful 
expenditure  of  the  articles  form  a part  of  the  quarterly  affidavit  mentioned  under  the  head  of 
Medicines. 

Bedding,  C loathing,  and  Utenfils,  for  the  fervice  of  the  Hofpitals,  are  at  prefent  in  charge  of 
the  Steward  and  Agent,  but  are  intended  to  be  hereafter  in  charge  of  the  Steward  only.  Accounts 
of  the  Receipts  and  IiTues  of  them  are  tranfmitted  by  them  quarterly.  Their  Receipts  are 
checked  by  an  Account  kept  in  this  Office,  and  their  iflues,  in  part,  by  another  Account  lent  alfo 
quarterly  ; and  finally,  by  a furvey,  held  annually  by  three  Officers  of  the  Navy. 

The  Accounts  of  the  Officers  of  the  Hofpitals  for  Medicines,  and  other  articles  ififuetl  to  {hips, 
are  checked  by  the  Surveys  produced  by  the  Surgeons,  and  receipts  for  the  quantities  iffued. 

The  Difpenfer,  and  the  Agent  of  the  Hofpital,  fend,  periodically,  Accounts  of  their  Receipts 
and  ifi'ues.

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LETTER  from  George  Gamier,  Efquire,  Apothecary  General* 
to  George  Rofe,  Efquire. 

Sir,  Welbeck  Street,  March  28th  1797. 

I am  honoured  with  your  Letter  of  the  20th  inftant,  acquainting  me,  that  the  Lords  Com- 
miflioners  of  His  Majefty’s  Treafury  have  been  pleafed  to  allow  the  full  amount  of  my  claim 
for  Medicines,  Surgical  Inftruments,  and  Materials  to  the  31ft  of  December  1795. 

Your  Letier,  Sir,  alfo  communicates  to  me  the  opinion  of  the  Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts 
refpcCling  my  Patent;  which  involving  a Queftion  ofconfiderable  importance,  I humbly  beg  leave 
to  lay  before  their  Lordihips  a Copy  of  the  Patent,  under  which  1 have  a&ed  upwards  of  thirty- 
years.  The  exigence  of  the  Office  of  Apothecary  General,  can  be  traced  for  a confiderable  pe- 
riod back,  and  during  all  that  time,  the  Articles  of  Surgical  Inftruments,  Lint,  Tow,  See.  have 
been  furnilhed  by  my  predeceil'ors  and  by  myfelf.  It  is  not  ufual  for  Patents,  by  which  ancient. 
Offices  are  granted  fpecifically,  to  preferibe  all  the  Duties  of  the  Officer,  and  to  enumerate  all  his 
Emoluments.  They  refer  to  the  manner  in  which  the  Office  has  been  enjoyed,  and  thus  adopt 
and  faii&ion  the  eftablifhed  ufages  of  the  place  as  completely  as  if  they  had  exprefsly  deferibed  them. 
This  is  the  precife  cafe  of  my  Office  as  Apothecary  General.  The  Patent  refers  to  the  ac- 
cuftomed  Emoluments  of  the  Office;  and  the  tight  to  furnilh  Surgical  Inftruments,  Arc.  is  one  of 
them  ; and  I humbly  conceive  I have  an  equal  right  to  be  paid  for  thefe  Articles  in  the  lame  manner 
as  my  predeceftors  have  been  paid;  that  is,  by  charging  them  to  Government  at  a fair  profit,  as 
between  tradefman  and  confumer,  and  not  by  a net  Commiffion  on  the  firft  coft  cf  the  com- 
modity. 

Lint,  Tow,  Sic.  being  Articles  bought  in  bulk,  and  weighed  out  in  fmall  divifions  for  each  Mili- 
tary Cheft,  cannot  be  fupplied  on  Commiffion  ; Surgical  Inftruments  alone  could  be  fo  fupplied  ; 
and  I beg  leave  to  ftate  to  their  Lordihips,  that  were  fuch  a plan  to  be  adopted,  it  would  be  attended 
with  confiderable  lofs  to  Government.  The  Inftruments  mull;  then  be  bought  on  the  fame  credit 
as  Government  take  of  me  ; what  calculation  the  manufacturers  would  make  for  fuch  excefs  of 
credit  l cannot  tell.;  but  Stodart  and.  Dickinfon,  the  two  manufacturers  whom  I now  employ,  and 
to  whom  I pay  ready  money,  could  no  longer  furnilh  them  ; I mult  then  purchafe  them  from  Savigny 
and  from  Evans,  who  are  the  only  two  perfons  in  that  trade  who  are  competent  to  give  credit. 
Their  charge  to  me,  upon  an  Annual  Credit , would  exceed  by  ten  per  cent,  what  I now  charge  to 
Government ; adding  therefore  the  propofed  ten  per  cent.  Commiffion,  it  would  make  a real  lofs  to 
Government  of  twenty  per  cent.  To  elucidate  this  more  clearly  to  their  Lordihips,  i have  fub- 
joined  a Statement  of  what  I now  charge  for  each  Set  of  Capitals,  and  what  would  be  the  charge, 
were  this  plan  to  be  adopted.  The  great  difficulty  and  inconvenience  I have  for  Tome  time 
laboured  under  to  raife  money  to  continue  to  pay  for  thefe  Articles,  would  caufe  me,  without  much 
reluCtance,  to  relinquilh  my  right  to  ferve  them,  could  it  be  done  confidently  with  my  duty,  and 
without  real  and  ferious  injury  to  tire  Service,  which  can  alone  be  calculated  by  perfons  who  are 
acquainted  with  Army  PraCtice. 

Having,  Sir,  replied  to  the  opinion  of  the  Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts,  and  for  which  I feel 
great  deference,  I humbly  hope  it  will  appear  to  their  Lordihips,  that  the  meafures  I have  adopted 
for  the  fupply  of  thele  Articles,  as  well  as  of  others,  which  I furnilh  to  the  Armv,  are  for  the  benefit 
and  advantage  of  Government,  and  that  they  will  therefore  approve  of  my  continuing  the  fame 
mode  of  charge  in  future.

General  has  been  required  to  render  of  his  Receipts  and  Expenditures. 

THE  Apothecary  Genera!  to  the  Army  (Geo.  Gamier,  Efq.)  is  appointed  by  Patent  under 
the  Great  Sea!  upon  this  exprefs  condition — ■“  That  he  do  from  time  to  time  obferve  and  follow fuch 
“ Orders  and  Directions  as  he  {hall  receive  from  His  Majefty,  or  any  his  fuperior  Officer  for  the 
‘c  time  being  ; and  that  he  do  take  care  to  turnifh  His  Majefty’s  Armies,  raifed,and  to  be  raifed  for 

His  Majfclfy’s  Service,  with  good  and  wholefome  Medicaments  ; arid  to  do  and  perform  carefully 
*c  and  diligently  all  and  all  manner  of  things  to  the  Duty  of  the  Laid  Office  or  place  in  anywife 
**  belonging  or  appertaining.” 

By  virtue  of  the  faid  Patents,  the  Apothecary  Genera!  fupplies  all  Medicines  which  are  required 
by  the  Secretary  at  War,  and  delivers  them  to  luch  perlons  in  order  to  their  being  forwarded  to  the 
refpetffive  ftations,  as  the  Secretary  at  War  directs. 

The  Apothecary  General  makes  up  his  Yearly  Bill  of  all  Articles.,  in  detail,  fupplied  under  the 
above  Orders,  Hating  the  Corps,  Hoipitals,  &c.  for  which  they  are  intended  ; which  Bill  being  cer- 
tified by  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  General  to  the  Army,  that  the  Articles  are  of  good  quality, 
and  that  the  prices  charged  are  fair  and  reafonable,  is  prefented  to  the  Treafury  for  payment. 
This  Account  is  referred  by  the  Treafury  to  the  Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts  for  Examination, 
where  the  Charge  for  every  item  is  recomputed.  The  Orders  of  the  Secretary  at  Wat  for  providing 
the  Articles — the  Invoices  figned  by  the  Infpedtor  ot  Hofpitals,  and  the  Certificates  of  the  Secre- 
tery  at  War,  that  all  the  Medicines,  &c.  fpecified  in  the  Account  have  been  forwarded  to  their 
relpedlive  deftinations — are  called  for,  and  examined.  The  reiult  of  this  examnation  is  afterwards 
reported  to  the  Treafury,  upon  which  Report  the  amount  of  the  Bill  or  the  Balance,  after  deducting 
fuch  turns  as  may  have  been  previouily  paid  in  part,  is  iffued  to  the  Apothecary  General  by  Warrant 
under  the  Sign  Manual,  on  the  Paymaster  General  of  the  Forces. 

The  refponfibility  of  the  Apothecary  General  is  allowed  to  ceafe  on  the  delivery  of  the  Articles 
to  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  as  he  fhall  be  dire<Sted  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  in  order  to  their  being 
forwarded  to  their  rcfpeCtive  deftinations.  But  it  has  been  conftantly  urged  by  the  Comptroller 
of  Army  Accounts,  that  fatisfaclory  proof  ought  to  be  produced  on  the  part  of  the  Public,  that  the 
feveral  Articles  were  bond  f.de  received  at  the  fcveral  Regiments,  Hofpitals,  &c.  to  which  they  were 
refpedlivtly  configned,  by  reccip’.s  from  Regimental  Surgeons  or  the  principal  Medical  Officers. 

Regulations  have  from  time  to  time  been  made  by  the  War  Office,  to  obtain  regularly  fuch  proofs 
as  fhall  be  fatisfa&ory  in  that  refpedt  ; and  although  thefe  Regulations  have  not  been  entirely  fuc- 
cefsful  in  obtaining  the  proper  Certificates  of  fuch  Receipt,  they  have  in  a great  meafure  produced 
the  defired  effect,  and  it  is  hoped  that.-a  regularity  in  making  fuch  Returns  wiil  ere  long  be  fully 
.enforced.

experience,  in  preference  to  any  declaration  of  my  own;  and  therefore  beg  leave  to  fend  you  the 
inclofed  Letteis,  which  fully  confirm  the  opinion  of  Sir  Lucas  Pepys  and  Mr.  McNeii ; and  I truft 
in  future  the  Surgeon  of  the  Weft  Suffolk  Militia  will  be  more  guarded,  and  not  bring  forward  com- 
plaints without  due  confiderauori.

A.  I ferved  as  Phyfician  and  Infpector  of  Hofpitals  in  Corfica,  Portugal,  Minorca, 
and  Egypt.

0,2.  When  were  you  firft  appointed  to  thofe  fituations  ? A.  I was  appointed  Phyfician 

in  June  1794,  by  Sir  Charles  Stuart,  then  Commander  in  Chief  in  Coriica,  which' 
appointment  was  confirmed  in  November  in  the  fame  year.  In  April  1800,  I was  ap- 
pointed Inipector  of  Hofpitals  to  the  Forces  under  the  command  of  Sir  Charles  Stuart, 
but  which  were  afterwards  commanded  by  Sir  Ralph  Abercrombie.  I accompanied 
the  Britiih  Army  to  Egypt,  and  remained  at  the  head  of  the  Hofpital  Department 
until  January  1801,  when  I was  fuperfcded  by  Mr.  Young,  Infpctfcr  General  of 
Hofpitals. 

Q.  3.  From  the  opportunities  of  obfervation  you  have  had  during  your  fervice  abroad,  what 
,s  your  opinion  of  the  formation  of  the  Medical  Staff  for  Expeditious,  particularly  in  refpedt  to  the 

number  and  different  fituations  of  the  perfons  attached  to  it  ? A.  It  would  be  a difficult  thing 

to  eftabiiih  a general  rule  fora  Medical  Staff  that  fhoukl  be  adapted  for  all  climates 
and  for  all  fervices.  To  ill uftrate  which,  I ihould  fay  that  it  would  require  a larger 
Medical  Staff  for  forces  upon  active  fervice  in  the  Weft  Indies  than  it  would  ;.t  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  or  probably  in  the  Mediterranean.  As  far  as  has  come  under  my 
observations,  there  has  genet  ally  been  a fufficient  number  of  Comuiiffioned  Officers 
but  not  of  Hofpital  Mates. 

Q.  4.  During  your  fervice  abroad,  have  you  ever  experienced  any  interruption  in  carrying  on 
Jour  duties  from  the  want  of  fufficient  authority  in  your  Department  ? A.  Never. 

Q.  5.  What  is  your  opinion  in  refpedl  to  the  quantity  and  affbrtment  of  the  Medicines  fent 

out  with  Expeditions,  and  of  the  mode  in  which  Medicines  are  afterwards  fupplied  ? —A.  As  to 

the  original  quantity,  I am  unable  to  give  an  opinion,  having  never  been  prefent  with 
an  Expedition  from  England.  With  refpeeft  to  the  Affbrtment  of  Medicines,  it  is 
neceffary  to  furnifh  a confiderable  variety  to  the  Medical  Officers  who  have  the  im- 
mediate care  of  the  Sick,  becaufe  of  the  difference  of  opinion  entertained  by  them  of 
the  efficacy  of  the  Medicines  to  be  cmploved.  Particular  Articles  I have  thought 
might  be  purchaled  in  the  country  with  advantage,  and  on  my  recommendation  fome 
Opium  and  Rhubarb  were  bought  at  Smyrna  for  the  Egyptian  Expedition  ; but  ge- 
nerally fpeaking,  I know  of  no  better  mode  of  funply  than  having  the  Articles  fent  out 
from  England  on  the  requisition  of  the  Infpe&or;  and  1 think  it  likely  that  any  other 
mode  would  fubjeffi  the  Army  to  inconvenience. 

Q.  6.  Is  the  mode  adopted  in  the  fuperintending  and  controuling  of  Medicines  and  Hofpital 

Stores  abroad  fufficient  in  your  opinion  to  prevent  waftc  and  peculation? -A.  I think  the  In- 

fpeclor  has  fui!  authority  and  controul  to  check  any  abufe  in  the  Department. 

Dr.  Franck  attended  the  24th  April,  and  was  further  examined. 

Q.  7.  When  Medicines  and  Hofpital  Stores  are  procured  abroad,  on  what  authority  are  they 
purchaled? — how,  and  by  whom  are  the  prices  which  are  paid  for  them  checked  and  afeertained  to 

be  juft? A.  Very  few  were  purchafed  in  the  Mediterranean  during  the  time  I was  there; 

they  were  purchafed  by  the  order  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  to  the  Commiffary 
General,  upon  the  reprefentation  of  the  Infpedlor  of  Hofpitals.  The  purchafe  of 
couife  forms  a part  of  the  Commiftary  General’s  Accounts.  The  Articles  would  be 
delivered  to  the  Apothecary  or  Purveyor,  according  to  their  nature. 

Q_  8.  From  whom,  and  by  whole  authority,  does  the  principal  Officer  of  the  Medical  Staff 
abroad  receive  money  for  the  fervice  of  his  Department? — —A.  The  principal  Officer  receives 
no  money  for  his  Department;  money  is  furnifhed  to  the  Purveyor,  upon  his  appli- 
cation, by  Warrants  from  the  Commander  in  Chief,  addreffed  to  the  Deputy  Paymaiter 
General. 

0,9.  A re  the  Accounts  of  the  Purveyors  abroad  examined  and  approved  of  by.  any  official 

perlon,  previous  to  their  being  fubmitted  to  the  Office  of  Audit  ? A.  In  the  Mediterranean,  the 

Purveyors’  Accounts  were  examined  and  approved  by  the  fenior  Medical  Officer, 
before  the  A-bftradls  were  prefented  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  his  fignature. 

Q.  10.  During  your  fervice  in  the  Mediterranean,  did  you  ever  notice  that  the  Medicines  or 
Hofpital  Stores  fent  from  England  were  of  bad  quality  ; or  that  any  injury  had  ariten  from  the  bad 

package  of  them  ? A.  The  Medicines  were  of  very  good  quality.  The  Stores  in  the  Hofpital 

Ship,  Planter,  were  examined  at  Malta  in  December  1800;  part  of  which  were  con- 
demned by  a proper  furvey  of  a Board  of  Officers,  the  proceedings  of  which  I tranf- 
mitted  with  my  Letter  of  the  14th  of  the  fame  month  to  the  Surgeon  General.  The 
Stores  of  the  Lady  Julia  Ann  (which  Ihip  did  not  arrive  with  the  body  of  the  fleet) 
were  reported  to  me  to  be  in  a damaged  ftate,  from  various  accidents  which  foe  had 
received  at  fea.  I had  given  dire&ions  for  the  examination  of  thefe  Stores  two  days 
previous  to  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Young,  to  whom  I delivered  the  Invoices,  and  muft 
refer  to  him  for  farther  particulars. 

CLtx.  What  Duties  have  you  performed  as  Infpe&or  of  Hofpitals  in  England? A.  I have 

never  been  employed  upon  the  Staff  in  England.  I was  put  upon  full  pay  the  iff:  of 
Auguft  1805,  in  confequence  of  being  attached  to  the  Board  of  Health,  which  His 
Royal  PJighnefs  the  Duke  of  York  was  gracioufly  pleafed  to  conlider  as  a publick 
duty  ; and  was  fo  continued  to  the  24th  December  1806, 


D y times  Franck.

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1)'  James  Branch.  Q;  12.  How  long  did  that  Board  of  Health  continue,  anJ  what  were  its  Duties  ? A.  I never 

v- ^ > was  officially  called  before  them.  I was  frequently  called  upon  by  the  Privy  Council 

for  my  opinion  upon  the  fubje&s  which  led  to  the  formation  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
which  confided  chiefly  of  the  beft  means  to  prevent  the  contagion  arifing  from  a fever, 
which  prevailed  in  Gibraltar  and  in  Spain,  from  being  imported  into  this 'Country. 

(X  13.  Does  the  Infpecftor,  or  Principal  Medical  Officer  on  Foreign  Service,  take  a part  in  the 

treatment  of  Hofpital  Patients  ? A.  He  does  not,  but  in  cafe  Of  neceffity  ; and  I think  he  ought 

not,  becaufe  it  would  interfere  with  his  other  Duties. 

Q.  14.  What  are  the  particular  Duties  of  an  InfpeiSlor  or  Principal  Medical  Officer  on  Foreign 
Service,  which  in  your  opinion  would  prevent  him  from  taking  a part  in  the  treatment  of  Patients  ? 

A.  The  whole  arrangement  and  economy  of  General  Hofpitals  depends  upon  him. 
He  is  to  point  out  the  places  bed  adapted  to  the  accommodation  of  the  Tick,  and  to 
Midrib  ute  to  each  the  number  of  Medical  Officers  and  the  quantity  of  Stores  required. 
He  is  to  diredl  the  number  of  fervants  to  be  employed  ; he  is  to  fee  that  every  Patient 
is  taken  care  of,  and  that  the  fervants  do  their  duty.  All  Reports  of  the  cafualties  in 
the  Hofpitals  are  made  to  him  ; he  is  to  communicate  frequently  with  the  Commander 
in  Chief  upon  the  different  occurrences  in  the  Hofpitals,  or  circumftances  connected 
with  the  Hofpital  Department  He  is  frequently  to  inlpedt  Regimental  Hofpitals; 
and  particularly  to  examine  into  their  Accounts,  and  into  their  treatment  of  Patients. 
He  is  to  tranfmit  to  the  Surgeon  General  of  Hofpitals  at  Home,  every  two  months, 
Returns  of  Sick  in  general,  and  l believe  in  Regimental  Hofpitals  ; and  alfo  Quarterly 
Returns  of  Purveycrs’  and  Apothecaries’  Stores.  -Upon  any  Detachment  being  made 
from  the  Army,  he  is  to  fix  upon  the  number  of  Medical  Officers  and  die  quantity 
of  Stores  to  accompany  it.  Thefe  obfervadons  are  confined  to  my  own  practice  ia 
the  Mediterranean. 

15.  Did  you  confider  it  as  a part  of  your  Duty  to  make  a perfonal  infpe£lion  of  .the  PatienrS 

in  the  Hofpitals  ? A.  Moll  certainly.  I almoft  always  impelled  every  part  of  the  General 

Hofpital  once  a day  and  frequently  twice. 

Q.  16.  In  the  courfe  of  your  fervice  in  the  Mediterranean,  did  you  obferve  that  the  Regimental 
•Service  frequently  required  aid  from  the  General  Service? A.  No,  except  in  particular  un- 

healthy feafons  ; I think  a Surgeon  and  two  Aik  Rants  are  fully  competent  to  (he  ordinary 
cafualties  of  1000  men,  where  the  Regiment  is  not  divided  into  Detachments. 

Cb  17.  Had  you  ferved  in  any  Medical  Capacity  in  the  Army,  previous  to  your  being  appointed 
in  1794,  Phyfician  to -the  Forces  under  Sir  Charles  Stuart  ?■— — -A.  No. 

Q.  18.  Had  you  at  that  time  taken  your  Degrees,  in  Fhyfic  ? A.  I had  taken  the  Degree  of 

Bachelor  in  Phvilc,  at  the  Univerlity  of  Cambridge  in  the  year  1792. 

Q.  19.  Can  you  fuggeft  anv  alterations  in  the  general  arrangements  and  conduct  of  the  Medical 
.Star!  on  Foreign  Service,  in  the  furni firing  of  Medicines  or  Stores,  in  the  controuling  of  their 
Expenditure,  or  in. arty  branch  of  the-Medical  Department  abroad  or  at  home,  which  you  think 

may  be  beneficial  to  the  Public  ? A.  The  fituation  of  Phyfician  has  loft  part  of  -its  refpefla- 

bility.,  in  point  of  rank,  as  he  is  now  the  third  Medical  Officer  on  the  Still  Eib- 
bhfhmenr,  the  Infpedtor  and  Deputy  Infpedtor  taking  rank  of  him.  As  the  direct 
line  of  promotion  now  appears  to  be  from  Surgeon  to  the  Forces  or  Reg’mental 
Surgeoru  it  ftrikes  me  that  the  Phyfician  is  partly  excluded  from  obtaining  rhe 
‘high eft  fituation,  though  I believe  there  is  no  general  rule  for  this  exclulion.  The 
Duty  of  the  Phyfician  is  of  more  importance  than  that  of  any  other  Officer  of  the 
Medical  Department,  having  the  care  of  Sick.

Mr.  Griffith. 


Q.  1.  WHAT  has  been  your  experience  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army  ? A.  I 

entered  the  Army  about  twenty-fix  years  ago;  I have  been  actually  employed  upon 
the  Hofpital  Staff  about  nine  years  and  a half.  I lerved  as  Surgeon  to  the  borces  on 
the  Continent  in  1794,  and  did  duty  at  the  Hofpital  at  Ghent  for  four  or  five 
months,  until  it  was  removed  to  Antwerp;  I was  lent  home  two  or  three  times  with 
Eck  and  wounded  men  to  England.  I was  put  upon  the  Weft  India  Statr  under  Sir 

Raiph 


* 
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R^lph  Abercrombie  in  1795,  but  on  account  of  ill  health,  did  not  proceed  with  the  Mr.  Griffith. 

Expedition  : on  my  recovery  a duty  was  afligned  me  at  the  York:  Hofpttal  at  Chelfea,  k v ^ 

where  I continued  about  three  years;  in  1801  I was  placed  on  the  Egyptian  Staff; 
but  the  Peace  having  been  concluded  foon  after  my  arrival  in  Malta,  I v/as  fent  home 
in  charge  of  wounded  an  blind  Soldiers,  and  in  1802  was  placed  upon  Half-pay,  on 
which  I ftill  remain. 

Q:  *.  Whilft  you  attended  as  a Surgeon  at  the  York  Hofpital,  had  you  opportunities  of 
noticing  the  packages  of  Medicines  and  Ourgical  materials  fent  from  the  Army  Elaboratory  for 
the  ufe  of  that  Hofpital  ? -A.  Yes,  I conlidered  ic  my  duty  to  notice  them. 

Q.  3.  What  was  your  opinion  on  the  quality  and  afTortment  of  the  Medicines  and  Materials, 
and  of  the  mode  in  which  they  were  packed  ?— — A.  The  quality  was  very  various  : at  times  the 
Medicines  were  very  bad.  On  the  7th  Auguft  1801,  I reported  to  the  Surgeon 
General  that  many  of  the  Medicines  were  unfit  for  ufe,  and  produced  famples  of  them 
to  him,  in  conference  of  which  the  Surgeon  Genera^  directed  a Board  of  Medical 
Officers,  of  which  Dr.  Rogerion,  the  Phyfician  of  the  Hofpital,  was  President,  to 
afiemble  and  inlpedl  the  Medicines.  This  Board  reported  that  the  Articles  dated  by 
me  were  bad  and  unfit  for  ufe,  and  that  many  others  which  had  efcaped  my  notice 
were  in  a fnnilar  hate.  Of  the  ail'ortment  and  package  we  had  no  caufe  to  complain. 

Q.4-  Was  a larger  quantity  of  Medicines  and  Materials  fent  than  the  wants  of  the  Hofpital,  in 
your  opinion,  required  ? A.  No  ; they  were  drawn  from  time  to  time  as  they  were  wanted. 

Q_  5-  VVhilft  you  attended  at  the  York  Hofpital,  was  tne  expenditure  of  Wine  confiderable  ? 

A.  It  was  very  confiderable  : 1 remember  that  in  November  1799,  a Pipe  of  Wine 
was  expended  in  ten  days,  and  this  rate  of  confirmation  continued  for  lome  time. 

Q.  6.  Doyou  know  whether  any  of  this  Wine  was  expended  otherwife  than  by  the  Sick  in 
the  Hofpital  ? A.  I never  had  any  fufpicion  that  it  v/as. 

7.  Did  you  know  what  price  W3S  paid  for  it,  and  whether  Wine  of  as  good  quality  cbuld 

have  been  procured  at  a cheaper  rate? A.  1 do  not  know  what  price  was  paid  tor  it,  but  I 

know  that  the  pi  ice  of  good  Wine  at  that  period  was  So  a pipe. 

Q.  S.  Have  you  any  other  information  which  you  think  material,  to  communicate  relative  to 
the  Medicines  and  other  Articles  furnifhed  from  the  Army  ELboratory,  and  the  conduct  of  the 
Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  whilft  you  was  in  adlive  fervice? A.  Whilft  I was  at- 

tending at  the  York  Hofpital,  the  Surgeon  General  gave  me  two  famples  of  Opium, 
one  given  him  by  the  Surgeon  of  the  Pembrokefhire  Militia,  the  other  by  the  Surgeon 
of  the  Sutherland  Fencibles,  which  had  been  fent  to  them  from  the  Army  Elaboratorv 
as  pure  Opium,  but  which  on  examining  I found  one  to  be  appaientlv  damaged 
Opiate  confeCtion,  and  as  to  the  other  i could  form  no  conjecture  what  it  was. 


Q:  9.  When  you  attended  at  the  Hofpital  at  Ghent,  was  the  expenditure  of  Wine  confiderable  r 

-A.  1 here  was  no  great  confumption  of  Wine  in  that  Hofpital;  from  the  badnel’s 

of  its  quality  I did  nut  prefer i be  it. 


Q.  10.  Under  what  name  was  the  Wine  iffiued  to  you  from  the  Purveyors’  Stores  ? A.  The 

Dukecf  York’s  order  was  to  iftue  the  belt  Port  Wine  to  the  Sick,  but  the  article  we 
received  v.as  not  Port  Wine;  what  was  iifued  to  us  under  that  order  appeared  to  be 
very  bad  Malaga  Wine.  I thought  it  my  duty  to  make  a report  to  I)r.  Weft,  Phy- 
fician to  the  f orces,  of  the  badnefs  of  the  Wine,  but  1 never  heard  that  any  thing 
was  done  in  confequence  of  it.  (a)

In  anfwer  to  which,  I am  direded  by  the  Comptrollers  to  tranfmit  the  inclofed  extradof  a Letter 
from  the  Secretary  at  War,  dated  the  8th  of  July  1807,  for  eftablilhing  a proper  controul  over  the 
fupply  and  expenditure  of  Medicines  and  Holpital  Supplies,  and  to  acquaint  you  that  iince  that  time, 
the  Surgeon  General  has  tranfmitted  to  this  Office  feveral  receipts  for  Medical  Stores  fent  to 
Barbadoes,  Demarara,  Malta,  and  Quebec,  in  the  year  1804,  which  were  found  to  correfpond  with 
the  Articles  in  the  Apothecary  General’s  Bill  for  that  year,  except  fume  fmall  defieiences  which 
were  notified  to  the  Apothecary  General.  T he  Surgeon  General  having  alio  Hated  that  tne 
certificates  of  the  receipt  of  Medical  Stores  in  the  Hofpitals  at  home  were  regularly  included  in  the 
Monthly  Returns,  thofe  Returns  have  fince,  at  the  Comptrollers  requefl,  been  tranfmitted  to  this 
Office  for  infpedion. 

Strid  injunctions  have  alfo  been  fent  by  the  Surgeon  General  to  every  Department,  to  acknow- 
ledge the  receipt  of  all  Stores  immediately  on  arrival,  with  a ftatement  of  their  quality  and  condition  ; 
in  confequence  of  which,  the  laft  Bill  reported  upon  in  this  Office,  being  that  for  the  year  1805,  was 
fupported  by  fundry  documents,  which  proved  the  receipt  of  many  of  the  Articles  ; and  the  Comp- 
trollers flatter  themfelves,  that  the  next  and  fubfequent  Accounts  of  the  Apothecary  General  will 
be  fupported  in  a more  complete  and  perfed  manner.

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LETTER  from  the  Army  Medical  Board  to  the  Commiffioners  of  Military  Inquiry. 

Gentlemen,  Army  Medical  Board  Office,  July  7th  1807. 

WE  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Letter  of  the  19th  ultimo,  requeuing 
to  be  furnifhed  with  a Copy  of  the  directions  of  the  T reafury,  that  the  Phyfician  General  and  Surgeon 
General  of  the  Army  fhould  in  their  examination  of  the  Apothecary  General’s  charges,  take  into 
oonfideration  the  delay  of  payment  to  him.  In  reply  to  which  we  beg  leave  to  flate  to  you,  that 
after  the  moft  minute  Search,  the  Letter  in  queftion  cannot  be  found.  We  cannot  account  for  the 
!ofs  of  this  document,  otherwife  than  by  the  fire  which  took  place  at  this  Office  in  September  1803, 
which  caufed  the  whole  of  the  papers  to  be  removed  from  the  prefles  in  which  they  were  regularly 
arranged,  and  to  be  thrown  in  confufion  in  the  Streets  by  firemen  and  other  Strangers  affifting  at  the 
time  ; by  fuch  means,  a great  number  of  them  were  loft,  and  others  rendered  entirely  ufelefs  by  the 
wet  and  dirt  with  which  they  were  covered.  Wifhing  to  give  all  the  information  in  our  power,  we 
have  the  honour  to  inclofe  Copies  of  Letters  which  have  heretofore  paffed  on  the  fubjeCt,  and  we  beg 
leave  further  to  Submit  that,  unlefs  fuch  directions  had  been  given,  the  Phyfician  General,  and 
Surgeon  General  at  that  period  would  not  have  thought  themfeives  juftified.  in  giving  the  ufual 
Certificate  attached  to  the  Apothecary  General’s  Bill,  and  which  it  is  prefumed  would  not  other- 
wife  have  been  invariably  admitted  by  the  Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts,  and  the  Lords  of  HE 
Majefty’s  Treafury.

Sir,  Army  Elaboratory,  March  21ft  17 97. 

I have  the  honour  to  fend  you  the  Bill  of  the  Apothecary  General,  for  the  firft  half-year  of  1796, 
and  as  great  part  of  the  difficulties  attending  his  Office  from  the  want  of  money  (none  having  been 
yet  received)  have  arifen  from  the  delay  in  the  delivery  of  his  Accounts  to  the  Treafury,  I have  in 
his  name,  to  requeft  that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  give  the  prefent  Account  an  early  examination. 

I doubt  not  Sir,  you  are  acquainted  that  the  laft  Bill  is  ordered  to  be  paid  without  any  deduction, 
as  upon  a fair  comparifon  with  fimilar  accounts  (by  exprefs  order  of  the  Lords  of  the  T reafury)  the 
charges  were  found  to  be,  not  only  equitable,  but  moderate.  The  fame  line  of  conduct  has  governed 
the  charges  of  the  prefent  Bill ; I therefore  hope  the  very  unpleafant  differences  of  opinion,  which 
have  occurred  with  the  late  Accounts  will  be  done  away  ; and  that  you  will  be  able  confeientioufiy 
to  fhew  that  attention  to  Mr.  Gamier  which  you  have  always  expreffed  a wifh  to  do. 

Should  any  of  the  Articles  appear  to  you  to  require  explanation,  permit  me  to  refer  you  to  Mr.

A.  The  fet  of  InftrumentsTor  Naval  Surgeons,  including  a greater  number  of 
articles  than  thofe  for  the  Surgeons  of  the  Army,  would  coft  thirty-three  Pounds,  which 
the  Surgeon  pays.

of  November  1805,  with  the  exception  of  one 
Hogfhead  of  Port  Wine  fent  to  New  South 
Wales,  payment  for  which  was  authorized  in 
the  month  of  Ocfober  laft.

I beg  leave  here  to  ftate  it  as  my  opinion, 
that  until  the  Army  Medical  Officer  is  placed 
in  a more  refpecLble  fituation  in  point  of  rank, 
and  until  his  pecuniary  advantages  approach 
'nearer  to  thofe  in  the  civil  branches  of  his  pro- 
feffion,  there  will  ftill  be  a great  deficiency  in 
the  fubordinate  clafTes  of  the  Army. 

At  the  commencement  of  my  Duties  as  In- 
fpedior  of  Regimental  Hofpitals,  it  was  ufu  .1  to 
receive  the  Secretary  at  War’s  Orders  through 
the  Deputy  Secretary  ar  War  in  per fon  and  ver- 
bally; and  this  was  generally  performed  daily  ; 
but  in  all  matters  of  importance,  and  in  all  new 
Services,  it  was  ufuai  to  fend  in  a fubfequent 
official  communication  by  Letter  to  the  Secretary 
at  War,  which  w’as  anfwered  officially.

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'We  underftand  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
.Auditors  of  Public  Accounts,  that  the  Account 
of  the  A;>ent  to  the  Medical  Board  is  a mere 
Cafh  Account,  to  be  difcharged  by  the  Receipts 
of  the  parties  to  whom  payments  are  ordered  to 
be  made.  Who  then  is  accountable  to  the

at  War’s  opinion  on  the  envelopes  cf  Letters 
and  Papers  that  were  fubmitted  to  him. 

Latterly  communication  by  Letter  has  been 
the  chief  way  of  my  receiving  the  Secretary  at 
War’s  function  or  authority  for  fuch  Aels  or 
Services  as  were  Submitted  to  him. 

This  opinion  of  the  Auditors  of  Public  Ac- 
counts does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  formed 
upon  the  fails,  nor  to  be  founded  in  equity.  I he 
term  Agent  to  the  Medical  Board  is  unknown 
at  this  Office.  An  Agent  for  A.rmy  Flofpjtals 
was  appointed  by  Government,  tor  the  exprels 
and  avowed  purpofe  of  removing  all  refponfi- 
bility  refpedting  money  concerns  from  the 
Medical  Board  both  collect! vely  and  individually, 
and  to  which,  before  that  time,  the  Medical 
Department  was  liable. 

I did,  and  do  conceiye  it  to  be  one  of  the 
moil  important  parts  of  the  Agent’s  duty,  to  call 
for  and  preferve  all  Bills  and  Receipts,  to  cor- 
refpond  in  detail  with  the  Blues  of  Money  made 
by  him,  notwith [landing  I have  lately  volunta- 
rily taken  that  trouble  on  myielf,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  confufion  that  had  heretofore  ex- 
iiled. 

That  fuch  W3S,  at  the  commencement  of  this 
duty,  the  Agent’s  own  opinion  can  be  proved 
by  oral,  and  i think  by  written  teftimony;  and 
indeed  without  this  refponfibility  it  does  not  ap- 
pear how  he  can  becalied  an  Agent,  or  how  he 
could  exonerate  this  Board  as  a Public  Ac- 
countant. 

If  the  payment  of  a recommendation  from 
this  Office  approved  by  the  Secretary  at  War, 
and  the  production  of  the  Receipt  of  the  party, 
be  his  only  duty,  the  term  Banker  would  feem 
to  be  more  applicable,  and  fu rely  it  could  not 
be  in  the  contemplation  of  Government  to 
place  large  Sums  of  Money  at  the  difpofal  of 
any  one,  with  an  adequate  faiary,  without  con- 
fidering  him  refponkble  for  Bills  and  Receipts 
for  the  detail,  as  well  as  for  the  grofs  fum  ap- 
proved. And  of  what  advantage  could  it  be  to 
the  Board,  to  take  out  of  the  hands  of  the  In- 
fpeSlor  the  Public  money  and  faiary,  and  give 
them  to  an  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals,  leaving 
all  the  refponfibility  with  the  Board. 

Had  this  duty  of  the  Agent  been  well  per- 
formed, no  deficiency  of  Voucher  could  ha\*e 
exuded,  and  consequently  the  application  of  the 
money  paid  for  Wine,  Szc.  would  have  appear- 
ed. For  the  due  application  of  the  Wine,  Szc. 
to  the  ufe  of  the  Sick,  the  perfon  mufl  be  ref- 
ponfible  who  received  the  Money  from  the 
Agent,  or  the  Wine  from  London,  who,  if  not 
a Medical  Officer,  could  at  the  time  have  proved 
his  order  for  its  Mues  by  the  Diet  Tables, 
or  other  Documents  figned  by  the  attending 
Medical  Officer;  and  it  a Medical  Officer,  he 
is  certainly  refponfible  for  his  own  Adis. 

My  faiicfiou  to  the  adminifiering  of  Wine  to 
the  Sick  in  diftnnt  Hofpitals  from  1'own,  mult 
of  courfe  be  guided  by  the  opinions  and  judg- 
ment of  the  Medical  Officers  on  the  fpot;  and 
controul,  except  in  cafes  of  heavy  confump- 
tion,  was  net  deemed  iu dutiable,  even  by  the 
Board.

ever  great  the  iapfe  of  years  fmee  the  period  of 
the  fervice. 

I cannot  conclude  this  remark  without  lament- 
ing the  caufes  that  buffered  thefe  Accounts  to  be 
fo  much  in  arrear  of  audit.

For  an  Expenditure  of  this  nature  no  cer- 
tain line  can  be  drawn  ; much  muff  depend  up- 
on the  opinions  and  judgment  of  the  attending 
Medical  Officers ; an  early  audit,  when  the 
parties  from  memory  could  anfwer  any  Queries 
put  to  them,  would  have  faved  ail  the  trouble 
that  has  enfued,  have  precluded  all  doubts,  and 
have  fixed  the  relponfibility  for  the  prefervation 
of  and  produftion  of  Receipts  in  its  proper 
place,  and  which  even  ac  the  prefent  moment 
remain  in  the  fame  undefined  ffate. 

We  notice  eight  Pipes  of  Port  Wine  fent 
to  Gibraltar,  in  September  1796,  and  which 
are  charged  in  Meffrs.  Delamaine’s  Account  at

We  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you,  that  in  purfuance  of  the  diredlions  conveyed  to  us  in  your 
-better  of  ttcth  May,  we  repaired  immediately  to  Plymouth,  and  loft  no  time  in  entering  on  the  per-, 
lormance  of  thofe  Duties  with  which  we  were  entruded. 

Our  attention  was  necefiarily  called  in  the  fird  place  to  the  invedigation  of  various  Tradefmen’s 
books,  and  to  the  oral  tedimony  and  relation  of  circumdances  ccnneded  with  the  Accounts  in  quedion, 
which  could  only  be  colle&ed  from  the  memory  of  the  Tradcfmen  whofe  refidences  we  could  difcover, 
and  who  were  difpofed  to  attend  to  our  enquiries. 

v/e  deem  ourielves  fortunate,  coniidering  the  lapfe  of  time  that  has  taken  place  lince  the  date  of 
thele  Accounts,  to  have  found  lo  many  of  the  parties  farviving  and  refident  at  Plymouth,  and  to  have 
obtained  the  quantum  of  information  it  is  now  our  duty  to  report. 

In  doing  this,  we  conceive  that  it  will  eventually  fave  much  time  and  trouble,  and  preclude  the 
intricacy  which  mud  attend  a General  Report,  if  we  follow  in  our  Remarks  the  fydem  adopted  by* 
Dr.  Boone  in  making  up  his  Accounts,  namely,  by  monthly  Abdra&s;  and  we  fliall  therefore  beg 
leave  to  refer  you  to  the  dates  and  numbers  of  each  according  to  the  enclofed  Papers,  which  are 
marked  .Monthly,  thereby  correfponding  with  his  Abdradts. 

Befides  the  detailed  Report,  which  will  be  found  in  thefe  Papers,  it  is  our  duty  to  notice  particu- 
larly a Monthly  charge,  entitled  Trade/men's  Small  Bills. 

Frcm  fuch  Tradefmen  as  had  kept  and  dill  preferred  their  books,  we  have  colledled  a detail  qf 
the  articles  with  which  they  fervcd  the  Hofpital  for  the  periods  fpecified  in  Dr.  Boone’s  Ac- 
counts ; 
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counts;  and  we  are  forry  to  obferve  there  is  a material  difference  between  the  Charges  in  thefe 
Accounts  and  the  books  of  the  Tradefmen,  who,  however,  uniformly  afiured  us  that  the  books  we 
infpeded  contained  the  total  Amount  of  all  the  articles  they  had  ever  fupplied  the  Hofpital  with  for 
the  periods  of  our  enquiry. 

The  under-mentioned  Tradefmen  were  in  fo  humble  a line  of  life  that  they  either  kept  no  books,  or 
ferved  the  Hofpitals  for  ready  money  only  ; from  them,  therefore,  no  other  information  could  be 
obtained  than  that  they  had  been  in  the  habit  of  Serving  the  Hofpitals,  and  had  now  no  demand  againll 
them. 

As  we  conceived  it  our  duty  not  only  to  examine  into  the  corrednefs  of  thefe  Accounts,  and  to 
deted  apparent  errors,  but  alfo  to  put  them  in  a fbape  fit  for  the  eye  of  the  Commiffioners  for 
Auditing  Public  Accounts,  whenever  a Receipt  was  wanting,  and  we  had  a ff tired  ourfelves,  from 
adual  infpedion,  that  the  voucher  correfponded  with  the  books  of  the  Tradefmen,  we  did  not  hefitate 
to  requed  a Duplicate  Receipt,  charging  the  damp  to  Government,  as  we  could  not  demand  it  of  the 
Tradefmen. 

This  will  give  rife  to  a charge  for  damps  from  a dationer  at  Plymouth  Dock,  which,  without  this 
information,  might  be  deemed  extraordinary.  The  Receipts,  as  well  as  the  Vouchers  we  collected, 
which  were  deficient  in  Dr.  Boone’s  Accounts  entruded  to  our  care,  are  herewith  enclofed  ; a lid  of 
which  is  alfo  fubjoined. 

We  cannot  conclude  without  bearing  tedimony  to  the  reiterated  accounts  of  the  lamentable  ficknefs 
and  mortality  that  prevailed  at  Plymouth  on  the  commencement  of  thefe  Hofpital  Eflablilhments, 
and  which  we  refpedfully  fu'omit  may  plead  as  an  apology  for  many  irregularities,  though  not  for  the 
improper  charges  that  have  herewith  been  noticed.

I Have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Letters  of  the  7th  and  19th  Augud,  and,  previoufly 
to  my  entering  into  a detail  of  the  observations  which  have  occurred  to  me  on  my  late  Examination 
of  the  Accounts  of  Dr.  Boone,  1 beg  leave  to  date,  that  when  they  firft  appeared  before  me  at  the 
periods  of  the  expenditure  being  incurred,  it  was  conceived  to  be  my  duty  only  to  examine  into  the 
nature  and  propriety  of  the  articles  charged,  as  far  as  I was  enabled  from  occadonal  infpedion, 
.from  returns,  and  from  correfpondence,  to  form  a judgment  thereon.  That  I did  this,  the  remarks 
dill  exiding  on  feme  of  the  vouchers  will  amply  tedify,  as  well  as  my  correfpondence  with  Dr.  Boone 
at  the  time,  when  perfuaded  that  the  expenditure  was  judifiable  ; it  was  necedary  for  me  to  leave 
the  detection  of  arithmetical  errors  to  my  Clerk,  for  I then  had  but  one,  and  my  own  time  was  too 
much  occupied  to  attend  to  this. 

As  foon  as  the  Accounts  were  reported  to  me  to  be  correct.  I recommended  to  the  Secretary  at 
War  the  payment  of  the  Amount,  or  of  the  Balances,  money  on  account  having  neceffiarily  been 
previoufly  idued  to  carry  on  the  Service ; the  collection  of  the  Receipts,  their  accuracy  and  preser- 
vation, I always  thought  the  duty  of  the  Agent  of  Army  Hofpitals,  and  I therefore  never  paid  any 
attention  to  this  fubjed. 

But  when  thefe  Accounts  were  returned  to  me  from  the  office  sr  the  Commiffioners  for  Auditing 
the  Public  Accounts,  for  my  invedigation,  not  fo  much  into  the  expenditure,  as  to  afeertain  the 
accuracy  of  the  Accounts  themfelves,  and  that  there  were  receipts  correfponding  to  each  voucher, 
my  examination  was  much  more  minute.  I proceeded  regularly  through  the  different  months, 
according  to  the  mode  in  which  the  Accounts  had  been  originally  kept  and  fent  in,  and  my  chief 
obfervations  reded  on  errors  in  calculation,  on  deficiency  in  receipts,  or  palpable  midakes  in  figures. 
I proceeded  in  this  manner  until  I came  to  the  examination  of  the  Abdrad,  and  correfpondent 
Vouchers,  for  the  month  of  January  1797.  Hera  my  attention  was  mod  particularly  arreded. 

The  Commiffioners  are  aware  of  the  great  deficiency  of  receipts  to  thefe  Accounts  when  returned 
me  from  their  office  ; after  much  correfpondence  with  Dr.  Boone,  I at  lad  received  from  him, 
through  the  interference  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  a very  confiderable  number, — which  will  be  found 
attached  to  their  refoedive  bills.  Among d thefe  was  found  a bill,  or  rather  fub -abdrad  of  Tradefmem 5 
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fmc.1l  Bills  for  the  month  of  January  1797,  made  cut  in  the  hand-writing  of  Mr.  Gibbons,  Clerk  and 
Storekeeper  at  that  time  of  Plymouth  Hofpital,  and  which  is  enclofed,  marked  N°  1. ; on  comparing 
this  with  a fimilar  Account  in  the  ufual  hand-writing  of  Dr.  Boone,  which  will  be  found  in  his 
Accounts  for  that  month,  a copy  of  which,  for  the  facility  of  reference,  is  enclofed,  marked  N°  2.  and 
a copy  of  Mr.  Gibbon’s  receipt  marked  N°  3. ; the  very  firiking  difference  between  charges  appa- 
rently the  fame,  led  me  to  retrace  my  heps,  and  enter  into  a ftil!  more  minute  examination.  In 
purfuance  of  this,  I opened  a correfpondence  with  perfons  at  Plymouth ; but  not  deriving  the 
information  from  them  which  I particularly  required,  I felt  it  incumbent  on  me  to  propofe  to  the 
Secretary  at  War,  that  I might  be  permitted  to  fend  down  to  Plymouth  two  able  and  confidential 
perfons  to  inflitute  and  purfue  the  enquiries  which  appeared  to  me  fo  neceffary.  The  Secretary  at 
War  was  pleafed  to  approve  of  this  meafure,  and  accordingly  my  afiiftant  Mr.  R.  Keate,  and  Mr. 
Sheppard,  Accomptant  to  the  Army  Medical  Board,  were  ordered  to  Plymouth  on  this  duty.  I 
cannot  more  fully  anfwer  the  objed  the  Commilfioners  have  in  view,  or  give  a more  ample  detail 
cf  the  refult  of  my  inveiligarion,  than  by  encloling  a copy  of  the  Report  made  to  me  by  thofe  Gen- 
tlemen, on  the  different  points  to  which  I directed  their  particular  attention.  I cannot  help  obfervinp-, 
that,  although  one  abllrad  only  of  thefe  fmall  bills  is  found  in  Mr.  Gibbon’s  hand-writing,  yet  as  his 
Receipts  are,  for  feveral  months,  lefs  than  the  fame  charge  made  by  Dr.  Boone,  it  might  throw  itill 
further  light  on  this  part  of  Dr.  Boone’s  Accounts  if  Mr.  Gibbons  was  ordered  to  produce  all  the 
A bit:  rads  he  gave  Dr.  Boone  to  correfpond  with  the  amount  of  his  Receipts. 

I cannoc  conclude  without  obferving,  that  merely  confufion  and  irregularity  would  not  be  furprizing 
at  the  period  in  queilion,  and  the  Commilfioners  muft  be  pleafed  to  take  into  their  confideration,  that 
Hofpital  Edablilhments  were  at  that  time  in  their  infancy  ; that  there  was  no  preparation  at  Plymouth 
for  the  reception  of  lick,  until  the  lamentable  difeafe  and  mortality  which  occurred  at  that  period 
rendered  it  neceffary  to  provide  any  accommodation  that  could  be  procured  ; and,  under  the  then 
exifting  circumftances,  much  deviation  from  regularity  would  have  been  natural  and  unavoidable, 
even  in  the  mod  perfed  Hofpital  Eftabliihments  of  the  prefent  day.

Sir, 

I Have  the  honour  to  (late  to  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  that  I have 
called  upon  Dr.  Boone,  Phyfician  to  the  Forces,  to  deliver  to  me  the  whole  of  the  Receipts  to  cor- 
refpond  with  the  Plymouth  General  Hofpital  Accounts,  during  the  time  he  had  the  management  of 
the  Purveying  Department,  and  after  much  protraded  delay,  he  has  furnilhed  me  with  receipts  to  the 
amount  of  about  £.  8,000.  only,  whereas  thofe  required  of  him  are  upv/ards  of  £.  23,000.  ; and  it  is 
worthy  of  obfervation,  that  the  receipts  for  £.8,000.  include  a period  prior  to  that  which  he  was 
diredec.  to  produce  the  receipts  in  quedior.,  as  well  as  fubfequent  to  that  period,  thereby  caufing  a 
confiderable  deficiency  in  the  receipts  even  for  the  £.  8,ooo.  It  is  therefore  my  duty  to  reprefer.t,  that 
unlefs  Dr.  Boone  be  direded  by  the  Secretary  at  War  to  deliver  the  whole  of  thefe  receipts,  it  will 
be  impcffibie  for  me  to  arrange  his  Accounts  in  the  manner  I am  defired  to  do  ; and  as  Dr.  Boone  has 
declared  to  one  of  the  Clerks  at  the  office,  that  he  has  procured  the  whole  of  the  receipts,  but  would 
net  give  them  up  without  caufing  me  much  trouble,  I hope  Mr.  Dundas  will  fee  the  neceffity  of 
taking  fuch  meafures  with  Dr.  Boone,  as  will  not  fail  to  oblige  him  to  comply  with  the  order  ; and 
furthermore,  as  his  half-pay  and  allowances  have  been  reltored  to  him  conditionally,  that  he  was  to 
give  up  all  the  receipts  for  £.23,000.  I hope  that  the  Secretary  at  War  will  now  fee  fufficient 
reafon,  owing  to  his  incorred  ftatements,  palpable  errors,  and  grofs  mifreprefentations,  to  hop  them 
again,  until  he  has  complied  with  every  order  he  lias  received  towards  fettling  his  Accounts,  to  the 
fatisfadion  of  the  Auditors.

1.  W hat  fituation  do  you  hold  in  the  Houfe  of  MefTrs.  Allan  and  Smith,  and  how  long  have 

you  held  that  fituation  ? A.  I am  principal  Clerk  in  their  Houfe,  and  I have  been  in  the 

Houfe  fince  the  6th  of  May  1778. 

2.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  Houfe  of  Allan  and  Smith  furnifhing  Wine  for  the  ufe  of 
Arm y Hofpitals  ?— — A.  I am,  in  every  inflance  in  which  they  furnifhed  any,  and  1 have  generally 

fettled  the  Accounts. 

Qt  3*  At  what  period  did  the  Houfe  firft  fupply  Wine  for  the  ufe  of  Army  Hofpitals  ? 

A.  In  November  or  December  1794. 

Q.  4.  By  whofe  orders  was  it  at  that  time  fupplied,  and  where  did  MefTrs.  Allan  and  Smith 

obtain  Payments  ?■ A.  The  Wine  was  fupplied  by  order  of  Mr.  Kcate,  the  Surgeon  General  j 

and  the  payments  were  in  general  made  by  the  Purveyor  at  York  Hofpital. 

0,5-  Was  the  fupply  at  that  time  confiderable  ? A.  The  firli  fupply  was  inconfiderable 

but  it  increafed  afterwards. 

Q,  6.  Was  any  other  Wine  Merchant  to  your  knowledge  employed  to  furnifh  Wine  to  Army 

Hofpitals,  at  the  time  you  are  fpeaking  of? A.  I do  not  know  whether  any  other  was 

employed  at  that  time,  but  having  been  called  upon  at  different  times  to  fend  tailes 
and  prices  to  the  Medical  Board  Office  for  the  purpofe  of  being  compared  with  other 
Samples,  we  concluded  that  others  were  employed,  and  I know  that  Mr.  Delatnaine 
was  afterwards  employed. 

0,7.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  circumftances  which  led  to  your  Houfe  being  firft  employed 

to  furnifh  Wine  for  the  ufe  of  Army  Hofpitals  ? -A.  I only  know  that  we  fupplied  Mrs.  Keate’s 

Father,  and  afterwards  Mr.  Keate,  before  he  was  Surgeon  General.  We  thought  this 
might  have  led  to  the  Houfe  being  employed,  but  fince  that  I have  heard  that  Dr. 

Weir,  Phyfician  to  the  Forces,  had  recommended  us  to  Mr.  Kcate. 

Q.  8.  Do  the  19  Accounts  recently  made  out  by  your  Houfe  and  fent  to  this  Office,  include  all 

the  Wine  and  Spirits  fupplied  by  you  for  Army  Hofpitals  fince  1794  ? A.  On  referring  to  the 

Accounts,  I find  that  they  go  no  further  than  the  end  of  1805;  fince  that  time  we 
may  have  fent  a Pipe  or  two  to  York  Hofpital,  but  I do  not  think  it  has  exceeded 
that  quantity.  With  this  exception,  thefe  Returns,  if  correCtly  copied  from  ours, 
include  all  that  we  have  furnifhed. 

Q_  g.  By  whofe  orders  was  the  whole  of  the  Wine  and  Spirits  which  appears  in  thefe  Returns 

fupplied  ?— A.  By  orders  of  the  Surgeon  General,  either  from  the  York  Hofpital,  or  from  his 

own  Office  in  town. 

Q.10.  What  orders  did  you  receive  refpedting  the  quality  of  the  Wine — and  what  credit  were 

you  to  give  r A.  With  relpect  to  quality,  the  orders  were  always  for  the  very  heft  and  oldeft 

Wine  that  could  be  had,  particular  ftrefs  being  laid  on  the  fervice  for  which  it  was 
deftined,  namely,  for  Tick  Troops.  We  never  had  any  Agreement  refpedtinc  credit, 
but  our  cuftom  was  to  deliver  in  the  Accounts  quarterly,  and  we  generally  were  paid 
in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuing  quarter. 

Q,  x 1 . W as  the  price  charged  by  you  to  the  Surgeon  General,  funilar  to  that  which  you  charo-ed 

at  the  fame  period  to  the  regular  euftomers  of  your  Houfe,  or  wherein  did  it  differ? -A.  Our 

charge  to  the  Surgeon  General  was  about  5 or  6 per  cent,  lower  than  to  cur  other 
cuffcmers. 

Q,  12.  We  obferve  that  in  September  1803,  you  charged  /.  2,500  and  upwards,  for  25  or  26 
Pipes  of  Port  Wine  fent  to  Barbadoes,  without  deducing  the  drawback  of  Duty  allowed  on 
exportation.  Is  this  confiftent  with  the  ufual  practice  of  trade  on  funilar  cccafions — if  not,  ffate 

to  the  Board  the  grounds  of  the  deviation? -A.  When  vve  received  that  Order,  the  Ship 

Enterprize,  on  board  of  which  the  Wine  was  to  be  pur,  was  not  entered  at  the 
Cuftom  Houfe,  without  which  no  drawback  could  be  claimed.  I informed  Mr. 

Keate  of  this  circumftance,  and  that  it  would  be  the  fame  thing  to  Government, 

whether  the  Cuftom  Houfe  repaid  us  the  Duty,  c.r  the  Wine  was  fhipped  with  it  on, 

the  recovery  of  the  drawback  involving  confiderable  expence,  beftdes  an  application  to 
the  Treafury  to  permit  it.  I alfo  mentioned  to  Mr.  Keate  that  we  were  in  the  habit 
of  fhipping  for  the  Victualling  Office  with  the  drawback  on,  by  their  own  particular 
requeft.  Mr.  Keate’s  directions  were,  that  I fhould  do  that  which  was  moft  advanta- 
geous for  the  Public. 

0^  X3.  Suppofing  that  on  Wine  fo  fhipped  for  a Foreign  Station,  without  deduction  ofdrawback, 
the  thipper  had  been  difpofed  to  practice  a fraud  on  the  revenue,  might  he  not  have  received  the 

2 7°  drawback 
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without  the  knowledge  of  the  Surgeon  General  ? A.  If  the  veflel  had  entered  at  the 

Cuftom  Houfe,  it  is  certainly  poffible,  but  of  fo  eafy  detection,  that  a Merchant  would 
be  out  of  his  fenfes  to  attempt  it.  With  refpedi  to  the  fhipment  in  queftion,  as  the 
Enterprize  was  afterwards  entered  at  the  Cuftom  Houfe,  had  we  not  (hipped  the 
Wine  in  the  interval,  we  could  have  obtained  the  drawback,  but  having  (hipped  it  on 
board  with  a permit,  the  permit  once  gone;  to  receive  the  drawback  was  iinpoliible. 

What  were  the  rates  of  Duty,  and  of  Drawback  on  Port  Wine  in  September  1803  ? 

A.  Poftponed.  (a)

The  Examination  of  Mr.  JOHN  WIMBRIDGE,  Deputy  Purveyor  to  the 
Force? ; taken  upon  Oath  24th  April  1807. 

1.  HOW  long  have  you  held  the  fnuation  of  Deputy  Purveyor  at  York  Hofpital  ? A.  I 

was  appointed  Adting  Purveyor  at  York  Hofpital  on  25th  Nov.  1 797*  and  received 
my  Appointment  of  Deputy  Purveyor,  in  July  1799. 


Q:  2-  What  Medical  fituation  did  you  hold  previous  to  this  Appointment? A.  I went  to 

the  Continent  in  1794  as  Purveyor’s  Clerk,  and  remained  there  until  the  troops  re- 
turned home,  when  I was  lent  to  Ireland  as  Affiftant  Purveyor,  and  there  remained  till 
the  latter  end  of  1796,  and  was  from  that  period  employed  as  an  Affiftant  to  the  Pur- 
veyor at  York  Hofpital  till  November  1797,  when  i was  appointed  Adding  Purveyor, 
as  I have  already  dated. 


Q.  3.  What  are  your  prefent  Duties  ?— — A.  My  Duties  are  to  take  an  Account  of  all  Men 
admitted,  their  difcharges,  and  deaths.  I have  the  charge  and  keep  an  Account  of  Stores 
of  every  defcription  received  and  i(Tued,  except  Medicines,  and  thofe  under  the  charge 
of  the  Barrack  Department.  All  monies  expended  for  the  ufe  of  the  Hofpital  in 
Tradefmen’s  Bills,  Servant’s  Wages,  andfmaller  difburfements,  pafs  through  my  hands, 
of  which  I make  up  a Quarterly  Account,  which,  after  being  approved  by  the  Military 
Superintendant,  and  Principal  Medical  Officer,  is  forwarded  to  the  Surgeon  General, 
i keep  an  Account  of  all  Stoppages  due  for  Men  in  Hofpital,  which  I fend  to  the 
Secretary  at  War  and  the  refpecftive  Agents,  foon  after  the  24th  of  every  Month.  I 
alfo  furnifh  the  men  in  Hofpital  with  luch  neceftaries  as  they  may  want,  for  which  I 
am  paid  by  the  refpeilive  Agents ; but  this  does  not  form  part  of  my  Public 
Account.  I alfo  make  various  Returns  to  the  Military  Superintendant,  the  Secretary 
at  War,  the  Adjutant  General,  and  the  Surgeon  General.  I am  likewife  held  refpon- 
fible  for  the  clcanlinefs  of  the  Hofpital  and  of  the  Patients. 

Q.  4.  What  is  your  Salary,  and  have  you  any  Emoluments  diftindft  from  it? A.  My 

dated  Pay  is  Ten  Shillings  a day,  and  I have  Apartments  in  the  Hofpital,  with 
Coals  and  Candles,  otherwife  I (hould  be  entitled  to  Lodging  Money.  I have  no  other 
Emoluments  whatfoever. 


Q.  5.  In 
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Qi  5.  In  what  manner,  and  by  whom  are  Purveyors’  Stores  procured  for  the  York  Hofpital  ? Mr -W uniridge 

A.  Bedding  Utenfils  of  every  defcription,  &c.  are  furnifhed  by  Mefirs.  T iot-t  ^ 

ter,  and  are  fupplied  .upon  my  requifition  to  the  Surgeon  General,  approved  by  the 
Principal  Medical  Officer.  Articles  of  daily  confumption,  fuch  as  Bread,  Meat,  Beer, 

Milk,  &c.  are  furnifhed  by  contrail  made  by  me  with  different  tradefmen.  Groceries 
and  Soap  have  been  furnilhed  latterly  by  Meffis.  Trotter,  and  will,  l believe,  be  found 
in  their  Accounts.  Coals  and  Candles  are  fupplied  by  the  Barrack  Department 

Q.  6.  In  what  manner  are  they  received  and  Bored  by  you  ?- A.  The  Articles  which  I re- 

ceive from  Meffrs.  Trotter,  are  accompanied  with  two  Returns  expreffing  the  quanti- 
ties (one  of  which  I return  to  them  as  a receipt)  and  are  depofited  in  Store  until 
they  are  wanted.  The  Articles  of  confumption  are  received  daily  as  wanted,  except 
the  Coals  and  Candles  for  the  Officers,  which  I receive  weekly  from  the  Barrack  Store 
in.  the  Hofpital  : the  Expenditure  of  the  Articles  of  daily  confumption  is  checked  every 
week  by  the  Military  Superintendant,  and  Principal  Medical  Officer. 

Q.  7.  By  whom  and  how  often  are  the  Stores  in  your  charge  infpeiied?- A.  They  ufed  to 

be  infpedted  monthly,  but  now  by  orders  of  the  Surgeon  General  quarterly,  by  a Board 
of  the  Medical  Officers  attached  to  the  Hofpital. 

Q.  8.  What  are  the  Forms  obferved,  when  it  is  found  neceffary  to  condemn  any  Article  cf  Pur- 
veyors’ Stores  — ~A.  I feleil  cut  half-yearly  all  thofe  Articles  which  appear  to  be  unfit  for  fervice, 
and  fubmitthem  to  the  Principal  Medicial  Officer,  v. ho  then  calls  a Board,  confiding 
cf  not  lefs  than  Three  Medical  Officers,  if  that  number  can  he  had,  and  the  Articles 
deemed  unferviceable  are  turned  over  to  the  Military  Superintendant,  who  orders  them 
to  be  difpofed  of,  and  the  amount  is  credited  in  my  Account. 

Q.  9.  We  obferve  in  Meffrs.  Trotters’ Account  of  Stores  furnifhed  in  1804,  a quantity  of 
.Spermaceti  Candles  furnifhed  for  the  ufe  of  York  Hofpital  ; for  what  purpofe,  and  on  whole  requi- 
fition were  they  furnifhed  ? A.  I have  no  knowledge  ofany  fuch  delivery,  nor  do  1 believe  there 

were  any  Spermaceti  Candles  delivered  at  the  York  Hofpital.  (a) 

Q.  10.  In  what  manner,  and  on  whole  requifition  are  Articles  ifiued  to  the  Patients  in  the  Hof- 
pital  from  your  Stores  ? -A.  On  the  Diet  Fable. 

Q.  XI.  Do  Wine  and  Porter  compofe  any  part  of  the  Stores  under  your  care  and  controul  ? 

A.  They  do;  they  are  furnilhed  by  order  of  the  Surgeon  General  upon  my  requifition. 

Q.  12.  Under  whofe  authority  do  you  iffue  thefe  Articles?- A.  Under  the  authority  of  the 

attending  Medical  Officers,  as  expreffed  in  the  Diet  Table. 

13.  Are  thefe  Diet  Tables  preferved  for  former  periods? A.  Since  the  year  1800,  they 

have  been  regularly  entered  in  a book  for  that  purpofe,  which  has  been  figned  weekly 
by  the  Military  Superintendant,  and  the  Principal  Medical  Officer.  I believe  they  are 
not  preferved  before  that  period. 

Q.H-  How  were  the  Purveyor’s  Iflues  checked  prior  to  1800  ? A.  There  was  no  check  ; 

the  Iffues  were  made  upon  the  Diet  Tables  as  now  ; but  there  was  no  perfon  appointed 
to  check  them. 

Q.  15.  In  what  packages  is  Wine  delivered  to  you? A.  A Pipe  is  always  delivered  in  four 

Qua  rter  Calks,  and  the  iurplus  in  Bottles,  as  the  Quarter  Calks  do  not  contain  a Pipe 
cf  Port. 

Q.  16.  In  what  mode  do  you  debit  yourfelf  in  your  Store  Account,  for  the  Wine  received  by  you  ? 

A.  I always  charge  myfelf  with  the  number  of  gallons  received,  and  the  Iffues  are 
made  in  gills,  pints,  or  otherwife,  as  ordered  by  the  attending  Medical  Officer. 

Q_  17.  For  what  reafon  is  Port  Wine  delivered  to  you  in  the  way  you  have  mentioned? 

A.  It  is  done  for  the  convenience  of  the  Hofpital,  and  to  prevent  the  Wine  growing 
flat. 

Mr.  Wimbridge  attended  the  28th  April  1807,  and  was 
further  examined  as  follows  : 

Q.  18.  You  ftate  in  Anfwer  to  the  3d  Quefiion,  that  you  fupply  fome  neceffaries  to  the  men  in 
Hofpital,  which  are  afterwards  accounted  for  by  the  Agents  of  Regiments  : deferibe  what  neceffaries 
you  mean? -A.  They  are  fpecified  in  the  printed  Regulations,  and  confi II  of  Shirts,  Shoes,  Stock- 

ings, Ac. 

Q.  19.  By  whofe  dire&ion  do  you  fupply  thefe  neceffaries  to  the  men  when  wanted? A.  It 

is  with  the  approbation  of  the  Military  Superintendant,  who  fatisfies  himfelf  that  they 
are  really  wanted. 

Qi  20.  What  profit  do  you  charge  on  thefe  Articles  ? A.  Not  any. 

Q.  21.  What  Vouchers  do  you  give  to  the  Agents  as  the  foundation  of  your  claims  on  them  ? 

A.  Monthly  Tickets  are  given  in  to  the  War  Office  and  to  the  Agents,  fpecifying 
the  neceffaries  furnifhed  ; that  to  the  War  Office  is  figned  by  the  man  to  whom  they 
are  fupplied,  as  well  as  by  myfelf ; that  fent  to  the  Agent  is  figned  by  myfelf  only. 

3 X Q.  22.  Does 
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22.  Does  the  Military  Superintendant  fign  or  approve  either  of  thofe  Returns? A.  He 

does  not. 

23.  How  do  you  procure  money  for  the  Service  of  the  Hofpital  ? A.  By  application  to 

the  Surgeon  General,  whofe  leave  being  obtained,  I draw  a bill  on  Mr.  Window,  which 
is  counterftgned  by  the  Military  Superintendant. 

Q.  24.  Are  the  Stoppages  from  the  Patients  applied  towards  the  Ex pences  of  the  Hofpital  ? 

A.  No,  they  are  not : they  have  not  been  drawn  by  the  Regimental  Paymafter  fines 
1800,  being  deducted  in  the  firft  inftance  from  the  Pay  of  the  Regiment.

•Sir,  Army  Medical  Board  Office,  April  9th  1806. 

I beg  leave  to  reprefent,  for  the  information  and  confideration  of  PI.  R.  H.  the  Commander 
in  Chief,  and  of  the  Secretary  at  W ar,  that  there  exifts  at  the  Cavalry  Depot  at  Maidftone,  a 
Depot  Hofpital,  conducted  by  a Surgeon  to  the  Forces,  with  one  or  more  Hofpital  Mates  under 
his  direftions,  and  principally  on  the  plan  of  a General  Hofpital,  and  fupplies  of  all  kinds  are 
(urnifhed  by  requifition  from  hence. 

As  the  number  of  Patients  ufually  received  into  this  Hofpital  is  comparatively  fmall,  I beg  leave 
to  fubmit  my  opinion  that  the  fyftem  might  with  advantage  be  changed,  and  that  the  Barrack  De- 
partment be  called  upon  to  furnifli  Bedding  and  Utenfils,  as  is  the  practice  in  Regimental  Hofpitals  ; 
the  Surgeon  conducting  it  might  receive  the  ftoppages  from  the  Refident  Paymafter,  appropriating 
and  accounting  for  them  weekly  on  the  Regimental  Plan  ; this  mode  ha«  been  adopted  at  Hilfea, 
and  has  alfo  with  great  convenience  been  pr/.CIifed  in  the  Hofpital  eftablifhed  at  Deal  for  the 
reception  of  the  Sick  left  on  the  Embarkation  of  1'roops,  for  and  on  their  return  from  the  Continent, 
under  the  direCiion  of  a Surgeon  to  the  Forces.  If  H.  R.  H.  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  the 
Secretary  at  War,  ftiould  be  pleafed  to  approve  of  this  plan  being  followed  at  Maidftone,  I have  to 
requeft  the  honour  of  InftruCtions  thereon,  and  that  directions  may  be  given  accordingly  to  the 
Barrack  Department,  in  which  cafe  the  Bedding  and  Utenfils,  now  there  appertaining  to  the  Ge- 
neral Hofpital  Stores,  may  be  fent  to  York  Hofpital,  Chelfea,  unlefs  it  fhould  appear  expedient  to 
deliver  over  to  the  Barrack  Department,  fuch  Stores  as  are  applicable  to  Regimental  Hofpital 
Equipments,  as  was  the  cafe  at  Jerfey  and  Guernfey.

I request  you  will  inform  the  Commiffioners  of  Military  Enquiry,  that  no  books  in  this 
Office  can  give  the  total  expence  of  the  York  Hofpital,  or  of  the  Depot  Hofpital,  for  any  one 
■year  ; our  Accounts  comprizing  nothing  more  than  is  found  to  be  charged  againft  the  Public  in 
the  Abftradls  of  the  Agent  for  Army  Hofpitals.  It  appears  that  the  Buildings,  with  certain 
articles  of  Furniture,  according  to  the  Barrack  Regulations,  are  fupplied  by  the  Barrack  Depart- 
ment; that  the  Purveyor’s  Stores  have  been  fupplied  by  MefTrs.  Trotters,  and  the  Medicines  by 
the  Apothecary  General ; that  among  the  Stores  furnifhed  by  thefe  laft  two  Houfes  are  found 
various  articles  of  confumption,  fuch  as  Rice,  Sugar,  Tea,  &c.  and  that  the  Stores  deposited  in 
General  Hofpitals  are  intended  to  furnifh  iffiues  to  other  fervices,  as  well  as  for  the  uf’e  of  the 
particular  Eftablifhments. 

It  is  poffible  that  by  computations  founded  upon  the  Returns  of  Sick,  and  Tables  of  Diets, 
compared  with  the  Purveyor’s  Accounts,  fomething  of  an  aggregate  may  be  formed ; but  it  will 
.be  difficult  to  give  any  thing  like  the  precife  expenditure.
